The Society met at the Reformed Dutch church, Washington- 
square, New York, on Wednesday, May 13, 1857, at 9 o'clock, a. m., 
the President, Chief-Justice Williams of Connecticut, in the chair, 
supported by the Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, former President, 
and Rev. Drs. Gardiner Spring, Thomas De Witt, and John S. Stone 
and William B. Crosby, Esq., Vice-Presidents. Prayer was oflFered by 
the Rev. Dr. Spring ; and the Rev. Dr. Knox, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, read a statement of the Society's history during the 
year, as given below. 

The Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, chairman of the Special Com- 
mittee of fifteen appointed by the Society at the last anniversary, then 
gave a brief history of the proceedings of that Committee, who assem- 
bled with a deep sense of responsibility, and were driven to the throne 
of grace for guidance, but who were brought to harmony of views, as 
would appear from the Report which he requested Judge Jessup, the 
secretary of that Committee, to present. That Report was then re^d 
by Judge Jessup, and printed copies presented to the audience, 
when, on motion of Rev. Dr. Joseph P. Thompson, seconded by 
Horace Holden, Esq., it was unanimously 

Retobfedj That the Report of the Special Ck>mmittee be accepted and adopted by 
the Society. 

It was further unanimously 

Reioivedf That the resolutions contained in the Beport be adopted by the Society. 
See the Report and Resolutions, page 225. The sixth resolution 
changes the last article of the Society's Constitution to read as fol- 
lows : 

" Abuclb XI. This Constitution shall not be altered except at an annual meet- 
ing, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members present ; notice of the proposed 
alteration having been given at the previous annual meeting."

On motion of the Rev. Dr. De Witt, it was unanimously 
Betolvedf That the officers of the Society for the enguing year be the same as the < 
last year, except that Rev. Dr. John M. Stevenson of New Albany, Indiana, be 
elected one of the Corresponding Secretaries, in place of Rev. R. S. Cook, resigned ; 
and that Mr.'Samnel E. Warner be elected Assistant Secretary for Colportage. 

At the suggestion of Rer^ Dr. Knox, that the Society should unite 
in thanksgiving to God for the harmony which had prevailed, Rev. 
Dr. Thompson, at the call of the President, led the meeting in prayer ; 
and after a short recess for a meeting of the Board of Directors to 
elect the Executive Committee, the Society proceeded to the usual 
public exercises of the anniversary. 

The Treasurer's report, presented by Moses Allen, Esq., was 
approved ; and an abstract of the Annual Report was read by Rev. 
Messrs. Hallock and Eastman, Secretaries, when the following resolu- 
tions were oflFered and unanimously adopted. 

On motion of Rev. H. D. Ganse, of the Reformed Dutch church, 
New York ; seconded by Hon. William Jessup of Montrose, Pa, 

Besolvedy That the Annual Report, an abstract of which has now been read, bet 
adopted, and published under the direction of the Execntive Committee ; and that 
this meeting gratefully recognize the smiles of divine Frovidence in the extension 
and prosperity of the Society's labors during the year. 

On motion of Rev. Hugh S. Carpenter, of the Presbyterian church, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. ; seconded by Rev. John S. Stone, D. D., of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal church, Brookline, Mass. 

Retdlioed, That thanks be rendered to God for the harmony which for thirty-two 
years has prevailed in the councils. of the Committee and among the numerous 
laborers for the Society, in seeking the conversion of men through faith in Christ 
and the renewing of the Holy Spirit, as the divinely appointed means of rescuing 
sinners from the ruins of the £edl, and confetring upon them the richest blessingB 
for time and eternity. 

On motion of Mr. Jonathan Cross, General Agent and Superin- 
tendent of Colportage in Virginia and North Carolina ; seconded by 
Mr. John Potter, colporteur in Western Pennsylvania, 

Rentved, That this meeting rejoice in the steadfast endeavor to penetrate the 
desolations of our beloved country, which has characterized the operati<Mi8 of this 
Society, especially in the work of Colportage ; and that God has richly blessed these 
endeavors in innumerable ways, and to men in all conditions of life. 

On motion of Dr. Divie Bethune McCartee, missionary of the Gen- 
eral Assembly's Board at Ningpo, China ; seconded by Rev. N. Aid- 
rich, of the Evangelical Lutheran church, the Society's General Agent 
in South Carolina, 

RoKivedy That this meeting rejoice in the cordial cooperation of missionaries con- 
nected with our several respected JBoards and denominfttioaas, in publishing the 
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gospel hy the press and the living voice in heathen lands ; and in like cooperation 
of evangelical Societies and indivldnalB in papal and nominally Christian oonntries. 

The Society then united in singing the 11 Tth Psalm, and the 
services were closed by the Benediction, pronounced by the Eev, Dr. 
Knoz.

STATEMENT OF REV. DR. KNOX. 

Mr. President— The Executive Committee of the American Tract Society, in 
meeting their constituents on this the Thirty-second anniversary of the Society, are 
happy in being able to report, that by the blessing of God, the prosperity of the 
last year has beeti fully eqtial to that of any year which has preceded it. 

Internal peace and harmony have attended all their doings ; the contributions 
to the support of the institution have been liberal ; its operations large, widely 
diffused, and effective ; and cheering evidence of continued confidence on the part 
of the Christian community has been afforded. 

As the result of laborious and persevering culture, under the Divine blessing, 
and as the growth- of many years, the organisation and capabilities of the institu- 
tion have reached a high degree of advancement. A very large and increasing 
aggregate of evangelical truth of vital and universal importance, is embraced in 
the publications of the Society ; and very effective agencies and facilities are 
arranged for its widest distribution throughout the whole of our own land, and 
throughout the world. God has signally owned and blessed its, efforts. In the 
southern section of our country especially, the labors bestowed have never been 
greater, nor the evidence of spiritual and saving results more cheering, than dur- 
ing the last year. 

Infirmity and imperfection attach to every thing human. Your Executive Com- 
mittee, however, are conscious of having prayerfully, and according to the best of 
their judgment and ability, endeavored to exercise their great trust with all fidelity. 

They are compelled ever to remember that the object of the association is spe- 
cifier and its sphere restricted. This sphere is nevertheless ample, eminently impor- 
tant, and is practicable. Our prescribed constitutional office is, to issue and cir- 
culate religious truth in which evangelical Christians are agreed; embracing, therefore, 
whatever is most fundamental to salvation, and most vital in the common Chris- 
tianity, but excluding every topic of a purely denominational character, and be- 
sides whatever else is matter of strife and distraction among evangelical Christians. 
The Society, by its elements, organization, and genius, is precluded controversy. 

Its single object is to accomplish a work not otherwise to be so well done, if 
done at all, and which requires inward harmony and the confidence and coopera- 
tion of Christians around of every section and every name. If either this harmony 
or this confidence fails, it is shorn of its strength. 

At the time of the last annual meeting of the Society, the Bev. Mr. Cook, one 
of its laborious, energetic, and accomplished secretaries, was suffering under disease 
and prostration. Subsequently, with his family, he repaired to Europe, where he 
stiU 18, in the hope that by change and relaxation he might recover his health. 
This hope has^ been only partially realized, and recently he tendered the resigna- 
tion of his office. His resignation, under the exigencies of the case, the Commit- 
tee felt themselves reluctantly constrained to accept. In his absence they have 
appointed, as assistant secretary for colportage, Mr. Samuel E. Warner, a young 
gentleman for thirteen years connected with the institution, and who was associ- 
ated with Mr. Cook in this department. The other secretaries have during the 
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year been presenred in health, and borne their increased responsibilities and toils 
with patient perseyeranoe and snccessfitl deyotion. 

The importance of sustaining this great work — the embodiment of a true, prac- 
tical " Christian alliance/' interfering with no denominational peculiarity, and yet 
promoting all denominational prosperity, the common auxiliary of every form of 
Christian effort — ^unimpiured, and if possible extended and improved, must be felt 
by every intelligent Christian mind and sanctified heart, an^^ earnestly com- 
mended to the candid and devout regards of all God's people. 

Tour Committee have afforded to the Committee of Investigation, in prosecut* 
ing the object of their appointment, all the aids and facilities in their power. 

That Committee, as is well known, had its origpji mainly in a diversity of senti- 
ment on the part of friends of the Society respecting its true relations to one of the 
most x>ervading and agitating subjects of the age. The Executive Committee look 
with g^eat deference to the Report of this Committee which it is understood they 
are now ready to submit as the result of their investigation, and to the action of 
the Society thereon. 

SKETCH OF THE ADDRESSES. 

The Hon. Mr. Frislin'ohuysbn, chairman of the Special Committee, in present- 
ing their Report, which would be read by their Secretary, Hon. William Jessup of 
Pennsylvania, referred to what he regarded as the manifest presence of the Holy 
Spirit during the prayerful deliberations of the committee, and said that, if ever 
men came together feeling how weak and dependent they were, he believed they 
did so. On the 17th of March ten of the committee met at the Tract-house, where 
they were received most cordially by the Executive Committee, who threw open to 
them every door to the investigation. After seeking divine counsel, it was pro- 
posed that each member should, in the first place, speak out his own sentiments 
freely. We thus, said he, had a confidential interchange of views, beginning with 
the person nearest to the chair, and around in order, concluding with the chair- 
man. Each one spoke out fully and freely his own opinions and views. We were 
where we had a right to speak freely, and by the blessing of Grod each one ascer- 
tained for himself that that line upon which the Society had been operating for 
more than thirty years, was one upon which the committee, with all their diversi- 
ties of opinion, could concur. If it had not been for the business operations of the 
Society, that were also committed to our investigation, in less than Iwo hours those 
ten members of the committee would have concurred in such a report as would be 
presented to-day. This unanimity, said he, struck us all with delightful and over- 
whelming surprise. If the dew ever descended upon Hermon and the hills of 
Zion, it descended upon the committee at that meeting. After future interchange 
of thought and feeling, it was hoped the fifteen members would concur. One 
member, who had not enjoyed the privilege of this interchange, has sent word that 
he does not assent, but the remaining fourteen concur in the recommendations and 
resolutions of the Report. 

Rev. Dr. Thompson, in moving the acceptance and adoption of the Report of the 
Special Committee, said he should have preferred that the motion should emanate 
from some one his senior in the ministry ; but those whom he regarded as fathers, 
by their own suggestion, had overcome any scruple on that point. I am in no 
mood, he said, to criticize the phraseology of the Report or of the resolutions in any 
particular. I feel that the tender petition in the opening prayer has already been 
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answered of God in this Report} and that ' ' onr hearts are made buoyant with loye, 
and our lips filled with thanksgiving/ ' because of the wisdom and the grace which 
God has imparted to the committee in their deliberations. Ko words of mine can 
add any thing to the argument or statement of the Report. As an individual I 
like it, both upon its negative and its positive side — for that which it affirms the 
Tract Society cannot do, and for that which it affirms that it can and ought to do. 

HoBACE HoLDEN, Esq., said that he seconded the motion, not because he believ- 
ed that every word in that Report would meet the approbation of every individualr 
but because he believed it would meet the approbation of the great audience, and 
of the great body of Christian men everywhere. He had had the means of notic- 
ing the solicitude and prayer with which the Investigations of the committee had 
been conducted. The longer he lived, the more reason he found to distrust his 
own opinion, and to defer to the opinions of his brethren. He did not suppose, 
after the committee was appointed last year, that they would be able to frame a 
report which would be entirely satisfactory, although he believed that if any com- 
mittee could do it, that committee could. He had too much deference for that 
committee to take objection to the phraseology of any part of the report. No other 
body of men could have been chosen who would have rendered a more acceptable 
service. What they had done had been done in the fear of God. He most heart- 
ily seconded the report, and hoped it would be adopted without a dissenting voice. 

The Rev. Dr. Ds Wm, in moving the election of officers for the year, said he 
had listened with a full heart to the happy expression of united feeling which had 
just been given. He acknowledged it with thankfulness, in behalf of the ccxnmit- 
tee of which he had been a humUe member. He spoke of his early connection 
with the Society, and of the interest and even solicitude with which he had ever 
since watched its progcess. He had great love for such an institution, uniting as 
it does members of all Christian d^iominations on a common platform, for the 
diffusion of evangelical truth among men. God's blessing, he said, has rested npoa 
the Sodety ; and although some of its friends may have felt and feared for it ; 
altliough clouds and storms may have arisen, yet he could now see the bow of 
promise — the emblem and pledge of peace and security. He thought that the 
scrutiny which had been made into the business affairs of the Sodety would serve 
only to commend it to the increased confidence of the Christian community. He 
well remembered that, as he and the lamented Summerfield, both of whom were 
permitted to take part in the* hallowed exercises at the formation of this Society, 
sat beside each other, Mr. Summerfield said to him that he believed God would 
bless this institution as a powerful means of cementing the hearts of his people of 
every name and in all parts of ourfbeloved country. 

ADDRESS OF REV, MR. GANSE OF NEW YORK. 

' This cannot seem to any of us, Mr. President, quite like an ordinary anniver- 
sary of the American Tract Society. We are in a new place. The old dome of the 
Tabernacle is not over us, and the strong friendly old oolumns are not around us. 
Those who have the honor to address you, lack sonlething of that background of 
venerable forms and faces which went farther than eloquence in giving interest to 
the scene. 

But what is more important, we are in the midst of nor timet. I am sure no 
friend of this Society crossed the threshold of this church this morning without 
feeling his heart beat with an unaccustomed anxiety ; and I am sure there is no 
such heart in all this assemblage, that does not beat quietly and joyfully now. As 
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the vote ^vas taken a few momentB ago upon the report of the oonunittee, and ih» 
onaohnous ^'aye" went up from the whole crowded congregation, I heard a yen- 
etable looking man who stood near me exclaim, ** Laiu Deo !" Yes, praise to Qod 
for such a result so promptljr and harmoniously reached. It proves what I never 
doubted, that the American Tract Society has no enemies within her bosom ; tiiat 
in all the warmth oi discussion and debate, there was the sincere desire of honest 
minds to unite upon that which should be wisest and best. And now we know 
we are friends, with love for each other and love for the cause, and love for God, 
and what is best, with the great love of God over all. We have nothing to do but 
to work on together, with better courage and unto better success. 

And in what a work are we engaged. We listened with delight to the state- 
ments which were just made by the secretaries. I shall not attempt to review all 
the ground occupi^ by their reports ; but there are one or two items of which we 
may well think for a moment. It is pleasant to know that the receipts of the 
Society for the past year have exceeded the receipts of the .last year. But I have 
noticed with moBt interest the amount of matter which it has thrown into circula- 
tion. We are told in the abstract printed upon the programme, that the issues of 
the Society for the year now closed have fallen but little short of three hundred 
millions of pages ; and that its aggregate issues since its formation have reached 
the enormous total of four thousand miUioru. Why, these are like astronomical fig- 
ures — ^four thousand millions ! If you could divide this gross amount into four- 
page tracts, you should have one of them for every human being breatiiing on the 
face of the earth. I know indeed that many of those pages are long since destroy* 
ed ; many of them were never faithfully read. But what shall we say of the 
institution which from its own resources brings forth such a supply? I ¥dU not 
' say of such a Sodety that the blessing of God is upon it. It is God's blessing in 
the concrete. We have heard to-day of the founders of this Society. Sir, man 
never founded it. God founded it It grows out of the nature and necessities of 
our Christian religion and Christian church. And the venerable men who saw its 
beginnings — (blessings on their hoary heads that ace here to-day to witness its prog- 
re8s)-^-only stood by while God laid its stones with fiEiir colors. And since he has 
founded it, it shall stand. Consider how necessary an office it discharges. 

God has different means of communicating religious truth. The chief is his 
word, his pure word, just as he inspired it. This he kept safely through so many 
generations until this age should come, in which the press can scatter the sacred 
voliinies almost without limit The light which oomefrfrom this word, I might call 
the clear white ray. But God has other means of reaching men's hearts. He suffers 
the dear light of his truth to pass through the prism of human experience, and 
thus to be divided up into all its tints of hiunan sympathy. Thus he appoints the 
living preacher, who shall show God's truth as it passes through a man's mind and 
heart and lips. For the same reason, he sustains the living Christian diurch and 
Christian household. 

I need not say how winning and instructive and encouraging the truth of God 
becomes when it is thus interpreted in an earnest, loving, Christian life. In some 
particular every such life dif^rs from all others, and It may be counted in a lower 
sense a kind of particular revelation of the gospel — an epistle of Christ written by 
the Holy Spirit in the fleshly table of a heart. We might conceive of a condition 
of things in which each of these living manifestations of the gospel should lindt 
its influence to its particular observers, and then pass away and be forgotten ; and 
even then their influence should not be small, for God has a wealth of pious exam- 
ples, and he scatters them freely. You may find them all over the land, in the 
humblest dwellings and in the grandest, in town and country, in every department 
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of businefls and sdenoe. How few are there in a land like oars who are not brought 
into contact with a Christian life. But it is a great thing gained if the features of 
eadi marked Christian intellect and heart can be fixed and preserved and redu- 
plicated^ so that the whole world in every land and age can know what thoughts 
and feelings and acts the grace of God produced in that instance. Your cabinet 
indeed should never be complete ; but as example should be added to example, the 
*'way of the Spirit'' should grow plainer and plainer, and every phase of charac- 
ter should find some illustration of its own wants and of the means of supplying 
tiiem. Just this office, sir, your Society is discharging. It is doing for these par- 
ticular manifestations of divine grace what the Hble Society is doing for the parent 
revelation. They print and scatter the text, and you print and scatter the great 
living commentary. And if their work is of Gk)d, so is yours. 

No man can calculate the power whidi such an agency is wielding. As your 
colporteur enters a dwelling, he is not one man, but twenty men — as many men as 
he has books in his basket. And they are not dead men either. His living face 
and sympathy and prayers impart to them a fresh vitality, which they could not 
have had without him. He leaves behind him mere books while they are closed ; 
but the covers are lifted, and they open like alabaster-boxes of ointment, and the 
fragrance fills the dwelling. 

In the discharge of such a work you are, as the report of your Executive Com- 
mittee intimated, the coadjutors of every Christian effort. If a parent would lead 
a child to Gk>d, she exerts indeed the influence of her prayers and example ; but 
she teaches him his first hymns out of your ** Songs for Little Ones," and early 
places in his hands the pages of Doddridge, or Bunyan, or Baxter. If a pastor 
would place in the hands of an inquirer or of an invalid a book that shall teach 
him in the plainest and most moving words what salvation he needs, and how he 
shall seek it, he resorts naturally to the publications of your Society. The Sab- 
bath-school teacher does the same, and the missionary the same. Sir, the obstruc* 
tion of your operations would be like a dearth. Every plant in the garden of the 
Lord would feel it. 

But the work shall go forward in dty and country, over all our land, and over 
all the world. I rejoice again in the action of this day. I know indeed that it is 
easy to vote, and that doing comes afterwards ; but a union like that of to-day, so 
complete, so hearty, so prayerful, pledges God's blessing. The work shall go on. 
And to what shall it grow? Out of what a field shall this Society gather up the 
treasures that shall make glad the nations ? Crod shall perform no signal work of 
grace in a human heart that may not become material for you. We shall pass 
away, but the Society shall live ; and whatever is instructive, or persuasive, or 
comforting in all the range of pious thought and feeling, offers itself to you as so 
much new power in the mighty progress. Infidelity and vice have no motive thus 
to save and multiply their examples. It is only the love of God and of souls that 
can combine men in such a work as this ; and it is only the grace of God triumph* 
ing over human depravity and fear, that produces those examples of holy thought 
and feeling that will bear to be held up for love and imitation. Thus the energy 
is on the side of holiness. And it is pleasant to think that as the church grows 
older, more and more of these lights of piety, that fade away from the earth, shall 
be set by your Society in a firmament from which they shall not fede, and where 
all can see them. Bunyan, and Baxter, and Flavel, and Hall, and Jay, and hun- 
dreds more are there already. The constellations shall grow ; the heavens shall be 
thick with them ; and their sweet influences shall fall upon the whole earth. For 
a destiny and a work like this, I believe your Society is appointed. " God is in the 
midst of her ; she shall not be moved. God shall help her, and that right early.-' 
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JUDGE JBSSITP'S ADDRESS. 

Judge Jessup, who was the Secretary of the Society's Special Committee, said 
the Society stood on the confidence of the public, and if that should be lost it 
would fall. The Tract Society had recently been undergoing a scrutiny which was 
made into all the proceedings of everybody and every thing connected with it ; and 
the report so unanimously adopted, showed that the confidence of the public was not 
wrongfully bestowed. The Society had undergone a close scrutiny, and had come 
out of it like gold tried and purified seven times in the fire. He would say that 
the committee had perfect confidence in all that the Society had done ; it came out 
to-day challenging comparison with any other religious society in the world. All 
its business affairs are so well managed and so carefully conducted, that contribu- 
tors may rest assured that all the dollars, and cents, and hundreds given, will go to 
the proper purposes of the Society. He would say, from his position on the com- 
mittee, that the financial concerns of the Society were unimpeachably transacted. 

Judge Jessup then spoke of The Child's Paper ; considering that, if the Tract 
Society had done no more than print that one publication, they would have done a 
work which would show that its funds had been well expended. To-day the Amer- 
ican Tract Society came before the public with new claims, asking for means to 
carry on the work to a greater extent. No one could read the reports of the col- 
porteurs without rejoicing that God had put it into the hearts of the Society to 
begin and go on with this great work. 

ADDRESSES OF MR. CROSS AND MR. POTTER. 

Rarely has the Society listened to addresses of deeper interest than the state- 
ments of these two long-tried and devoted laborers in the colporteur service. The 
deep emotions of the audience, awakened by their tender and striking narratives, 
were manifested in many tears, even from grey-headed clergymen and laymen, 
who rejoiced that in our darkest desolations the gospel is made the power of God 
unto salvation to precious souls. 

More than twelve years ago these two speakers were raised up within a few miles 
of each other, in a destitute part of Western Pennsylvania, to labor by Sabbath- 
schools and other means to win the young and old, to Ch|ist. Both, by the grace 
of God, were self-made colporteurs, when they were found by this Society and en- 
listed in its service, to which their subsequent lives have been devoted with unwea- 
ried fidelity and rich fruits to the praise of divine grace. The views they presented 
of the adaptation of the colporteur work to preach the gospel to the poor, and the 
illustrations they gave in the history of those who had become faithful servants of 
Christ and even heralds of the cross, whom they themselves had found in the ob- 
scurest comers — ^found rough, misshapen, in the quarry, but who had become pol- 
ished stones in Christ's spiritual building, as they will be gems in his crown of 
rejoicing for ever — were most animating, and formed an argument that reached 
every heart for urging forward this work of God, till all the destitute of our country 
shall be reached and blessed by it.

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HARMOinr in diffusing so much of God's glorious truth, doctrinal 
and practical, as his redeemed people would be agreed in, was the 
key-note of this Society in its organization, to fulfil in some degree 
the Saviour's prayer " that they all may be one," to encourage Chris- 
tians in duty by united action, and gain the more ready access to 
the needy ; and through divine grace it has .reigned in all the acts 
of the Executive, the Publishing, the Distributing, and the Finance 
Committees for thirty-two years, no act of either Committee having 
been carried into effect that was not unanimous. The parent Re- 
ligious Tract Society in London, for twenty-six years from 1799 to 
1825, had given the Christian world an example of harmony ; it had 
prevailed in the American Tract Society at Boston, for eleven years 
from 1814 to 1825, and has continued in the Committees of the 
three Societies till the present hour. '^ Behold, how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity .... for 
there the Lord commanded the blessing, even life for evermore." 
This divine declaration has been fulfilled, with lowly self-abasement 
and grateful praise be it spoken, in the peace and joy which have 
reigned in the hearts of the members of the Committee in their toils 
and counsels and prayers ; and in their efforts being made effectual 
in winning benighted souls, '^condemned already," to our dying, 
reigning Redeemer and Lord, beyond the expectations of the most 
sanguine in laying the Society's foundations. Never was its work ' 
more efficient and promising of good, especially in Colportage, north, 
south, east, and west, than at the present hour. To Him who reigns 
king in Zion would the Committee still commit the precious interests 
of this institution. 
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The lives of all the officers of the Society have been spared the 
past year. One beloved member of the Executive Committee, the 
youngest of their number, Mr. Richard M. Jbsup, a Christian mer- 
chi^nt, died in New York, on Sabbath, January 25, at the age of 
thirty. He was born November 24, 1826, in Westport, then Sauga- 
tuck, Conn. On the decease of his father, his mother with her chil- 
dren moved to the city ; and this son, when about fifteen, united 
with the Canal-street Presbyterian church, of which Rev. Dr. Richard 
W. Dickinson was pastor. He soon transferred his relations to the 
Reformed Dutch church in Ninth-street, and after a few years to the 
church of the Puritans, on Union Square, where he was superintend- 
ent of the Sabbath-school and a member of the church committee. 
His Christian life was one of prayerfulness, self-denying activity, 
meek persevering endeavors for the good of men, especially the 
young, and in all the various relations he sustained, he was endeared 
to the pastors and people of God. With his brother Frederick, of 
kindred spirit, who died in October last, he persevered for some 
years in sustaining a Sabbath morning prayer-meeting, and one hour 
of the same day be set apart for prayer in his own retirement. 
' In September, 1855, he was unanimously elected a member of the 
Committee of the American Tract Society, with whom he delighted 
to act, often speaking of them in his family, expressing the hope that 
he should so live as to meet them in heaven, and delighting in the 
evangelical works the Society issued and its varied means of useful- 
ness. Having been requested to consent to act on the Committee, 
he replied in a brief note : 

"It was a subject of earnest prayer with me yesterday (the Sab- 
bath) and since, and all I can say is, that if the call is one of Gad^s 
Spirit to we, my heart would and will cheerfully and willingly re- 
spond. I desire to do what I can for Christ, and am only anxious 
to act in accordance with his guidance. My fear is, that my abilities 
are not commensurate with the faithful discharge of the duties to be 
fulfilled ; still, I cannot refuse to go where God would have me, and 
if He lead me with you, I can only follow and trust Him for grace 
and strength." "Youthful in experience as well as years," he said 
on accepting the appointment, "I shall often need the counsel, and 
always the prayers, of those who have labored so long and faithfully 
in this noble department of the common vineyard ; and I feel assured^ 
f^om the kindness and sympathy already expressed, that I shall not 
need to ask for either." The state of his health compelling him to 
leave the city at the opening of the last summer, he wrote, "The 
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precious interests of our Society will ever hare a prominent place in 
my alTections and in my feeble prayers, and I have to ask the fay or 
that I may have occasionally a place in your petitions at the throne 
of grace. Permit me to express to my associates on the Committee 
my warm affection, and gratitude too, for the delightful seasons spent 
with them in the furtherance of our blessed work.'' 

It is proper also to record the death of the Rev, Eli Smith, D. D., 
for twenty years the Society's faithful correspondent in Syria, a sum- 
mary view of whose labors is given in the notice of the Society's 
operations in that country ; and the death of the Rev. Richabd Knill, 
who for many years cordially cooperated with the Society in St. Pe- 
tersbui'gh, Russia^ and was the author of no less than nine of the 
Society's tracts. 

Rev. Mr. Knill closed his earthly labors at Chester, England, Jan- 
uary 2, at the age of 69. Few men have consecrated a life of such 
ejfficiency and usefulness to the service of Christ. 

Having studied at college, he entered the Gosport Missionary 
Academy, where "he was ever foremost in holding meetings in the 
cottages of the poor, in kitchens, in bams, by the wayside, in the 
public streets, anywhere where the people would assemble." In 
1815, at the age of twenty-eight, he went out as a missionar^p to Ma- 
dras, but his health sinking under the climate of India, he returned 
to England ; and in 1820, took charge of the English church at Stv 
Petersburgh, Russia, where he labored incessantly for thirteen years, 
receiving from tbe Emperor Alexander many tokens of esteem. 

Returning to England in 1834, for eight years he travelled among 
the churches as an advocate of the London Missionary Society. " Hi3 
addresses were remarkable for sincerity and power ; his eloquence 
was the language of intense feeling. All admired, sympathized, and 
were moved." In 1842 he became pastor of the church at Wotton, 
where Rowland Hill had previously labored ; and in 1847 was settled 
as the successor of Matthew Henry at Chester, where he labored till 
his death, the church having been increased fourfold. In the winter 
of 1863, he preached every afternoon in the old theatre in Chester, 
which was filled in every part, and continued to be thronged ; and 
in 1855 he formed a plan for preaching in every market-place in 
the county of Cheshire. "More than a hundred preachers were con- 
verted under his preaching, most of whom are now occupying dis- 
senting pulpits, or engaged in the missionary work." 

Besides all his labors as a preacher and missionary, the tracts 
written by him are supposed to have had a wider circulation than 
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those of any other man. '^ Between six and seven millions of them 
have been printed in England, and more than seven millions in the 
United States ; and some of them have been translated into ten dif- 
ferent languages, and thus scattered over the world." 

PUBLISHING DEPARTMENT. 



During the year the following 119 new publications have been 
stereotyped in English, German, French, Italian, and Swedish, of 
which 21 are volumes ; making the whole number of publications 
now on the Society's list 2,229, of which 448 are volumes of larger 
or smaller size. Besides these, the Committee have approved to be 
issued at foreign stations 163 publications, including 49 volumes ; 
making the whole number now approved for publication abroad 
3,218, of which 310 are volumes.

The Family Bible complete, with brief Notes and Instructions, 
and Maps and Tables, " designed to give the results of critical inves- 
tigation, and to assist common readers to understand the meaning of 
the Holy Spirit in the inspired word," including the references and 
marginal readings of the Polyglot Bible, has just been issued in one 
volume, and the same will be issued in three volumes, and also the 
New Testament and Psalms in a separate volume. This work, to 
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which the Bev. Justin Edwards, D. D., devoted four years of prayer- 
ful labor, was carried by him through the New Testament, which 
was issued in 1851. He then began with Genesis, and had com- 
pleted the first volume of the Old Testament to the end of Job, and 
was proceeding with the Psalms, when he rested from his labors. 
His friend Professor E. P. Barrows completed Ae Psalms, and contin- 
ued the work through the Old Testament ; the whole having been 
carefully examined in the proof-sheets by members of the Publishing 
Committee, and sanctioned with entire unanimity. In this hurried 
age there are hundreds of thousands, especially heads of families, 
who feel the obligation daily and prayerfully to " search the Scrip- 
tures" for the benefit of themselves and their households, who find it 
difficult to command the time to read the larger commentaries ; and 
to whom brief evangelical notes and instructions giving tke results of 
investigation, without all the processes by which they are reached, 
or confusing the reader's mind by an array of questionable and con- 
flicting theories, are invaluable. Parents who in family worship read 
a short portion, and seek so to call attention to it and explain it that 
it shall be understood, are thankful for brief notes giving a clue to 
the true meaning, and a few sentences of practical instruction pre- 
pared to their hand. This may perhaps be more especially true of 
the poetic, prophetic, and more obscure parts of the Bible, in which, 
from Psalms to Malachi, the ripe Hebrew scholarship of Professor 
Barrows, and his humble endeavor without display of learning to give 
common readers a clue to the true interpretation, will prove, it is 
believed, a blessing to many. One of the officers of the Society has 
read the comment throughout, both in the manuscript and in the 
proofs, and also gone through the whole in course in family worship, 
much to the refreshment of his own spirit and the comfort and ben- 
efit of the family circle. If it shall exert any influence to incite and 
aid others to read and understand the Scriptures, to God, who in- 
dited them, and by them sanctifies men to himself, be the praise. 

Burder's Fifty-two Village Sermons, issued in one octavo volume, 
large type, are the sermons issued by Burder in his third edition of 
the Village Discourses, in which form it is now in circulation in Eng- 
land. In later editions he added forty-nine sermons more, making in 
all one hundred and one. There is an evangelical unction and gos- 
pel simplicity in these well-known sermons, which have rendered 
them long a familiar favorite in churches and families on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

Jat's Mobning Exercises, which had been published by the So- 
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ciety, are reprinted in large size and type from the author's last 
edition. 

The Sketches from. Life, with engravings, consist of a choice 
selection of narratives from the American Messenger, which have 
been read with interest by thousands, and illustrate almost every 
phase of Christian character, and the operations of the Spirit. 

The Life of Whitefield has been compiled, with patient and dil- 
igent research, from all accessible sources of information, and it is 
believed will be an acceptable and timely gift to the Christian com- 
munity. It is the more valuable as Whitefield was an honored instru- 
ment of "the great awakening'' about the year 1*740, in which Wes- 
ley, President Edwards, Brainerd, the Tennents, Doddridge, and oth- 
ers of precious memory, bore a distinguished part. The prominent 
truth in that great work of God, a truth then almost ignored, was, 
that man must he born again by the renewing and sanctifying influ- 
ences of the Holy Spirit, or perish. When Whitefield awoke to this 
truth at the time of his leaving the Oxford university, he was driven 
to the throne of grace, to the study of the Bible upon his knees, 
where the fire was kindled in him which blazed through Britain and 
America, and was rekindled in the hearts of hundreds of thousands. 
"Oh, what sweet communion," he says, "had I daily vouchsafed with 
God in prayer ; how often have I been carried beyond myself ; how 
assuredly I felt that Christ dwelt in me, and I in him ; and how daily 
did I walk in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, and was edified and re- 
freshed in the multitude of peace." "Upon this I had no rest in my 
soul till I wrote letters to my relations, telling them there was such a 
thing as the new birth." The gospel was as "a burning fire shut up 
in his bones ;" God had shown him his power in preaching his gos- 
pel, and the churches being closed against him, he resorted to the 
fields, embraced all opportunities, and for more than thirty years, 
from the time he first saw the marks of the tears on the cheeks of the 
Kingswood colliers, by whom he expected to have been stoned, until 
his death at Newburyport in IttO, at the age of 56, he probably 
addressed more souls, and was the means of the conversion of more 
sinners to God by the living voice, than any other man that has 
Hved. It ifi testified of him, that often in the compass of a week he 
spoke forty hours, and that to thousands ; and after his labors, instead 
of taking any rest, he was engaged in offering up prayers and inter- 
cessions, with hymns and spiritual songs, as his manner was, in every 
house in which he was invited." Thirteen times he crossed the At- 
lantic ; and on both sides of the water hundreds and thousands hung 
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upon his lips, whether he was in London or other parts of England ; 
in Wales, Scotland, or Ireland ; in Georgia, or New Hampshiro ; in 
Charleston, Philadelphia, New York, or Boston, or the country inter- 
vening. In many cases ten, and in some even twenty thousand list- 
ened to his impassioned appeals ; and fruits unto eternal life were 
gathered all along his course till he "he was not, for God took him." 

Practical Truths, by the Eev. Dr. Archibald Alexander, whose 
high evangelical character needs no testimony, comprises about forty 
articles written in the latter years of his life, for the American Mes- 
senger ; seven standard tracts written by him for the Society's gen- 
eral series ; six small books written in simple style and issued in 
large type to gain the attention of common readers ; selections from 
his cheering correspondence with the Society ; and brief sketches of 
his life and character. 

The Bible Primer op the Prophets leads the reader to drink deep 
into the true spirit of the prophets, and though prepared for the 
young, gives the mature Christian " a feast of fat things." 

Why do I Live? is a kind and ardent appeal, showing the true 
end of life, the duties of the Christian in the varied relations he sus- 
tains, and his encouragements and motives to fidelity ; with numer- 
ous rich and vivid illustrations drawn from the author's extensive 
reading, in poetry and prose. Stereotyped by the liberality of the 
author. 

Mrs. Bradley, a lady of fine talents who labored ten years in Siam, 
was an efficient missionary, and her correspondence abounds in facts 
of interest, while it breathes devoted piety, and consecration to her 
Master's work. 

The Pilgrim Boy is a striking narrative of the incidents in the life 
of an energetic lad who was thrown upon his own resources, and 
through many errors and hairbreadth 'scapes, became at length a 
useful man and an active Christian ; and like No Pains no Gains, sets 
before lads who would prosper in this life and be prepared for anoth- 
er, distinct way-marks for their course. Fatthful Ellen gives the 
history of a colored child who was long a cherished inmate of one 
of the best Christian families. The Farmer and his Family is the nar- 
rative of a proud worldly English farmer who, through the influence 
of a daughter, became a consistent and useful Christian. The Glimp- 
ses OF Life in Africa gives intelligence of the Africans, and the adap- 
tation of the gospel to their temporal and spiritual wants ; and " That 
sweet Story of Old," as its title imports, gives the history of Jesus 
with great simplicity in a happy accordance with the Bible narrative. 
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Charlotte Elizabeth's Short Stories for the Young are well 
known in their general character, and this selection will be accept- 
able to many. The Summary op Scripture Truth, being a judicious 
selection of Scripture passages on the great practical topics of reve- 
lation, cannot but be beneficial so far as carefully read and studied, 
or committed to memory. 

Watson's Reply to Paine, Soame Jenyns' Internal Evidence, and 
Lyttelton's Conversion of Paul, which had been issued in the volume 
on Infidelity, have all been recast in a large type and published sep- 
arately, thus to increase their circulation and usefulness. 

The fifth volume of jyAuMgn&s HLstory in German is now stereo- 
typed by the liberality of a Christian, friend. 

Of the Family Christian Almanac for 1867, 160,000 were issued ; 
and of the Christian ^Almanac in German^ 30,000. The Almanac in 
English for 1868 will be enlarged to sixty pages. 

Of the American Messenger the circulation is now about 196,000 
monthly ; of the Botschafter, or Messenger in German, about 28,000 ; 
of The Child's Paper, about 310,000 ; in the aggregate, 633,000. The 
cost of paper, and of the printing and folding as estimated by the 
printer and binder, for the year, has been, for the Messenger, 
$21,267 27 ; Botschafter, $3,491 97 ; Child's Paper, $21,666 77 \ paid 
to assistant editors of German Messenger and Child's Paper, and to 
writers, $1,291 ; salaries and expenses in the office of these papers, 
$3,140 41 ; carriers, $196 60 : total, $61,041 92. Cash received during 
the year for the three papers, $61,601 02. The receipts for the year 
have thus exceeded the estimated expenditure by $469 10 ; while in 
the preceding year they fell short, by $1,580 86, of a similar estimate 
of the cost. The whole number of copies printed during the year 
was, of the Messenger, 2,338,500 ; Botschafter, 366,600 ; Child's Paper, 
3,864,000 : total, 6,548,000 copies. The responsibility and labor of 
preparing- and issuing these monthly papers is great. No pains is 
spared to make each number worthy of the wide circulation it has 
providentially gained, and such as it may be hoped God will bless 
to the temporal} and eternal good of men ; and perhaps no depart- 
ment of the Society's labors is more cordially welcomed by the Chris- 
tian community, or more evidently sowing that spiritual seed which 
it may be hoped will spring up and bear fruit to eternal life.

The Distributing Committee, on whom devolves chiefly the re- 
sponsibility of sanctioning the Society's grants of publications, have 
endeavored to meet all the providential openings for the judicious 
distribution of these messages of salvation to those who would not 
otherwise be supplied ; in all the varied circumstances of life, at 
home and abroad, by land and sea, wherever the people of God 
have discovered opportunities of usefulness, and with love to the best 
interests of men, have been ready thus to seek their good. 
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The above details give a summary of the applications to which 
that Committee have given careful attention at their weekly meetings 
during the year. In 4,366 distinct grants, they have sanctioned the 
gratuitous distribution of 66,288,325 pages. Besides these grants, 
11,132,595 pages have been delivered to Life Members and Life Di- 
rectors, making in all, 1*7,420,920 pages ; amounting, at 1,500 pages 
to the dollar, to ffty-one thousand six hundred amd thirteen dollars and 
ninety-five cents. 

These grants have had a wide circulation, reaching our foreign 
and home missionary fields, accompanying our shipping to foreign 
ports, going to our army and navy, to seamen's chaplains, to boat- 
men on our lakes, rivers, and canals, to our mission Sabbath-schools, 
to auxiliaries and branches, and to 154 colporteurs, who have been in 
the Society's service the whole or a part of the year, and have made 
it their business daily to distribute these publications, accompanied 
by fervent conversation and prayer. 

The good accomplished by this wide distribution year after year, 
is constantly developing, and will be more fully revealed by the light 
of eternity. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The donations for the year ending April 1, including $22,114 98 
in legacies, have been $153,985 95, being $4,449 13 less than the 
previous year ; the legacies being $4,306 19, and the other donations 
$142 94 less than the preceding year. Receipts for sales, including 
$51,501 02 for the American Messenger, Botschafter, and Child's 
Paper, $266,599 44 ; being $9,421 93 more than for the previous 
year. Total resources for the year, including $2,310 03 in the treas- 
ury April 1, 1856, $422,895 42. 

The expenditures for the year have been $418,929 53, of which 
amount there has been paid for paper, printing, binding, engraving, 
translating, copy-rights. Bibles, preparing Family Christian Almanac, 
assistance in editing Child's Paper and German Messenger, and for 
articles inserted in the Society's periodicals, $216,614 01 ; for col- 
portage, $119,510 91 ; remitted to foreign and pagan lands, $18,000. 
Balance in the treasury, $3,965 89. 

The donations received during the year having been acknow- 
ledged monthly in the American Messenger, only the larger amounts 
are here inserted. 

The Ammcan Tract Society^ Boston^ occupying Maine, New Hamp- 
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shire, Vermont, and Massachusetts, in addition to the amount ex- 
pended on their own field, have paid the Society in donations, in- 
cluding $1,000 for foreign lands, |t,280 11 ; and for publications,

TRACT VISITATION— BRANCHES AND AUXILIA- 
RIES. 

As several of the Society's principal Branches and Auxiliaries 
issue full Annual Keports, which are published and extensively cir- 
culated, and the gratifying results of their labors and evidences of 
the divine blessing are so multiplied as to be quite beyond the limits 
of this Eeport, only a summary of results is here given. Momentous 
as is the Society's colporteur work, blessed as is the influence of its 
bound volumes, and distracted as are thousands of Christians from 
the work of trad distrihaion, it is a gratifying fact that the circula- 
tion of pamphlet tracts has not been diminished, but in the aggregate 
of the last five years has been more than double the total aggregate 
of the first five years, when the circulation of volumes, exclusive of 
bound tracts, had scarcely begun. Tens of thousands of faithful 
Christians, male and female, in all the departments of human life, 
threading the mazes of our guilty cities and seaports-, and with the 
cooperation of pastors and missionaries reaching millions in almost 
every part of our land and world, as indicated in the above list of 
gratuitous distributions, hve amd lobar for souls in the spirit of Harlan 
Page, "as they that must give account f and God blesses their en- 
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deavors and* prayers, richly in their own spirits, and in gathering 
sheaves for the harvest of eternity. 

The American Tract Society, Boston, continuing its cordial coop- 
eration of thirty-two years, reported, the last year, receipts for sales 
of publications and periodicals, $3^,591 91 ; donations and'legacies, 
|28,t02 68 ; total, $68,968 14. Pj-id to the American Tract Society 
in New York for colportage $12,506, for foreign lands $3,000, for 
publications $29,320 69. Total amount of gratuitous distributions, 
$5,138 31. District Secretaries, Kev. J. W. Turner, Eev. J. W. Alvord, 
Rev. Phineas Bond, and Rev. John Jennings — ^Rev. H. B. Holmes 
having been providentially called to resign his agency and accept a 
pastoral charge in Belvidere, Illinois. Twenty-one colporteurs, in- 
cluding five students, had labored from two to ten months : their 
sales amounted to $6,921 31 ; their grants to the destitute to $843 16 ; 
religious meetings held, 331 ; families visited, 23,148, of which 14,005 
were conversed and prayed with ; and of which 6,152 families habit- 
ually neglected evangelical preaching. Many interesting facts were 
reported by these colporteurs, one of whom labored six months in 
Canada East, and two, three months in Nova Scotia. 

In Boston, and numerous other cities and towns of the New Eng- 
land states, tract visitation, more or less connected with missionary 
efforts for the destitute, is systematically prosecuted. 

The New York Crrr Tract Society, which in the system of mis- 
sion tract visitation has set an example to our country and the world, 
at the end of thirty years is but increasing its strength and efficien- 
cy. At the close of 1856, it had twefUy-six tract missionaries wholly 
devoted to its work, and 1,008 tract visitors. It reported for the 
year 1,523,941 tracts distributed, containing 6,096,188 pages ; 898 
Bibles and 1,000 Testaments, supplied by the New York Bible Soci- 
ety for the destitute ; 6,454 volumes lent from the ward libraries ; 
2,360 children gathered into Sabbath and 341 into day schools ; 201 
persons into Bible-classes ; 2,016 persons induced to attend church ; 
314 temperance pledges obtained ; 1,013 religious meetings held ; 13 
backsliders reclaimed; 216 persons hopefully converted; and 153 
united with evangelical churches. The receipts were $11,046 90. 
These tract missionaries and visitors take an active part in the Asso- 
ciation for the Improvement of the Condition of the Poor of the city, 
an admirable institution which grew out of the City Tract Society, 
and relieved the last year 10,819 families. 

The Brooklyn Tract Society employed the last year six mission- 
aries and 433 visitors, who distributed 331,141 tracts, 104 Bibles, 
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and 1,021 Testaments ; gathered 153 children into Sabbath-schools 
and 41 into public-schools, and induced 614 persons to attend church. 
The missionaries visited 8,258 families. 

The Albany City Tract and Missionary Society have a superin- 
tendent and three missionaries, and about a hundred gratuitous vis- 
itors. During the year, 106,760 tracts were distributed, 25,329 visits 
were made by the superintendent and missionaries, 116 Bibles and 
142 Testaments were given to the destitute, 54 religious meetings 
were held, and 526 sermons delivered, 241 persons induced to attend 
public worship, 266 children gathered into Sabbath-schools and 11 
into day-schools, 6 backsliders reclaimed, 22 persons hopefully con- 
verted, and 19 introduced to church fellowship. The Society has 8 
mission stations, at which 11 weekly services are sustained. Receipts 
$2,684 69. 

The Philadelphu City Tract Society have employed 1 mission- 
aries and about 800 visitors and distributers, who have prosecuted 
this work after the manner of the city societies above named, reach- 
ing the great number of inmates in the humane and criminal insti- 
tutions, the seamen, and other destitute classes. 

The Maryland Tract Society at Baltimore have employed ten 
colporteurs, three of whom were students, who visited 29,511 fami- 
lies, finding 3,812 who habitually neglected attending evangelical 
preaching, 1,500 who were destitute of all religious books except the 
Bible, and 1,468 who had not the word of God. They sold 8,020 vol- 
umes, and granted 1,904. The Society circulate 1,300 copies of the 
Messenger, English and German, and 1,000 of The Child's Paper. 

The Oregon Tract Society employ a colporteur, who has distrib- 
uted more than 100,000 pages, and earnestly request the labors of an 
agent. 

The Hawaiian Auxiliary Tract Society circulated about $600 
worth in various languages, principally among seamen. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY FOR COLPORTAGE. 

In view of the expansion and responsibility of the Society^s col- 
porteur work, and the faithful and efficient services of Mr. Samuel E. 
Warner, who has for many years labored in the Tract-house as an 
assistant to the Secretaries in this department, the Executive Com- 
mittee^ in the absence of Rev. Mr. Cook in Europe, appointed Mr. 
Warner as Assistant Secretary for Colportage until the present anni- 
versary, and respectfully recommend to the Society his election to 
that office. 
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CLOSE OF REV. R. S. COOK'S LABORS AS SECRE- 
TARY. 

More than nineteen years since, the Rev. Mr. Cook became the 
Society's successful General Agent for volume circulation, and eigh- 
teen years since, in May, 1889, he was elected one of the Correspond- 
ing Secretaries. From that time his public life and efficient services 
have been identified with the Society's interests, as fuUy appears in 
the successive Annual Reports, the American Messenger, and its other 
documents, especially in the department of Colportage, which be was 
prominently active in introducing into this country. 

In March of last year his labors were suddenly interrupted by an 
attack of rheumatic fever, from which he had so far recovered in May 
as to sail with his family for Switzerland. In October his health was 
80 much improved that he visited England and Scotland, where he 
addressed public meetings on the subject of Colportage ; but soon 
after returning to Switzerland, he was attacked with pleurisy, which 
again prostrated his strength, and increased the doubts he had pre- 
viously expressed of his being able soon, if ever, to resume his labors 
for the Society. On the 8th of January, he wrote from Vemex, 
Switzerland : 

"An illness under which I have been suffering for several weeks 
increased upon me, and finally prostrated me completely. A pain in 
my right side, especially at night, soon assumed the form of pleurisy. 
I must content myself with communicating the conviction, that it will 
be necessary for the Society to provide for the discharge of the duties 
heretofore assigned to me, at least for another twelve or eighteen 
months, as if I were not in the land of the living. My constitution 
is seriously, I feaar irretrievably shattered. Should the Committee 
deem it for the best interests of the Society, that even a nominal 
official connection should cease, let it be so." 

This letter came before the Executive Committee in February, and 
at their stated meeting in March the Committee felt constrained, in 
view of the circumstances, to accept his resignation.

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COLPORTAGE. 

Five htmdred and eighty colporteurs, including the superintendents, 
and 21 connected with the American Tract Society at Boston, have 
labored the whole or a part of the year in the service of the Society, 
in 28 of the United States, Oregon, the Cherokee Nation, Nova Scotia, 
and the Canadas. In addition to these, 114 students connected with 
43 coUeges or theological seminaries spent their vacations in efficient 
service in 18 states and the Canadas. Of the colporteurs, 131, besides 
a number of the students, labored among the Germans, Irish, French, 
Norwegians, Swedes, Danes, Welsh, Spanish, and Indians, chiefly 
among the Germans. 

The colporteurs and students, in all 154, were distributed as fol- 
lows : in Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Nova Scotia, and Canada 
East, in connection with the American Tract Society, Boston, 21 ; 
Connecticut, 3 ; New York, 90 ; New Jersey, 10 ; Pennsylvania, 112 ; 
Delaware, 2 ; Maryland, 10 j Virginia, 51 ; North Carolina, 42 ; South 
Carolina, 24 ; Georgia, 22 ; Florida, 1 ; Alabama, 12 ; Mississippi, 
16 ; Louisiana, 15 ; Texas, 13 ; Arkansas, 10 ; Tennessee, 43 ; Ken- 
tucky, 34; Ohio, 16; Indiana, 24 4 Michigan, 14; Illinois, 36; Mis- 
souri, 18 ; Iowa, 11 ; Wisconsin, 16 ; Oregon, 1 ; Cherokee Nation, 
1 ; Canada, 14 : total, 154. Of these, 236 colporteurs, including 83 
students, labored in the northern and middle states ; 320 colporteurs, 
including 43 students, in the southern and south-western ; and 183 
colporteurs, including 42 students, in the western and north-western 
states. 

In addition to the above, 50 colporteurs who have recently been 
commissioned, have not yet reported ; and 34 have been commission- 
ed, whose term of service did not commence until after April 1. The 
whole number in commission April 1, was 419. 

The aggregate time reported by the colporteurs during the year, 
has been equal to the labors of one man for 3,614 months and 6 days, 
or more than 301 years. A large part of them have families depend- 
ing upon them for support. It is a cause of rejoicing that so many 
husbands and fathers are found willing to deny themselves the com- 
forts and endearments of home and family, that they may carry the 
truths of the gospel to the families of the poor and destitute ; and it 
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is no less commendable and gratifying that so many wives and moth- 
ers submit uncomplainingly to the separation which deprives them 
much of the time of the presence and aid of him who is the head, 
protector, and support of their households. This they do that Christ 
may be glorified and his cause promoted ; but the sacrifice, though 
too little regarded by the Christian community, is really a great one, 
and we doubt not will be acknowledged in the great day of award. 
The claims of their families and other causes have led many colporteurs 
to suspend their labors for a part of the year, which is regretted, as 
their continuous and uninterrupted services are needed, and essential 
to their highest eflSciency and usefulness. 

In exploring their fields the colporteurs have visited during the 
year 614,128 families, or nearly one-fifth of the number of families in 
the United States according to the last census. They have gone to 
them in the spirit of the apostle, bearing the messages of salvation 
to the homes of the needy and neglected, testifying in the mansion 
and in the hovel, by the fireside and by the highway, "repentance 
towards God and faith towards our Lord Jesus Christ." During the 
last sixteen years, 6,1 1 1,180 such family visits have been made by the 
colporteurs of this Society. 

Animated by the impelling motive of love to Christ and love to 
the souls of men, and desirous that their visits should be of spiritual 
benefit, they have the past year conversed on the importance of per- 
sonal religion with the members of 305,425 families, generally uniting 
with them in prayer for the divine blessing upon the interview. The 
effect of such a visit fi'om an earnest, sincere Christian cannot be esti- 
mated. Often his words of warning and entreaty are the first heard 
in households where the voice of prayer was never raised, and whose 
members could truly say, " No man has cared for our souls." Meet- 
ing with every variety of character and condition in human experi- 
ence, his opportunities for usefulness are constant and wide-spread. 
He is the counsellor, the teacher, and the IHend ; often pouring the 
wine and oil of Christian consolation into the wounded heart, and 
directing the inquiring and the ^eedy to Him who can satisfy every 
want of the burdened and longing soul. 

But not only are these faithful men laboring for the good of indi- 
vidual souls, they exert a wide influence on the public mind. During 
the year they held or addressed 14,059 public or prayer-meetings, 
and their words, from glowing hearts, have often stimulated and 
encouraged Christians with whom they have worshipped. Many of 
the colporteurs are ministers of the gospel, and often do they gather 
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the scattered families who are wandering as sheep without a shep* 
herd, and break to them the bread of life for which their souls are 
famishing. Often have they been invited by pastors to aid them 
during special outpourings of the Spirit of God, where their Jabors, 
ftcoompanied by the books and tracts they have okculated, have been 
the means of good to multitudes. In gathering and reviving Sab- 
bath-schools, in encouraging the education of children growing up 
without care or culture, in bringing the neglected under the influences 
of the sanctuary, in preparing the way for the minister and the house 
of God, their salutary influence has been widely felt. Many testi- 
monials have been received from pastors to the usefulness of those 
engaged in this service, whom they justly regard as rendering them 
efficient and indispensable aid. 

It will be seen that among the families visited, 96,335, or one-sev* 
enth of the whole number habitually neglected to attend evangelical 
preaching on the Sabbath, while a large proportion of tiie remainder 
attend but occasionaUy. In the newly settled portions of the coun- 
try, where f^om the sparseness of the population the institutions of 
the gospel have not yet acquired a permanent foothold, this neglect 
is often owing to causes beyond the control, as it is contrary to the 
wishes of the families. To such, how grateful is the visit of the col- 
porteur with his load of religious truth from which they can select 
the rich spiritual treatises of eminent Christians, on which their souls 
can feast in the absence of the living ministry. It is a lamentable 
fact, that the larger portion of those reported as neglecting the stated 
means of grace, are to be found in tihe northern and middle or the 
older settled states * and by examining the statistics for the last eight 
years, during which the colporteurs have reported those thus found, 
the painful fact appears that the proportion of this class has not ma- 
terially changed. The whole number of this class of families who 
have been reported, is 161,056. 

The labors among the Roman-catholic portion of our population 
have been prosecuted with encouraging success. Wherever found, 
they have been approached with kindness and love, and pointed to 
tile great High-priest who only can forgive sins. Many, especially 
among German Eomanists, through the faithfulness of the colporteurs, 
have become convinced of their delusion, renounced their errors, and 
through faith in the blood of the atonement, are now resting upon 
Christ for salvation. In the reports of many colporteurs who were 
themselves formerly in the same error, are now recorded many cases 
of those who, through the divine blessing upon their efforts, have been 
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guided into the light and liberty of the children of God. The num- 
ber of Bomanists whom the colporteurs visited during the year, wae 
66,210. 

The number of families reported as being destitute of all religious 
books except the Bible was 41,'739, and of those who had not the 
wordof God, 32,115. 

By examining the statistics of colportage since it was commenced 
by the Society, it is seen that it has been an effective agency in sup- 
plying the destitution of religious reading. Eleven years ago between 
one-sixth and one-seventh of the families visited by the colporteurs 
were reported as destitute of religious reading. Since then, from year 
to year the proportion has been lessened. Nine years ago it was 
between one-seventh and one-eighth ; six years ago, between one- 
eighth and one-ninth ; three years ago, it was nearly one-eleventh ; 
and the last year only one in sixteen was reported as destitute of all 
religious books. 

The number of books which were sold by colporteurs, averaging 
them at four for a dollar, was 538,818 ; making the total circulation 
during the year 996,358 volumes, and since the formation of the So- 
ciety, 12,360,169 volumes. The total amount of grants of books and 
tracts by colporteurs during the year, averaging them at six volumes 
for a dollar, was 162,822. 

The correspondence of the year is full of signal tokens of the divine 
approval of these efforts for the evangelization of our beloved land, 
through the agency of a sanctified press. A few of these, in connec- 
tion with the reports of the eight principal Colporteur Agencies hav- 
ing the supervision of a large portion of those engaged in this service, 
will be found in subsequent pages. More extended details of the 
labors of these colporteurs have been printed and widely circulated 
in the Reports of those respective agencies. A large amount of inter- 
esting and encouraging facts still remain, accumulating more rapidly 
than we can find place for them in the public press, or in the docu- 
ments of the Society. But they are all treasured up and recorded — 
no labors expended, or results accomplished for Christ, will be lost. 

Two Colporteur Conventions have been held within the year, at 
Goldsboro, N. C, and Augusta, Georgia, which are reported under 
the Virginia and Charleston Agencies. 

Three of the colporteurs have been removed from the field of their 
earthly labors by death : Dea. Elnathan Galpin, who for more than 
six years was extensively useful through his pious labors upon the 
Western Reserve, Ohio ; Mr. Thomas Capern of New Jersey, of whom 
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his pastor says, " His death was sudden, but we feel assured that 
sudden death for him was sudden glory ; he was a good man, full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith ;" and Rev. Elizur Butler, M. D., long 
a missionary among the Cherokees. 

With all the trials and privations of the colporteur work, there 
is much occasion for gratitude to Ood that so many warm-hearted, 
self-denying men have been raised up to engage in it from year to 
year, at so small an earthly reward. One hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per annum has been the usual salary. Experience in the work, 
or superior qualifications, and of late the increased expense of living, 
have been reasons for increasing the sum in many instances to $200. 
In the year ending March 1, 1851, the records of the Committee 
show that 292 were commissioned or had their commissions renewed 
at $150, and 2*71 at $200. In other cases, a somewhat larger sum 
is allowed, especially to those who labor in cities or large towns, and 
pay their own board and other expenses. Besides the salary, $50 
per annum is allowed for the use of a conveyance, and travelling 
expenses are paid. 

The Committee record with joy and thanksgiving these brief re- 
sults ; and after the statistical tables they proceed to give a more 
full and striking view of the Colporteur work, chiefly in condensed 
reports of the eight principal colporteur agencies established at 
prominent centres throughout the country, which cannot fail to 
cheer - the heart of every friend of Zion. A fire of love to the Re- 
deemer and to precious souls, a single-hearted consecration to this 
service, an energy and self-denial, a prayerful trust in God over- 
coming obstacles and pressing onward to win new trophies from the 
dark domains of sin, to shine in the firmament of heaven for ever and 
ever — ^breathe in the reports of the superintendents, general agents, 
and colporteurs, that it would seem must have been kindled by the 
Holy Spirit in answer to believing prayer, the same Spirit who has 
given them to hear songs of salvation from hundreds new-born into 
the kingdom of Christ. One spirit seems to animate the hearts of 
the two hundred and tkirtysix colporteurs and students in the north- 
em and middle states, the om himdred and dgkty-three in the western 
and north-western states, and the three hundred and twenty in the 
southern and south-western states ; and who does not feel that could 
these and other kindred evangelizing efforts go on, the chains of dark- 
ness and sin may be broken, and our moral wilderness truly bud and 
blossom as the rose.

Rev. p. T. Vail, General Agent for New York and other cities, 
has presented a full report, which is printed separately, showing 
that he has continued his labors in these important fields with 
increasing and very encouraging success ; giving renewed evidence 
of the ability and disposition of our city churches to make generous 
benefactions to the tract cause, when fully presented before them ; 
and indicating the importance of developing more extensively the 
resources of these great centres of wealth and influence. Mr. Yail 
presents the following interesting summary views of the labors of 
another year. 

Our Committee, and our friends and patrons generally, will be 
gratified to learn that in my labors for many years, over most of the 
states of our Union, in raising near one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars for our beloved institution, and during the past year over 
twenty-three thousand dollars, my convictions of the vital and fai^ 
reaching importance of this work, and of its greatly increasing useful- 
ness, have from year to year grown stronger and stronger. It has 
become more and more apparent to me, and to our most intelligent and 
liberal benefactors, that while no effort should be spared to raise up 
and send forth a multitude of able and faithful pastors and missiona- 
ries into our home and foreign fields, the Christian press and colpor- 
teur work must, under God, become more and more a prominent 
pioneer agency to reach and bless our unevangelized population at 
home and the heathen abroad. And accordingly, while our own 
intelHgent citizens survey these vast and destitute fields of labor, and 
see hundreds of devoted colporteurs ready, when called for, with mill- 
ions of Christian books to preoccupy them for Christ, before the 
enemy takes possession of them, they need no further argument to 
furnish the requisite means for their support ; so that if we could

now announce that other hundreds of laborers had been looked out, 
and had actually entered the field, their salaries, we cannot doubt, 
would be forthcoming. While then our country^s prospective great- 
ness wakes up our hopes, while its destitutions excite our sympathy 
and alarm, and while a kind Proyidence is pouring in upon our nation 
an unparalleled tide of prosperity, why should not our combined evan- 
gelical churches — the guardians and almoners of our common Chris- 
tianity — rise up in the strength of God, and take possession of our 
whole land ; having a faithful agent for every state, a devoted colpor- 
teur for every destitute county. Christian books for every family, "ho- 
liness unto the Lord'' inscribed upon our virgin prairies, instead of the 
blight of Popery and infidelity, our wilderness blossoming as the rose, 
and our solitary places being made vocal with the high praises of God ? 

Rkv. a. Savage, reporting ras agency in Connecticut, says : 
I have now completed fourteen years of labor for the American 
Tract Society. The last year has not been very different firom other 
years, except that more calls have been made upon the churches for 
new objects. Notwithstanding this, the receipts of the year are 
about the same as usual. Though the increase of population and 
wealth has not been as great in this state as in some other states, for 
the fourteen years in which I have labored to cultivate this field, and 
though we have not been blessed with a general revival of religion, 
still there has been an increase in giving for the spread of the gos- 
pel. There are a greater number of objects brought before the 
churches, and yet the old and piore important societies are receiving 
larger contributions. This is true of the American Tract Society. The 
year previous to the commencement of my labors in this state, when 
there was no agent on this field, the donations and legacies were only 
$4,081 37. In the last fourteen years, the donations and legacies have 
averaged more than $14,000 per annum. The salary and expenses of 
the general agent have been less than seven per cent, of this sum. 

In contemplating the origin, objects, and work of the American 
Tract Society, it is gratifying to see the evidence of its divine mis- 
sion. Could it have originated from any other motive than good will 
to man, to all men ? Who of its founders, its conductors, its laborers, 
or its patrons, derives any benefit from it, except on the principle that 
"it is more blessed to give than to receive ?" Its object is one of pure 
benevolence. Like its divine Master, " it preaches the gospel to the 
poor." It seeks and saves the lost. It carries the good news of salva- 
tion to^all of every nation, of every color, and of every condition, as it 
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has ability and opportunity — to those who are too poor to purchase 
the word of life, too ignorant to prize it, or too stupid even to desire 
it. It regards all men as the children of one common parent, " made 
of one blood ;" in a like condition of guilt and misery, subjects of one 
moral government, exposed to the san)e condemnation, and for whom 
there is provided in the gospel one common and allrsufficient remedy. 
This Society, with its evangelical publications and its system of 
itinerant colportage, is essential in the work of evangelization^ What 
other agency, for a long time to come, can possibly reach large por- 
tions of our widely extended country ? The sparseness of our popu- 
lation, its heterogeneous character, and restless and unsettled habits, 
are all adverse to the speedy establishment of gospel and educational 
institutions in large sections of our new states and territories. This 
Society has been raised up in the good providence of God for such a 
day as this, and is admirably adapted to do the work which is essen- 
tial to the extension and final triumph of the gospel. Let it go on 
and prosper, let it receive the liberal patronage of the Mends of Christ, 
and their fervent prayers, and I doubt not that the blessing of many 
ready to perish will come upon it. 

Rev. 0. FooTE, reporting his agenct in Eastern and Southesin 
New York, says : 

Through the goodness of God, I have been brought to the close 
of another year. In reviewing it, I see much occasion for humilia* 
tion, and much to awaken emotions of gratitude and thanksgiving. 
On my field, as a whole, there are decided indications of progress. 
I have preached every Sabbath in the year but one, and often 
twice and three times, addressed numerous Sabbath-schools, and at* 
tended many social meetings, where it has been my uniform endeavor 
to enlighten and convince and move the people to action. My impres- 
sion has been, that there is in the minds of intelligent good men an 
increasing conviction of the vast importance of the agencies of this 
Society in evangelizing our own country and the world. To widen 
and deepen this impression has been my constant aim in every part 
of the field. 

My collections have been $2,496 24, nearly $500 in advance of 
the previous year. In addition, about $400 have been pledged for 
colportage and life-members or directors. In Newburgh, $300 were 
contributed to sustain a colporteur in that city and vicinity. At 
Kingston, a sum was contributed sufficient for the salary of a colpor- 
teur, and to pay for two hundred copies of the Messenger and Child's 

5 
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Paper. At Saugerties, a man who cgmmenced nine years ago with 
five dollars, now pays |150 per annum, and is himself an active dis- 
tributer of the Society's publications. At Poughkeepsie, a gentleman 
has pledged a sum sufficient to pay the salary of a colporteur. 

After publicly presenting ' the interests of the Society in the 
churches, I have been accustomed to visit the families, where prac- 
ticable, to receive their oflferings. In this way I have been yearly 
extending my acquaintance and person9.11y commending the objects 
of the Society to the patriot and the Christian, and distributing its 
documents and periodicals, till I am sometimes honored with the title 
of colporteur. I have, with very few exceptions, been cordially re- 
ceived by parents and children, who are often delighted with the little 
books, and especially with The Child's Paper. 
\ No year of service has been spent more profitably, or upon the 
whole more successfully. I feel it to be my duty to notice the kind- 
ness of ministers, and other individuals, who have permitted me to 
share their hospitality, and in various ways rendered assistance in 
the prosecution of my labors. May the Lord reward them a thou- 
sand-fold. 

Rev. C. Evans has visited numerous churches in New York and 
New Jersey, and some in Connecticut and Rhode Island, where he 
has been cordially received, and has collected $3,530 69. " It is a 
delightful fact," he says, " that wherever I have been, and with whom- 
soever I have conversed, the immense good resulting from the Amer- 
ican Tract Society's operations, especially in the colporteur depart 
ment, has been most readily admitted. By Christians of every name 
this agency is highly appreciated, and the necessity for increasing it 
is fully recognized. The labors and success of those engaged in it, 
and the moral destitution developed by these explorations, appeal with 
power to the benevolent heart. The fact that in this land of Bibles and 
religious books, of churches and gospel ministers, vast multitudes are 
found without either, and perishing literally for lack of knowledge, 
awakens deep interest ; and the assurance that among such God is 
magnifying his grace by rendering the Society's publications and the 
colporteur's oral instructions instrumental in the conversion of many, 
elicits deep sympathy in the effort to enlighten and save the perishing. 

" When the professed disciples of Christ shall more strongly feel 
their obligation to extend to all men the gospel, by which they them- 
selves are enriched and blessed, and learn to emulate the New Testa- 
ment examples of self-denial and sacrifice, means will be abundantly 
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furnished for prosecuting erery enterprise of Christian beneficence. 
Nor can we doubt that, in proportion as the adaptation of the Soci- 
ety's labors to the peculiar circunastances of our country, and to the 
condition of its heterogeneous population, is more clearly seen, and 
the advantage accruing from its catholic principle, in gaining access 
to all classes, is more justly estimated, its claims will be cheerfully and 
fully responded to. I cannot omit to mention with grateful feelings, 
the invariably kind and fraternal reception I have met from ministers 
of every communion, and also jfrom their people." 

REPORTS OP COLPORTEURS IN NEW YORK AND VICINITY. 

Mr. L. EuLNsa, transferred a few mcmths sinoe from Buffalo to Williamsbuii^h, 
L I., reports that his experience in his new fidd conyinces him that colportage is 
as truly necessary there as anywhere in the West. He " found twelre families in 
one house ; of these one only attended public worship, and that was from wrong 
motives." *'I have found adherents to almost every kind of error — ^formalist*, 
rationaliBtB, papists, deists, and pantheists ; all of whom confirm themselves by the 
various German periodicals circulated here so largely. I gained access to the fam- 
ilies more generally than I expected. Some would show their natural enmity to 
the truth ; but aided by the grace of God, I would overcome it by meekness, and 
after a short conversation they would take a tract or book. But for swelling the 
amount of my grants too much, I should like to leave Baxter's Call, or HoUata's 
Method of Grace in every family. Are there no friends of the cause of God who 
wish this done?" Among those thus benefited by " speaking the truth in love," 
was a man full of hatred against the truth, and especially against ** the grace of 
God;" and a Roman-catholic whose uncle was a priest. Both of these men pur- 
chased books, and sent their children to the Sunday-school. Members also of both 
families began to attend church. A sceptical shoemaker was won to buy books, 
and examine the evidences of Christianity, by an argument for the divine existence 
drawn from the shoe he had just completed. 

Mr. J. J. EcKERT has visited 1,981 families during the year, and conversed on 
personal religion with more than three times that number of individuals. He is 
cheered by finding the good effects of his labors in families and congregations, upon 
revisiting them ; and is rejoiced to find the American Tract Society's publications 
not only eminently cheap and excellent, but adapted to all the different cases he 
meets. 

Mr. Samuel Dodd reports that he was in general cordially received, even by Catho- 
lics. He found it both pleasant and helpful to attend the Sunday-schools and weekly 
meetings wherever he went, and to secure an introduction to the people from the 
pulpits. ' ^ 

Mr. John Stahle visits from sixteen to thirty families daily, mingUng with the 
explanation and sale of his books, religious instruction and appeal as he has oppor- 
tunity. Is cordially received, and has never yet been treated roughly. 

Mr. J. A. Pinches reports several cases of conversion, out of many which have 
occurred in connection with his labors ; showing that the works of AUeine, Flavel, 
etc., which some Christians regard as "not adapted to the times," are the best of 
books, after the Bible, when a real concern for salvatioiji is awakened or is needed. 
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Mr. A. MnujDEi has visited 8,620 families during the past year. He iliterests 
himself in the circulation of the German Messenger ; and in order to do this the 
better, makes himself perfectly £a.miliar with the contents of each new number. 
One poor and aged woman, unable to pay for the Messenger, said to him, "I thinjc 
our good heavenly Father will find me the means of getting it. I have no money, 
but I cannot do without that paper, for which I pray God every day that he would 
bless those who read. I pray for you, and for all the colporteurs. ' ' Several Boman* 
catholic families have embraced the truth ; many households have been induced to 
obtain and read the Bible. One family, long adherents to Tom Paine, have been 
led to resume the study of their old and dusty Bible ; to send their children to the 
Sabbath-school. A superintendent in a factory greatly fadLlitates his sales by co- 
operating, and advancing the money for such as wish to buy books. An increased 
desire is manifested for religious reading, and on one occasion he could have sold 
twice the number of books he had on hand. like others laboring among the Ger- 
mans, he feels the urgent need of more laborers. 

Mr. J. Wkickbr has visited 5,412 families in the year, besides 180 steamers and 
sailing vessels. He is cheered by constant evidence of the presence of his Master, 
and very frequently finds a welcome where he least expected it. One family bought 
five dollars' worth of books ; another, all the German publications of the Society, 
telling him afterwards they were ''very thankful he had brought such treasures 
into their house." On board a Bremen ship the sailors received him with great 
kindness, and said that the books he had sold them two years before had been 
blessed to them and to their families in Germany. In Castle Garden alone he dis- 
tributed 47 Bibles and 336 Testaments to emigrants ; who were rejoiced to find such 
benevolent institutions in America, and some of them "prized l^e word of God 
and our publications above gold and silver." 

The arrangements in Castle Garden prove very beneficial for immigrants, and 
secure for them advantages that call for their most sincere gratitude. They here 
rest in security until they go into the country ; while those whose first desire on 
landing is after lager beer, learn to their cost that they are less safe in the taverns. 
Not only do the " runners" plunder those whom they can lay hold of out of the 
enclosure, but they send agents to Europe to return in ships full of immigrants, for 
the sake of persuading them to go to boarding-houses in New York, instead of 
remaining at the Garden. Even families who are cautioned on their arrival to 
beware of outside impositions, and reminded that the arrangements in Castle^ Gar- 
den were made by the Commissioners of Emigration solely for their good, yet allow 
themselves to be cajoled ; and after a time return with sad faces, saying to the col- 
porteur, ' ' that we had followed the advice you gave us, when you gave us tracts." 

Having given tracts to a family, I inquired, "Have you the word of God?" 
** Yes," was the reply, *' we have it double — a Bible in the chest, and a Testament 
in the pocket." "There is still another place where it is wanted," sjud I, **in 
your heart." While I was distributing Testaments, a Roman-catholic came and 
asked if I would give him also "a holy book." "With great pleasure," said I, 
handing him a Testament and some tracts. He thanked me most affectionately, 
and immediately sat down in a spot where he would be undisturbed, took off his 
cap, and commenced reading. The majority of those I meet are glad to receive 
tracts, and read them on the spot, the men with their heads uncovered. Met a 
sailor who has been converted to God by reading the publications of the American 
Tract Society ; sold him four dollars' worth of books to send to friends in Europe, 
also a dozen Testaments. Wherever he goes, he takes with him the good seed of 
the word.

Mr. 0. D. Grosvenor, who succeeds Rev. Yates Hickey as Super- 
intendent of this agency, Mr. Hickey having been transferred to the 
Chicago field, gives the following view of the results of labor in the 
fourth year, since the agency was established at Rochester. 

During the year, 81 colporteurs have been connected with us, 
being the same number as last year ; 67 have labored in New York, 
and 14 in Canada West. The whole time of service amounted to 
3tf years ; amount of sales upon the whole field, $23,901 82, or in 
volumes, 95,601 ; amount of grants to the destitute, $2,646 47, in 
volumes, 16,879 ; whole number of families visited, 97,883 ; Romanist 
families, 9,642 ; families destitute of all religious works, 7,807 ; des- 
titute of the Bible, 6,668 ; families habitually neglecting evangelical 
preaching, 14,841 ; families conversed and prayed with, 55,100. 

Summary for the four years of the agency : Whole number of 
colporteurs, 204 ; time of service, 136J years ; amount of sales, $93,- 
661 30, or volumes, 374,645 ; amount of grants, $11,024 45, or vol- 
umes, 66,147 ; amount of both sales and grants, $104,685 76, or vol- 
umes, 440,792 ; number of families visited, 369,953. 

The important object of securing a faithful resident colporteur 
for each county within the boundaries of our field, has been kept 
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prominently in view. There are none of them so well supplied with 
the means of grace as to dispense with such labor ; it is greatly 
needed in all, and sought for by pastors and earnest Christians even 
who appreciate this necessity. An excellent pastor in Central New 
York, in a letter recommending a brother as a colporteur for his 
county, writes : 

" The Tract enterprise, beyond all question, is one of the most im- 
portant instrumentalities for the salvation of our country. The good 
it has accomplished is immeasurable. It carries the gospel to every 
man's door and knocks at every man's heart, and like the preached 
gospel it needs to be permanent. Every county at least, should look 
out the best man that can be found, and then ministers and churches 
cordially cooperate with him. The colporteur will reach minds the 
minister cannot. In one instance, three men whom I could not reach 
were brought, through the labors of a colporteur, to the house of God, 
and subsequently two of them were converted." 

These calls for laborers we are meeting as fast as good and faith- 
ful men are found, to devote themselves to the work. Several have 
entered on this service the past year, and fields which had for some 
time been vacant, are put under faithful cultivation. Other promis- 
ing and devoted men are now candidates for commission, and at no 
former period has the prospect for a speedy and permanent supply 
of laborers for our vacant fields appeared more promising. 

To meet temporarily our present want of permanent laborers, and 
to effect a more immediate general distribution of labor over the entire 
field, much attention has been given the past year to the employment 
of students. Some of the principal institutions, collegiate and theolog- 
ical, were visited, and young men, mostly those having the ministry 
in view, were engaged to the number of forty, who labored two and 
two, expending thus about four months of labor upon most of those 
fields for which they were commissioned. 

By this means, in addition to our regular labor, we have been able 
to supply, the past year, most of the forty-three anmties embraced by the 
American portion of our field, with more or less of faithful colporteur 
labor. Many of these young men have labored for our Society the 
past summer for the first time, but have very generally rendered faith- 
ful, acceptable, and useful service. Their labors have served a doubly 
valuable purpose. They have borne to the destitute and perishing 
the bread of life, and " the poor have had the gospel preached to 
them f while the student at the same time acknowledges an experi- 
ence acquired invaluable, and indispensable to the successful dis- 
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charge of the duties of the Christian ministry. Pastors have assured 
MB, from their own experience, that no young minister can be well 
qualified for the pastoral office, without some months of colporteur 
labor ; and one experienced in the schools of the prophets, recom- 
mends a fourth year in pustoral theology added to the course, to be 
wholly spent in the developing, spiritualizing, and disciplinary work 
of Golportage. 

Our faithful corps of resident colporteurs deserve more than a 
brief reference. They have pursued their arduous work the past 
year, frequently under difficulties, and with much self-deniaL Occa- 
sional brief allusions in their reports to separation from family and 
home, exposure to the severity of wintry storms, hospitality with- 
held or tardily bestowed, indicate some of those privations and trials 
which have accompanied their toil. Some have been called home to 
attend upon the sick, or follow to the grave members of their house- 
holds ; others have not known whether the cruse of oil and measure 
of meal which their scanty salaries afforded would suffice for their \ 

numerous wants, yet, '^ having obtained help of God," most who ] 

began the year with us "continue unto this day," and with renewed 
faith and increased interest in their work, enter upon the labor of 
another year. Their faithfulness, devotion, and self-denial commend 
them anew to your regard, and to the active sympathies, fervent 
prayers, and liberal support of the churches. 

Every day's experience reveals more clearly the wisdom of select- 
ing this city as a location for our depository and offices. Geograph- 
ically central and very accessible, it has proved a most advantageous 
"post of observation" for both our home and foreign field. The va- 
rious channels of communication centering here afford unusual facili- 
ties for the convenient and rapid transaction of our business. It is 
now widely known that here the Society have "a local habitation 
' and a name," and the frequent calls, purchases, and expressed sym- 
pathy of friends of the cause, constantly encourage us in our work. 
The local and general business of the depository has a gradual and 
permanent growth, indicating the estimate entertained of its value 
and convenience to friends of the Society and the public. As a per- 
manent agency for the various and important purposes of the Soci- 
ety, and a rallying point for its many patrons and friends, the depos- 
itory may be considered already invaluable and indispensable. 

We have sought the widest circulation for the Society's periodi- 
cals, the American Messenger, English and German, and The Child's 
Paper. We have had a large subscription throughout Canada, annu« 
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ally increaamg at an encouraging ratio, our receipts this year being 
nearly $2,300 for the three papers — an advance of nearly 20 per cent, 
upon any previous year. The importance of this department of our 
work is undeniable. Where our papers go, in addition to the prer 
cious and saving truths they bear, there is carried a knowledge of 
the Society — ^as a great repository of sacred and sanctifying litera- 
ture — ^as a great instrumentality for spreading light and truth among 
the neglected masses and scattered population of our land, and a 
cheering response comes back from those thus i^formed — from one 
in relation to colportage, replying, ''Here am I, send me ;" another 
responds with a liberal gift to aid in disseminating printed truth ; 
another sajing, ''Such as I have, give I unto you," sympathy, 
active effort, and prayer ; another rejoices to order choice volumes 
from our printed lists, a knowledge of which "a Messenger" has just 
borne to him. Some special efforts have been made for supplying 
all the families in certain places with the Messenger. In one village 
of two or three thousand inhabitants, the necessary means were 
readily raised, and by aid of female distributers the Messenger will 
be placed monthly in over fcur hvmdred families during the present 
year — ^an effort worthy of all praise, which we hope to see exten- 
sively copied by others hereafter. In this city the three papers are 
served by carriers to all desiring them, without extra charge. Sev- 
eral hundred famiUes avail themselves of this privilege. There is 
scarcely any limit to this department of our work, and our hope is 
to see it speedily and widely developed and extended. 

CANADA WEST. 

During the year fourteen brethren have labored in connection 
with our Society in this province, most of them for but a portion 
of the year. They have however been diligent and faithful in their 
self-denying labors, as the following results will show. 

They visited 11,994 families, with 6,949 of whom they held per- 
sonal conversation or prayed ; they found 864 families destitute of 
all religious books but the Bible, 643 destitute of the word of God, 
589 families of Romanists, and 1,421 who wholly neglected public 
worship. They sold $6,666 29 worth, or 22,661 volumes of the Soci- 
ety's publications, and granted to the amount of $415 63, or 2,494 
volumes. The amount of sales and grants was $6,080 92. 

Four of these brethren were Germans, laboring with much suc- 
cess among their countrymen. Very many of them enjoy only such 
means of grace as the colporteur bears to them, and the welcome our 
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brethren receive, and the fruits of their labor which it is often their 
privilege to see, are most encouraging. 

Rev. Thomas Wright labored a large portion of the year vrith 
great acceptance as a colporteur and missionary ii^ the counties of 
Lincoln and Welland. He awakened a deep interest in the Tract 
cause in the minds of the people. Bj his labors and the assistance 
of some students the gospel was borne to a large portion of all the 
&milies on that field, and preached faithfully in many neighborhoods 
where any suitable place of worship could be found. His services 
were relinquished by the people with much regret, upon his recent 
removal and appointment as a general agent of the Society in Mich- 
igan. 

The Upper Canada Tract Society, at Toronto, assumed the direc- 
tion of colportage the past year over the larger portion of the western 
province, a few counties only being under the supervision of other 
societies. A general agent was employed during the year, who visited 
the churches, made collections, formed auxiliaries, and sought more 
fully to interest the people in the Tract work. Be has met with much 
encouragement in prosecuting his labors. This Society have added 
to the number of their colporteurs the past year, and hope to inter- 
est the people to such a degree as to insure at no distant day a self- 
supporting basis for colporteur operations in Canada West. 

From a review of the present aspects of the Tract work in Canada 
West, it appears that the system of colportage, as there prosecuted 
by our Society, and the circulation quite extensively of information 
and statistics concerning it, were the means of calling the attention 
of the Christian people of that province to the great value of such an 
instrumentality. 

The Rev. A. M. Stowe, General Agent for Western New York, 
and Rev. John Wakd, who labored most of the year in Northern and 
Central New York, have presented interesting reports of their labors. 
Mr. Stowe says : 

In aid of the American Tract Society's great work, these twenty 
western counties of our state have contributed in donations during 
the year the sum of ten thousand amdf&wr dollars and niriety cents. There 
have also been paid in legacies from this field during the same period, 
six thousamd one hundred and fifty ddla/rs; making in all, during the 
year ending March 1, $16,154 90. 

I have found no Christian family that does not acknowledge the mis- 
sion of the American Tract Society to be very important. It would 
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be strange if they did not thns testify, for I do not know of a Chris- 
tian family in Western New York which has not been in some degree 
blessed in the perusal of the publications issued by this institution. 

It is indeed gratifying to learn that you have now in their large 
and difficult fields of toil so many earnest, faithfid colporteurs bear- 
ing from house to house the precious Bible, and those books and 
tracts which explain and enforce the truths of the Bible. The child 
and the old man upon his staff, as well as the active man of business, 
are all furnished with something appropriate. In the wilderness, in 
the sunny south, over the prairie, and on the mountain, are their 
healing leaves scattered, accompanied by the earnest counsel and 
fervent prayers of godly men. The good Lord speed the day when 
you will be able to say that every family in our land has been reach- 
ed with the words of eternal life. 

In Western New York the feeling is very prevalent, that if we 
would influence for good to the greatest possible extent those of our 
fellow-men who seldom if ever enter the house of God, we must go 
and sit down by their firesides, and from a full heart utter in kind- 
ness and in love the message that Jesus bids us speak : '^ Except a 
man be born again, he cannot enter the kingdom of God." 

The man who breathes the spirit of his Master is usually more 
than welcome to these abodes of want, and after a visit of an hour 
the wise servant of our Lord will be enabled to leave, either by sale 
or by gift, the Bible, and ** some preacher with it, such as Baxter, 
or Bunyan, or Doddridge, or Payson." 

In this way have your colporteurs, during this past year, in- 
stalled as stated preachers in the wilderness, tens of thousands of 
these stirring books, which may speak every day in the year concern- 
ing the great salvation. 

A pastor located at the west, devoted and in every way efficient, 
whose voice in the pulpit, and in every appropriate place, has done 
much for the cause of truth, bears the following testimony respecting 
the colporteurs of the American Tract Society and their work : 

" Colportage embodies in itself two of the most powerful agencies 
for good that the world has ever seen ; namely, the living voice and 
the printed page. Simple weapons, but how effective. The simplicity 
of this system is its glory. The colporteur is a plain, unpretending 
man. He is taken, it may be, as Elisha was, from ploughing with 
oxen ; or, like David, from tending his father's sheep. Like Peter 
and John, they are not professional men, and like them also, their 
greatest qualification is, that they have been with Jesus. They 
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come not with the learning of our highest schools and seminaries, 
but Bible truth in Bible language is their single message. But the 
earnest look, the honest countenance, the kind words, and the over- 
flowing heart, are all there to make truth effectual." 

This testimony comes from one who has seen the practical work- 
ings of the colporteur system in our great West. If the American 
churches desire, this system, simple and scriptural, may pervade this 
whole country ; it may pour a stream of light into every desolate 
neighborhood, and every troubled heart. Proof of its cheapness, of its 
efficiency, and of its adaptation, is abundant, and there is no want 
of confidence in it by any who love God and their fellow-men. 

Let the prayers of all believers go up for more efficient laborers 
to toil among those who perish for lack of vision. 

SELECTIONS FROM REPORTS OF COLPORTEURS. 

A colporteur in Northern New York writes, I am more and more convinced 
of the importance and value of this manner of preaching the gospel. I have 
found many instances where persons have not heard a sermon for years, and we 
have reason to fear that the gospel would never have reached them, if it had not 
been carried to them on the printed page. I rejoice that I am permitted to be a 
"saddle-bags preacher" — that in the solemn, persuasive, and melting language of 
Baxter, Doddridge, and all that long list of worthies whose names are connected 
with the Society's publications, I am permitted to preach the pure gospel of the 
Son of God where perhaps the living preacher's footsteps were never seen, or his 
Toioe heard. I called on a family, and found the mother at home. She could not 
buy any books, for she had no money. When I introduced the subject of religion, 
she immediately burst into tears, and sat down. When a little more composed, 
she said she was brought up by one of the best women ip. the world, and regu- 
larly attended church and Sabbath-school; but said she, "I married, and hav€ 
not heard a sermon in eight years/* I conversed with her freely, and prayed with her 
and her children. I concluded from their appearance, that it was the firsjt prayer 
they ever heard. I h^ded the woman a few tracts, but feeling that I could hardly 
leave her with so little, I gave her Baxter's Call, thinking that if I meet with no 
other case for three months, this wiU more than compensate for the labor and toil 
of that brief period. 

I have previously mentioned an effort put forth on an island in the S. L 

river. Satan tried to put a stop to the good work of instruction in the Sabbath- 
school there, by causing a diversion in their feeble ranks, which at first consisted 
of only three or four females ; but God has overruled it for good. They have now 
two schools instead of one ; and in one, composed mostly of children from the fam- 
ilies of French Catholics, the scholars have committed and recited almost thirteen 
hundred verses of the Bible ; and thus much good seed has been scattered and 
stored in the minds of the children. I assisted in establishing two schools in a 
back neighborhood known as the ''Lost Nation,'' where the children have n^ost 
of them been induced to attend ; and thus many, both of the old and young, have 
been brought in contact with the Bible, that probably would have neglected it alto- 
gether, if it had not been for this feeble effort. 

Another from the same part of the state says, I have abundant reason to be- 
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lieve my labors have not been in vain in the lord. I hare visited 1,810 families, 
being upwards of nine on an average daily, including the Sabbath. I conversed 
with nearly one-half concerning the salvation of their souls, or prayed with them. 
One-fourth are in the habit of neglecting evangelical preaching. 

In many neighborhoods there is very seldom preaching, either on the Sab- 
bath or week-day, and in quite a number of our churches the preaching is for from 
being evangelical. There are hundreds who are cut ofif from religious instruction, 
and must have the gospel carried to them, or be left in darkness and sin. Many, 
were it not for the system of colportage, would, humanly speaking, be left to per- 
ish for lack of knowledge. This work is admirably adapted to meet and supply 
their spiritual wants. I am frequently encouraged in hearing professors of religion 
speak of the bles^d effects produced on their hearts in reading these books — ^that 
they are awakened, instructed, encouraged, strengthened, and blessed in their pe- 
rusal. The influence of the books has led a great many persons to reading, and 
moral and religious feeling has increased. Several revivals have lately taken 
place — one in my own town. How far these books have been the means of bringing 
about so many revivals of religion and so many conversions, is only known to 
God. As myr work advances, its spiritual character and objects are better under- 
stood. Opposition is declining, and friends are multiplying. It is admirably 
adapted to do good throughout the country, as there is a lack of preachers ; and 
generally speaking, they are but little accustomed to paying pastoral visits. Per^ 
htgffs upwards qf one-hcUf qf thefamUies on myfidd have not as yet received a rdtgious visit 
from a mimster of the gospd during their residence here. Many have to go a distance of 
four, six, eight, and ten miles to hear the gospel preached. Many also who live in 
eight of a meeting-house, hardly ever attend the preached word. How all-impor- 
tant that the gospel should be carried to Ihenty and that colporteurs labor with them 
for their spiritual well-being. 

liABOBS IN ScHoois. — ^Au experienced brother in Western New York writes, This 
department of labor is to me very interesting, and one from which I am expecting 
a rich harvest. The number of scholars in the different schools and seminaries I 
visit, is from twenty to two hundred. After addressing the pupils, I distribute 
tiacts and books of the cheaper binding, which at the close of the school take 
wings as messengers of mercy and fly in every direction. Our present Judge of the 
county said to a friend a few days ago, *' I am surprised at the good influence ex- 
erted upon the young by those rich juvenile gems which Mr. B is scattering 

over the land." At another time, he spoke of this department of my labors in 
very cheering terms. Shortly after a visit to a school of young ladies, a friend 
living near by said to me, "I think your visit to that school did mudi good. I 
can see a marked change in the deportment of the scholars in the yard and in the 
street. I say this, that it might encourage you in your good work." On my visit 

at a house in the town of A , the lady of the house said to me, "Miss — ^," 

referring to a young lady in another room, ' ' when she came home from school the 
other day, sat down and wept heartily.' ' The young lady then explained. * < When 
I saw you in the seminary, I thought of the words you spoke and the tract you 

gave me at the school in W . That tract was, I trust, the means of leading 

me and another dear friend to the Saviour. Since then I had not seen you untU 
the other day ; you will not wonder why I wept when I returned to my boarding- 
place." Then, amid grateful smiles and falling tears, she said, " I thank you very 
much." 

Said a gentleman to me a few weeks since, "Hie book you let me have has 
been greatly blessed to me ; a precious treasure indeed it has been." He has since 
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made a profeasioii of religion, and united inih. the chnrch ; is at the head of one of 
the largest literary institutions in this region ; holds religious meetings with pupils 
during the week, and instructs on the Sahhath a Bible>ciass of about one hundred 
young gentlemen and ladies belonging to the institution. 

A few months ago I visited a town which I had traversed before, and at the 
close of an address to a Sabbath congregation, the pastor arose and said, *' I have 
a few words to say in favor of this good cause. Doubtless you will remember that 
fiill three*fourths of those added to the church during the late revival, dated their 
fiist serious impressions to the reading of some book or tract of the American Tract 
Society. I have reason to remember the labors of brother B— — among the people 
of my former charge, by means of whi^h some souls were led to the Saviour. Many 
were the happy hours we spent in laboring from house to house together. Soon 
after this he visited an adjoining town, and an interesting revival of religion fol- 
lowed his labors there, in which sixty souls were hopefully converted as the result 
(tf Gk>d's blessing upon his humble work." 

A colporteur laboring in Western New York, writes, There have been some 
interesting visitations of the divine Spirit during the winter on this field. In a 
place that has been noted for impiety and sin of all kinds from its earliest settle- 
ment, there has always been one praying family, with whom I have stayed when 
visiting the village. Since 1853, I have more than once canvassed the place. The 
last time I visited there, I found three praying families. On the Sabbath we held 
service, and in the evening held a prayer-meeting, which was well attended. Since 
that time, the prayers of those Christians, together with the labors of the Society, 
have been answered by a powerful revival, in which about forty souls have been 
converted, over half of them heads of families. Among the number was one man 
between 60 and 70 years old, who was a professed infidel, and many who were 
once sceptics ; and the place once noted for its impiety, is now noted for its love of 
God and the religion of the Bible. To use the language of a brother who resides 
there, "Where you could hardly find a praying family once, you can now scarcely 
find one who does not pray." In another place where I formed a Sabbath-school 
two years ago, almost against the wishes of the few Christian friends, because they 
thought it could not be sustained, the school was well sustained and a revival 
followed ; and this winter they have ag&in been refreshed by the outpouring of the 
Spirit in the conviction and conversion of sinners. The Sabbath-schools I formed 
last year are mostly flourishing now, as far as I am acquainted. I have replen- 
ished several of them with the Society's publications. I have formed a new one, 
which I have furnished with a library. 

A brother who has been laboring as a colporteur upon a railroad, writes, I have 
labored during the past year most of the time. My field is the Bome an4- Water- 
town railroad, which I have been on for four years. The general features of the 
field are little changed. There are different officers, operatives, rules, and regula- 
tions, of course, from time to time. The past year a new superintendent came on 
the road, who has cheerfully permitted me to go on with my labors. I have per- 
fect access to, and freedom with all who go over the road, whether passengers or 
otherwise. I am often encouraged by those I meet, who tell me my cause is a 
good one ; that they are happy to see me continue in the work from year to year, 
and are glad the American .Tract Society have colporteurs, especially on railroads j 
that they wish they might be on every one in the land, counteracting the per- 
nicious effects of a corrupt literature. If I sell to a person once, I am far mon 
likely to sell to him the next time the opportunity presents itself. I now recollea 
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but one instance where an indiTidnal to whom I had sold a book, when he had 
read it expressed dissatis&ction. The tra*ts I have distributed gratnitouslj have 
been received with much respect, and often with deep gratitude, and I have every 
reason to suppose they have accomplished much good. 

A Mthful brother laboring in Canada West writes, The seed is sown, and I 
have no doubt God will bless it to many precious souls. An old pensioner was in 
a house at which I called, swearing furiously. I stopped some time, but found he 
gloried in it. I left the house without saying or doing any thing, and visited a 
Catholic family, and left some tracts. I felt uneasy all night about the swearer's 
soul. So I arose in good time in the mornlbg, and inquired if he was in. They 
said he was in bed. I stepped into the room, and said, ** Sir, here is a message 
from God unto you ; hoping that you will take warning, and that tongue of yours 
praise Him whom it has so long blasphemed." He jumped upon the floor, and 
followed me into the next room, trembling. . I kneeled down and prayed, and the 
Spirit was with us. Every eye moistened and every heart heaved, and the Spirit 
made intercession for us. When I arose, it seemed as though every one was dis- 
armed of strength for some time. They arose, but could not speak. I exhorted 
them, and left. Without one word the swearer's mouth was stopped, and he found 
himself guilty before God. The man of the house followed me, but could not 
speak for some time. At last he said, "Sir, who are you, and what are you?" A 
few days after, I found that that swearer was a changed man. 

Another individual I called on several times, but could not sell any books. 
Hearing that I was going to have a meeting about four miles from there, he at- 
tended. I spoke won the natural man. He said if that doctrine was true that I 
proclaimed from the gospel, they were no better than heathen ; and he sought for- 
giveness, and joined a church. He took his wife and family with him, and was 
baptized. Then I could sell him books. To a Universalist in that neighborhood 
I could not sell any books. I prayed with him, and went away. I called again 
and again, but could sell no books. I persuaded him to go to meeting, when I 
spoke from the words, ** They have Moses and the prophets ; let them hear them." 
He went home troubled ; and as soon as he got home, he kneeled down and prayed 
for the first time in his life. He said he never had any thing take hold of him be- 
fore. He said " iha/ woM all haoe been heifthm, but for the Trad Sodely.*' He joined 
the church, and rejoices in a hope of salvation. 

Another TTniversaUst heard the same sermon. His sandy foundation soon gave 
way, and he found he had nothing to stand upon. He applied to Jesus for religion 
to die by. Before, I could not sell one book to those persons. Afterwards I sold 
nearly $80 worth to them, which will, through the blessing of God, keep them 
fidthful to the end. 

GERMAN COLPORTAGE IN CITY AND COUNTRY. 

A brother writes from a dty in Western New York, In looking back over the 
year, I would say as David did, " Bless the Lord, my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits." I can say, to the praise of God, that some are come to a knowledge of 
their sins through these efforts in their behalf. In many places I hear it said, 
'* I am thankful, under God, to the Tract Society and their colporteurs, for the sal- 
vation of my soul. If it had not been for this or that book, I still should be in 
blindness and error, and know nothing of my blessed Saviour." Especially I wish 
to speak of a young infidel, who is now hopefully converted. He had been a great 
enemy to the religion of Jesus Christ, and with many others had ridiculed active 
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Christians ; yet once he receiyed a sm^U book called ''The Way of Salvation." 
This book had been read by him, and then he began to yislt an evangelical church 
occasionally at the evening service. Kot long i^ter he received some other gooa 
books, and also the good " Botschafter," which he read, and soon became alarmed 
about his state of mind. After a few weeks I met him again. Now he brought 
the joyful message that Jesus his Saviour had taken away his sins. He is praising 
God now with a blessed hope, and has been lately each evening to his old asso- 
ciates, to convince them of their dangerous state. It has had some effect, and 
some have been to hear the gospel preached. He also gave them books, and I 
have a good hope that he wUl be useful to them, and lead them to Christ. 

» 
Another dty colporteur among the Germans says, When I look over my field, I 
can praise Grod ; for during the short time I have labored, many Boman-catholics have 
been brought to the truth, and are now walking in the path of life. Several more 
are seeking earnestly for salvation. I hope they are not far from the kingdom of 
God. It is joyful to see how the truth begins to dawn on those *• living in dark- 
ness and the shadow of death." I can especially say this concerning my own 
countrymen and brethren affcer the flesh in this city. The unbelief which has 
taken so deep hold on the German mind, is giving way ; and among the Boman- 
catholics especially the word of Grod with its light and knowledge is increasing 
in favor fast, so that many are becoming evangelical, and are seeking the pure 
light of the gospel. May Ctod send hie blessing upon the city more abundantly, 
and especially bless the labors of all connected with our Society. 

A veteran laborer writes in regard to labors in the country, I had a blessed time 
on my old field lately. I saw some fruit of my last year's labors. Friends came 
to me, old and young, to give me their hands, and begged me to come again and 
pray with them, and to give tracts. Two years ago I came to a fainily of young 
people without children, and called their attention to eternal things. They said 
they could not meet Grod in peace, but would try to seek him earnestly. I asked 
if they would like to kneel down with me to pray. When we prayed to our 
blessed Saviour, both of them wept. They promised to seek till God should an- 
swer, and I went on my way. About six weeks ago I came into that neighborhood 
again, and visited that family. The wife came to me with a joyful heart, and said, 
" Walk into the house, dear friend of God." Then she told me what a blessing 
my visit and that good book which they bought, * ' Nelson on Infidelity," had been 
to her house. When the husband came, he said ** I was his spiritual father and 
brother ; that he and his wife had since received what they prayed for before, the 
forgiveness of their sins." He bought $4 worth of books. Two years ago i came 
to a poor place, and visited an old man past his 66th year, who was making shin- 
gles. He said he was not a Christian, but did not wish to die in such a state of 
mind. I told him he would go in his sins to destruction. During our earnest con- 
versation his heart was broken, and he wept. I asked if he would kneel down 
with me. ** There is no one around us ; we will pray to God ;" and we did so 
upon some splinters, and prayed for forgiveness for the old man. He wept like a 
chUd, and promised to follow my advice. I praise God that he did. Three weeks 
ago I visited the same place again. I asked for the old man. His neighbors said, 
' ' God did wonders for him. He does not drink or swear any more, but is a praying 
man." I visited him. He met me with a trembling hand and smiling face, de- 
claring what the Lord had done for him by readiQg that little book and tract 
which I gave him. I went to my work again rejoicing.

The Rev. Dr. Goertner, Corresponding Secretary, in behalf of the 
Executive Committee of this Branch, presents the record of another 
year of successful eflTort, and shows the importance of catholic col- 
portage to meet the wants of the field occupied. 

There have been in the employment of this Branch, during the 
whole or a part of the year, 153 colporteurs, including 56 students. 

Of the whole number commissioned, 44 used both the German

and English languages ; 2 exclusively the German ; one devoted his 
time to the Swedes, Danes, and Norwegians in the northern counties 
of this state ; 108 labored in Pennsylvania, 28 in Ohio, 9 in Virginia, 
6 in Nqw Jersey, and 2 in Delaware. 

The aggregate time of service has been equal to 50 years 3 months 
and 8 days. They visited 140,612 families ; conversed and prayed 
with 17,431 ; they found 18,158 families who habitually neglected 
evangelical preaching ; 5,T17 were destitute of religious books except 
the Bible ; 6,266, exclusive of Roman-catholics, were destitute of the 
word of God ; 9,937 families of Roman-catholics were visited* 

The circulation ©f books and tracts by this Branch during the 
jear, is equal to 213,959 volumes of the average size ; the reading mat- 
ter of the American Messenger and The Child's Paper, the monthly 
circulation of which from this oflSce has now reached nearly 55,000 
copies, would equal 111,168 similar volumes ; making the entire cir- 
culation from this depository over 81,280,000 pages. 

Of this amount, there has been gratuitously distributed by colpor- 
teurs, agents, and others, including specific grants of 238,970 pages 
to shipping, 174,570 to criminal and humane institutions, 343,320 
to missionaries and others, 459,920 to mission Sabbath-schools, 174,- 
570 to emigrants— 9,885,780 pages, which at the Society's prices 
amount to $6,590 92. 

Receipts during the past year, from sales made by colporteurs, 
$27,943 74 ; in store, including American Messenger and Child's Pa- 
per, $16,127 76 ; donations, $15,145 90 : making the entire receipts 
from the field, $59,217 40. 

The expenditures during the year, including the salaries and 
expenses of 153 colporteurs, corresponding secretary, four general 
agents, superintendent of colportage, clerks in store, rent, insurance, 
taxes, fuel, light, postage, exchange, printing, advertising, and re- 
pairs, amount to $32,313 80. The receipts, including the proceeds 
of sales, exceed the expenditures by $26,903 60. 

A comparison of these labors with those of the previous year 
shows a cheering enlargement of the operations of the Society, and 
that avenues of usefulness and success will in all probability continue 
to present themselves as rapidly as the means of more extended evan- 
gelization are afforded. Thirty colporteurs have been added to the 
number of the preceding year. 

It is impossible of course to estimate the results of these opera- 
tions upon the everlasting welfare of individuals, and upon the diffu- 
sion of that conservative power by which the national prosperity is

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to be promoted. These results ramify in so manj directions, and 
work out so many new centres of sanctifying influence, that no one 
but the omniscient Being can trace them as they reach out and 
spread with the various relations of society. 

Let the single fact be considered, that more than 140,000 families 
have been visited during the past year, and that these families may 
be supposed to contain from seven to eight hundred thousand souls, 
and that very many of these would have been altogether destitute 
of religious instruction but for this instrumentf).lity, and we shall be 
able to form an almost overwhelming conception of the probable 
good that has been accomplished. It is well known how rapidly 
society degenerates when left to itself, when the process of corruption 
is allowed to go on without the intervention of a corrective element ; 
nor is it irrational to suppose that in many of the families thus visit- 
ed, and who have heard the voice of admonition and prayer, the ten- 
dency to deterioration has been arrested. It is impossible indeed 
to arrive at any other conclusion, with a knowledge of those laws 
which control the action of the human mind, and give shape to human 
character and intercourse. 

" The kingdom of heaven is like seed cast into the ground.'' Some 
indeed may fall upon the rock, and some upon the beaten path, but 
in a field as wide-spread as that occupied by this Society, it is im- 
probable that there should be no mellow spots, no hearts prepared 
for the reception of the truth. Happily, however, we are not left to 
mere conjecture in regard to this matter ; we are cheered and en- 
couraged by numerous facts, and compelled to believe that character 
is rightly developed, and that souls are saved under the action of 
this simple, unpretending, yet powerful instrumentality. Miracles 
not unlike the one that occurred at Sychar, where the harvest waved 
in beauty almost as soon as the seed was sown, have been multiplied 
over the field of our labors. The colporteur, self-denying, earnest, 
intent upon winning souls, who, went out trembling it m|,y be in the 
morning with his precious seed, has often returned at night bringing 
his sheaves with him. •' •■■ ■ 

The testimony of colporteurs is a noble monument to the praise' 
of that Ood who sends his Spirit along with the truth to enlighten 
and save. Discouragements are no argument against perseverance, 
nor should they paralyze effort. The wonder is, not that these hum- 
ble preachers of righteousness should occasionally be repulsed, and 
sometimes maltreated, and that the message of salvation which they 
bring should be trampled in the dust, but that these open and de- 
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cided manifestatioDd of enmity are not more frequent. It must be 
remembered that they daily come into contact with and labor among 
those who are voluntary neglecters of the means of grace, and that 
the reason why God is not sought by these neglecters is that he is 
hated, and yiet these haters of God, depraved and reckless as many 
of them are, are frequently touched and subdued by the very first 
utterances of truth ; instead of bitter words, are often heard anxious 
inquiries for the way of life. 

Another fact worthy of notice, and by no means the least promi- 
nent, connected with our operations is, that fifty-six students have 
been employed as colporteurs during the past year. The most of 
these, if not all, are looking forward to the ministry, and in the col- 
porteur work have gathered experience peculiarly adapted to their 
efficiency in the ministerial field. These students have visited from 
from house to house, have learned to talk to individuals plainly and 
personally about their salvation, and will be likely to carry with 
them, into the ministerial office, a practice which they have found 
evidently useful to others and equally advantageous to themselves. 

As to the peculiar work of th^ Society, in distinction from that of 
denominational boards or organizations, our conviction is strength- 
ened, that the longer these agencies work together side by side, the 
more manifest will it be that each has a mission to perform which 
the other could not execute, and that each therefore is demanded in 
the complement of evangelical instrumentalities. 

The Rev. Dr. DeWitt of Harrisburg, in an address before the Penn- 
sylvania synod of the Presbyterian church, gives reliable statistics 
and facts in reference to the religious condition of thirty counties of 
Pennsylvania lying between the Delaware river and the Alleghany 
mountains, the oldest, most populous, and wealthy counties in the 
state, having a population of about 1,200,000. 

Within this territory there are sixteen Protestant denominations, 
having altogether about 1,800 churches, and there are not less than 
400,000, or about one-third of the entire population, who are neither 
directly nor indirectly connected with any religious denomination,, 
who, as immortal beings, without God and without hope in the 
world, either excluding themselves, or excluded from the means of 
grace, and hastening to an eternal retribution, have strong claims 
on our Christian sympathies and effort ; and what can be done for' 
them? 

Various obstacles in the way of laboring successfully for their 
benefit in the mode in which missionary operations are usually con- 
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ducted are referred to, and he says, " Were these 400,000 individuals 
settled by thenoiselves in ten of the thirty counties, it would be co^l- 
paratively easy, if we had the men and the money, to send 400 
missionaries among them, (one for every thousand,} and sustain them 
until they had established themselves and built up the institutions of 
religion. But instead of being separate, they are scattered among 
the other 800,000, and there are but few places where any religious 
denomination could plant a missionary with reasonable hope that he 
would build up, in the course of five or even ten years, a self sustain- 
ing church, that is, with the ordinary success that now attends home 
missionary labors.'' 

Another difficulty is mentioned as arising from sectarian jealousies 
that prevail over this field, and some striking illustrations are given 
of its efiFects upon the practical working of the ordinary instrumen- 
talities. 

There is still another consideration which urges the necessity of 
evangelical effort on this field. It is estimated 'that a large portion 
of the 800,000, who are supposed to have some either remote or 
immediate connection with the 1,S00 churches within the thirty 
counties referred to — at least one-third — do not come under the influ- 
ence of the preached gospel and the means of grace, to an extent 
that would warrant a reasonable hope of their conversion to God, 
The question recurs then with new interest, after all these facts have 
been pressed upon our consideration, What can be done for this 
large portion of our population, who are living without God and 
without hope in the world ? " 

It appears that if they are to be reached at all, it must be by an 
agency which, while it is strictly evangelical, is yet not denomina- 
tional — an agency in which all evangelical denominations have con- 
fidence, and which will interfere with the separate and peculiar 
interests of none — an agency which will labor for human salvation, 
and not for denominational progress — an agency which each denomi- 
nation can welcome as an eflfectual coworker in what, after all, is 
or should be the main object of denominational activity, the gather- 
ing of the lost into the fold of the great Shepherd. 

The colporteur goes forth on his message of love, not to build up 
one or another denomination as such, but to proclaim human guilt 
and divine compassion, and point the sinner to the cross. His aim 
is man's conversion to God, leaving the denominational relations of 
each one to be decided by circumstances which he does not pretend 
to shape or manage. 
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A witness writes, " In T county a pastor was wont to go 

semi-monthly some twenty-nine miles across the rough Alleghany 
mountains, to preach to three German congregations composing part 
of his charge. He invited a brother in the employ of this Society to 
come and visit his church, and bring the truth to bear upon the con- 
sciences of men. The result was, the gathering into the church of 
some thirty, on the profession of their faith, the spontaneous raising 
of the pastor's salary to three times what it formerly was, the pur- 
chase of a house and land for his use, and preaching every Sabbath ; 
family altars in every direction, prayer-meetings, and Sabbath-schools 
were established and well attended. I have since visited this people, 
and find them growing in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ." 

Facts like this might be multiplied, showing not only that pas- 
tors of different evangelical denominations regard the colporteur of 
this Society as a helper to their ministry, but also the grounds on 
which this confidence is based. 

An influential minister of the Lutheran church says, in a letter dated 

L , August 11, 1856, "Enclosed you will find a check on L 

bank for fifty dollars, on Mr. W ^'s account. He has now finished 

our county, and a good work he has done ; his influence for good no 
man can calculate. The seeds of piety and of sound religious views 
which he has scattered over our county will, I trust, yield an abundant 
harvest for the glory of our blessed Saviour. Not a hamlet, as far 
as is known, has been passed by unnoticed ; not a mansion, however 
fear-inspiring, has deterred him from entering, and speaking a word 
for Christ and his cause. Humble, self-denying, and laborious, he 
has accomplished a work over which, in many particulars, angels and 
the Lord of angels, have no doubt rejoiced. Families which in all 
probability no minister of the gospel would ever have reached, have 
had through him the gospel preached unto them. It is confidently 
believed that there is not a household left in this county that could 
honestly urge the plea, that no man had cared for their souls. Your 
colporteur has not ceased day nor night to warn, oft times with tears, 
men and women to flee from the wrath to come ; he has awakened, 
indeed, enmity and animosity, but only where lovers of darkness and 
haters of the light have their abode, and where freezing formalism and ^ 
chilling indifferentism have deadened the conscience and blunted the 
sensibility to truth. I verily believe that the fervent prayers he has 
offered up to the God of all grace, in behalf of the impenitent and the 
sanctification of God's people, will not remain unanswered. The day 
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of eternity will tell that the Baddle-bags preacher has been through 

L county. May God's blessing rest on the unostentatious but 

none the less truly faithful labors of this self-denying, devoted servant 
of Christ, and may the Society that sends out such messengers of 
salvation continue to receive, as it has hitherto, the smiles of heaven, 
and the cooperation of the lovers of a living, active Chritiiamty." 

With such testimony coming from every quarter, we must beUeve 
that catholic colportage meets the difficulty of access to the neglected 
masses arising from denominational jealousy. 

Then, again as to the efficiency of this mode of evangelization, and 
its ability to act upon the entire field of destitution : in this field, 
during the past year, our colporteurs have visited no less than 
140,612 families, containing probably 100,000 souls, and in each of 
these families has been left some word for Christ, either printed or 
spoken, and they have conversed or prayed with tt,431 families, 
containing some 38t,000 individuals. It will be borne in mind that 
thete are some 400,000 individuals in thirty counties alone, on this 
field, who are neither directly nor indirectly connected with any relig- 
ious denomination. Our colporteurs have conversed and prayed with 
nearly that number, and have visited 300,000 more than that num- 
ber ; and though their visits have not been entirely confined to those 
who are not connected with any religious denomination, yet it is 
easy to perceive that the number of laborers might be so increased 
as to reach every one of the 400,000 referred to. 

We are told that if the 400,000 could be settled by themselves^ in 
ten of the thirty counties, it would be^omparatively easy, if the men 
and the money were at hand, to send 400 missionaries among them ; 
but 400 colporteurs would find them out, scattered as they are, 
whether dwelling on the mountain top or in the valley, whether liv- 
ing in compact settlements or separated miles from each other, and 
install in every family a household preacher. The colporteur goes 
out as an explorer to stir up the careless, and rouse them, if possible, 
to the perception of their moral relations and duties, so that they will 
be constrained to seek the means of grace,^and place themselves un- 
der the guardianship of neighboring churches, or else band together 
for the support of a minister or the partial support of a missionary 
among themselves. 

Rev. E. M. L , one of the agents of the Society, testifies, " Hav- 
ing during the past year travelled about 6,000 miles to and fro on 
this field, and spoken over two hundred times in the diflferent churches, 
I can truly say that I everywhere met with a cordial reception, and 
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have heard a universal testimony borne as to the necessity, useful- 
ness, and adaptedness of this work, to meet the wants of the destitute 
and needy. German pastors with their large pastoral charges are 
willing to acknowledge that the colporteur, engaged in his proper call- 
ing, is a very important auxiliary in their arduous work. One pastor 
told me that he much needed the help of the colporteur's visits, as he 
found it impossible to attend to pastoral visitations, having a charge 
ef five churches, numbering soma fifteen hundred members, scattered 
over a district of some twenty miles' square, and said he, ' Although 
I have been preaching to these people over six years, yet I do not 
even know the one-half, no, nor the one-fourth of them ; my time is 
consumed in attending to my official duties.' " 

In this testimony we have an additional reason stated for the 
efficiency of our operations. Our colporteurs, many of them, speak 
the German language, and thus have access to a large portion of the 
population excluded by language from a great share of denomina- 
lional eflfort. 

Other proofs of efficiency might be mentioned, were they needed ; 
one, however, may be added in reference to the influence of the printed 
truth that is scattered all over the field wherever the colporteur goes. 

"In B county," says Mr. L , " I visited a section in one of 

the so-called dark corners, and to my surprise I found a flourishing 
prayer-meeting and Sabbath-school, and received a contribution of 
one hundred and thirty dollars in money ; inquiring into the history 
of the matter, I was informed that it originated in the labors of a 
Christian who was brought td^Ohrist through a publication of the 
American Tract Society. I attended the prayer-meeting, and was 
invited to go home with a young man and his two sisters who were 
anxiously seeking the pearl of great price, and seemed to be waiting 
for some ' one to come and lead them to the Saviour. They have 
since professed faith in him, and the brother is now preparing to 
enter the ministry. Surely this is precious fruit growing out of the 
seed contained in that one volume of the Society." 

Much might be said of this literature, and of the readiness with 
which ministers of all denominations welcome it in the families of their 
churches, because it is strictly and unexoeptionably evangelical, with- 
out being sectarian or denominational. This argument might be 
lengthened to almost any extent, and facts almost without number 
might hfi introduced to show the actual good which the Society's 
operations have accomplished in the field under the care of the Penn- 
sylvania Branch, but it is unnecessuy. 
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It is notorious that revivals do follow the labors of our colpor- 
teurs, that individuals are converted through their instrumentalityy 
many of whom had never been conversed with on the subject of relig- 
ion, and probably never would have been, but for this instrumentality. 
It is known that Sunday-school and church organizations, and the 
increase of the membership of churches already formed, do follow in 
their wake, and while we feel constrained to ascribe all to the glory 
of God, we do at the same time recognize in this unpretending agency 
the channel through which God has been, and is now extensively 
working.

PROVIDENTIAL HISTORY OP COLPORTAGE IN THESE 
TWO STATES. 

Twelve years, says Mr. Gross, are now numbered with the past 
since the present superintendent entered the service of the American 
Tract Society. Little did he think when the partner of his joys and 
sorrows was smitten down in a few hours by the hand of death, that 
it was the call of Ood for his feeble efforts to be devoted to the 
work of saving souls. He was supporting his &mily on a little farm, 
conducting prayer-meetings, and superintending a Sabbath-school in 
Western Pennsylvania, and when all the wounds of this sore bereave- 
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ment were open and bleeding, the Rev. S. T. Wells, one of the gen- 
eral agents, visited the church to which he belonged, presented the 
wants of our country, the adaptation of colportage and the publicar 
tions of the Tract Society to meet those wants, and stated, moreover, 
that a good man in the city of Wheeling offered to pay the salary of 
one who would enter on the work in Western Virginia. He felt as if 
he was called to enter the work, but dreaded the responsibility. At 
the close of the service, the claims of this work were further spread 
before him ; the mysterious providence by which he bad been be- 
reaved seemed to be solved. His prayer for a week was, " Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do ?" and his heart answered, " Here, 
Lord, am I ; send me." He was commissioned for Western Virginia, 
but, at the request of the agent, consented to labor a few weeks in 
the suburbs of Pittsburg, among the laborers in the coal mines. 

On the first day of November, 1844, he went to the field of 
his labor near Pittsburg. A full view of the bustling thousands 
whose salvation he was to seek, their neglect of God and religion, 
their intemperance and profanity, made tkim shrink from his task, and 
sent him trembling to the throne of grace. And had it not been for 

the kind sympathy of the Rev. S. 0. J , and the help of God, he 

would have fled like Jonah iVom Nineveh. He engaged a good Meth- 
odist brother to accompany him, and in the first three days they 
visited, conversed, and prayed with seventy-six families ; were kindly 
received, listened to with attention, and frequently tears flowed from 
penitent hearts. 

His labors were continued there for six weeks, among shanties 
and in the mines among the colliers. Many of them were induced to 
attend church, and professed religion, who attributed the change to 
these visits and books. Often did he see streaks made by tears run- 
ning down their blackened cheeks, while pointing them to the Sav- 
iour ; and he furnished them Bunyan and Baxter, to preach to them 
by their glimmering lamps. This first effort satisfied him that there 
were thousands who would be reached by no other agency but col- 
portage, and that God's truth could save the most degraded of our 
rained race. 

In the last of December, 1844, he began his labors in Biooke county, 
Virginia, and continued them till the middle of April, visiting families, 
talking and praying all day, and holding prayer-meetings almost 
every night. Within one year from the time he began, nearly one 
hundred were added to one church, and a goodly number to other 
churches. One of the pastors said his labors and books had done 
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great good, and prepared the way for the work. One copy of Bax- 
ter's Call, which was stolen and sold, was the means of awakening 
eight persons. 

About the 1st of May, 1845, he went into M county, and by 

the aid of a pious lawyer at the 6ounty-seat, sold $150 worth of 
books in two days. He then went to the jmountains, but was not 
prepared to witness such ignorance and destitution. In some in- 
stances he visited ten families without finding a religious book, not 
even a whole copy of the Bible, and whole households in which no 
one knew the alphabet. Children nearly grown had never heard of 
Jesus Christ except in profanity, and did not know what prayer 
meant ; and often, while telling them of God and divine things, they 
would look at him with deep amazement, or run away frightened. 
What to do among such a people he knew not. To many of them 
books were of no use. He soon thought of SaJbbath-schools as the 
only remedy, and commenced looking for the best qualified persons 
for teachers, urged all to attend, gave them a small library with 
directions how to use it, and then passed into another valley and did 
a similar work. 

For six months he labored mainly in this way, often weary and 
faint from labor and exposure where none of the comforts df life 
were to be obtained. But no period of his life is reviewed with so 
much pleasure as this. Although the fruit was not gathered by him, 
the seed sown has helped to build churches and school-houses and 
prepared the way for other instrumentalities of good, and a great 
change for the better has taken place. 

As the year for which he had engaged was drawing near a close, 
he proposed, with the consent of the Committee, to employ some 
one, or more, to carry on the work ; and as the means were wanting, 
seeing the great need of the work, he Besdved to try to obtain 
means, and in four weeks collected |t40. before the year closed he 
recommended three men to be commissioned as colporteurs, one of 
whom labored four years very successfully. He was urged by the 
Committee to continue ; obstacles of great magnitude rose up before 
him, but the hand that removed the first one gently removed all the 
others, and he pursued his work. 

The second year he devoted a part of bis efforts to collecting 
money and hunting up suitable men for colporteurs. He explored 
to some extent all the counties south as far as the Kanawha river, 
and east to the Alleghany mountains ; and by the fall of 1845 had 
seven colaborers employed, and had removed his fieunily to Lewisburg. 
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During the next year, he revisited most of the places where he 
had been the previous year, and extended his labors still farther 
south, and by the fall of 184*7 had seventeen assistants. 

A colporteur convention was held in Lewisburg, that gave a new 
impulse to the work. The facts brought out at that convention in 
relation to the moral wants of thousands among our mountains, had 
a marvellous effect in waking up the good people of that region to 
their duty, and liberal contributions were made. 

During the year 1848 he explored South-western Virginia and most 
of the valley. Many places visited that year were well supplied with 
a faithful ministry, and all the appliances of moral and religious train- 
ing ; others were deplorably destitute. By the close of the year he 
had twenty-seven colporteurs employed. 

In the spring of 1849, he visited Richmond and some other parts 
of Eastern Virginia, but found it hard to wake up any interest in the 
work, as there was but one man then laboring in all that region. 
But good men were soon secured, and at the close of the year thirty- 
seven were at work. 

During 1850 he visited most of the important towns in Eastern 
Virginia, and revisited many places in the west, and he had forty-one 
colaborers employed. His head-quarters were then at Lynchburg. 

Before the year 1861 closed fifty men were at work, and much 
interest was awakened all over the state. Money was cheerfully 
given, and colporteurs wanted in every county. In 1852 the laborers 
had increased to sixty ; it was supposed we had reached our highest 
limit, and that the demand for our books would cease. But it was 
soon found we had only prepared the way for a larger supply of 
Tract Society books, and for all other kinds of good books ; and some 
bookstores were opened to supply the demand. 

On the 10th of November, 1852, a colporteur convention was 
held in Richmond, Virginia, that lasted five days. The facts brought 
out in relation to the wants of the country by delegates from seven 
states, and the adaptation of colportage to meet those wants, awoke 
an interest in behalf of this cause, as well as every other mode of 
human evangelization, that is still felt in this city. At the close of 
the meeting, $2,500 was contributed in aid of the Society, and nearly 
the same has been given annually ever since. At that time North 
Carolina, where but little had been previously done, was added to 
this agency ; and from that to the present time, the work has been 
advancing in the most encouraging manner in that state. 

In 1863 our work increased more than in any previous year. The 
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whole number of colporteurs was sixty-four, but a large number 
were students, who only labored during their vacation. At the close 
of the year we had eight men at work in North Carolina, some of 
whom are still at work, and among the most efficient men in the ser- 
vice of the Society. The destitutions in that state were found great- 
er than in Virginia. 

During the year 1854, we had on our colporteur list for Virginia, 
fifty-seven men. Although seven less in number than the previous 
year, we did more work, as the laborers were mostly permanent, and 
included but few students for short terms. The number in North 
Carolina was increased to twenty-four, and the work became very 
encouraging, and has continued so. 

During the same year South Carolina was added to this field, and 
the number of colporteurs in that state doubled. In the winter of 
1855 a colporteur convention was held in Charleston, which awak- 
ened much interest. At the close of it near $5,000 were contributed 
in that city to aid the work, and Mr. E. L. Kerrison, a retired mer- 
chant of that city, volunteered his personal services, besides paying 
the salary of a colporteur. He took charge of that state, Georgia, and 
Florida as superintendent, and has continued the work successfully 
ever since. The little mustard-seed planted in North-western Virginia 
had by this time extended its branches to five states of the Union. 

In the year 1852 the Rev. J. T. Hargrave commenced his labors 
as general agent in Virginia, and labored more than a year with 
indefatigable zeal. In the fall of 1853, the Rev. S. R. Slack entered 
the field as a general agent, and labored with great zeal and energy 
one year. In December of the same year, the Rev. M. T. Sumner 
entered on the work as a general agent, and has continued up to the 
present time with great success, and much is due to his fidelity for 
the present healthy state of the* work. For the last year we have 
had also the cooperation of the Rev. G. W. Kennedy in Virginia, and 
Mr. W. J. W. Crowder in North Carolina, as general agents. In 1855 
the number of men that labored in Virginia, the whole or part of 
the time, was fifty-dine, with thirty in North Carolina. In 1856 we 
had sixty men in Virginia, and forty-one in North Carolina. The 
receipts and expenses, as well as the good done, have been much in 
advance of any previous year. 

On the 23d of October, 1856, a colporteur convention was held 
in Goldsboro', N. C, which continued four days. Among all the 
meetings of the kind I ever attended, I have never been more con- 
scious of the presence of God than in that meeting. The absolute 
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necessity of the eolporteur system was demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of all present. The good people of Goldsboro' gave near $600 to 
aid the work, which in the circumstances was one of the most liberal 
contributions I have known to be made. 

On the 28th of January, 1851, a convention was held in Augusta, 
Georgia. Twenty colporteurs from Georgia and South Carolina, and 
one from North CaroHna, were present. The convention was in ses- 
sion from Wednesday evening till Saturday night. Much valuable 
information in relation to the wants of that vast field was brought to 
light, and a new impulse given to the work. On the Sabbath most 
of the churches were occupied by agents of the Society, .and collec- 
tions given amounting to $1,800. At Columbia, S. C, I spent four 
days. Addressed the Baptist and Presbyterian churches on the Sab- 
bath, and the theol(^ical studente on Monday, and we expect some 
of them to engage as colporteurs. Liberal collections were made in 
all the churches. I spent three days at Savannah, and in connection 
with other brethren, addressed most of the churches on the Sabbath, 
and raised in that city over $1,500. The prospects of the work are 
rery encouraging in all that region. 

We have now given the providential history of the rise and prog- 
ress of Colportage in Virginia and North Carolina, a view of the 
moral destitution, and how far these wants have been supplied, and 
by what means and agencies. The amount of good done, of souls 
enlightened and saved, will appear in the day when the recording 
angel's book shall be opened, when the influence of all the books and 
tracts, prayers and conversations, shall be weighed in the balances 
of heaven. Then, and not till then will it be fully known. But 
enough comes to light incidentally to justify persevering effort, to 
double our diligence, and increase our force over all this vast field. 

Hundreds of families have testified that the first religious visit 
ever made to them was by a colporteur of the American Tract Soci- 
ety ; the first prayer ever offered in their houses was by a colpor- 
teur ; the first religious book they ever owned was a gift from an 
agent of this Society. Thousands of children growing up in igno- 
rance and sin, without any means of moral improvement, have been 
brought into Sabbath-schools and supplied with religious books to 
enlighten their minds and save their souls. Hundreds of poor widows 
have been supplied with these publications gratuitously, that were 
unable to buy a book to teach their children. Sabbath-breakers 
have been restrained, drunkards reformed, infidels converted, and 
backsliders reproved and brought back into the fold of Christ. * 
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Could we even trace the influences thus set in motion but for half 
a century, and gather up all the misery prevented and good done, 
we should be astonished. Let us try to trace one or two cases : 

A colporteur visited a poor cabin, gave a little book to a half-clad 
youth, who had only begun to read. It was the means of his con- 
version. Two years after he became a colporteur, and went from 
house to house for near fbur years, talking and praying, circulating 
books and tracts, by which many souls were led to Christ. He was 
then licensed to preach, and by his labors in the ministry a little 
over two years, two hundred souls were hopefully led to Christ. 
The little rill is now a river. 

A good man in Western Virginia gave the Society $150 to send 
out a colporteur to labor one year : during which more than one hun- 
dred souls professed Christ, and testify that either books or tracts, 
or his individual labors, were the means in the hands of God. He 
gathers up seventeen Sunday-schools where nothing of the kind had 
ever been before — ^neither church nor preaching. In six months a 
church is organized ; in a year or two more it is able to sustain a 
preacher half the time. 

Another good man in the city of Richmond pays the salary of 
one man for a year. He visits a poor intemperate man ; labors hard 
for his salvation. In a little time that seemingly lost man professes 
religion, and soon after commences a Sabbath-school among his 
wicked neighbors. It is now a church ; the minister is there to 
break the bread of life. 

These gifts and labors are raising monuments in heaven to praise 
redeeming love through all eternity. 

During the year, 89 colporteurs, including superintendent and 
assistants, have been engaged in connection with this agency, of 
whom 48 labored in Virginia and 41 in North Carolina. The amount 
of time spent by them in the service was equal to the labor of one 
man for 526 months and 19 days. They visited 62,116 families, hold- 
ing religious conversation or prayer with 31,965. They found 5,063 
families who were destitute of all religious books except the Bible, 
2,192 who were without the word of God, 3,808 who habitually neg- 
lected attending evangelical preaching. The number of public meet- 
ings addressed or prayer-meetings held by them was 2,154. Their- 
sales amounted to $15,611 89, and the value of the books and tracts 
gratuitously circulated by them to $4,136 60. 

In the year just closed, we have fallen a little short of the amount 
done the previous year. The failure of crops the past year, over a 
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large part of our field, has reduced our sales a little ; while the sick- 
ness of many in the past summer, and the loss of labor in the month 
of January by the unusual storm, has affected us still more.

The following are the statistics of colportage in Virginia from 
November 1, 1844, to March 1, 1857 : Time, 228 years, 4 months, 
\5 days ; sales of books, $90,758 42 ; grants, $24,082 54 ; meetings 
held, 15,084 ; families destitute of religious books except the Bible, 
24,034 ; fanulies destitute of the Bible, 12,879 ; families supplied 
with the Bible, 9,442 ; Catholic families visited, 4,962 ; families neg- 
lecting evangelical preaching, 19,404 ; families conversed and prayed 
with, 146,693 ; whole number of families visited, 262,370 : cost of 
the entire work, $70,253 46. Donations and legacies during the same 
period, $62,709 74. 

In North Carolina, from September 1, 1852, to March 1, 1857 : 
Time, 59 years, 1 month, 8 days ; sales, $26,017 53 ; grants, $6,659 
61 ; meetings held, 4,144 ; families destitute of religious books except 
the Bible, 13,137 ; families destitute of the Bible, 6,593 ; families sup- 
plied with the Bible, 4,546 ; Catholic families visited, 768 ; families 
neglecting evangelical preaching, 6,576 ; families conversed and 
prayed with, 47,988 ; families visited, 86,586 : cost of the entire 
work, $17,438 06. Donations and legacies during the same period, 
$7,387 87. 

We have now a good force of tried men on this field, and hope to 
push on the work with renewed zeal the present year. 

Although our work has been a fraction less in the amount of labor 
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performed, yet the amount of manifest good done is greater than in 
any previous year. More souls have been reported as led to Christ, 
more children gathered into Sabbath-schools, more persons induced to 
attend church, than in any previous year. Our force is now almost 
entirely occupying. the most destitute portions of the two states. 

FROM REV. M. T. SUMNER, GENERAL AGENT IN 

VIRGINIA. 

For the last nine months I have travelled, thousands of miles, and 
been constantly engaged in the prosecution of my duties. Few 
occurences have transpired to embarrass my operations. On the 
contrary, I have often been taken by the hand, and received the 
word of encouragement that has strengthened my heart and spurred 
me on in my arduous work. And more, so frequently have I seen 
the fruits of the Society's labors for good, that my soul has rejoiced 
in God. Eternity alone will reveal the extent of heaven's blessings 
upon the publications of the American Tract Society, and the per- 
sonal efforts of its faithful band of colporteurs, as they have prayeiw 
fally pointed the ignorant and friendless family to the Redeemer of 
sinners as the only hope of a ruined race. 

This field has in part been well cultivated, as the more general 
report of the superintendent will show, and nowhere perhaps have 
the Committee been able to see greater and happier results of their 
efforts to evangelize the masses than in Virginia. We trust those 
efforts will not be abated till every county is supplied with a relig- 
ious literature, and every household possesses a copy of God's word. 

A portion of my time has been spent in the District of Columbia ; 
and for the last five weeks, I have been in the state of Georgia. In 
January a Colporteur Convention was held in the city of Augusta, 
attended by some twenty colporteurs and the general agents from 
Georgia, South Carolina, and Virginia, besides one of the secretaries 
from New York. The influence of this Convention has been felt 
throughout the state, and between four and five thousand dollars 
have been already secured in donations, besides pledges to the 
amount of several hundreds. There is a strong prospect that our 
colporteur forpe in this state will soon be greatly increased. 

I visited in company with the general agent of Georgia, at the 
request of the Committee, several prominent points, Augusta, Sa- 
vannah, Madison, Columbus, etc., where we were well received, and 
many were the friends of the Society we met. Their contributions 
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were liberal, and their adherence to the Society whose system of col- 
portage is doing so much for their poor and uncared for, was given in 
a manner that secured a pledge of future sympathy and cobperation. 

During the time I have been employed the past year, I have col- 
lected in cash $3,110 88 ; besides $15 50 for the American Messen- 
ger, $12 13 for The Child's Paper, and pledges to the amount of 
some $500, to be paid during the coming year. 

We have much reason to be thankful, and praise God. May 
nothing occur to check in the slightest degree the onward course of 
usefulness promised to this system of evangelical labor. The friends 
everywhere have reason to increase their eflfbrts, and take courage. 
God is working in these publications, and his seal of approbation is 
upon the issues and labors of the Society. "The entrance of thy 
word giveth light ; it giveth understanding unto the simple." 

PROM REV. G. W. KENNEDY, GENERAL AGENT 
IN VIRGINIA. 

Praised be the Lord, who has led me on through the toil and dan- 
gers of the year in health and safety. In addition.to the presentation 
of the claims of the Society, I have made it an object to preach the 
gospel as clearly and as pointedly as I could, and God in his infinite 
mercy has been pleased to bless the effort. As many as fourteen 
were awakened to inquire for the great salvation under one sermon, 
almost all of whom subsequently obtaiaed hope in the Lord Jesus. 
In two churches revivals of religion commenced during my visit. 

I have preached and presented the claims of the Society as often 
as eight times a week, in as many places, in some of which the voice 
of an agent of your Society was never heard before. My labors have 
been confined chiefly to the valley of Virginia and the District of Co- 
lumbia, in which there is a large element of the German population. 
Enough colporteur work has been done in most of the counties in 
my field to commend it to the people. Your publications are almost 
universally approved by Christians of all evangelical denominations. 
The general impression however is, that your Society is se^ding out 
among the masses the leaven of the gospel that is working its way 
through the whole lump. 

I have collected and remitted in cash $1,625 36 ; for Messenger 
and Child's Paper, $18 20 ; together with $115 subscribed on my 
book that has been sent directly to the Society through other hands : 
making in all, $1,740 36. I have circulated nearly 1,000 of the " Re- 

t 
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port of OolpoTtage in Virginia and North Carolina/' besides many 
other documents and tracts. The inquiry has frequently been made, 
"Where can I get tracts /<w distributionV^ I have supplied all such 
as far as I could. Two old gentlemen who have retired from busi- 
ness, employ almost aU their time in distributing tracts, and in per- 
sonal conyersation on the subject of religion. They are indeed vol- 
untary colporteurs. They are doing much good. It is my business 
and pleasure to keep them well supplied with ammunition. 

PROM MR. J. W. CROWDER, GENERAL AGENT IN 
NORTH CAROLINA. 

Another colportage year, with its blessings, toils, and afflictions, 
is past. Through God's goodness, the kindness of Mends, apd the 
success met with, I find much to fill my soul with devout praises 
to the Lord, and to stimulate me to increased effort in His strength, 
in this work of self-denial, faith, and love, until all the Lord's poor, 
each family and individual in our state, shall own a printed gospel 
message, and welcome the voice of prayer in their houses by the 
humble colporteur. 

In my more extensive travels as agent the past year, I have been 
impressed more than ever with the importance and results of this 
colportage work, by the voluntary united effort of Christians of 
every denomination, as a help to God's ministry, and the other agen- 
cies, in the salvation of perishing souls. Although I find a great 
number of elegant churches, able ministers, and pious. Intelligent 
people, yet in passing through various sections I find no church for 
six or eight miles ; and several churches are without pastors. In 
many families there are no religious books or papers, and but few in 
some whole neighborhoods ; and no Sunday-schools in some entire 
counties, as I was told. The Sabbath, with many church-members 
and adult persons, is a day of visiting and feasting ; and with the 
more wicked and younger, a day of amusement and intemperance. 
In many such sections, our colporteurs have visited and prayed with 
thousands of families ; some had been members of the church for 
years, who never had a religious visit or prayer before ; and in hun- 
dreds of houses these pious, praying men have left the first page 
that was ever there about Jesus. 

Thus we are installing in every household a pastor in the form 
of a religious book by Baxter, Doddridge, Summerfield, Bishop Mcll- 
vaine, and others, which are being blessed of God to the quickening 
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of Christians to dutj in private and family prayer, social prayer- 
meetings, the formation of Sabbath-schools, and in the conversion of 
souls; building churches, and bringing out men to be pastors of 
whatever denomination they may choose— this work having nothing 
to do in teaching and deciding the denominational views and rela- 
tions of any one. 

Passing through county last summer, I stopped at a log cabin^ 

and proposed to the parents to talk a little with their family. Soon 
all were in, the oldest child 4)eing fifteen y^ars of age, and four 
younger. After talking and praying, the first time the children ever 
heard such exercises in a family, I asked if they had some religious 
books. " yes," replied the father, and brought them, to me, say- 
ing, "Now I will tell you how I got the first ones. A colporteur 
with books met me in another county and wanted to sell me some,, 
but I told him I had no money. After talking, to me about my soul 
and the souls of my family, he gave me a b^ok tor each of my chil - 
dren, and they are the first we ever owned. I have- read them* ali 
through to the children, and the two eldest are nearly throuigh the 
Tract Primer ; and three of my neighbors have read them through,, 
the first religious books they ever read, except one who had read the 
Pilgrim's Progress.. And we have all bought a good family Bible,, 
and are now reading that, and we go to preaching once a month, 
which is about six miles off, and have most of the logs cut to build 
us a meeting-house to have preaching in next year." 

In another county, I stopped with a gentleman who told me that 
two years ago one of our colporteurs made the first religious visit to 
his house he ever had, and although he wa,s then one of the most 
bigoted and fatal errorists,. yet the kindness of the colporteur influ- 
enced him to take and read a tract — "Come to Jesus" — which 
showed him his heart, all full of sin,, in. a manner he never saw it 
before ; and that he found no rest until he found it by faith in Jesus. 
After this, he formed a Sabbath-school of twenty-seven poor igno- 
rant children, which was the only one within fourteen miles of him,, 
and there was no regular preaching nearer than eight miles. 

Four years ago, as I was thoroughly visiting a section, I was told 
of a secluded family living in a swamp. To reach it,. I had to walk 
half a mile on poles. As I drew neair the miserable log hut, they 
discovered me and showed great restlessness.. And as I laid down 
my big saddle-bags, all present showed inereaseiT uneasiness, which 
I quieted as soon as possible by kind words, then took a seat on one 
of their stools. I found the parents and nine children in poverty^

filth, and wickedness, and ignorant to a degree most shocking. Onlj 
one of the children could remember ever seeing a book before, and 
not one ever heard a sermon or prayer before. After giving the 
Primer and other books, and instructing them an hour, with some 
difficulty I got the father to consent for some one t9 come and teach 
them twice a month. I then asked him why he had never sent his 
children to the public school, to which he replied, "Why, sir, do you 
reckon I have no better sense than to send my children to that house^ 
built for a trap to catch them in to have them bound out from me V 
I explained, but to no seeming good effect. 

When I started, two of the children asked me to come again ; 
and John, fourteen years old, walked with me to my horse ; and as 
we shook hands, he looked at me with big tears in his eyes and said, 

" Mr. C , I want you to let me go and live with you." I told him 

to return home then, and be dutiful and industrious, and God would 
provide for him. A few days after, I told this case to a rich man 
who became deeply interested in the boy, and in a few months he 
succeeded in getting him, and has kept him at a fine school, so that 
he now has a good education. By reading "The Anxious Inquir- 
er,'' which I gave him, he was led to Christ ; and he now has four 
copies of this book loaned to his associates in a weekly prayer-meet- 
ing which he aids in conducting, two of whom give evidence of con- 
version. His parents now attend church ; also the other children, 
most of whom have gone to Sabbath-school and common-school until 
they can read, and now have a decent appearance. The father has 
given up ardent spirits, by which he used to be intoxicated almost 
constantly. I have given this family more than five dollars' worth 
of books, but for the last year they have bought several from me, 
besides others from bookstores. 

In one day I visited eight families, five of whom had not been to 
church in two years, and had no religious books at all. There were 
several grown children among them who had scarcely enjoyed any 
of the advantages of religion or education, and seemed almost entirely 
indifferent to them, their fathers being drunkards, and reckless to 
such things. After spending much time in their humble cabins, talk- 
ing kindly to each one, and interesting them in books by explaining 
the pictures of Cain killing Abel, Christ hanging on the cross, etc., 
they all consented to go to a Sunday-school which I soon formed, of 
more than fifty scholars, with faithful teachers, where no school had 
ever existed before. At one of these Sabbath-schools, in a dark re- 
gion, there has been a gracious revival recently, and the minister 
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reports thirteen converts, most of whom are connected with the 
school. 

A tract, "The Russian Tailor/' which I gave a good man a few 
months ago, was the instrument in the awakening and conversion of 
his wife and a neighbor's son, and the forming of a weekly prayer- 
meeting, in which Christians of different denominations are united. 
It is wdl known to God whose donation printed that tract, the good influ- 
ence of which will deepen and widen through time, and in eternity 
be for a reward to the donor. Every dollar given to this Society 
enables it to print and give away 75 copies of this tract, or an equal 
amount — 1,500 tract pages — of any other of its list of 2,000 different 
publications. How much we can now do for God and immortal souls 
with a little of what Ood has loaned to us as his stewards. 

While trying to perform my duties as agent, I am delighted in 
passing along, also to do the work of a colporteur, by going into the 
houses of the poor in the " highways and hedges," and there reach 
the hand of kindness to them, sit with them on their stools, and 
together talk about Jesus and his gospel, which is to be preached to 
the poor ; then supply them with books, instruct, and pray with 
them. In families that could, not spell, I taught thirteen persons 
in one quarter the alphabet in part, and among them were three 
parents, all of whom promised to continue learning. In some of the 
cases I got persons to visit and instruct them. In addition to what I 
saw in some of these counties, several intelligent and responsible 
persons gave me facts of their own knowledge, showing a degree of 
ignorance, destitution, superstition, and belief in witchcraft of a 
highly startling character to the Christian and patriot. A physician 
of high standing and extensive acquaintance told me that he had 
good reason to believe that nearly half of the lower class in his 
county were in this condition. A prominent clergyman also informed 
me that he spent a night with a magistrate that had no religious 
hook excepit a small copy of the New Testament, which had never 
been read at all, and thought it was a book which all magistrates 
were furnished with simply to swear people upon. Most of these 
counties have but few Sabbath-schools, some having but two or three, 
and I was told that two of the counties had not even as many. 

These facts, and many others we could give, illustrate the ob- 
jects and results of this work which is being done in over fifty coun- 
ties in our state. Such blessed effects produced, with the liberal 
donations to support the cause by Christians and philanthropists of 
various denominations and classes, and the prayers of God's people, 
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encourage me to press onward in this arduous, though delightful 
work. 

During the year, I visited 1,804 famOies, and prayed with 1,388 : 
of these I found 169 neglecting church, 81 destitute of the Bible, 21*7 
without any religious books except the Bible ; held 64 religious or 
prayer meetings, aided in forming 2t Sabbath^schools, and distributed 
over 489,000 pages of printed truth, nearly half of which I gave to 
the poor. Although much detained from my work by family afflic- 
tion, yet my collection of funds for the cause exceeds that of last year 
by $614 25. 

FROM REPORTS OP COLPORTEURS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

Report op Rev. A. F. H. — ^I have labored in W county nine months, 

employing all the time in circulating books and tracts, conversing, praying, and 
preaching. True, I might have sold more hooks had I neglected the poor, and 
gone to tiiose able to purchase : but to the poor I wa^ sent ; and in visiting the des- 
titute and prejudiced, the ignorant, the wicked, and the intemperate, I always felt 
that I was in the discharge of my duty ; while a book or tract left with them may 
be a pledge of my love for their souls, and seal the solemn truths uttered. 

I have thoroughly canvassed this county, with the exception of N district 

and the fork of the river. My acquaintance is extensive as to its moral condition. 
Common-school education is very defective. Many grown people cannot read, and 
are bringing up their children with no better advantages than they possessed in 
their own youthful days. Grog-shops are scattered everywhere, while Sabbath- 
schools flourish only in Q and B , the principal villages in the county. Of 

1,260 families visited, 269 had no BiblCy 635 had no religious book, but the Bible 
and hymn-book, and 170 habitually neglect church. I granted in books and 
tracts $164 01. This destitution is no imaginary statement ; my statistics were 
faithfully taken, as many of my friends and brethren who accompanied me at dif- 
ferent times to various places can testify. Certainly no county in the state can 

present a ^eater contrast than W ; so much wealth and poverty, so much 

piety and intelligence in the midst of wickedness and ignorance. 

I found a very poor family, the mother blind and sick. She and her children 
were clothed in rags, and want stared them in the face. She had often felt the 
gnawings of hunger, and now, through infirmity, she could not work nor go to 
church. There was not a book in the house, and none of the family could read ; 
nor had they heard a prayer or sermon in many years. I conversed plainly with 
the poor woman, and told the story of the Cross ; and as I prayed with her, the 
Spirit touched her heart ; she felt she was lost without the Saviour. She became 
alarmed and distressed. I left her bathed in tears. 

At another house, where I was told I would meet with opposition if not insult, 
I found several aged women trembling over the grave. The longest part of their 
journey was behind them ; and now old age had come, and death was waiting to 
seize them as his lawful prey. None of them had made any preparation for eter- 
nity. They had long ago forsaken the house of God, and family prayer was a thing 
unknown. They knew nothing about books. Here I presented the fulness of the 
gospel, and its power to save, and then advised, entreated, and invited them to 
Christ. I prayed^ commending them to the God of all grace ; and although my 
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Tislt was B(»nething novel to tiiem, yet from the \ng teara on their cheeks, and the 
heavy sigh breaking np from the great deeps of the heart, I hope I left an impres- 
sion that will not soon be forgotten. 

I called at the house of another poor family. They had neither chairs nor beds ; 
no box or trunk for clothing. The mother had once been a member of the church, 
but through frequent removals she had lost her membership. They had a Bible, 
but no one could read. I proposed to read, if the Bible was brought out. The 
mother took down a bag that hung on the wall, and after displacing its contents, 
she took a Bible carefully wrapped in paper therefrom. After prayers, she again 
wrapped it up, and placed it in its hiding-place, perhaps to remain there with its 
sacred truths and precious promises until some one else shall call in and ask for it. 

One good brother bought several dollars' worth of books. He accompanied me 
two days through his neighborhood, and was well pleased with our system of col- 
portage. He thought these were the best books ever brought into his county. He 
afterwards told me that his fiEunily had quit work, and gone to reading ; that he 
could hardly get them to milk the cows, or cook enough to eat. This brother had 
had several discussions with the Universalist preacher, and had worried him 
severely. As he is a prominent man, I gave him two copies of " Universalism not 
of God," desiring him to read, and then lend them to his neighbors, for I knew he 
could take liberties that I could not dare to use. 

Called on a family and stated the object of my visit. The mother sat whUe five 
children stood around her. All seemed affrighted by the unexpected interview. 
I presented my books, but sold none. After conversing a while on religious sub- 
jects I proposed prayer; the mother said, "What?" Suppose, I said, we pray 
before parting ? * * i>o what f ' I said I generally prayed with families when I visited 
them, and now would pray with her, if she did not object. She said, * * Have prayer 
with me?" I sat a while doubtful of the course I ought to pursue. At length I con- 
cluded it was best to pray, and said so ; then, as I knelt and prayed, the mother sat 
looking me full in the face, and the children stood and looked on. 

When I entered another house the children ran under a bed. At other places 
the children ran to meet me, begging for books. At one house the family declined 
seeing me, because they had company ; while at others, the good people sent for 
their neighbors to come and hear me pray and talk ; and sometimes an entire fam- 
ily would foUow me to the next house to join in prayer again, and in one instance 
a family followed me to four different places before they left. 

1 frequently saw a very poor man, hard of hearing, and a member of the church, 
traversing the streets with a few peaches, trying to sell them to buy some neces- 
saries for his wife and children. He told me he was very poor, and had to use all 
the industry and economy he could to provide for his feunUy. He lives in a poor 
neighborhood and on poor land. He had neither a Bible iu>r any other religious 
books except a small Testament and a hynm-book. He wanted a Bible, etc., but 
could not afford to buy them. . I granted him one, with some tracts and small 
Tolumes. He expressed many thanks to the Society that so kindly supplies the 
destitute with good books. Afterwards he was present at the Colporteur Con- 
vention in.G , and while brother A spoke of the goodness of God in prompt- 
ing men to send the gospel to the poor, his heart seemed to melt. He wept much^ 
and when the collection was taken up, he gave fifty cents, to send books to other 
poor families who like himself could not afford to buy when th^ colporteur called 
to see them. 

Report of Mr. W. W. T. — ^I find that a considerable change has taken place 
since I was in this settlement last August. Then I had to select such books as I 
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thought the people needed most. Now they have read them with some care, and 
can tell much of their contents, and select hookA for themselves. Prominent men 
assert that more reading has been dope within the last three months, than had been 
done in as many years before. The Sunday-schools I organized last fall are doing 
well, and all the superintendents and teachers send sincere thanks to the Society 
for the donations it authorized me to make them. I effect' good sales with much 
more ease, in those neighborhoods which I visited months ago, than I could do then. 

Visited a village containing 26 families. Here I found great destitution. Some 
of the men and women had not heard a sermon for years, except at a camp-meet- 
ing. I reached this place just at dusk, and learning that a pious old gentleman 
lived there, I sought his house, where I was kindly treated, and next morning he 
went with me over the place. It rained very hard, and the mud was quite deep, 
but we persevered until every household was visited, and exhorted and prayed with ; 
and from every house the children followed us, so that by the time we finished, all 
the juvenile population of the place was about us. Then the old father preached 
and talked, as he had done all the while. Some we left shedding tears, some look- 
ing as sad as if they did not expect to live another day, while others made light of 
his entreaties and warnings ; yet I trust there were lasting impressions made that 
day. Many of these people could not read ; about one third were destitute of the 
Bible. Some of these I supplied, but I had not enough for all. 

At a gentleman's house where I lodged on one of the coldest nights this winter, 
about 10 o'clock in the evening we were startled by hearing a woman's voice at 
the outer door : on opening it, there stood a woman in the last stage of consumption, 
with a sick child in her arms ; she was brought in, and told us her sad story. Her 
husband had spent the day at the grog-shop, while she was at home without fuel. 
She had with her cf^ild resorted to her bed to keep from freezing, when he returned 
home intoxicated, and drove her with her child from the house. She was com- 
pelled to seek shelter somewhere, or freeze. Next morning she left for her misera- 
ble home. I repaired thither, hoping to prevail on her husband to do better ; but 
he saw me coming, and fled like a wild man. I found his wife in tears, and desti- 
tute of all worldly comforts. I prayed with her, and gave her all the spiritual 
encouragement I could, for she is evidently a Christian ; and granted her a Bible, 
the Saints' Best, and some tracts, as she had no books, and gave her a dollar to 
buy some food for herself and child. She wept very much, praying for God's bless- 
ing to rest (HI my labor of mercy. Such things as starvation and deadly destitu- 
tion exist in the midst of Christians, and they do not know it. May the Lord help 
his people to do their duty. Were it necessary, I could detail twenty cases just as 
deplorable as the one already given. 

I got into one neighborhood where the people care but little for books. They 
stop manual labor on the Sabbath, but they spend the sacred hours at the distil- 
leries, drinking, gaming, and fighting, and when religious services are going on, 
disturb the worshippers ; but I hope I shall be enabled to start a Sabbath-school 
among these people, as two young men have promised to assist in carrying it on. 
Some of the people told me they had not been in a church for five years, and others 
not for ten, yet there are places of worship almost in sight. Preaching, however, 
is very irregular. There are twenty five churches in the county, and some eight or ten 
" classes ' ' that have no place for public worship ; yet of the whole, only three have 
service every Sabbath, some once a month, some once in a fortnight, and others 
not oftener than once or twice a year. 

I organized four Sabbath-schools last fall, but the severity of the winter, and 
the bad condition of the houses prevented their being kept up for some months 
past ; I think we shall be able to reopen them very soon. Two of them, having 
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from fifty to sixty pupils each, are located in places where there never were any 
before. There would be no difficulty in opening Sabbath-schools all over this 
county, could teachers be found capable of carrying them on, who would be 
willing to do so ; and I have the promise of some, and perhaps our prayers may be 
heard and enough foimd to do this great and useful work. Bevisited the poor fam- 
ily mentioned in the former part of this report ; and I thank God that things are 
changed for the better with them. The poor man was at work, and assures me that 
he will not drink any more, and that he has been reading the Bible I left. He 
paid me for it and the other books. May the Lord bless these books, both to him 
and his wife. He says he has not been unkind to her since that night. 

I have been on this field over six months ; have distributed 1,200 books, be- 
sides 12,000 pages of tracts ; found 50 or more families destitute of the Bible, 40 of 
whom I supplied, and about 200 families destitute of other religious books, and 
nearly as many more that had nothing but a small Testament or Sunday-school 
book ; but all such as had any books at all, I left out of my report. Tet I have 
explored but one-third of the county, and I have reason to consider it the least 
destitute and most intelligent part of it. I hope I may find I was mistaken. 

I meet with little opposition to my work. X called to spend the night with a 
gentleman who was said to be opposed to my efforts. He said I could stay, but he 
did not know me or my business. After supper I saw /our children trying to read 
from two pieces of a wornout spelling-book. There was not a whole book in the 
house. The children could spell and read a little. I took a Tract Primer from my 
pocket, and gave it to a little girl. This attracts the children much. Then I asked 
the old lady for a Bible, telling her I liked to r«ad a chapter before retiring to rest, 
but she said she had none. I asked the man if he belonged to the church. He 
said, ** Yes," and apologized for having no Bible. I took the Social Hymn-book 
from my pocket, and presented it to the old lady. She thanked me much for it, 
and conmienced reading it, and I do not think she slept until she had read it 
through! I asked the good brother if he had evening service. He said no, but if 
I wished, he had no objection. So we all joined in prayer. Next morning I asked 
for my bill : he said he charged me nothing ; that the books I had given his wife 
and child were worth more than my lodging, particularly to them, as they were 
just what were needed, and he woidd be glad if I had more as good. Then I 
opened my tnmk, saying, *'I can supply you with as many as you want." He 
looked frightened, but stood his ground. His wife and children soon got at the 
tnmk, and took out about $8 worth of books. The good old brother paid for 
them. After explaining my business and the object of the Society, he acknow- 
ledged that it was all right and good, thanked me for my visit, and kindly invited 
me to repeat it. And thus I find many men who are prejudiced against this work 
for lack of correct information about it ; for such, let us pray that the Lord may 
soften their hearts and enlighten their minds. 

RepObt or Kbv. J. P. M.— I have spent something over three years in the Soci- 
ety's service ; and now, taking a general view of the work from experience, I con- 
fess I see painfully the need for it by the wretched destitution prevailing almost 
everywhere I have travelled for hundreds of miles around. I have placed one or 
more of the tract volumes in the hands of over fifty thousand people, or more than 
six thousand families ; and they are now awakening the slumbering powers of the 
souls in this benighted region. 

Truly by the grace of God light has sprung up. When I first visited my pres- 
ent field three years ago, I found in a population of nearly 7,000 there were but two 
or three ordinarily good schools, and fotrr or five public schools, kept open sixty 
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dajs in the year, or just long enough to exhaust the funds of the district. The 
result of this system naturallj was, that not one-third of the youth were taught to 
read ; and X do not believe that one-fifth of the pec^le can write, and not one in 
every hundred understands the principles of grammar. How could it be other- 
wise under such tuition, and without proper text-books ? In my second year I re- 
visited the schools, and found the tract volumes extensively used for this purpose ; 
but as no two children had the same volume to read from, it must have been diffi- 
cult for the teachers to hear every one read a lesson every day. One had Pilgrim's 
Progress; another had Baxter; another, the Method of Grace; ai^other, Pike's 
Persuasives ; another, the Afflicted Man's Companion ; while others had various 
juvenile works better adapted to beginners. 

There are but six small churches in the county, and in two of them only there 
is preaching every Sabbath. There are only two liberally educated preachers, and 
they have very small congregations on account of the popular prejudice against 
education ; and thus the mass of the people, when they do attend church, are nec- 
essarily served by either a very illiterate, inefficient ministry, or a very immoral 
one. Last Sabbath one of these preachers preached near my house. He arrived 
in his cart on his way to mill, stopped and preached, and then went on his way to 
transact the business he had on hand. Two deacons of his church sat by the road- 
side shaving notes, while many of the members attended to secular afifairs. But 
despite these obstacles, I have succeeded in keeping up large and flourishing 
Sabbath-schools, and now five good day-schools are in operation, and I have suc- 
ceeded in getting at least twelve young men into college, and under sound evan- 
gelical influence. Some of them, although wealthy, could not read well when 
they entered the preparatory department. Most of these young men have made a 
profession of religion, and exert a highly beneficial influence over their respective 
families and friends. In the midst of the destitution of education and religious 
advantages in the county, there are not a few persons who would do honor to any 
country, possessing many virtues and deep piety, and doing all in their power to 
advance the cause of Christ and do good to their neighbors. But many of the lat- 
ter class cannot believe, because they do not personally see the extent of the igno- 
rance and destitution around them. An intelligent gentleman said to me a few 
days ago, that he once thought some of the colporteurs exaggerated facts ; but now, 
said he, * * I am convinced that not one of them has yet fully described the condition 
of the majority of our people — their profound ignorance and want of culture." 

Tour volumes have done much good in this region, where so much is yet to 
be done. I could mention many cases of conversion through their agency. I gave 
the ** Saints' Best" to a poor widow. She reads it daily, and says it is her great- 
est earthly comfort. Nevins' "Practical Thoughts" has been the instrument of 
converting and strengthening one hundred souls this colporteur year. An able 
minister, the presiding elder in this district, after reading Nevins, said to me, 
" Brother, this is a good book ; circulate it ;" then turning to many preachers and 
officials in his church, he said, " The American Tract Society is doing North Caro- 
lina more good than any other agency." I could fiU a large volume with interest- 
ing facts I almost every day meet with among the remote dwellings, unknown 
almost to all but the colporteur who treads these raccoon paths alone, trudging 
through swamps and woods — ^yet not alone; Jesus, who knows every motive and 
every action, is with him : and I would say to those who cannot endure to hear 
the truth regarding their neglected brethren, as Daniel said to Nebuchadnezssar, 
" Break off thy sin by righteousness, and thine iniquities by showing mercy to the 
poor, if it may be a lengthening of thy tranquillity." No man of piety could fol- 
low me a day without saying, •* Truly this work is of Gk)d." 
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I have labored much for the colored people, and have had free aooesB to them 
at all times. I do not know a surer way to the heart of the master than by doing 
good to his serrantSy if he be a man of the right stamp. 

COLPORTEUR CONVENTION 
AT GOLDSBORO', N. C. 

This Convention was attended by Rev. Mr. Eastman, Secretary, 
Mr. Cross, Superintendent, the General Agents in Virginia and North 
Carolina, the clergymen of Goldsborough, and Rev. Mr. Atkinson of 
Raleigh, and colporteurs chiefly from North Carolina. 

The Convention was opened on Thursday evening, October 23, by 
a sermon from Rev. Mr. Atkinson on John 3:16, " God so loved the 
world," etc., which was delivered with unusual power and unction. 
The sessions were continued morning and afternoon on Friday, Satur- 
day, and Monday ; the churches in Goldsboro' and vicinity were 
addressed on the Sabbath ; and public meetings were held every 
evening, when the Secretary, the pastors, general agents, and colpor- 
teurs made addresses and appeals which were listened to with the 
deepest interest. 

A part of each session, the two first days, was dtvoted to narra- 
tives by the members of the Convention of their own personal history 
and religious training, the means by which they were led to Christ, 
and the providence of God which brought them into their present 
work. 

Of nine of the number, both of the parents were pious ; seven 
others had pious mothers ; two had pious fathers ; two were reared 
in the society of Friends, and one was an orphan. All had early relig- 
ious, or moral training. Fourteen embraced Christ before they were 
twenty years old, and all the rest except one before they were twenty- 
five. Eight of the number received their first permanent religious 
impressions from books ; ten from the public preaching of the word, 
and three from personal Christian eflfort. 

In addition to these interesting narratives, each colporteur gave a 
full description of his field, the wants of the people, the manner of his 
doing the work, and the success of his labors. A part of each session 
was devoted to discussing the nature and principles of the Society, 
the providential history of colportage in our country, especially in 
Virginia and North Carolina, and instructions as to the best manner 
of doing and reporting the work. 

Would to God that all the sceptics in the land could have heard 
these niuratives, and seen by what a diversity of means God brings 
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men to himself, and produces in them a unity of feelinig and purpose. 
Although connected with seven denominations of Christians, and each 
gave his history and experience with great freedom, few could have 
discovered that they were not all of one ecclesiastical connection. All 
were of one heart in the blessed work before them — ^another beautiful 
illustration of Protestant unity. Minor differences were forgotten. 
The salvation of souls by the blood of Christ and the renewing power 
of the Holy Ghost, seemed to be the great lea<ling desire of all. 

The descriptions of ignorance, sin, and prejudice, in many places, 
as given by these brethren, it was painful to hear in this Christian 
land. Multitudes of families are living without any religious instruc- 
tion, or schools of any kind, and seldom or never enter the house of 
God, or hear a sermon. The large audience present were often bathed 
in tears at these recitals. 

Sometimes their sorrow would be turned to joy to hear that a 
Tract Primer had been the means of teaching some unlettered man to 
read, who was now instructing his own and his neighbors' children to 
read God's word in a Sunday-school. In some cases the colporteur 
taught part of the alphabet before he left the cabin and gave the 
book. In future visits he would sell some, if they had means to buy, 
and would get up a Sunday-school. The preacher and church soon 
follow, ignorance and open sin begin to disappear, neat cabins take 
the place of old dilapidated ones, and cultivated gardens and fields 
soon show the change. The numerous facts related by the colpor- 
teurs of good done, especially to the destitute, while all, high and low, 
bond and free, were reached and blessed by this simple agency, so 
cheered the good people of Goldsboro*, that a noble and generous con- 
tribution to aid the colporteur work was given with a cheerfulness and 
liberality seldom equalled in our country. 

We have never before seen the unsectarian character of this Soci- 
ety so strikingly exhibited. It finds its way through prejudices such 
as exist only in the midst of great ignorance, distilling the love of 
Christ, and teaching men to love one another ; doing good to all, and 
injury to none. 

Numerous and powerful revivals of religion have been enjoyed in 
places where the colporteurs have labored, which have been, in part at 
least, connected with their books and faithful toils. Many who seldom 
entered the house of God, have been drawn to it by reading a book or 
tract, and many date their first awakening to this instrumentality. 

We have never before been so deeply impressed with the neces- 
sity of this institution as an auxiliary to the living ministry : doing 
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an outside work ; preparing the ignorant for the reception of a 
preached gospel ; going into their houses, and instructing them as a 
pious mother would her children, and then handing them over to 
the minister, to be led to Christ, and brought into his church. It 
brings out the moral statistics of our great country, shows where 
missionary labor is needed, and in many places makes the first gospel 
application ; having access to all classes, and applying the heaven- 
born remedy, pure evangelical truth. It educates the ignorant, warns 
the drunkard, rebukes the Sabbath-breaker and profane swearer, 
guides inquirers to Christ, comforts the sorrowful, employs the lay 
talent in the church, increases the number of ministers, and aids all 
the institutions of learning and benevolence. All this was abundantly 
proved in the statements made in this Convention. 

The deep interest, entire consecration, and striking adaptation of 
each man to the work, was a very interesting feature of our Conven- 
tion. If we had choice of all the men in the state of North Carolina, 
we could scarcely have selected men better adapted to the fields they 
occupy. Surely the hand of Godis in the work, or we could never 
get men so well adapted to the service for so small a compensation. 
Leaving their families and homes, and cheerfully enduring their hard- 
ships and toils, each could say, " The love of Christ constraineth us." 

We could not help thinking, that if the many worthy Christians 
of this land had heard these details of misery and sin among the poor, 
and of the labors and toils and success of these colporteurs, hundreds 
would have said, I will pay the salary of one of them ; and some one 
or more would have conceived the magnificent idea, I will pay the 
salary of ttoenty of these men year by year. How would such an act 
honor Christ, elevate thousands of the poor by educating the rising 
race, and erect monuments enduring as eternity in the hearts of 
ignorant dying souls. 

Five or ten thousand dollars each year, spent in paying men of 
faith and prayer to labor on such a field, would set on foot a train of 
influences deepening and widening as time rolls on, tiU millions would 
be saved by their means. Are there not some who are ready to do 
this ? Christian men and women whom God has blessed with means, 
pray over this matter. We need this day one thousand colporteurs 
in our country. North, south, east, and west multitudes are hasten- 
ing to the judgment unwarned, with no devoted minister of Christ to 
break to them the bread of eternal life. Will you not aid us by col- 
porteurs and books thus to spread truth over all the land, and pray 
that it may be blessed by the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven ?

The Kev. N. Aldrich, General Agent in South Carolina, says : 
In this State, the work of the Society during the year has been 
prosecuted with diligence, and though we have no striking results 
to record, yet our labors have been accompanied with a reasonable 
share of success. The supervision of the South Carolina Branch So- 
ciety has contributed greatly to the success and permanency of our 
operations, by giving a local character to the work and investing it 
with a degree of interest which under other circumstances would not 
have been felt. 

Our corps of colporteurs is gradually on the increase. Twenty- 
five men, including theological students employed during their vaca- 
tions, have been in commission for the year. We need twice that 
number, to supply the destitution in the state ; but they must be 
men peculiarly adapted to the work ; of sufficient inteUigenee to com- 
mend the work to the countenance and support of the educated and 
refined ; of sufficient humility to make them welcome visitors in the 
homes of the illiterate and unpolished ; of sufficient prudence to con- 
verse and even reprove without exciting the prejudices of those with 
whom they mingle ; and above all, of such arderU piety as will pro- 
duce the conviction that they are "men of God," whose occupation 
is more of a spiritual than a secular character. In a word, we need 
men who will feel that they are commissioned by heaven as well as 
by this Society, and who will so dignify their calling as not to be 
regarded in the light of mere book-pedlars. With such men in our 
employment, by the blessing of God we may look forward to the day 
when the light of divine truth will illumine every dwelling in the 
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state, and from every family altar the incense of grateful hearts and 
an acceptable sacrifice will be presented to the throne of " the Majes- 
ty on high.'' 

The field of labor which the state presents is somewhat peculiar, 
both as to its local characteristics and its inhabitants. The districts 
nearest the seaboard, though by far the most fertile portion of the 
state, are intersected by swamps which are comparatively valueless, 
because of the impossibility of their being drained except at great 
expense. The cultivated portions of these districts embrace the 
plantations and winter residences of some of the most wealthy and 
intelligent of our citizens, while all along the borders of the swamps 
may be found the miserable log cabins of some of the most ignorant 
and degraded of/Our race. The moral and social habits of these peo- 
ple present a painful contrast to the upright deportment and the 
decent regard for religion manifested by their wealthy neighbors. 
Decency forbids that we should notice minutely their immoral prac- 
tices ; they '4ive as they list," insensible alike of their obligations to 
God and to their fellow-men. To them the Sabbath is as any other 
day ; it imparts no hallowing influence, it brings them not into the 
sanctuary of Ged to be instructed in reference to their souls' eternal 
interests ; it lifts not their thoughts above the things of this world, 
but dawns and closes, leaving tham and their families in the depths 
of iniquity, without one chastened thought or serious impression. 

In the districts of the interior, the plantations of the wealthy are 
along the water-courses, while the habitations of the poor and desti- - 
tute are scattered through a ridge of thin pine land which extends 
through all these districts. The same aspect of things is presented 
to the eye of the beholder in the homes of these people, as among 
the poor upon the seaboard ; wherever we turn, the marks of degra- 
dation are to be seen : comfortless homes, families having but few of 
the necessaries of life, and children of all ages, for the most part de- 
prived by their own parents of the school advantages furnished by 
the state, and growing up without the least religious instruction. In 
one of the districts, an effort was made by the ''commissioners of 
tree schools" to ascertain how many of the children of the poor in 
attendance upon the schools could repeat the "Lord's prayer" and 
the "ten commandments." We examined four of the reports fur- 
nished by the teachers, and found that out of 160 scholars only one- 
third could say the Lord's prayer, and one-fifth the ten command- 
ments, and for this knowledge we were informed these scholars were 
indebted to their teachers. In a school of 40 scholars, only eight could 
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repeat the Lord's prayer, and these learned it after they had entered 
the school. 

In the upper districts of the state, wealth is more equally distrib- 
uted and intelligence more generally diffused ; still, in all these dis- 
tricts there is more or less of destitution and vice, particularly in 
the mountain sections and along the borders of the state. 

Such is the character and condition of our field. The following 
questions will naturally arise: Why does this destitution exist? 
Why are not churches built for the accommodation of the poor ; and 
why are not missionaries sent to them ? The truth is, there is no 
lack of churches, hut there is a want of inclination on the part of 
these people to attend them ; they are conscious of their degrada- 
tion, and consequently avoid all places where they are likely to be 
brought in contact with the better classes of society. Our mission- 
aries too are as zealous and active as they can well he, but it would 
require more men than the various denominations can bring into the 
field to accomplish the work. God in his providence seems to have 
committed it into the hands of our colporteurs, and with a firm reli- 
ance upon the aid of the Holy Spirit, they are to be found in these 
destitute sections gladly enduring hardships as good soldiers of 
Christ, if by this means they may be made the honored instruments 
of bringing souls to him. '^ 

The success connected with the efforts of our colporteurs will 
satisfy the most sceptical that the work is of (rod. Wherever they 
have gone, a ''door of access" has heen opened to the hearts of the 
people, and good has be^n done. In the convention recently held 
in Augusta, Georgia, our hearts were made glad by the narration of 
facts connected with the work of the brethren in this and the adjoin- 
ing states. As regards our own state, a brother laboring upon the 
seaboard, in referring to the destitution upon his field, testified also 
to the readiness of the people to receive his visits, and to listen to his 
instructions ; he had held among them a number of prayer-meetings, 
which had been well attended, and had distributed freely the tracts 
of the Society, which upon subsequent visits he found had been 
read ; the deportment of the people had convinced him that his 
labors among them were appreciated, and though he could not speak 
with confidence of the success which had attended his efforts, still 
he had reason to hope that they were not without the blessing of 
God. 

Another brother organized a Sunday-fichool in a destitute neigh- 
borhood, which resulted in the conversion of eighteen persons, two- 
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thirds of whom dated their conyietions from the instructions they 
received in that Sunday-school. 

In a church previously distracted, a revival of religion took place 
in connection with the labors of a colporteur, which resulted in 
the conversion of twenty-five souls. 

Besides these facts, many individual instances of conversion 
might be noticed. One of our colporteurs called at the house of a 
yery wicked man : he did not see the man, but found his wife in the 
field hoeing cotton, and inquired of her if she desired any good books; 
she replied she would be glad to purchase, but had no money. The 
colporteur gave her James' " Anxious Inquirer,'' which she promised 
to read herself and get her husband to read. This gift resulted in 
the conversion of both of these persons. 

This same colporteur visited a man seventy-five years of age, who 
at first refdsied his books, but he finally got him to accept the book 
entitled " Religion and Eternal Life." This old man assured him that 
this was the first religious visit he had ever received. On a subse- 
quent visit he gave him the tract "Come to Jesus," and soon after 
found him rejoicing in Christ. This same tract, "Come to Jesus," 
giyen to a lady, became the means of her conviction ; and another, 
entitled "It is I," resulted in her conversion. 

A book which had been accidentally dropped by a colporteur 
upon the road, was found by a poor woman, and the perusal of it 
made her a sincere Christian. 

A Temperance Manual which was given to a man who was keep- 
mg a "groggery," led to his abandonment of the traffic. 

Facts like these might be multiplied, illustrative of the good ef- 
fected in our state by this humble agency, but surely it is need- 
less. The candid mind cannot but be convinced that God has set 
to this work the seal of his approval ; and if it has met with the di- 
vine sanction, will not every Christian and philanthropist esteem it 
a privflege to facilitate its progress ? The increase of laborers will 
naturally require additional means for their support. The amount 
raised for the year just closed is $8,052, which barely defrays the 
expenses of the work. We shall need at least double this sum for 
the present year ; and ^^hile we fervently pray for an increase of la- 
borers for our field, we would also pray that the hearts of the benev- 
olent and our brethren of the various denominations may be inclined 
towards the work, and that as they "have opportunity" and are 
blessed with means, they will aid us in its advancement. We grate* 
fully acknowledge the very liberal contributions of some of our

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wealthy citizens who are individaally paying the original salary of 
a colporteur, $150, and the aid furnished hy those congregations 
pledged for the support of one or more of our colporteurs. May a 
like spirit be infused into the hearts of other Christian persons, and 
among other congregations. Then will the day be hastened when 
the Society will have accomplished iU mission in the ,midst of us, 
and the dark and destitute portions of our state will become illumin- 
ed by the rays of divine truth and the sanctifying influences of the 
Spirit. 

In concluding this report^ we would earnestly commend the work 
of colportage to the prayerful consideration of pious and devoted 
laymen of all evangelical denominations. Behold, brethren, a wide 
and promising field before you — a field white for the harvest, in 
which the "talents" intrusted to your care, with the injunction, " Oc- 
cupy till I come," may be employed to the glory of God and the sal- 
vation of souls. Say not that you are not called to this work : there 
is such a thing, as a man's being ignorant of his duty ; and have you 
ever seriously inquired, " Lord, what wilt thou have me to do ?" You 
may not be called to the work of the ministry, but surely the Master 
has not brought you into his vineyard to be inactive, and the great 
matter is to ascertain how you can best promote his glory. " As ye 
have opportunity, do good unto all men," is a divine command ; and 
as the term "opportunity" implies ability, it may be you are so cir- 
cumstanced that engaging in this work may prove to be your oppor- 
tunity for good. At any rate we entreat you to make this matter a 
subject of prayer, and when you pray endeavor to bring before your 
mind the destitute condition of hundreds of families in your own 
state and elsewhere, who are " perishing for lack of knowledge," and 
who becfkuse of the inadequate number of men in the ministry cannot 
be reached by this instrumentality. It may be that the work of col- 
portage will prove to be your sphere of duty ; and though you may 
regard it as an humble and a self-denying work, still remember it has 
been blessed of God to the salvation of many souls, and may make 
you also the honored instrument in the salvation of many more who 
in the last great day will shine as stars in your crown of rejoicing. 

The Rev. H. Sapford, General Agent in Georgia, says : 
The twenty colporteurs connected with me during the year, per- 
formed labor equal to that of one man for ten years, nine months, and 
two days. The aggregate of their statistical reports' is embodied 
elsewhere. 
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DonatioDS have been received daring the jear to the amount of 
)4,512 45, besides subscriptions to the amount of $892. The large 
increase of contributions to the Tract Society in Georgia, above the 
contributions of any previous year, may be attributed in part to the 
diffusion of information relative to the objects for which the Society 
was formed ; in part to the steady course pursued by the Society 
to carry out the object of its formation ; and in part, and perhaps 
chiefly, to the influence of the Colporteur Convention recently held in 
the city of Augusta. That the convention was the means of exciting 
a very deep interest in the minds of many of her citizens, in behalf 
of the Tract cause, is very evident from the fact, that shortly after 
the close of its sessions they contributed to the funds of the Society 
more than $1,800. And it is reasonable to suppose that a similar 
interest has been excited in various parts of South Carolina and 
Georgia by the reports of the proceedings of the convention, carried 
by its members to their respective fields of labor, and that thus its 
salutary influence will be felt to an indefinite extent. I take pleas* 
are in saying that I was greatly assisted, in making collections in 
Aagusta and Savannah, by the hearty and very efficient cooperation 
of brothers Aldrich of South Carolina, Cross and Sumner of Yir* 
ginia, and that I had the pleasure of the company and assistance of 
brother Sumner in my visits to Liberty and Morgan counties, and 
the city of Columbus. 

Last November I assisted in the organization of the Atlanta Tract 
Society. It was formed for the purpose of contributing towards 
the support of a colporteur in that city. Its members belong to 
the different evangelical denominations, and they have chosen as 
their agent and colporteur brother P. M. Haygood. During the de- 
tention of the trains at the railroad ddp6ts, he labors among the 
passengers, and devotes the rest of his time to family visitation in 
the city. His quarterly reports to that society, and the perusal of 
the 135 copies of the Messenger, and 85 copies of The Child's Paper, 
taken by its members, will be very likely to keep alive their interest 
in the good work in which they have embarked. 

In my late visit to the city of Columbus, I was much gratified to 
find that our brother who makes that important point in his field the 
centre of his operations, had produced a very favorable impression 
by the prudent, diligent, and energetic prosecution of his colporteur 
labors. He has put into circulation on his field 200 copies of the 
American Messenger, and 800 of The Child's Paper. It is an interest- 
ing fact, that he has secured the efficient cooperation of a number of

ladies in systematic monthly tract distribution in the city and its 
suburbs. 

The reports of the colporteurs laboring in Georgia furnish cheer- 
ing evidence that they have not labored in vain. Numerous families 
found destitute of the Bible and other religious books, have been 
supplied ; sinners hare been hopefully converted, Sabbath-schools 
have been established, and churches organized, and the stated 
preaching of the gospel has been introduced into communities which 
previous to the visits of the colporteur were destitute of this un- 
speakable blessing. Such results are well calculated to stimulate us 
to renewed and untiring efforts " to diffuse a knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ as the Eedeemer of sinners, and to pro- 
mote the interests of vital godliness and sound morality by the cir- 
culation" of the Society's publications, till throughout the length and 
breadth of the land ''the wilderness and the solitary place shall 
be glad for them, and the desert shall rejoice and blossom as the 
rose." 

In the prosecution of his toilsome and often discouraging work, 
the agent of the Tract Society occasionally meets with very pleasant 
incidents. I will relate two of recent occurrence. As I was crossing 
one of the streets in a certain city, a gentlemf^n accosted me, and 
after introducing himself and making some inquiries relative to the 
Tract cause, invited me to call at his office at a specified time. When 
I did so, he took my subscription-book and wrote, " A Friend, for 
the support of a colporteur, $150 ;" and unsolicited gave me his 
obligation in writing to pay the same in equal quarterly instalments. 

A few mornings since, a gentleman called at my office, and placed 
in my hands, as a donation to the Tract Society, from himself and 
his father, a check for $200, towards the support of the colporteur 
enterprise in Georgia and South Carolina. They wished to con- 
tribute for the promotion of the cause of Christ, as God had pros- 
pered them in their business. These gentlemen made a donation to 
the Society of |@5 soon after the convention. 

The great desideratum at present in Georgia, as respects col- 
portage, is a large increase of well-qualified laborers. To accomplish 
this important object will, I trust, in reliance on divine aid, be my 
constant aim and effort. 

SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 

In Soui'H Carolina, 26 colporteurs labored 121 months and 25 
days. Volumes sold, 21,145 ; granted, 5,466 volumes ; in all worth 
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$5,140 01. Meetings held, 388. Families destitute of religious books 
except the Bible, 1,102 ; families destitute of the Bible, 4T3 ; fandlies 
neglecting preaching, 550 ; families conversed or prayed with, 4,3T7 ; 
and 13,110 visited. 

In Georou, 28 colporteurs labored 108 months and 21 days. Vol- 
umes sold, 20,260 ; granted, 6,120 volumes ; in all worth $5,005 20. 
Meetings held, 618. Families destitute of religious books except the 
Bible, 1,610 ; families destitute of the Bible, 534 ; families neglecting 
preaching, 1,268 ; families conversed or prayed with, T,1T2 ; and 
14,732 visited. 

FROM REPORTS OF COLPORTEURS. 

Rbfobt of Mb. R. W. Todd. — ^During the past year, more general good has per- 
haps beien done here m the tract cause, than in any one year since it has been my 
privilege to be engaged in this good work. Although there have been no special 
revivals of religion as the fruits of this work, yet it is evident there is a gradual 
progress. Many who have been opposed to the Tract Society, are now its warm 
advocates. As I had occasion to remark in our late convention, out of 34 min- 
isters of the gospel, 33 now codperate with me in this good work. I now meet with 
a warm reception ^mong aU classes of people. It is evident that the state of society 
here is very much improved ; so much so, that I now find but few families vdthout 
the word of Gknl, and other good books. It might seem that the necessity of col- 
portage here is not so great now as formerly ; but I have no doubt a faithful col- 
porteur can do a great deal more good now than he could five years ago, when I 
commenced the work. The rubbish is cleared away, erroneous opinions are eradi- 
cated ; there is nothing to do now but to labor for the salvation of souls. The opposi- 
tion of one minister was so great, that when I went to his diurch to organize a Sab- 
bath-school, he opposed that. I however succeeded, and sold them the *' Youth's 
library \" the consequence was, some eight or ten of those young people were con- 
verted, who dated their convictions from instructions received in this Sabbath-school. 
The Tract Society has many praying friends here. Many, very many are enabled to 
bless God for the tract or book which was placed in their hands. I gave a lady, not 
long since, ' * Come to Jesus. ' ' When I next saw her she was in great mental agony. 
I talked with her, and before I left placed in her hands ** It is I," as I thought it 
would suit her case. She asked me with a smile how I knew she wanted that tract. 
"Your soul," I answered, ** may now be compared to a vessel in a storm ; here is 
Jesus Christ offered to you in the gospel. Be not afraid, * It is I.'" She received 
it with joy, read it, and I believe was enabled to cast her cares upon Him who car- 
eth for all that seek to know him. 

Repobt ov Rev. F. M. Hayoood. — ^I have visited during the year about one thou- 
sand femiilles ; tteld religious conversation vdth two-thirds of liiese, and found one- 
third habitually neglecting evangelical preaching. One-fifth were destitute of all 
religious books except the Bible, and 51 had not a copy of the holy word ; 62 were 
Boman-cathoUcs. I obtained 185 subscribers to the American Messenger, and 85 
for The Child's Paper. Circulated books to the amount of $929 67. Visited a 
£unily, the wife only at home ; she lived only a few hundred yards fr(»n a church, 
bat said she and her husband had not been into the house of Ckxi iot about two 
years. Sold her a small bo(^, and presented several tracts. Conversed with her 
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on personal religion, and proposed to pray for her ; she was deeply affected/ tears 
flowed freely ; after prayer she thanked me for my visit, promising in fatnre to 
attend church, and to seek the salvation of her soul. Another family had no Bible ; 
indeed, they had no book at all. There were only two children, the eldest nearly 
grown ; they could read a little ; gave to the eldest a book ; she promised to learn 
to read better, assuring me that in future she would try to make better use of her 
time ; they were deeply interested in my visit, and invited me to call again. A young 
man who bought ** Alleine's Alarm," became so much interested in the book, that 
in a few days he came to my basket, and said, ** If I thought you had any more 
books as good as the (me I got the other day, I would get them ; for it is certainly 
one of the best, if not the very best book I ever saw." After a short conversation, 
he bought one dollar's worth. He has since expressed a desire to be a colporteur ; 
is now going to school, and thinks he will next year ask for a commission. 

A lady who told me that she formerly read novels, but in future she intended to 
read religious books, bought one from me ; said she was glad to see me engaged in 
80 good a work. 

The city of Atlanta is at this time my principal field of labor. It is a young 
and growing dty, only a little more than ten years old, numbering now about ten 
thousand souls. Many of the families are poor and destitute, and greatly need to 
be cared for. The population is very transient, a large number of the people mov- 
ing every year. The late Ck>lporteur Convention held in Augusta had a tendency 
to make me love more than ever before the Tract enterprise. If my life is spared, 
I hope yet long to be able to work in this Society. I love the work, because I think 
God is smiling upon it. A good brother from Yirginia said to me the other day, 
** I am glad to see you at your post." He also said, "It has often been a wonder 
to me that so few religious books are offered for sale at the great central depots." 
I often hear it said, " Yours is a good work." ** These are the cheapest and best 
books in the world." " I hope you wUl go on in your good work." "Perhaps no 
institution is doing so much as the Tract Society." 

Report of Mk. Wm. K. Saftobd. — ^There have been several revivals of religion 
on my field during the past year, and a good number have united with the church 
of Christ, many of whom were young people. In revisiting families, I find that 
the most of our publications are read thoroughly, and they invariably want more 
of them. 

In revisiting neighborhoods where I have scattered the "Tract Primer" and 
other books for children, I find that the parents are very anxious to educate their 
ciuldren ; and they say that " they will try and g^ve their children a good educa- 
tion, if they never give them any thing else." 

A minister said to me one day, that " he had been about a great deal where I 
had scattered our books and tracts, and that we would never know the good that 
they are doing in this world ; they are like leaven, that is working silently on the 
minds of the people ; they are an exceedingly rich and valuable collection of pub- 
lications, and they cannot but do a great d^ of good." Another minister said 
that our system of oolportage was just the kind of labor needed to strengthen the 
hands of the ministry, and to perform a great deal of work that was greatly needed 
that ministers cannot do. A large number of families who go to the house of God 
only once in one, and in some instances two years, who say that they go to church, 
are not marked as habitually neglecting evangelical preaching, because they will 
not say so themselves. So it is with many who, when asked if they have any re- 
ligious books, say that they have ; and when you want to see them, they will bring 
you a geography or some other school-book. A number of families who could not 
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read, were anzioite to have me stay and teach their chUdren to read. Sometimes 
I am almost discouraged to see such a state of things ; and then when I see the 
good resulting from our lahors, I am encouraged to go forward, trusting only in 
the Lord. 

During the past two years, there have heen 28 tract distributers, who have vis- 
ited every part of the city of Columbus and its vicinity, and scattered our tracts 
among all classes, paying special attention to the poor destitute families, and neg- 
lecting none. In this work they have taken a great deal of interest ; they have 
been instrumental in gathering a large number of children into the Sabbath- 
schools, and inducing many persons to attend the sanctuary. They have assisted 
in the circulation of the "Messenger" and *' Child's Paper,'* and have distributed 
over 100,000 pages of tracts among the people from month to month, and a great 
deal of good has resulted therefrom. 

Bbpobt of Mil. E. J. Wsbb. — ^Mr. Webb has given special attention to supply- 
ing his field with Bibles and Testaments, and to the formation of Sabbath-schools. 
He found one-thirteenth of all the families visited destitute of the ^ble, and one- 
fourth of all other religious books. He says, I met a man near his dwelling, and 
entered into conversation ; found he was a backslider, and warned him of his dan- 
gerous state. Went to his house, and he bought many books for himself and 
fiunily. Saw him two days after in church, praying and weeping. He applied for 
readmission the next day. After he bought the books, he was up most of the night 
reading and praying ; have since heard that he continues to *^ try to prove faith- 
ful." Sold Flavel's Touchstone to a professor, remarking at the time it would 
search him deeply, and he would have to shake his napkin at every comer, to find 
his pearl by the touchstone. After reading it, he said he did not know where he 
was, meaning he could not then read Ms title clear ; may the Lord open his eyes. 
Galling at a certain house, I was requested to come in and read my books to the 
family, for none could read. After reading and praying I left them, and the mother 
sent her little daughter to direct me on my way. When we were about to part, she 
kindly and feelingly said, **Mr. Webb, when you come this way again, can't you 
stop and pray for us again ?" I felt a thrill of delight when thus asked by a child 
to intercede with Gk>d for her parents and herself. It is ihe first time that a child 
ever asked me to pray for herself and her household. I believe it was the dictate 
of a real desire to learn more of the wa3rs of her God and Saviour. 

BxpOBT 01 Mb. Wk. L. Tuokbb. — ^My labors have been mostly on the railroad. 
From what little experiment I have made, I am satisfied that much good may be 
done by selling the books of the American Tract Society on the cars. When I 
commenced, I found a young man on the road selling novels. I have not seen him 
for some time, and think he has left. I sold him Flavel's " Bedemption," and he 

promised me he would read it prayerfully. The people in F county are very 

poor, and stand in great need of religious books. 

BspoBT OF Rev. L. Leach. — I have travelled but little, yet I hope my travels 
have not been in vain. I have found families who habitually neglect public wor- 
ship ; but the publications of the Society have reached them, and I hope have 
proved a blessing to them. I found one poor widow with two children, who was 
not able to buy books. I gave them each a book, and when I saw them again 
they had good news to tell me. The books had been read, and it was like the gos- 
pel coming to that house and into their hearts. They had become concerned about 
their salvation, and had sought for relief, and found it. Many others have become 
concerned, and I hope they will find Christ precious to their souls. In all my 
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trarelB, I find the pablications of the American Tract Society acceptable, and I 
think they will proTC a bleosing to those who read them. 

Mb. D. H. Esnnexub reports, My field of labor is but thinly settled in most 
parts, and but partially supplied with schools and churches ; in many places the 
inhabitants are almost beyond the reach of either. When offering them books, I 
am often pained to hear parents say, *' I have no use for books, for I cannot read." 
Of the more fetvored classes of people, most are able to read ; but even among these 
there are some exceptions. Not long since I stayed with one of the best farmers of 
the district. I failed to make any sales ; and on leaving, presented his daughter 
with a small publication, and was puifed to hear her say, *'I can't read ; feither 
do n't school his children." Intemperance and covetousness are two prevailing 
evils in our mountain districts, and these are combined with idleness. A large pro- 
portion of the inhabitants are neglecters of religion, and not a few reject it entirely 
for fatal errors. Tet the publications of the Society have found out some of these, 
and led them pubUcly to renounce their false doctrines. The field of our labors is 
yielding us sheaves in return, in ways and at times least expected. Last winter 
I sent ^* Fuller on Backsliding" to an old friend whom I had met in church-fel- 
lowship, but who had become an habitual drunkard, and abandoned himself to all 
kinds of wickedness. Shortly after, I heard the pleasing intelligence that he liad 
become a reformed man, and readily concluded that, through God's mercy, the 
diange had been wrought by this book. But not so : it was a book I had sold in a 
neighboring state, and which had accidentally fidlen into his hands for a few days. 
It would have done you good to see him searching my trunk to find one like it, 
for he must have a copy of his own. Such scenes encourage us to sow beside all 
waters, and scatter the good seed by the wayside, and even among thorns. 

Mb. T. Chaztin reports. In the commencement of the year I entered my new 
field of labor, visiting from house to house across this county. I have been kindly 
received; but comparatively speaking, few fiunilies purchase books. There are 
schools dotted over the county, but many children do not attend them. In all this 
region only three new Sabbath-schools could be organized. I have the encourage- 
ment that several will be started in the spring ; but unless sectarianism gives way, 
I fear little good can be effected. There is a poor mountainous pine-woods coun- 
try extending nearly across the counties from east to west, with feunilies scattered 
over it. It is about eighteen miles long, and six to ten wide. The people are quite 
poor, living in little smoky cabins. They have no churches, no Sabbath-sdiools, 
and but one day-school. The poor females in general are glad to hear me tell the 
story of the cross, and request me to come again, as it is their only opportunity of 
hearing any thing on this subject. I ende»70red to start a Sabbath-school, but 
there was no one to teach it. In one neighborhood at this time was preached the 
first sermon that some grown persons had ever heard. And the first prayer ever 
heard by many in that section, some of whom were grown up, was offered by your 
colporteur. Few can read, especially among the women and children. 

One day I visited 18 families, all destitute of all religious reading except the 
Bible, but possessed of hard hearts. Some seriousness was manifested. One, 
with tears flowing, said she wanted to be a Christian. Another said she had been 
trying to be a Christian, but feared she was not. She had a wicked husband, and 
would be glad if I could leave a book that would benefit him. At one house, 
where I was told I would ** catch it," a lady shed tears of contrition, wished me to 
pray for her, and wanted books. At another house, a mother and daughter ap- 
peared convicted of sin. An old lady to whom I had given '* Twelve Sermons to 
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the Aged," flaid it wag the best book she ever read, and she wotdd not take ten 
dollars for it. A gentleman and his wife, with a young friend, have recently 
united with Gkxl's people, and all three ascribe their conversion, under God, to the 
books I sold them. Many other like cases occur, but these must suffice. 

Mb. W. B. Bobinson reports that one-fourth of the families he visits cannot 
read ; and those who can read say they have no occasion for religious books, they 
are good enough without them. They will sometimes inquire for novels. In vis- 
iting twenty-four families, I sold 60 cents' worth of books, and gave the same 
amount to the poor. So small a circulation is truly discouraging to the colpor- 
teur, though the few books and tracts sold or g^ven away may lead to a demand 
for more, and may do a great deal of good. 

Mr. J. B. Vauohan describes an interview with a Catholic, whom he found well 
informed respecting his sinful and dangerous condition, and fully aware that no 
priest could give him the pardon of his sins. *'No man," said he, ''can take 
away my sins, but Christ ; the priest hasn't the power to pray my sins away. If 
I don't pray for myself, I shall surely go to hell when I die." An aged Catholic 
woman, too poor to purchase, received a few tracts with unexpected thankfulness, 
and with kind offers of refreshment 

COLPORTEUE CONVENTION 

IN AUGUSTA, GEORGIA, JANUARY 28 TO 31, 1857. 

It was our privilege to attend this convention, and we shall not 
soon forget the delightful interviews we enjoyed with brethren laboring 
with us in this department of Christian effort. Here we met with men 
who had long been working in the vineyard of our common Lord and 
Master ; and it was not difficult to see how this agency should prove 
so efficient in winning souls to Christ, as humble, pious, zealous men 
prayerfully pursue the work of placing in every house a Baxter or a 
Bunyan to unfold and enforce the doctrines of the cross. A minister 
of the gospel, who had been present with us two days, said in a note 
written after his return home, " I find myself often one of your con- 
vention in imagination, feasting upon the simple, instructive, heart- 
stirring narratives and remarks of colporteurs and others." 

The introductory discourse was preached on Wednesday evening, 
Jan. 28, 1857, in the lecture-room of the Presbyterian church, Augus^ 
ta, by the Rev. John Jones of Washington, Wilkes county, Ga., a 
copy of which was requested by the Convention for publication. 

Besides the Secretary from New York, the Superintendents from 
Richmond and Charleston, and colporteurs from South Carolina and 
Georgia, General Agents from those states and Virginia, the clergy- 
men of the vicinity, and Rev. Mr. Winslow from Madras, were present 
and took part in the exercises. 

Three successive days were chiefly occupied in personal narra- 
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tives by colporteurs and the secretary and general agents present. 
These brethren gave accounts of their early religious training, the 
means of their awakening and conversion, the particular providences 
which led them into the colporteur work ; a description of their fields 
of labor, the difficulties connected with it, and their success ; facts in 
regard to the work, and how far their fields of labor are supplied 
with evangelical preaching. The exercises were varied with singing 
and prayer, and the secretary aud general agents imparted much 
valuable information in regard to the principles, operations, and his- 
tory of the Society. Much interest was awakened in the minds of 
the colporteur brethren in relation to their work, and many of them 
who had not had the means of an intimate knowledge of the Society, 
were impressed with the value of the work and its adaptation to 
meet the wants of the vast country yet remaining to be occupied. 
They have gone back to their fields to redouble their efforts to place 
in every home some heavenly guide to point dying immortal men to 
a happy land beyond the grave. 

Much information was given by the colporteurs laboring in South 
Carolina and Georgia in reference to the destitutions prevailing upon 
their respective fields, of which a summary has been written out, as 
nearly as possible in their own language. 

The recital of these facts made a deep impression upon the minds 
of all present in the Convention. The necessity of increasing our 
force of colporteurs in (Georgia and South Carolina was felt by the 
citizens of Augusta, who proved their high appreciation of the value 
of the work in their prompt and liberal contributions, amounting to 
about $1,800 ; and on a subsequent Sabbath, $1,600 were contributed 
in Savannah. Since the adjournment of the Convention, several men 
have been commissioned for Georgia. It is the desire of the Com- 
mittee to increase the number of colporteurs to some fifty or sixty as 
soon as the men and means can be obtained. 

Rev. Mr. Eastman writes from Augusta, Feb. 2, " We have closed 
our Convention. Yesterday we presented the claims of the Society 
to the Presbyterian, Baptist, and Methodist churches of this city, 
which met a cheerful and liberal response. The friends of the Spciety 
have been deeply interested in these meetings. The facts brought 
out in the Convention have moved all our hearts. The plain simple 
story of the every-day life of these self-denying men going from door 
to door over these great states, bearing God's precious truth to every 
home, amidst ignorance, poverty, and destitution, gives the work a 
living reality. The power of colportage seems now to come up afresh, 
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and I trnst an impulse has been given which will be felt for years, 
and reach every part of these states. 

*' Looking at our work from this standpoint, with the facts in full 
view, I have a more vivid impression of its importance to this part 
of the country, than I ever before had. The absolute necessity of 
the work, and the practical demonstration of its adaptation to meet 
the moral wants of the people, seems to make it clear that the hand 
of God is in it. I wish you and the Committee could have been 
present, and seen the faces and heard the voices of these brethren. 
It would have cheered your hearts, and encouraged your efforts and 
prayers for a blessing upon their future labors.''

The Rev. Randolph A. Smith, General Agent, reports, I have 
devoted a part only of the present year to our south-western field, 
having been engaged during the summer and autumn in Tennessee. 
The mountainous regions of that state especially need exploration, 
colportage, and missionary labor. My tour through East Tennessee 
was interesting and delightful. The climate is healthful, and the 
natural scenery picturesque and beautiful. The citizens are frank, 
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social, hospitable, and generous ; and I left their ministers and 
churches, their Christian homes, their charming valleys, majestic 
mountains, their lovely streams and woodlands, with lingering and 
sincere regret. The Christian community received the presentation 
of our cause with evident sympathy in its favor. The collections 
made there were reported directly to New York, and are not included 
in the accounts of this agency. 

Owing to sickness in New Orleans last April, and recent severe 
injuries by a fall from my horse, in Mississippi, which has confined 
me closely for many weeks, I have been able to occupy less than four 
months in active duties in the South-west agency — visiting portions 
of Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama, and Florida. We received in 
that time $1,688 in donations, exclusive of subscriptions. The total 
amount contributed on this field during the year, so far as reported, 
is $4,180 45, which is a large increase, and a hopeful promise for the 
future. But frequent floods, unpleasant weather, and other difficulties 
in travelling through the country, have impeded my labors and ma- 
terially lessened anticipated results. Such obstacles are incident to 
these states ; and when you consider that we have few large cities 
and towns, and these separated by hundreds of miles, and that cap- 
ital and wealth are nearly all invested in the sparsely settled agri- 
cultural districts, you can better appreciate the arduous duties and 
discouragements attending benevolent and financial operations here. 

The Kev. M. Waldo, general agent and superintendent, retired 
from the city early in May, and subsequently resigned. Under his 
energetic administration, the business of this agency was greatly 
enlarged, and the present efficient system carefully arranged and 
developed. At Mr. Waldo's suggestion, Mr. L. A. Duncan was ap- 
pointed superintendent of colportage, and has discharged the respon- 
sible duties with ability and success. Rev. R. 0. Watkins, general 
agent of Texas, has had a difficult and unproductive field, though a 
large and important section of country, and has resigned the office. 
Rev. S. Wells, general agent of Tennessee, has rendered efficient aid 
by a visit to Arkansas and the Indian nation, in securing funds and 
colporteurs, and is now reexploring the same territory. 

During the past year I have travelled 15,245 miles in exploring 
destitute fields, visiting colporteurs and securing others, and striving 
to elicit a deeper interest, among the churches and in the community, 
in this important work of home evangelization. 

My visits to four synods, and several other ecclesiastical bodies, 
in different states, were kindly received, and the cause strongly com- 
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mended ta the confidence and liberality of the Christian public. I 
have scattered by the wayside precious leaves from the "tree of life,** 
that may perchance prove a blessing to the people. About 132,000 
pages of valuable religious literature, in books, tracts, and other doc- 
uments, were thus distributed, and several subscribers secured to the 
Messenger and Child's Paper. The people highly appreciate these 
invaluable papers. Their circulation is eminently useful. I have 
secured fifteen or aixteen new colporteurs, thirteen life members by 
the payment of $20 each, and ten life directors, each $50, who will 
doubtless prove life friends and life blessings to the Society. 

So far as I have been able to examine the destitutions of our ex- 
tended territory, the peculiar and happy adaption of the system of 
colportage to the wants and condition of the people is everywhere 
manifest. And, for the present, I know of no other human instru- 
mentality by which a la^e portion of our scattered population, of 
different languages, customs, and sentiments, can be reached with 
the proffers of the gospel. Thousands of families live secluded in 
piney or prairie solitudes, isolated from institutions of learning, at a 
distance often, twenty, sometimes fifty miles from religious influences 
and privileges. In one instance an aged couple, with whom a col- 
porteur had conversed and prayed, thanked him with grateful tears, 
saying, " It is the first prayer we have heard in twenty-six years." 
The next day they walked twdvt ndUs, to the nearest house, as they 
said, " to hear him talk and pray a little more before he went away." 
Truly, even now, as in the ministry of primitive Christianity, the 
"common people" hear the gospel gladly. 

In one of the finest counties of a sister state, which I visited a few 
months since, the colporteur found 180 families in TOO entirely desti- 
tute of the Bible. In many sections of our country, the present and 
rising generation must live and die unblessed by the gracious influences 
of the gospel^ unless it is carried to thdrfar distarU and humble homes. 
And we believe there is no agency better adapted to this mission of 
love and mercy than faithful colporteurs, men of piety and zeal, 
godly, Christlike laymen, who go with love to God and the souls of 
men in their hearts, and the messages of salvation in their hands ; 
thus bringing the wedded power of a sanctified press and personal 
Christian experience home affectionately and warmly to the heart 
and conscience, and then supplying, in some precious book, a Bax- 
ter, Bunyan, James, Doddridge, Alleine, Hall, Edwards, Summerfield, 
Harlan Page, Payson, or Alexander, to preach the simple truth as it 
is in Jesus ; reimpressing the voice of prayer and Christian exhorta- 
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tion, which fell from the lips of the colporteur for the first time per- 
haps, in their secluded cabins/directing them to the word of life and 
the Lamb of Ood. Next in moral power to the influence of the living 
ministry, the Bible, and the ordinances of the sanctuary, is a CAris- 
tian Uteratwre^ baptized in the Spirit of Christ j drcidatisd avwng the people. 
And careful observation has convinced me, that religious publi- 
cations are preeminently useful when they inculcate the simple 
truths and doctrines of the gospel, appealing to the reason and con- 
science, like the Bible, divested of sectarian or partisan bias and 
opinions. The masses are sensitive and suspicious. Ignorance and 
prejudice are confederate opponents of Christianity, and the prolific 
parentage of persistent impenitence and vice. But the unity of effort 
among Christians of different names^ has a happy influence upon the 
irreligious and antichristian world. They are disarmed and concUi- 
ated when good men unite in doing good for Christ alone. They are 
then constrained to admit that it is Christian love, rather than mo- 
tives of partisan or self-interest, that impels them. 

Instances are not infrequent where irreligious men purchase 
books, accept a tract, or permit colporteurs to converse and pray 
with their families, because the American Tract Society is not secta- 
rian, when they would repel a denominational missionary or agent. 
Said one, " I am willing persons should come to do %s good, but not 
to proselyte, or teach human creeds and notions." 

Our great work is to win souls to Christ, for if men can be per- 
suaded to believe the gospel and embrace the Saviour,' they will then 
gladly associate with his followers in some organized church, however 
strong their previous prejudices against it. 

Our colporteurs frequently render eflcient assistance to churches 
and Sunday-schools, and they often organize the nucleus of new ones 
in destitute frontier settlements. Everywhere our work is auxiliary 
to the ministry and the disciples of Jesus, in carrying forward the 
gospel mission of human redemption. 

In a word of review, God has signally blessed the operations of 
the Society in the wide diffusion of truth, the progress of intelligence 
and virtue ; in the arrest of vice and infidelity, and the salvation of 
many souls unreached by other instrumentalities. 

Providence is thus urgently appealing to every philanthropist for 
aid in extending this system of colportage, so admirably adapted to 
the scattered population of the south-western states and territories ; 
and this appeal is more forcibly pressed upon the attention of the be- 
nevolent on our home fields from the fact that the expenditures of this 
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branch now exceed the donations made here nearly ten thousand dollars per 
annum. And while we rejoice in the rapidly extending usefulness of 
the Society in the increase of its operations, we are mortified that the 
expenses exceed the income by an equally augmenting ratio. Th6 
parent Society has expended a large amount from the liberal contri- 
butions of northern Christians, to carry on this work of love and 
grace among the destitute population of the south-west. This fa^t 
alone should stimulate every friend of the south to a cheerful emula- 
tion in sustaining our home operations. We need at least twenty 
thousand dollars during the present year. We are happily assured 
that public interest is gradually assuming a promising aspect. One 
noble-minded Christian has pledged $400, another $250, and sereral 
others $150 each, for colportage the ensuing year. And could we 
reach the people by proper agencies at a propitious season, we be- 
lieve the entire amount required could be raised within our bounds. 
Bat the peculiar character of financial business in the south reduces 
the time for collections for benevolent purposes to a few months in 
the year. 

Mr. L. A. Duncan, superintendent of colportage, says, This field 
extends over a territory about ten times as large as the state of New 
York, but contains only about two-thirds as large a population. 
Much time has been spent these two years, since the agency was 
established, in exploring the field and systematizing the work. Dur- 
ing the year, sixty-eight colporteurs and students have labored twenty- 
one years, six months, and seven days. The sales by colporteurs and 
at the depository have been $12,271 T2, and the grants, $1,885 IT ; 
whole amount circulated, $14,163 49. The colporteurs visited 50,598 
families, with 8,T91 of whom they united in prayer. They held 1,011 
religious meetings, and found 8,624 families who neglected evangeli- 
cal preaching ; 8,131 were Roman-catholics, 926 were destitute of 
the Bible, 1,994 of all religious books except the Bible. 

It will be seen from the above, that nearly one-fifth of the families 
visited are Roman-catholics, and more than one-fifth neglect evangel- 
ical preaching. We hope for more cheering results the coming year. 
The prospect of increasing usefulness is encouraging. Our facilities 
of communication with diflferent parts of the field are improving. 

The South-Western Branch of the American Tract Society, with 
which the New Orleans agency is identified, have issued a Report of 
their operations for the past year in a separate document, for circu- 
lation on their field. *

Kev. Charles Peabody, General Agent and Superintendent, reports : 
You will see, bj the accompanying statistics, that we have, bj 
God's blessing, made some progress during the year. Our donations 
are larger than in any previous year, amounting to upwards of 
$7,000. This encouraging increase is chiefly to be attributed to the 
indefatigable labors of my associate, Kev. Glen Wood, from whose 
report herewith, you will see the results of his work for the year. 
Rev. Edmund Wright has also spent eight and a half months visiting 
the churches in some parts of Missouri, and has prosecuted his labors 
with great fidelity and success. This part of the field has never 
before been visited, and the results of his agency thus far encourage 
us to hope that the colporteur work is becoming better understood 
and appreciated in this section of the field. 

The whole number of colporteurs who have been in service dur- 
ing the year is 58 : namely, Missouri, IT ; Illinois, 23 ; Iowa, 18. 
Five of these were students, devoting only their summer vacation to 
the work, and 23 have labored among the German population. The 
whole amount of time devoted to the colporteur service has been 
26^ years. The whole number of families visited, has been 54,612 ; 
number of families in which prayer or religious conversation has 
been held, 23,930 ; number of volumes sold by colporteurs, 54,960, 
amounting to $13,T39 81 ; number of volumes given to destitute 
families, 11,^10, amount, $1,995 05 ; amount of publications sold from 
depository at St. Louis, $2,462 24. 
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It is a circomstatice caUing for derout gpratitude to Ood, that 
while one or more of the colporteurs have died annually for several 
years past, not one of our number during the last year has fallen. 
Sickness and*odier trials have hindered the labors of many, and the 
late severe winter has driven many from the field, to seek shelter for 
a time at their own firesides, yet the work has moved steadily on- 
ward. We are encouraged by many unexpected and most cheering 
indications of the divine blessing upon the work. 

KIND TREATMENT. 

One of the most pleasant circumstances which has been brought 
to view by the correspondence of the past year, is the evidence of 
faithfulness and earnest piety on the part of colporteurs, exhibited 
by the almost imiversal kindness with which they have been received. 
The amount which they have been obliged to pay in their labors 
among the people, for horse-keeping, meals and lodgings, tolls and 
ferriage, etc., will not average more than $12 to each colporteur for 
the whole year. But this feature will be best exhibited by a few 
extracts from their letters. 

Ilunois. — ^I was taken sick at a religious meeting which I attended, and was 
carried to the house of a friend near by, where I lay in extreme sulSermg three 
dajrs. I was then removed to the house of another kind friend, where the people 
were equally attentive. I was not left a moment by day or by night for eight 
days. They sent 86 miles for my fsunily, and then, when I recovered, took them 
home again. The physician came threo miles once, and often twice every day to 
see me, and did not charge a dime for his services. He was an unbeliever, and I 
asked him why he did not charge me any thing. He replied, **I see you are in. 
earnest about your work, and I cannot chiurge a man who suffers as you have done 
in trying to do good to others." My Mends in that neighborhood showed so much:, 
anxiety for my recovery, which was considered very doubtful, that I could not but- 
think they were anxious that my work should not cease. o. h. b. 

MissotJBi. — ^I am happy to inform you that my good fHends in this place have . 
very kindly volunteered to furnish me with a horse and wagon, which I needed^ 
very much to prosecute my labors in the country. Some subscribed very liberally, 
and nearly ejl gave something. I feel it is because they all love the work in which 
I am engaged. . t. s. 

Iowa. — ^I have been charged very little for staying all night with my horse 
in all my labors, and yet every thing is very high in this new country. People 
seem glad to see me, and the children come flocking after me wherever I go

INCIDENTS OF GOLPOBT^UR LABOR 

The labors of colporteurs haVe been so varied, and so full of inci- 
dents illustratire of the condition of the people they have visited, that, 
it is impossible to arrange every item under a separate head. They 
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haye labored sometimes in protracted meetings, then from house to 
house ; at one time organizing a Sabbath-school, at another time get- 
tmg a few families together fbr a prajer-meeting ; now in the town, 
then away among the scattered settlements in the country ; at one time 
bowing with a Christian family around the domestic altar, at another 
tune amid scoffs and jeers, in the haunts of intemperance and infidel- 
ity, testifying of Christ ; sometimes in cold and hunger far away 
among strangers, and then rejoicing with some one reclaimed from 
the paths of sin by the winning words he speaks and carries in his 
basket from door to door. A few extracts, condensed as much as 
possible, is all my space will afford. 

Illinois. — I find many families who caimot read, and I spend much time in 
reading to them and trying to explain the truths of revelaiKA. In one family I 
found the parents and elev^i children, nearly all unable to read. I asked one of 
them *^who was the first man." None oould tell. Finally the father answered, 
*' Tf%, Mom.'* None of the family had any idea of man's sinfulness, or the need 
of salvation by Christ. a. d. 

Iowa.— The Baptist church in B have been holding an interesting pro- 
tracted meeting every night, which I have been cordially invited to attend ; and al- 
though of another denomination, they have welcomed me as a brother and fellow- 
laborer in the Lord, both in the meetings and among the feimilies. w. a. b. 

Missouri. — ^The Lord has poured out his Spirit and revived his work in many 
parts of my field. I have attended many of the meetings. Ministers and others 
are urging me to visit them at such seasons, but I find it impossible to go every- 
where at the same time. n. m. j. 

Iowa.— This qoartesr I have been in a haid part of my field. I have found 
many infidels, and but few Christians. Some of those who profess religion do a 
great deal of injury to the cause. The infidel and the Univexsalist are here doing 
all they can to extend their own views. One told me that if I would read ** Yol- 
ney's Buias," I would give up my Christianity. I told him I knew in whom X had 
beHeved, and persuaded him to read *' Nelson's Cause and Cure of Infid^ty."

Missonm. — ^In this dty of 6,000 inhabitants are to be found Americans from 
different states, English, Welsh, Irish, Germans, French, Creoles, and Jews, bond 
and free ; some of sound faith, and some of no faith at all. Among such a mix- 
ture, I find the work of a colporteur is a necessary and blessed work. t. b. 

Illuvois. — I called lately on an aged couple, who at first treated me rudely. 
They had lived in the place nine years. The man had been convicted of sin in his 
younger days, but said the feeling had long since left him. After conversing and 
praying with them, and selling them some books, they uiged me as I lefk to call 
agfldn. A. D. 

Missouri. — ^I found one man, al>undantly able to buy, who had not a Bible nor 
a religious book in his house; I could not induce him to buy a book, nor to re- 
ceive one as a gift. He was unwilling that I should leave mie in his house. I left 
a *' Christian Almanac " and some tracts on his yard fence, which he loudly threat- 
ened that he would tear up. I have not been tibat way, nor heard feom hhn since.

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Iowa.— A laige proportton ci the fomilks I visit know yery little about the So- 
ciety, or the work in which I am engaged, and in some places people are ready to 
close their hearts and thdr doors against me ; so that as I go on my way, I can 
only lift the silent prayer to God to have mercy on their blindness. Other families 
I find who have heard of the Society in the older states, and love to give me a cor- 
dial welcome. i. w. k. 

• Ijuxsom. — Some parts of my field are as dark as any section of country I ever 
saw, and yet the success of my labors, as far as I can judge, is as great as in more 
€Givored places which I have visited. In ihe town of H— , in a population of 150 
fEunilies, there are five grog-shops. In every bouse, shop, or grocery, I offered my 
books, and testified of Christ. ' j. m. 

Iowa. — ^I have found many who left their religion at the east, or as they said, 
had laid it up on a shelf, and had not been to church for several years. They were 
not willing that I should pray in their families, and yet I have sometimes seen such 
persons deeply anxious about their souls. e. g. o. g. 

ATTACHMENT TO THE WORK. 

Some of the colporteurs laboring in this field have been in semce 
many years, and the longer they continue, the more deeply their 
hearts become interested in their labors. A most pleasing feature 
often exhibited in their correspondence is, the strong and earnest 
attachment which their continued toils hare inspired in them, tow^ 
ards the Society and its great enterprise. There can be no better 
proof that a man's heart is engaged in his work, than to see him 
intently employed in a sphere of service involving almost constant 
absence from home, exposure to fatigue, hardship, indifference, and 
often reproach, for wages no more than half what his services would 
command in some secular pursuit. It shows that we have some men 
here, amid this intensely excited world of enterprise and speculation, 
who love the kingdom of Christ more than they love money. I 
select a few passages in illustration of this feature. 

LuuNOis.— If I did not hear continually of blessings on my past labors, I should 
shrink ftom being a wanderer one day longer. But my dedication to the service 
of Grod is just so long as he gives me life and continues to Uess my labors. I find 
no difficulty in drawing into a kindly conversation almost every individual in the 
fiunilies I visit. I then offer such books as suit their condition. From these efforts 
I am often permitted to see good fruits. I will then press on with the work so long 
as God continues to show me such proofis of his favor and blessing. j. m. 

Iowa. — ^During the past quarter I passed my line of threescore years, and Hhe 
fourth anniversary of my colporteur labors. The more I do in this heavenly work, 
the more ardent I am, and the more aversion I have to the thought of abandoning 
it while life and health continue. i. w. k. 

MiBSOUKi.— I would rather give something to the Sodety, than to reoeive any 
thing more than sufficient for my necessary wants. K I were not so poor, I believe 
I should work for nothing, and give some money too to this glorious enterprise. 
My heart is in it, and I see more and mart almost doily of its blessed fruitB. t. s. 
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GOOD RESULTS. 

But the most interesting feature which has been developed through 
my intercourse and correspondence with the colporteurs, during the 
past year, is the encouraging results of the work which have come to 
light. These results are very numerous, and coming out as they do 
in so many ways, show in a beautiful aspect the bearings of the col- 
porteur enterprise upon almost every form of society in this great 
valley. » 

Ilunoib. — ^In passing over my large field, a great change seems to have taken 
place for the better in many quarters where I had been before. The character and 
manners of the people are improved, and they manifest increasing interest in the 
Tract cause. In the early part of this quarter, I visited by request a neighborhood 
which I had thoroughly canvassed in the first year of my colporteur labor, three 
years ago. Then there was no church, and no Sabbath-school, and I never saw a 
people more ignorant and destitute. Now I find a good-sized log church full of 
people of all ages, and about 100 Sabbath-school scholars, some of them over 60 
years of age. After the Sabbath-school was over, the pastor preached to one of the 
most attentive congregations I ever saw. Such a sight had never been seen three 
years ago. c. h. b. 

Missouri. — ^I find prejudice invariably gives way after I have visited a neighbor- 
hood onoe. A man who would not on account oi prejudice buy any books of me 
last year, but to whom I gave a Christian Almanac, this year bought nearly seven 
dollars' worth of books, and said if he had the money he would buy many more.

Missouri. — ^About two years ago, I called on a man who seemed greatly preju- 
diced against my books and the cause. I conversed with him fiuthfnlly without 
any apparent effect, except persuading him to buy a 16-cent book for his little 
daughter, who pleaded very earnestly for the book. Since that time he has been 
very friendly to me, and has at different times purchased over $30 worth of boo^Ls 
of me. J. B. 

Iowa. — ^To-day a &mily gave me their Catholic prayer-book for one of my books. 
Another poor family gave me a gold dollar that had been long prized for some 
associations ccnmected with it, for some books, such as "Mother at Home,'' etc. 
When I come across such gold dollars, I am sure to get them for good books.

Though the progress of our colporteur enterprise is slow, far 
behind our desires and hopes, we are yet far from being discour- 
aged. We believe seeds are being sown among the rapidly growing 
population of this great valley, which will, in germinating and ex- 
panding, bear an important part in shaping its future destinies. The 
history of evangelization in the past, exhibits the same slow and silent 
progress. It is the process by which God sees fit to accomplish his 
ends, both in the kingdom of nature and of grace. As we cannot 
expect an insignificant seed to develope itself, in a brief number of 
years, into a robust and stately tree, no more can we expect that 
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any great religious enterpriae, like that of colportage, will work some 
sudden revolution in the boiling, surging, unsettled civilization of 
the great West. 

With patience and faith therefore, looking upwards to God for 
strength, and to you for sympathy and counsel, we buckle on the 
harness for the work of another year. 

REPORT OF REV.' GLEN WOOD, GENERAL AGENT. 

Deab Brethren — In the year ending March 1st I have travelled 
3,629 miles, and preached 11*7 sermons and lectures. The results in 
the gathering of colporteurs and contributions have been more en- 
couraging than ever. Several new men have been brought into the 
wor6 to occupy new and important fields. Some of them have never 
performed more hopeful labors, though they have sold less books than 
usual; and the contributions that have passedthrough my hands, 
have amounted to $5,25^88. Encouraging as these results are, still 
the truth is too apparent, that we have hardly made a beginning 
upon the work there is before us in this great field. 

Though my field has been altered, by cutting off Minnesota and 
Missouri and adding Nebraska, the amount of labor required is quite 
as great as was necessary in the original bounds six years ago. Ne- 
braska has a population greater than Minnesota territory had then, 
and the increase in Illinois and Iowa far exceeds the entire popula- 
tion of Missouri at that time. Illinois has 50,914 square miles, and 
probably 1,250,000 population ; Iowa has 55,409 square miles, and 
probably T50,000 population ; Nebraska, probably not less than 
10,000 : total, 106,323 square miles to be traversed, and more than 
two millions of people to be visited. In this I include the whole of Illi- 
nois, though the north-east part belongs to the Chicago field, and I 
have not included the proportion of Nebraska that is already occupied. 
Here then are over 100,000 square miles to be traversed, and nearly 
2,000,000 of people to be visited, within the bounds of my labors. 

Large portions of this territory are frontier or new settlements, 
with but a few thousands, or even a few scores, in a county. Many 
thousands, nay, even ten thousands, are habitually absent from the 
house of God ; some because there is no public service within their 
reach, but many more because they have something else to attend to, 
or are entirely destitute of a disposition to serve God. 

The lust of wealth and the pride of life, or the necessities and pri- 
vations incident to a beginning in the world, and especially in a new 
country, so occupy their minds, and fill their hands and hearts, that 
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they have no time or disposition to attend to the things of the future 
world. 

Of course the only way they are to be reached, is by the kindness 
of some Mend of Christ and man, who shall take the time and trouble 
to go to them and preach the gospel at their firesides, shops, bams, 
fields, or wherever they may be found. 

I say the only way. Of course if they cannot, or will not, or for 
any reason do not seek the means of grace for themselves, somebody 
must seek tkem and carry salvation to them. Is there any other way ? 

But says the selfish professor of religion, who has no heart for 
the go-about-doing-good plan of the glorious Jesus, If they will not 
avail themselves of the means of grcuse, so abundant in these days — 
if, when Testaments and 3ibles and other religious books are so 
cheap, they will not supply themselves, " let them go." 

Let them go, indeed I Go where ? They are condemned already, 
and the wrath of God abideth on them. T]iey are on the way to the 
prison of the universe. But Jesus came to save them. Has he found 
you in that very path, and turned you away, and given you a hope 
of eternal life, because you were particularly worth being sought out? 
Wherein, then, consists your worthiness ? Is it found in inactivity 
and slothfulness in the Master's vineyard ? Or has he sought you 
merely for the sake of saving yoUf so that you have nothing to do but 
passively suffer yourself to be taken to heaven. Or has he given you 
light , that you may let that light shine^ that others seeing your good works ^ 
mojf glorify your Father who is in heaven? 

Has He not in his own person taught us how that light is to be 
made to shine ? Surely, " Go into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature," is Christ's plan for blessing the world with 
the tidings of salvation. And that plan is evidently based on the 
known disposition of the guilty to avoid the light, and shun those 
who would bring it to them. G^, then, is the command of love and 
mercy. Gro, is the lesson of " God manifest in the flesh." Go, is the 
dying command of Him in whom we have hope. Go ** into the high- 
ways and hedges." Go "into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature." Go-^go everywhere, and do good to all men as 
you have opportunity. This is the heavenly way of doing good. 
And this is the plan of Colportage as developed by the grace of God 
through the agency of the American Tract Society. 

Thus the book of Instructions to Colporteurs and Agents, page 
It, says, "And let it be well considered what is the responsibility 
resting on this Society, with all the facilities God has given it, and the 
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confidence and cooperation of the great body of evangelical Christians^ 
to endeavor to reach aU the miliums of the present generatum in owr own 
land who ivre destiinte of the stated means of gractr 

And again, page 35, " The Committee wish systematic efforts made 
for supplying all the accessible population, that they may know that 
as far as the work has proceeded, something has been attempted for the 
spiritual ben^ of aU?^ 

Thus one colporteur, in his last report, says, " No family, high or 
low, rich or poor, black or white. Christian or infidel, has been passed 
by, but 1,891 families, of almost every conceivable variety of consti^ 
tution, mind, and belief, have been visited.'^ 

Thus another: ''I have been in summer heat and winter cold, 
amid sickness and death, visiting the sick and- dying, amidst friends 
and foes, and in the groceries, bearing testimony to that wicked class 
that deny God. Thus I have been permitted to have personal con- 
versation with at least 5,000 individuals, and have enjoyed almost 
the continual presence of my precious Saviour." 

This then is the way to reach the multitudes. This is the way 
directed by the Saviour ; and this is the way the church has under- 
taken to do, through the agency of the American Tract Society. 

To carry out the plan, and perform the work to be done, will 
require not less than 200 colporteurs for Illinois, Iowa, and Nebraska, 
with their present population ; that is, one man for every 2,000 fam- 
ilies, or 10,000 inhabitants, which is about the average annual visita- 
tion. But reducing this one-fourth, we shall then require, say 100 
men for Illinois, and 50 for Iowa and Nebraska. At an average 
annual expense of $400 for each year's labor, this would require 
140,000 for Illinois, and $20,000 for Iowa and Nebraska. 

l%e men required for this work constitute a peculiar class. They 
must be, not the educated and refined ; not the rich, who have been 
brought up in affluence and style ; not the mere business men, good 
at trade ; not the "goodish" men, nor even those whose chief qual- 
ification is their goodness. These are not necessarily disqualifica* 
tions, but the men we need must be, 1st. Good ; that is, thoroughly 
humble and ardently devoted. 2d. Energetic and active, both in mind 
and body. Ed. Of at least ordinary business talent ; systematic and 
reliable in habits, both of a moral and a business character. 4th. 
Teachable, apt to learn, quick to perceive, studious of human nature. 
5th. Truly beneficent, sparing not self, fond of doing good, ready to 
distribute ; yet, 6th. Scrupulously faithful as stewards of God, pru- 
dently dispensing his bounty according to his pleasure. Of such 
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men, we have employment this moment for at least 150, of whom we 
have in the field perhaps 35 or 40; 

It is a source of great encouragement that Ood seems to be mov- 
ing the hearts of the people to take hold of this work in earnest. This 
commenced in Illinois last summer, with the proposition of a young 
brother of the Presbyterian church to pay $800 in quarterly advance 
payments of $t5 each, the first of which he paid at the time, for the 
salary of a colporteur. 

Commencing a new year in Iowa, this generous act has been a 
new starting-point with me. Considering anew the necessity, nature, 
and adaptation of colportage to the present condition of our western 
society, I have proposed to some of our churches, and to individual 
Christians who have shared largely in the prosperity of the times, to 
support, or at least pay the salary of a colporteur, at not less than $200. 

To this, greatly to my encouragement, and with devout thanks- 
giving to God, be it said, that many have generously responded, in 
sums varying from $25 to $400 each ; so that the payments and sub- 
scriptions since January 1, 185*7, have more than tripled the amount 
of any previous year in the same time and places. 

The proposition now definitely before my mind, and deeply sympa- 
thized in by a few friends whom I have visited this winter, is 50 men 
for Iowa and the means of their support, say $20,000. Twenty of 
these men, and $5,000, we shall attempt to secure this year. 

The same effort in proportion must also be extended to Illinois, 
100 men and $40,000. I expect the friends there will entertain it 
as heartily as that for Iowa is received here. 

The great idea of colportage, which is the characteristic idea of 
the gospel, namely, salvation from sin for the multitude^ is the prominent 
object with us in this new era of our work — the books, the colpor- 
teurs, the contributions, ourselves, the Trad Society, for the glory 
of our God and the salvation of men. Jesus Christ, and him crucified, 
the Saviour of the world, we preach by authority of the Father, and 
under the impulse of his promise, confirmed by his oath. Heb. 6 : 18. 

The means are in the hands of our friends, the servants of our God, 
and I cannot but hope will be forthcoming as the men are found. 

Shall we have the men ? Are there not to be found young men who 
have tasted of the heavenly gift and know the blessedness of eternal 
life, who so much prize the glory of God, the honor of Christ, and 
the salvation of men, for whom their Saviour died, as he did for 
them, that they are willing to devote themselves to labors of love for 
the sake of doing good ? Who that is able to make money, being 
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made a new creature in Christ Jesus, is not also able to win souls to 
truth and heaven ? 

Where are the men of middle age who, having been put in pos- 
session of a competency, say $10,000 to $100,000, or upwards, will 
hear the call of God now to devote themselves to the Saviour's plan 
of going about doing good 1 Who will volunteer to take a county and 
see it thoroughly visited firom year to year, and supplied with a 
healthy, practical religious literature ? 

Where are those aged saints who, having trained up a family, 
and still blessed with health and vigor, but having np responsibilities 
necessarily demanding their stay at home, will follow the example of 
some excellent brethren who are now in the field, gathering rich and 
glorious harvests into the kingdom of heaven ? 

This work must be done. Somebody must do it. We cannot give 
great salaries. There must therefore be sacrifices somewhere. We 
have no right to demand that all those sacrifices shall be made by 
poor brethren, whose only means of support are the salaries which 
they receive for their labor. 

The fact that you have succeeded in business, so far as that can 
go, is evidence that you can succeed here, and is certainly quite as 
good evidence of "a call" to the work, as repeated failures in busi- 
ness could be. Moreover, the gathering of souls into the kingdom of 
heaven will certainly be as valuable treasure "laid up," as any accu- 
mulations of dollars and property. Such treasures will remain to be 
enjoyed when the heavens and earth are passed away. Why then shall 
not yov, go — especially you who have enough of this world already ? 

There are wide wastes of virgin soil over which no colporteur has 
yet found his way, but where the people want books and Christian vis- 
its. They will receive a kind and Christian visit with grateful hearts. 
Here we may anticipate the evil, and sow the good seed of the word. 
God will reward the labor. Treasures in heaven will reward it. 
Peace like a river, and joy unspeakable and full of glory will reward 
it, even while it is being performed. 

Who will go? We have room and "a place" for TO in Illinois, 
35 in Iowa, 3 in Nebraska, and probably 30 in Missouri. Who will 
go ? Since my last annual report, one has engaged to go to Council 
Bluffs ; another has gone west of the Des Moines ; another, speaking 
three languages, has been at work over one hundred miles up the 
Des Moines river ; another has just engaged, and several new men 
have been added to the corps in Illinois during the year. 

But some have been obliged to resign, so that we have gained

Who will go — who ? 

ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

The population coming among us is chiefly from regions where 
the blessings of education and the gospel have been enjoyed. But a 
small proportion of the families, native or foreign, as I believe, have 
not at least one member able to read. 

One colporteur who visited nearly two thousand families last 
year says, " I do not remember to have found a single family, how- 
ever destitute, in which there was not at least one tolerable reader." 
The tendency is to neglect the school-house as well as the church. 
But still the benefits of the ability to read and write are appreciated 
and esteemed, and this greatly aids the colporteur in h\p efforts for 
the youth. Those efforts also secure him consideration in the mind, 
and a place in the hearts of the parents. 

Again, we are generally received with kindness. No matter 
how wicked the man, or how poor the family, or how great the igno- 
rance, the development of the kind heart and sympathizing spirit of 
the Christian, and the explanation of the great and beneficent enter- 
prise he is engaged in, secures almost universally the welcome which 
wells up from the slumbering nobility of man as God made him. 

Says an excellent brother already referred to, "I have been in 
summer heat and winter cold, amidst friends and foes, and should 
my dear Saviour ask, 'Lackest thou any thing?' I should be con- 
strained to answer, ' No, Lord.' " 

Another told me about visiting a family where the brutal husband 
was in the habit of beating his wife, and had done so but just before 
his arrival. After conversing with the family, he went out to the 
bam to see the husband and father, and found him sullen and mo- 
rose. He spoke kind words ; first about the bam, stock, etc. ; then 
called attention to his bo(>ks, and explained the nature of his work, 
and introduced the subject of personal religion — told the man he 
knew of his treatment to his wife, pointed out the wickedness of 
such a course, and invited him to the house, whither he reluctantly 
went. After further conversation and prayer the colporteur left, but 
not without a pro^iise from that man that he would cease to do evil, 
and learn to do well Subsequent visits afforded satisfaction of re- 
form, at least in the treatment of his family. Surely light springs up 
in the paths of them that sow righteousness. 

I must refer you chiefly lo Mr. Peabody's report for the facts and 
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incidents illustratiye of results on this field. But from m j personal 
visitation of the fields of labor, and interviews with the men on the 
ground, I think I maj say confidently, that the number gathered into 
the churches directly and indirectly on this field, through the labors of 
the colporteurs and the influence of the books they circulate, must be 
counted by scores at least, and probably by hundreds, annually. 

THE SUPPORT OF THE CAUSE ON THE GROUND. 

The contributions in Iowa, as published in the Annual Report for 
1850, were $38 ; in Illinois, the same year, $3*75 82 This year I 
have received $2,341 in Iowa, and over $2,900 in Illinois: total, 
$5,255 88. This is an advance of $l,0t8 over last year, and does 
not cover th^ i<4al receipts for the year, as some has been paid in 
through other sources, especially from the north-eastern part of Illi- 
nois, through Mr. Hickey, superintendent at Chicago. 

With this came also this year the generous sympathies and aid 
previously referred to, of brethren and churches giving largely to 
cover the salaries of colporteurs and the agent. Never before have 
I been able to look out from under the cloud of expenditures exceed- 
ing receipts, even at the low salaries and extremely economical ex- 
penses which ever characterize the operations of this enterprise. 

Hitherto I have been afraid to meet a noble man, just the man for 
the work, because he could not labor at a salary of $150, and I dared 
not offer a compensation sufficient to secure his services, and my soul 
would sink within me to allow him to pass when I thought of the many 
thousands to whom he would probably carry the tidings of salvation. 

But now my heart is light. I understand that the compensation 
may be increased where necessary; and Christians, with spirits 
touched I am sure by the grace of God, come to me and select their 
men from my list, or say to me, "Put a man into the field at my ex- 
pense.'' This begins to look like pentecostal times, when Christians 
asked ^rs^. Lord, "wkatwilt thou have me to do?" rather than, How 
much will it cost ? settling first the work to be done, and then trust- 
ing Him who dictates that work, for grace and wisdom to direct, 
while the energies are put forth to perform the work. 

May I appeal to Christian brethren and friends over my field in 
Iowa and Illinois, and ask, L not this the wa/yl Who will consecrate 
to this work so much at least of the abundance which the glorious 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus has giren him, as will put one 
man of the right kind into this waving field, to gather in a harvest 
of souls to the garner of the Lord ? 
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Commending the whole subject to the glorious Giver of all, who 
has led and blessed us hitherto, and to our brethren and friends, His 
children and servant^, appointed to be His representatives among 
men, I go forward to a new year of labor with confidence and hope, 
expecting until I shall see one hundred laborers in Illinois and fifty 
in Iowa, and the necessary means for their support paid in on the 
field from year to year. 

COLPORTEUR MEETING IN IOWA. 

A colporteur meeting of a peculiar character was held in Den- 
mark, Iowa, October 18. It was small, only three colporteurs and 
a general agent. Rev. Glen Wood, being present, together with two 
ministers, and a few other friends who were invited in ; yet the nar* 
ratives and discussions were marked by the prominent characteristics 
which have appeared in larger conventions. 

Many facts were related strikingly illustrating the necessity for 
some such agency as colportage, and its adaptation to reach and sup . 
ply the people of the distant West v^th the gospel. * Multitudes of 
families have been found whom no Christian but the colporteur had 
ever visited with the tidings of salvation. Upon such the visit of the 
simple, unostentatious, earnest colporteur who comes to them only 
for their spiritual good, willing to bear his own expenses and give 
away his books if need be, only desiring that they should hear, read, 
repent, believe, and be saved, has a wonderful effect. " It confounds 
infidels, disarms prejudice, converts enemies to friends, sows light in 
the paths of those who are walking in darkness, and leads men to 
Jesus, to the saving of their souls.'' 

Many pleasing incidents were related showing how the poor, the 
destitute and wicked, the despisers and opposers, the dark-minded 
and hard-hearted, were reached at their firesides with a gospel mes- 
sage warm from a heart of love. It was fully demonstrated, that all 
classes of men can be reached by this system ; and that the colpor- 
teurs were men of prayer, devoted to the great theme of colportage, 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified. As a consequence much success has 
attended their labors. 

On the Sabbath the pastor of one of the churches appointed a 
meeting,. which was addressed by the colporteurs, to whose state- 
ments a large audience listened with deep interest. The colporteurs 
returned to their fields greatly encouraged by the interview, and 
leaving a rich blessing in their influence on the people.

Mr. Sbbsly Wood, Superintendent, reports : 

One hundred and forty-eight colporteurs, including forty students 
during their vacations, hare been employed in the field occupied by 
this agency the past year : namely, in Ohio 4*7, Indiana 22, Ken- 
tucky 34, Tennessee 41, and North Alabama 4. 
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They have performed in the aggregate 46 years, 2 months, and IT 
days' labor ; visited 80,785 families, of whom 10,126 habitually neg- 
lected attendance upon evangelical preaching, 6,1*71 were not in 
possession of any religious books except the Bible, and 4,443 were 
destitute of that. Thirty-five thousand five hundred and ninety fam- 
ilies were conversed with oii personal religion or prayed with, and 
about one-thirteenth of all the families visited were Romanists. 
• The circulation of publications by colporteurs and from the depos- 
itory, during the year, is about 128,000 volumes, besides tracts. 
Including $1,223 14, received at the depository for the Messenger 
and Child's Paper, $25,913 have been received for publications sold^ 
and $4,854 94 worth have been granted to the destitute through col- 
porteurs and from the depository. We have also remitted $801 28 
in donations, in addition to donations collected and reported by gen- 
eral agents. The sale and circulation of publications exceeds that of 
the previous year on tiie same field more than $4,000. It is grattfy- 
ing to find that we have made some advance on the previous year, 
and we hope that with the return of general prosperity throughout 
the country the circulation of books will be increased. 

^* In the morning sow thy seed, and in the evening withhold not 
thy hand, for thou knowest not whether shdl prosper, either this or 
that." In the routine of official duties, in keeping what may be termed 
the machinery or wheels in motion, both at the Society's house in the 
issuing of its publications and at its different agencies, in keeping 
the ranks of colporteurs filled up, attending to the supplies of books, 
and other duties connected with the supervision of the work, we 
often lose sight of the spiritual power of colportage : that each publi- 
cation contains a message of God's truth for the soul, that we are in 
the path of scriptural duty in sowing the good seed of the woi:d 
morning and evening year after year, that the publications are borne 
by the hands of Christian men, that they are often selected for their 
special adaption to the individuals who receive them, and given with 
an earnest request that the reader will heed the solemn message con- 
tained therein ; also that the seed thus sown is watered with the 
prayers and tears of an earnest Christian soldier who labors not for 
the meat that perisheth. Could we properly group before our minds 
the visitation of from 80,000 to 100,000 families by nearly 150 col- 
porteurs, the personal conversation and prayer with Utem, the num- 
bers kindly persuaded to attend the sanetaary of Gk>d or drawn to 
the Sabbath-school, the convieticms produced by the reading of the 
publications distribute, the Qhristian hopes strengtfaeoied, the seal 
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animated, and new determinations formed to turn firom sin and live 
to God« we should be greatly encouraged to sow beside all waters ; 
and as multitudes are annually swept off fh>m the stage of action, 
and since the organization of the Society a whole generation have 
passecl from time to eternity, whose places are rapidly filled up by 
others in our eyer4ncreasing population, we should make diligent 
use of the present moment to guide them in the way of eternal tife. 

The statements of a few colporteurs laboring in different portions 
of the country will sufficiently illustrate the practical working and 
necessity of colportage on this field. 

One colporteur laboring in Tennessee writes, ^' Family visitation is 
an important feature of my work, in which I feel my weakness and 
delinquency more than any thing else, yet I am sometimes enabled 
to speak a word fOT Ohrist, especially when sickness or death has 
come into a family. Some of my most serious, pleasant, and I hope 
profitable labors have been in the chamber of sickness and death. 
When circumstances would permit, I have labored in social prayer- 
meetings, the temperance cause ; and in the distribution of publica- 
tions, have sought to promote a better observance of the Sabbath and 
family worship. I often find poor widows and orphans who seldom 
attend church, and are poorly supplied with religious reading. Some 
of them are induced to make small purchases, and when there is no 
means of purchaang, I of course make liberal grants. It was said of 
Christ, the common people heard him gladly, and this is true in a 
measure of the humble colporteur. In the humble walks of life, on 
the mountain's top, or in the valleys, far away from the bustle and 
Tain show of wealth and fashion, I expect to be most useful. Then 
l^e colporteur can preach from house to house personally and through 
his books, though there are many families in the most favored por^ 
tions of his field which also need his labors. 

" A widow woman remembered with gratitude my visit five years 
previous, at which time her husband purchased a Bible and Baxter's 
Gall. After this the husband became sick and died. During his pro- 
tracted iUness, the Gall was his constant companion, preaching Christ 
with such amotion that before he died he found peace in believing. 
The book was also read to several thoughtless young persons who 
visited him, and they also became subjects of renewing grace, and 
publicly prc^ssed Christ." 

A (^Iporteur laboring in one of the mountainous districts of Keo^ 
tacky writes, '^In visiting Tl families in succession, 34 of them were 
found destitute of the Bible^ and without any religious book ; and of 
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these 24 families, eight or ten were professors of retigion. In each 
house one or more perscma could read, but in manj cases did not 
know the difference between a Bible and other religious books, hence 
would ask, Which of these books did you say was the Bible ? Thirty- 
one of the other families, whom I found to have either a Bibld* or a 
Testament, had no other religious book. There is but little preach- 
ing in this county, and you may judge of the character of some of it 
by a remark of one of the preachers, who cannot read much, and 
never had an opportunity of learning much. He said, 'My principal 
difficulty is, not so much in finding a particular text, but how to ex- 
plain a text after I have found it. A commentary is the book I would 
like to have, rather than a text-book.' In one family visited I found 
the mother sick, that she had been ill about fifteen years, and at this 
time had been confined to her bed more than a year and a half. She 
was a professor of religion, and these long severe afflictions and sore 
trials were to her faith what fire is to gold. Offering to sell her 
Bibles and other good books, she said, ' Sir, I want a Bible very 
much, as I am often well enough to read, though not to sit up ; but 
I have no money, and my husband would never buy me a book. 
We are poor, yet he might have purchased me a Bible, rather than 
other things which we can do without better than a Bible. He can- 
not read, and knows not any thing about the pleasure of reading, 
and takes no interest in any of our children reading ; but in his a*b- 
sence from home I sent my eldest child to school three months, and 
she can read.' I gave her the Afflicted Man's Companion, Christian 
Progress, also a Bible on the account of a county Bible Society. Soon 
after her husband returned home, and seeing the books, said he 
would pay for them at a future time. I entered into conversation 
with him on personal religion and the education of his children, and 
he promised to send six of them to school." 

A colporteur laboring in Indiana writes, " During the past winter 
there have been four revivals of religion on the field which I occupy. 
They occurred in neighborhoods where there never has been much 
regular preaching, though they have been settled more than ten 
years. A year, ago last winter I circulated books and tracts among 
them by sale and gift, and in the spring persuaded them to start a 
Sabbath-school, which they kept in operation until winter. When the 
Sabbath-school closed, feeling that they had no religious privileges on 
the Sabbath, they occasionally invited evangelical ministers to preach 
in their school-houses, and the result has been the hopeful conversion 
of not less than fifty persons, the most of whom are heads of &milies." 
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Another colporteur in the same state writes^ " Many indiyidnals 
who have been in the habit of devoting the Sabbath to hunting, fish- 
ing, or doing errands, have, through the influence of colporteur labor, 
and the books and tracts furnished them, been induced to give up 
the practice and attend the sanctuary. Ministers inform me that 
many of those who have recently made a public profession of religion 
in their congregations, date their first serious convictions to the read- 
ing of the Call to the Unconverted, the Alarm, or some other one of 
the Society's publications which have been dist^buted on this field. 
These instances have become much more numerous the past year 
than any preceding year of my labors." 

A colporteur, laboring in the central part of Ohio writes, " I en- 
tered on the colporteur work with much fear and trembling, feeling 
deeply the responsibility and importance of it ; but I trust I can say 
the love of Christ constrained me, and the manifestations of divine 
grace which impelled me to go forward in it have been abundantly 
blessed, not only to my own soul, but I fully believe, to the souls of 
many whom I have visited. I have been received with the greatest 
kindness by all Christians, and also by the ungodly. During the seven 
months of my agency I have visited 3,121 families, conversed and 
prayed with 2,030, sold 2,160 books, and granted about 40,000 pages, 
tracts and books. 

"In one neighborhood visited, the number of Sabbath-school 
scholars was nearly doubled in connection with our colporteur efforts, 
and subsequently there was a revival of religion in the place, which 
resulted in the addition of forty members to one church, and seven- 
teen to another. A minister of the place writes me, 'From what I 
have learned, the books and tracts distributed here by you have done 
much good in promoting the work of God in this place.' A man 
called on me in much distress of mind on account of the depraved 
life he had lived, stating that he had been frequently on his knees, 
and desired that I would give him a book that would induce him to 
lead a new life. I gave him Baxter's Call, and directed his mind to 
that Saviour who is always willing to hear the cry of the penitent 
sinner, and have reason to believe that it has been blessed to his soul. 
A poor man to whom I gave some tracts and books for himself and 
family, expressed much gratitude, and on my visiting him again, 
assured me that he valued them highly. He had formerly been ad- 
dicted to intemperance, but now regularly attended preaching and 
the prayer-meetings. 

" A poor widow woman, having a family of six children, was found 
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residing in a small cabin so far away fh>m any school tliat th« edu- 
cation of her children had been greatly neglected. No place of wor^ 
ship was attended, and no one called to inquire after their spiritual 
interests. It was a great pleasure to see with what delight she lis- 
tened to me, and expressed her thanks for the books and tracts I left, 
regretting her inability to purchase. Scarce a book of any descrip- 
tion was found in this abode of poverty, and I could not but bless 
Ood that he had made me the Society's humble messenger in distrib- 
uting the bread of life to such famishing souls. 

** I have yisited many log^^abins in secluded spots where no books 
are circulated except by the colporteur, where no church-going bell 
has ever been heard, and the Sabbath is spent as the other days of 
the week.'' 

Mr. Db Lavbrone, who has performed an explering service of two 
or three years, principally in the mountainous regions of Tennessee 
and Kentucky, writes, "This service has given me an extensive ac- 
quaintance with the more remote and unevangelized portions of the 
country. In these destitute portions I have been impressed with 
the fact, that while there are numerous ministers at work, the minis- 
try is not seconded by an active church-membership, is tkot aided by 
efficient family and Sabbath-school instruction, is not sustained and 
supplemented by religious knowledge generally diffused among the 
people, and stands alone in supplying all the religious instruction 
the people have. 

" In one county visited by a colporteur, containing over 400 families, 
only 23 had any religious reading.* There was but one sabbath-school, 
and outside of the county town, but five newspapers of any descrip- 
tion were taken in the county. In visiting 4,300 families, in three 
counties, but 500 possessed any religious reading, leaving 3,800 des- 
titute of this most important aid to preaching and to piety. I have 
been frequently and forcibly struck with the fact that in these cir- 
cumstances the ministry, standing alone, uneducated, and largely 
secularized, has often failed to effect those permanent changes in the 
community which might be expected. In many cases society re- 
mains upon its ancient foundations of ignorance and prejudice, and 
retains the same hostile attitude to every progressive movement. In 
some parts, a really philanthropic effort to obtain the patronage of a 
county for the introduction of railroads is met by almost mob violence, 
and in other places the wires of the telegraph are destroyed for miles, 
because of their supposed connection with a prevailing drought. 
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** The colporteur eysbem of the American Tract Society has suppliedi in these 
destitute regions, an idmost indispensable adjunct to the moral appliances of the 
country ; and my impressions are clear and conTindng that it has afforded a vUal 
dement of eyangelization which was needed to effect, in ooujuuction with other 
existing agendes, a change in the face of society and the prospects of the people. 
Truly evangdtical publications, possessing at the same time the highest literary 
character, striking, adapted, and teaching by example ; and these accompanied by 
earnest and self-sacrificing personal effort, publicly fmd from house to house, alone 
and in concert with other instrumentalities— d&i/ tndh and living Christian exampU 
brought into close and continued contact with all the people — ^have had the effect 
to reach the common mind, and driye it from its narrow drcle where it has revolved 
from generation to generation. . . 

**In several destitute counties a colporteur agency of three years' continuance 
has resulted in a general waking up of the people. Sabbath and secular schools were 
multiplied, neat and commodious church edifices were erected, and revivals of relig- 
ion occurred. In one field, I can never forget the very earnest and decided tone in 
which some of the most intelligent pei-sons spoke to me with reference to obtain- 
ing another colporteur. Their language was, Wb must havb anothek oolportbob, 
OS ALL WILL BB LOST. An cfilcicnt colporteur wajs secured, and among other gratify- 
ing facts it appeared that the sale of the strictly spiritual dassics of the Society in 
this uncultivated and mountain field, was triple that of the preceding agency, 
going up to fifty, and even eighty dollars a month. Some intelligent persons on 
the field, being gratified by the results of the work, contributed a handsome sum 
to the ftmds of the Sodety. 

<* A minister told me that after being fourteen years iu the church, he bought 
and read ' Beligion and Eternal life,' brought him by a colporteur ; and that while 
he read its delineations of true piety, he saw that if that were religion, he certainly 
did not possess it. He abandoned his hope, sought a better, and gave himself to 
the work of the ministry. * That the soul be without knowledge, it is not good.' 

" Again, nothing is more striking and sad in all these dreary regions of destitu- 
tion under review, than Ihe aJmotst total negled of (he proper tramng of the young. Whole 
generations of children, deprived of all religious restraint and intellectual culture, 
grow up to reproduce the dissolute manners and vidous habits of the country — ^to 
oppose the progress of the gospel, or fill the church with * wood, hay, and stubble.' 
To sudi a state of things, how admirably adapted is the colporteur system, with the 
excellent works of the Society, its attractive juveniles, including The Child's 
Paper, and its portraitures of youthjful piety as well as the more didactic works 
on family government. All these we are putting extensively, and in a largie meas- 
nre gratuitously, into the hands of both parwits and children in these * ends of the 
earth.' What mind but must feel the momentous importance of a work of this 
nature. I recollect with pleasure an inddent in illustration. I had spent a night 
mth a gentleman in the mountain district of Tennessee. He was wealthy, had a 
large fiamily, but eould not read ; and although more than sixty years of age, still 
persisted in riding his own horse in the race. In the morning, while sitting with 
him on the porch, I read aloud Abbott's Child at Home : I recollect distinctly the 
remarks which he miwie to me ; he deplored his own ignorance, said he got along 
very well, so long as he kept within his own farm-fence, but when he attempted to 
converse on general topics, hefdt Ukeabagt^ straw thai needed to be hdd up. Then he 
added that he wished his children educated, and their training to be different from 
his own, and observing that * that book could give his children better instruction 
than he was capable of doing,' he bought it with a number of others, suf&dent to 
make a little library for his family.

'* In oonclugion, we are able to state that, notwithstanding the oommob com- 
plaint that tUe ^ laborers are few/ this exploring service has resulted in callmg out 
a large number of colporteurs, within the last two years not less than thirty, and 
that they are now actively employed in those needy and neglected fields, where 
their labors are so much needed, and are attended with so much interest. And 
when it is rememb^ed that these fields of destitution throughout the country are 
very large, that the class of population embraced by them is very numerous, com- 
prising not far from half of all the inhabitants of our boasted land, the work in 
which' we are engaged assumes an imposing character, and one that must commend 
itself to every Christian heart. ' ' 

The Rev. Shepard Wells, General Agent for Tennessee, and who 
has extended his labors west and south of that state, dates his annual 
report from Arkansas, where he was then laboring. He says : 

At the close of another year's labor you find me in this south- 
western field, exploring and opening new fields of labor hitherto 
unattempted by any general agent of your Society. Last year I 
passed through the state to its western borders, placing colporteurs 
in seven of its counties west of the Arkansas river. 

I then entered the Cherokee nation^ where I found a whole tribe of 
Indians prepared by schools and missions for the benefits of colpor- 
tage. The chief, John Ross, Esq., and his people received me most 
cordially, gave some $400 to support two colporteurs, sons of mission- 
aries, who have entered on their work with cheering results. Four 
different denominations had gathered 3,000 members into their 
churches, out of 25,000 of its population. Schools and academies for 
the last fifteen years had prepared the way for books, but your Soci- 
ety was the first to furnish them with reading matter. Greatly do 
the chief and his people rejoice in the benefits which the diffusion of 
your publications are conferring upon them. I found two Indians 
who had been converted by reading Nelson's " Cause and Cure of 
Infidelity." 

Returning to Tennessee after an absence of three months, I devoted 
several weeks to visiting our colleges, and sending out theological stu- 
dents to labor, during their vacations, as colporteurs in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and North Alabama. So large was the number who 
volunteered, and so small our supply of books, tiat much of my time 
during the summer was given to them, to secure their success and 
usefulness. In the fall I attended two presbyteries and two synods, 
in Middle and West Tennessee, at which I made addresses and secured 
valuable results for the cause. My collections for the year have been 
over $3,000, not including over $600 for books sold as an incidental 
part of my work, or $313 remitted for the Messenger and The Child's 
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Paper. I have trayelled some 10,000 miles daring the jear, preach- 
ing usually two and three times on the Sabbath, and frequently dur- 
ing the week. . 

It has been a year of laborious toil, many exposures to life and 
health in travelling ; yet God has not only kept me from sickness 
and harm, but given signal success. Some thirty new men have been 
commissioned during the year, which is double the number of any 
previous year. The contributions have increased, and an abiding 
interest is manifested in the success of colportage as a means of indis- 
pensable usefulness for the South-west. 

Ihtnessee^ 600 miles long and 125 broad, with its dense popula- 
tion, has been greatly benefited during the past ten years by colpor- 
teur labor ; still there are many dark places, and a great work before 
your Society. . It is rapidly developing at this time with its railroads, 
schools, and colleges, and will ere long be a grateful and liberal con- 
tributor to the Society which is now doing so much for it. 

Arka/nsas, of all the states in the Union, has been the most neglected, 
and yet the most needy. Its destitution of schools, preaching. Bibles, 
and books is very great. Citizens who are not members of any churdi, 
hail the advent of colportage as a bright omen for good, and cheer- 
fully contribute for its support. Even Roman-catholics have given to 
the object. So far I have found good men to engage as colporteurs, 
wherever I have visited. In a few years railroads will open the way 
of access where now travelling is very difficult, and means of commu- 
nication with the rest of the states and with themselves exceedingly 
limited. I have never found a state where colportage was calculated 
to accomplish more immediate and ultimate good, or to be rec^oived 
more kindly by the majority of the people. The exceeding richness 
of the cotton lands of Arkansas is drawing to it a large amount of 
emigration and capital from other states. This with its vast mineral 
resources will make it a great state. It is larger by TOO square mile& 
than the state of New York. 

Yet one third of its inhabitants are without a Bible, and two thirds 
have no religious books. These are estimates by those who have long 
been in the state, and are well qualified to judge. Whole counties 
and sections of country have never been supplied with the Bible. 
Truly its moral wastes call for colportage, and every other means of 
grace. Your Society have a great work to do here, and every encour- 
agement to prosecute it with vigor. 

My work is pioneer ^ peculiarly in its character. Its value must be 
in securing good men to cultivate this needy and destitute field, while 
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I leave no means untried to increase the beneVdence of the people 
towards the object. 

It is a cause of thanksgiving to God, that I have during, the past 
year received great hospitaHity froin private families and public 
houses, have been carried free of charge on many steam-boats and 
stages, have been in the saddle for weeks together without cost to 
the SociiBty, leading men of influence having taken special pains to 
introduce me, and fy ward the work. 

The fature of colportage on my field looks promising, and full of 
encouragement and usefulness, and I enter on another year's labor 
with more hopes of success, than during any one of the last eleven 
years I have labored in the South. 

May the Lord bless and prosper your noble Institution, and give 
me wisdom, grace, and fidelity to discharge my duties with acceptance 
to God, and great good to the people. 

Rev. Fbanklik Hagiknis, General Agent in Ohio, reports : 
In ten and a half months I have visited 92 different churches and 
preached 143 sermons, besides occasional addresses. Aside from 
donations which have passed from this field through other agencies, 
or that have been forwarded to the Society directly by the donors, I 
have collected $1,631 II, and have still in my hands some subscrip- 
tions yet uncollected. The general work of the American Tract Soci- 
ety I believe has been prosecuted on this field during the year with 
perhaps more than usual success, and more than usual evidences of 
the usefulness and importance of the whole enterprise. 

It is certain that our own destitutions and necessities are becom- 
ing more and more apparent. The extensive circulation of a ficti* 
tious and infidel literature among the families on this field, is having 
the effect to lead reflecting Christians generally to a higher apprecia- 
tion of our publications, and the importance of their exteiisive circu- 
lation. The feeling is fast becoming both general and intense, that 
we must preoccupy the minds of the rising youth of our country with 
a literature of a decidedly Christian character, as one of the indis- 
pensable means of their salvation. Then the sparseness of our pop- 
ulation in country settlements, the heterogeneous character of the 
people, the diverse languages spoken by them, their different relig- 
ious preferences and denominational adherence, all, in combination 
with the natural aversion to all religion and the erratic proclivities 
of common depravity, operate to deprive at least two-thirds of our 
entire population of the benefit of stated evangelical ordinances. 
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Our supply of ordauiiad miniaters ia so inadequate that many 
organized churches still remain destitute of pastors, and must evi* 
dently continue so until Qod in his good providence shall send forth 
more laborers into his harvest. To me it seems more evident than 
ever before, that divine Providence intends to call forth a host of lay* 
men to go out as helpers and coworkers with ministers in the work 
of evangelization, and by evangelical publications, borne by evangel- 
icd colporteurs, convey the gospel and freely offer it. to the multitudes 
that desire not a knowledge of the way of Hfe. Bom. 3:11. 

One of our worthy pastors, in response to the appeal which had 
just been made to his people in behaU of this causey, remarked, " We 
have no occasion to regret our former contributions to this cause, but 
rather feel dstonisM with what has been acc(Hnplished. Verily, what 
hath God wrought P' 

We trust also that good fruits already produced on this field 
may be presented as evidence. of the effective working of the system. 
Bev. Mr. — — remarked, "When I. was a pastor I proposed to the 
American Tract. Society, that if they would furnish books I would 
peiform the duties of a Colporteur in mj own congregation without 
charge. They soon forwarded me a box of books, which I began^ 
immediately to distribute. In a few weeks from thia time, I found 
myself in the midst of one of the most glorious revivals of religion 
that my people ever experienced." 

The prisoners in our state-prison were recently visited, in the 
course of tract distribution. Soon after this, I called on the chaplain 
to inquire what were likely to be the results. ^^JResuUs,'^ said he, 
"have you not heard of the results ? I have just baptized seventeen 
of the prisoners." I learn also that three others have since indulged 
hope. One of these prisoner^ refused the tract that was offered, but 
when he noticed the confusion and distress of the lady that offered 
it, his heart was touched with tenderness and his soul continued sor* 
rowful. In. a few days he came to the chaplain in great distress of 
mind, saying that a lady had visited him in the midst of his degrada- 
tion and wretchedness, and in kindness offered him a tract, "but I 
vtas so vUe as to refuse U." Soon after he indulged Christian hope,, his 
term of ^confinement expired, and being set at liberty, he traversed 
the streets of the city, inquiriD^ for the good lady that had offered 
the tract. Though he did not find her, he fouibd her dwelling, and 
called for a writing-ta})le and wrote, requesting her never to be dis- 
couraged when any one refused a tract, for it was the tract he refused 
that had been blessed to his conversion. Thus we are encouraged 
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to BOW beside all waters, looking to God for his blessing, that may 
secure great results firom small means, even when employed under 
the most discouraging circumstances. Such incidents are precious 
illustrations of the propriety of the divine injunction, "In the morn- 
ing sow thy seed, and in the evening withhold not thy hand ; for 
thou knowest not which shall prosper, either this or that." 
, An individual came to me one Sabbath, after I had presented the 
Tract cause, and said with deep emotion, " It was the ca^pHon of one 
of your tracts that first awakened me to serious reflection, 'Don't 
Put It OC' Being to me a stranger, I sought his acquaintance, and 
learned that he had then indulged hope for several months. He 
has since made a public profession of faith in Christ. 

Thus Ood seems especially to delight in honoring dmjple means 
and feeble instrumentalities. The gospel is committed to ea/rthen ves- 
sels, that are in themselves frail and easily broken, so that the excel- 
lency of the power may appear evidently to be of God. Our entire 
system of instrumentalities, therefore, we may regard as both a soul- 
saving and God-honoring system. To God be all the glory. 

There is much to be done <m this field. Indeed, we may say that 
comparatively very little has yet been done to develop its resources, 
or to explore and supply its destitutions, and to save its perishing 
thousands. I am happy to say that the number of churches that 
cooperate is larger the last year than the previous. The number of 
amirihfUors is largely increased. 

During a part of the year I was much prospered in procuring 
colporteurs, and have succeeded in introducing nine of these laborers 
for commission. I feel not only encouraged but truly grateful, first 
of all to God, the giver of every good, and second to my brethren both of 
the ministry and the churches of this field, for the cordial reception and 
Christian hospitality which I have everywhere received among them. 
To you also for your sympathy in affliction, your counsel in labor, and 
kind forbearance with all my insufficiency for this great work. 

Rev. 8. Warren, General Agent in Northern Ohio, reports : 
I have preached or lectured on an average twice each Sabbath 
during the year, visiikingperscmally upwards of one hundred different 
ehurches, receiving in donations $3,580 30 ; for Messenger and Child's 
Paper; $188 66 ; for publications sold, $186 89 ; and distributing 
gratuitously $d3 08 worth of books and tracts, 18,120 pages. About 
$120 has been paid into the treasury through other hands, making 
the amount of donations from this field during the year about $4,300. 
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In reviewing the Colporteur woric on my field, I have noted sev- 
eral points of special interest and encouragement, which I am happy 
in being able to illustrate by fact^ from letters recently received. 

7%e publications of the Society have certainly been blessed in their 
influence upon individual Christia/ns. Scattered by thousands in the 
homes of the people, they have proved spiritual food and strength 
to God's chosen ones. The ignorant have been instructed, the back- 
slidden quickened, the doubting confirmed, and those appointed unto 
death aided in preparing for that great change. 

" ' Here, Jane,' said a dying mother, ' here is the last book I bought 
of the colporteur, and it seems as if Ood in his providlBnce sent it to 
prepare me more fully for this hour. Yes, I shall praise Him in 
eternity for the strength and spiritual life obtained in reading these 
pages. I have marked some of them, which I wish you to read when 

I am gone Oh, Jane, be a Bible Christian ; and in order to be 

one, I know of no better help than this book.'" 

" I met a lady,'' writes the same colporteur, " to whom I had sold 
' It is I.' She has been a church-member for years. She said, * I 
have read and reread that little book with great profit ; truly it has 
been light to my understanding, and food to my soul. I hope I shall 
never more indulge a gloomy, doubting iVame of mind.' A gentleman 
of intelligence remarked to me, that though he had long desired and 
tried to be a Christian; it had ever remained a matter of doubt 
whether he had believed in Christ to the saving of his soul — ^he dared 
not say he was a Christian ; but since he had bought of me and read 
Alleine's * Heaven Opened,' he had a hope in Christ, a settled peace, 
which he dared not doubt." 

" I inquired of a poor family that had invited me to share their 
meal," writes another colporteur, "what good books they had. They 
had a Testament, and ' another mighty good book,' which they bought 
years ago, and prized very highly. 'Husband,' said the wife, 'you 
have learned it by heart almost.' ' I believe I have read it a hundrett 
times,' said he, ' and it always seems new — it has told us so much 
about the good way.' This useful and beloved book was a copy of 
* Precept upon Precept.' " 

RomanrcathoHcs have been interested in the truths and led to Christ. 
The idea often expressed, that " it is of no use to labor among 
Roman-cathohcs," is opposed to both the word and providence of 
God. The human heart, diseased by sin and enslaved by Satan, is 
the same in all places, and under all names— the same in its deep 
and irrepressible wants ; and the gospel, with its living, loving Sav- 
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iour, is the same among all classes of eonricted sinners in its match- 
less adaptation to meet those pressing wants of the awakened soul. 
Even those Irish Romanists are hopeful subjects to work with, if yoa 
only have enough of the spirit of the gospel in your own heart. But 
undoubtedly it requires no ordinary degree of that wisdom which is. 
from above to win these children of error to the Saviour. Many of 
the Tract Society's publications are admirably fitted to aid in doing 
this. 

"A Romanist recently told me," writes one of our colporteurs, 
''that she had not been to the confessional since I gave her some 
tracts last year. When the priest threatened her, and i^ked her how 
she ex^^ected to be foi^given and saved without confession, she sidd, 
'By going to God through Je^us Christ.' ' But you are too ignorant/ 
said the priest. ' And a/ou, have held me in ignorance,' was her reply. 
I gave her a New Testament, a copy of which she had never before 
taken in her hands. I gave * The Way to be Saved' to a Roman* 
catholic woman, who read it, and declared it had done her more good 
than all her confessions to the priest ; ' for,' said she, ' while it has 
shown me that I am a sinner of the deepest dye, it has also pointed 
out to me the way of pardon and eternal salvation.' 

Sce^idsffi and infidelity ha/ve been counteracted. Says one of the 
colporteur brethren, "The sceptic and infidel, denying a part or the 
whde of the sac^red volume, I frequently encounter, with their raUing^^ 
accusations against the Christian religion. I sometimes try in ar 
calm manner to show them their error, and convince tiiem of the 
truth of the Bible ; but igenerally I have thought it best not to say 
much. . I have almost invariably succeeded in seliing them some* 
thing adapted to their cade ; a^d to their honor be it spoken, I have 
frequently enjoyed their hospitality without charge." 

"A gentleman crossed the street," writes another, "to purchase 
of me a copy of Nelson on Infidelity. ' All sold,' was the reply. He 
seemed surprised, and remarked, 'Well, this is an unexpected mark 
of progress in the right direction in this community.' About the 
time I began my work as a colporteur, two years ago, a man brought 
more than a thousand dollars' worth of infidel books to this city for 
circulation, but he has been disappointed in the demand for them. 
One day this man said to me, * I have a book you would not da/re to 
read.' 'Why not.?' 'Because it overturns your belief 'I would 
not be afraid to read it, did I not think it a waste of time.' 'You 
think all the worid will finally come to your belief,' said he. I told 
him I believed the truth of God, as taught in the holy Scriptures, 
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would finally triumph throughout the world. ' That is what I expect 
for my belief/ said he ; ' you and Mrs. — » think you are right, and 
I think Jam right.' *We hope/ said I, 'to see you become a Chris- 
tian. If you aro right, we shall suflfer no lofes ; but if we are right, 
how will it be with you?' He politely turned the subject aside." 

T/ds work has aided the pastor, the Sabbath-school^ and all truly 
Christian instrumentalities. If this were not sufficiently evident from 
the nature of the work and the facts abeady given, it might b^ 
proved by the unsolicited testimony of evangelical workers of every 
class and name. How often during the past year have the friends 
of Christ in different places expressed to me their obligations to the 
Tract Society as a means of strengthening every good influence 
within and around them. Perhaps a brief extract from a colpor- 
teur's letter, giving his ovm view of his niission, may be in place 
here. He wrote as follows a few months afber entering upon his 
work : " I feel that I can do nothing ; but it seems as if the set time 
to favor this field had come. All things are working together for 
good. And I rejoice in the hope that the great Head of the church 
has indeed called me into the work — ^specially to carry the printed 
gospel to the poor. May the Lord make me faithful in so doing. 
May He teach me in meekness, love, and candor too, to seek to move 
the minds and hearts of those in high places who have been sitting 
under the sound of the gospel from their childhood, but are yet 
unconverted. If the Sabbath-schools may be replenished, the evan- 
gelical congregations increased, the pastor's hands held up and their 
hearts encouraged — and of all this there seems to be the leaf, with 
signs of growth — if this is my work to which I am called of God, I 
will seek to hide still deeper beneath the cross, and with cheerful 
feet tread all the path a kind Providence may mark out. With my 
eye steadily fixed above upon the glory of God, I will sing, % 

* < < This work Bhull make my> heart refoice, 
And spend the remnant of my days.' " 

Who can doubt the good influence of private Christians of such a 

spirit circulating everywhere, by sale or gift, such publications as the 

American Tract Society is issuing ? Every evangelical agency must 

be strengthened by such a work done in such a spirit.

Rev. Yates Hickey, (General Agent and Superintendent, reports : 

I have not yet so thorough a knowledge of the North-west as I de- 
sire and aim to secure ; but enough has been gathered abeady to fill 
the heart full of desires that more may be done, and that the best 
means of doing it may be successfully employed. 

It is good to feel that we are sustained by the fervent prayers, the 
cordial sympathy, and the cheerful and liberal benefactions of our 
eastern friends. Let them remember that those who water others shall 
themselves be watered, and that soon the North-west will in turn do 
its part in giving the gospel to those who are in the regions beyond. 
Eastern capitalists make investments here for large interest, and get 
it. Let not the servants of the Lord be less ready to invest on such 
security and with such increase as Grod in his word offers. Luke 
- 6 : 38. 

Men there are, and means are multiplying, to carry forward this 
benevolent enterprise till all the people shall be blessed by an intel- 
ligent Christian visit, and offered the issues of the evangelical press 
at least annually. But to find the men and introduce them in the 
best way to the work, and secure to them the greatest advantages 
and best aids to prosecute it with true economy and efficiency, re- 
quires self-denying fidelity and ceaseless vigilance. The work cannot 
staad still. Colportage will be carried forward in answer to prayer* 
and under the guidance of that wisdom which is " profitable to direct f* 
or, for the want of these, it will die out. The work is the Lord's, and 
vain would be the attempt to carry it forward on any other plan, 
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or on any other principles than those which recognize his holy prov- 
idence, and entire dependence on his grace and Spirit. Onr success 
will be bounded only by our shortcominga It will be unhoimded, if 
God be sought unto with the whole heart, and we work in the mind 
of Christ. 

In every large community in the North-west, God has a seed to 
serve him. This is an encouraging feature, and colportage has this 
peculiar benevolent characteristic, that it makes its drafts from the 
people it aims to bless, and finds its laborers best adapted to the 
communities where they are best known and most acquainted. It is 
in this, and many other respects, a work of religious development. 
There is mueh of moral heroism in the north-west. Here and there,, 
sparkling among the sordid delvers for mere wealth, as the pure 
metal shines among the earth-covered ore, are to be found those who 
labor hard and sacrifice much, and enjoy much in sacrificing in the 
name of Christ for the masses of heedless, reckless, rushing gatherers 
of that which satisfieth not. There are in this city and other cities, 
and almost every part of the country, some hard workers, both men 
and women, in the vineyard of the Lord, and among all such, in the 
city and the country, the Tract Society is regarded as a providential 
and most blessed instrumentality to strengthen the hands of Chris- 
tians, and carry forward the work of the Kedeemer. 

I need not tell, you that here many are making criminal haste to be 
rich ; but I rejoice to see so precious a leaven of those who are prac- 
tically benevolent, working and giving Christians, who are laying up 
treasures in heaven, and endeavoring, yea, are unceasing in efforts to 
draw others with them. Oh, that this blessed leaven may rapidly 
leaven the whole lump I . And may we not hope that from such a 
spirit of labor, and such a liberality, we may soon cover this broad 
field with devoted and intelligent laborers, sustained by those who 
are here and know the wants of the masses and have the means of 
supply ? Such is our aim, and unless we deceive ourselves, we may 
claim God's encouragement. 

The population of this field is in many districts amazingly hetero- 
geneous, and two or three sets of laborers for the different classes 
and tongues, are in many cases necessary to secure thorough work ; 
but the whole people are wonderfully accessible by this simple and 
humble agency, which we are aiming to bring to bear with more and 
more directness in a system of exploration and supply by which the 
remotest families may be reached. Grants must continue large, if our 
work is to be well and thoroughly done. Sales will increase as the 
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people become settled ; the area of a wetl-«ettled and a self-sustaining 
territory will be extended from month to month, as will also the 
bounds of our fields of missionary labor for the destitute. The capa- 
bilities of this field are yery great, and its physical development 
rapid : will the friends of colportage, and other kindred enterprises, 
do what they can at the command of Christ, and under his blessing, 
that it be soon subdued to him ; or will they recklessly and criminally 
leave the work in the hands of those who preach and hear " another 
gospel," and are blessed by none ? In these endeavors it is our high 
privilege to cooperate with devoted pastors and missionaries and active 
Christians. They have a great work to do ; and while they often have 
occasion to say, " What are we among so many ?" it is a common 
feeling which is expressed by a good brother, who says in a friendly 
letter, " I feel that I can accomplish comparatively little in preaching, 
without the help of the Tract Society's publications." 

The contest is sharp and active between error and truth, the 
emissaries x)f Satan and the followers of Christ, and no effort should 
be spared to place this agency in the mest available condition 
possible. 

The past of this agency is written in much good done, and many 
efforts to reach and benefit the incoming and wide-spread people of 
all nations. It is to be regretted that the experience and active 
cooperation of my predecessors here, the Kev. A. Montgomery and 
Mr, W. Y. Johnson, should be withdrawn from the field. Their con- 
tinued counsel and cooperation might have done much to help for- 
ward the work. In other spheres of usefulness, in which we pray 
for their success, they will have opportunities to evince the continu- 
ance of their long-cherished love for the tract cause. 

REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 

The year opened with only 17 colporteurs on the whole field. To 
this number 28 have been added, 1 of whom were students, And 21 
permanent and efi&cient men for our American, German, French, 
Welsh, Swedish, and Norwegian people : 45 colporteurs have labored 
on the field the whole or part of the year ; 32 are now actively en- 
gaged, and several candidates are at work on trial. 

The amount of donations received by me in about ten months is 
$1,386 23, and $1,200 in legacies ; also $150, special donations from 
liberal patrons to relieve two of my brethren who were in distress 
from sickness in their families, and the loss of their horses. Out 
sales from the depository, aside from the supply of colporteurs, 
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amotint to $2,292 90, and grants $449 20 to missionaries, the city 
society, to literary associations and various libraries, to city and 
county prisons, for loan libraries, etc., from a portion of which we 
have heard the most encouraging reports of us^lness. Our receipts 
for the American Messenger, English and German, and The Child's 
Paper^ are $190 21 — a large portion of which is from the '^Chicago 
City Tract and Missionary Society,'' now doing a good work for the 
needy of the metropolis, where so much can he done for the north-west 
by caring for the multitudes who come, and go forth to inhabit the 
country in every direction. We hope soon to arrange plans fw 
greatly increasing the circulation of these precious papers. The 
sales by colporteurs have be^n $8,466 43, and grants $1,803 49. 
Thus 43,038 volumes have been sold, and 11,262 given to the needy, 
by means of this agency during the year. Fourfold this amount 
would be nearer what ought to be done, and what we hope soon to 
do, and then to foUow vf the progress of the country with the need- 
ful supply. Nay, we sKould go before and forestall the enemy at 
every point, placing the truth in fall armor to ward off the attack 
and for ever to defend. 

As was well suggested by Bev. Mr. Montgomery, in his report 
from Hiis field two years ago, the thoroughfares of the west are con- 
structed and at present mainly employed for filling up the country, 
building towns, and creating a commerce, instead of merely furnish- 
ing the conveniences of trade and travel between large cities and 
through a densely peopled country^ as is the case east. Hence the 
great importance of sending the leaven of the gospel in good books 
and the living examples of good men with all the freights of men 
and merchandise which go to every, nook and corner of the land. 
Every fibre of organizing society should be inwoven with the truth, 
in the attractive forms in which it is now presented in our inval- 
uable publications. This can he done, and God is putting it into the 
hearts %i lumber merchants and the workers of mines, and conductors 
of railroad and steamboat companies, to desire to use the blessed 
and simple agency of the Tract Society for the benefit of the men in 
their employ, and the people made accessible by their "lines." If 
we are backward in improving these openings for extensive useful- 
ness, when facilities are so marked and so providential, and returns 
of good are so manifest and cheering, the Lord's people will observe 
our delinquency, and He will hold us responsible. Let none fail to 
pray for and help us, that these high trusts be not abused or neg- 
lected. 
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AGENCY IN MICHIGAN. 

The Rev. Thomas Wright, my associate as General Agent in Mich- 
igan and Northern Indiana, located at Ypsilanti, is successfully pros- 
ecuting his work. In his last report he says, " I find Michigan, so 
far, a practicable and pleasant field of labor. The members of 
churches being mostly from New England and New York, are no 
strangers to the operations of our Society, and not a few are ready 
to codperate in the great work which it is aiming, by the help of the 
Lord, to accomplish. The circulation already attained by, the Mes- 
senger and Child's Paper is doubtless doing much to create and fos- 
ter this interest, and I have endeavored in various places to revive 
and extend this means of promoting the usefulness of the Society, 
as well as by the free distribution of other suitable documents. In 
the agricultural districts, among the churches composed mostly of 
farmers, I find promising indications of liberality and substantial 
interest in our work ; and yet the habit of large contributions re^ 
mains to be formed. Let us hope the foundation for such a habit is 
now being laid. 

" As a field for colportage, Michigan is becoming entitled to new 
and increiased interest, on account of the rapid settlement which has 
commenced, of the new and more northern counties of the state — 
the fourth and fifth ranges of counties. This settlement has been 
quickened by the railroads opened or projected in that region, and 
the low prices of the public lands brought into market on the 'grad- 
uated scale.' While the three southern ranges of counties should 
aim to sustain entirely the expenses of colportage within their own 
bounds, the newer portions of the field will remain as missionary 
ground for some time to come." 

DEPOSITORY. 
Our Depository was removed in January, from 60 La Salle-street 
to 69 State-street, on the second floor, where we have a very acces- 
sible and convenient suite of rooms, selected with reference \o econ- 
omy and capacity. A prayer-meeting is held here each Thursday 
evening — th<B evening observed by all connected with this agency as 
a concert of prayer for God^s blessing upon our work and the Society, 
and when we shall be glad to meet or to be remembered in prayer 
by any who desire our success. 

WORK TO BE DONE. 

It is my purpose to be much abroad endeavoring to promote the 
work in ail its departments, and exploring all parts of the field, 
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introducing new men and clioperating with those now at work. We 
have to provide for the mixed population of the country — those scat- 
tered over the prairies, along the rivers, and far in the backwoods ; 
for the crowded foreign population of our cities, the moving multi* 
tndes up^ our thoroughfares and in our harbors, for the miners 
north and west, and for the lumbermen of our forests. Selections 
from the reports of my brethren which follow will bring partially to 
view these several spheres of labor, and usefulness, exhibiting their 
fidelity, and showing that God attends them in their labors and blesses 
their efforts in behalf of the multitudes they reach personally and by 
the books, tracts, and papers they distribute. Never have I loved 
and appreciated this noble band of Christian laborers so much as 
while reading their reports, from which I make the following selec- 
tions ; and it is with reluctance that many additional statements 
are omitted — showing that it is a work of prayer, of faith, of self- 
denial, and that God blesses it and graciously sustains those who 
labor in it. 

RAILROAD COLPORTAGE. 

Bsv. J. W. O., CoLFOBTKUB ON TBM ILLINOIS OxNTBAL Railboap. — ^In presenting 
my anniyd report, it is with feelings of gratitude and love that I return my hum- 
ble thanks to the Lord our God for the providential care and mercy with which I 
have been so highly favored. I have gone forth up and down this great and ex- 
tensive railroad, *' hearing precious seed '' hoth by day and night, passing through 
all the lights and shades of railroad life, yet out of all the Lord hath brought me 
by his love, without any accident or the least harm. Hundreds of precious souls, 
both old and young, are prepared to rise up and call the American Tract Society 
blessed, for the gospel of Christ and the means of grace, and for the predous books 
supplied them, and to them endeared by so very many pleasant oonsiderationB. 
Hundreds of God's dear people, scattered over this mighty kua3, living in some 
lone oot or isolated home, cut off from the voice of praise and solemn prayer and 
the sotmd of the ''gospel trumpet," have been supplied with "the leaves of the 
tree of lif^," and to them has the holy Sabbath been a delight, a day of joy and 
peace. How often have persons asked for books to read on the Sabbath, who told 
me they lived remote from any church, and how gladly did I supply them, and 
with what pleasure did they receive the predous treasure to assist in the elevation 
of their affections to things heavenly and divine. The children espedally have 
been cared for, and they will ever have the Sodety in grateful remembrcmce. The 
invariable course we have pursued has been eminently successful in securing the 
esteem and regard of all the ministers of the gospel and the entire community 
along the "line;" so much so, that God has been glorified, his people built up 
in their most holy Mth, and sinners brought to experience the joys of pardoning 
love. 

To merchants, fiirmers, and others whose business requires them to travel often^ 
on the road, I have sold books repeatedly ; every time I meet with some of them, 
I sell them one or more. A gentleman not long since remarked that it would be 
necessary for me to bring out some bookcases with me before long, for the people

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to keep their bookA in. The tracts offered to the paaaeDgers are well leceived, aad 
I often notice that they are carefully put away in a carpet bag to take home. 
Some gentlemen are so much pleased with my giving small books to poor children 
in the cars, that they come to me and buy a book to encourage me in my work, 
and also to express their approbation of the doings of the Society. One man told 
me that Nelson's Cause and Cure of Infidelity he got from me did Mm more good 
than any book he had ever read upon the subject ; and on the strength of his rec- 
ommendation I sold two to gentlemen in the seat behind. 

The Lord is raising us up friends, and the whole country appears interested in 
this great and good work. The good accomplished by this undertaking has been 
brought about in the following manner : 

1. The preaching of the gospel in the passenger car on the track before the sta- 
tion-houses were built. 2. The preaching of the gospel in the station-houses after 
they were built. 8. The yisiting the sick, and burying the dead. 4. The placing 
the Bible in all the station-houses for the use of the travelling public. 5. The aid 
and encouragement given to the building of houses of religious worship. 6. The 
assistance given to ministers in holding protracted meetings. 7. The very large 
amount of books sold and granted to all classes of people. 8. The very interest- 
ing conversations held in the cars with distinguished gentlemen in reference to oar 
object and aim, communicating information in order to the elevatimi of the Society 
in the estimation of the learned, wise, and good. 

During the three years I have labored upon this railroad, I have visited 2,567 
trains of cars, travelling in them 63,047 miles, besides visiting 1,720 families along 
the line of the road, with 1,243 of* whom I had personal religious conversation and 
prayer. The amount of sales has been $1,850 49, and of grants to Sunday-schools, 
juvenile library societies, poor ministers of the gospel, and others, $362 15. I 
have obtained 76 subscribers to the American Messenger, and 117 to The Child's 
Paper. 

LABOR IN CHICAGO HARBOR. 

Rbpobt of Ma. R. F. D. — ^When I comm^enced my labor as a colporteur among 
seamen some seven months ago, I had a great many discouragements to contend 
with, as no colporteur had preceded me on this field. I found seamen here gen- 
erally, I might Amost say invariably, not only opposed to the humiliating doc- 
trines of the cross, and the institutions and restraints of region, but they seemed 
to have imlnbed a strong prejudice against ail religious publications, and with a 
few honorable exceptions, I was everywhere treated by them with coldness, often 
with disrespect and unkindness, and sometimes with gross insult. Sometimes, in- 
deed, I came very near giving up the work, or of exchanging my field of labor, 
when I would fall in with some Christian friend, who spoke words of kindness and 
encouragement. I have ever found Qod true to his promise, '* I will never leave 
thee, nor forsake thee," and so I have continued in my labor. 

And now how great the contrast 1 Of late I have been everywhere treated with 
kindness, and often with a hearty wdoomt. Now my books and my employment 
are spoken of with respect, and sometimes I have obtained an acknowledgment 
from seamen themselves, even those who do not profess to have any part or lot in 
this matter, that **if any class of men more than all others needs religion, it is 
seamen." And I cannot but hope that through the influence of the Tract Society 
God is thus preparing the way, and will ere long pour out his Spirit upon this in- 
teresting class of our fellow-men. May the time soon come when the seacoasts 
shall give up, and 'Hhe abundance of the seas be converted unto God." 
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REVIVALS PROMOTED. 

Report or Mb. W. M. — I found in a small village no religious meetings, no 
Sabbath-school, and but few professors, and these few discouraged. After two or 
three effoi-ts, I succeeded in oiganizing a Sabbath-school and starting a prayer- 
meeting. In a few months they had preaching, and shortly afterwards the Lord's 
presence was felt, and they were blessed with a precious revival, the fruits of which 
were the conversion of about thirty persons. Afterwards I sold a number of the 
Family Testament and Fisalms with Notes, to assist in the Sabbath-school, besides 
many other books. When I first visited them, it was difficult to find any door 
open to receive me, but now both doors and hearts are open. 

ROMANISTS. 

Befobt of Mr. J. G. D. — ^During a large portion of the last quarter, I have la- 
bored among the fiaonilies that work on the railroad, of which a large porticm are 
Boman-catholic, yet I was well received among them. Many purchased books, 
and when Roman-catholics purchase books, there is hope of their being read. May 
they read under the influence of the Holy Spirit, that the truth may have its effect 
on the heart and life, and they be brought to Jesus Christ. 

An Irish woman told me she was a Roman-catholic About a year ago, when 
Bhe went with her husband's dinner to the railroad, she left her house open, and 
when she returned she found two small books lying on her table. No person 
was there when she returned, nor was there any appearance of any one being in 
her house, and it was a great mystery to her. She took up the books, looked at 
them, turned them over and over, then laid them down. She said she was afraid 
of them. Towards evening she saw the men coming home from their work, and 
as she was afraid they would destroy them, she put the books in her chest, and 
they lay there more than a week. During that time something s^d to her. Read 
those books. So she took them out and read them. The first she read was " Bax- 
ter's Call," the other, ''The Village in the Mountains." ''And when I read 
them," she said, " I felt I wanted to read th^n again. Sir, they are good books. 
Bent here by — ^I don't know how they came here." I prayed, and the place 
seemed to me the gate of heaven. After prayer, she said, "That is what does my 
heart good." She bought Bome small books, and made me promise to call again. 
I remember about a year ago going into that house, and leaving the above-named 
books, with the impression, "Cast thy bread upon the waters, and thou ^alt find 
it after many days. ' ' 

DESTITUTION. 

Bbfobt of Mr. W. N. I* — ^If I should give an account of the condition of my 
field, it would scarcely be credited ; but if the incredulous would go with me and 
see and hear what I see and hear, like the queen of Sheba they would exclaim, 
"The half was not told me." Some neighborhoods are entirely without preach- 
mg or any thing of a religious character. Many are destitute of the Bible and 
religions books. Sabbaths are spent in fishing, hunting, gambling, and various 
kinds of amusements. Many have told me they have not heard preaching for two 
or four years. Some are disposed to attend, but do not have the opportunity. I 
find some slow to believe that there is a Society whose object it is to supply the 
destitute with books, by sale or gift, and my visit has b^n the first they ever 
received from a colporteur. 

RXFORT OF M&. £. £. C. — ^There is a great deficiency of ministerial labor. The 
ministers are so few, they come far short of supplying the public want. Many 
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neighborhoods are destitute of religioiu priyileges altogether. Others have a ser- 
mon once in two or four weeks. The expression is often made, that were it not 
for the truth scattered by tracts and religious books which find their way into 
these secluded communities, there would be nothing to keep alive a sense of their 
moral obligations to God. One person who purchased of me Baxter's Saints' Best, 
Pilgrim's Progress, and Christ Knocking at the Door, said she could now call her 
family together on the Sabbath, and read to them and spend its sacred hours 
profitably. 

ENCOURAGEMENT. 

Bbfort of Rbv. J. C. R.— The Dair3rman's Daughter has been blessed to the 
soul of a young woman whom I visited last summer. In a neighborhood destitute 
of preaching, in which I labored, many religious meeting! have been held this win- 
ter, and they now talk of building a church. Thus the colporteur prepares the 
way for the missionary, and God is glorified in the conversion of souls. A poor 
fomily where I called one morning, seemed perfectly ignorant of any relation they 
sustained to CkHl. To eat and drink seemed to be their all on earth, and heaven 
did not enter into their thoughts. I read to them from the Testament and prayed 
with them, and they seemed to open the eyes of their minds to new thoughts and 
leelings. I supplied them with a Hble and Baxter's Call, and they promised to 
read, and pray that God would make them understand his law. 

Bbfobt or Mb. A. W. — ^I sold to a young Roman-catholic man a Bible and 
'* Nelson's Cause and Cure of Infidelity." He had some prejudices in his mind 
against the Tract Society. The next time I saw him, he said he liked the book all 
except where it says that the pope is antichrist. I talked with him on the subject, 
and he bought the *' History of the Reformation." Afterwards I saw him again, 
and he pressed my hand, and said that he had found out the truth, and was now 
rejoicing in it. Another young man bought the ''Life of Boos," in order more 
clearly to see how one can be converted. This book, through the grace of God, 
made oat of a child of darkness a child of light. A superstitious Catholic woman 
sked me for the little book, ** Farewell to Rome," in order to know the truth. 
By a Roman-catholio fleimily I was received very kindly. I gave them books, as 
they were very poor, for which they were so thankful that they would have kissed 
my hand if I had permitted them. I told them that it was from the American 
Tract fiodety they received these books. A woman who has lived for a long time 
in this country, when I gave her a tract, said that was the first one she had ever 
received. A young Roman-catholic said that the book * * Alleine's Alarm ' ' was the 
means of awakening him, and he could see clearly the way to salvation. He 
rejoices now in the Saviour. He has entire confidence in our books, and bought 
some of me. Three Catholic £Amilies on my field have thrown off the yoke of the 
pope, and with It the yoke of sin, and they profess to walk in nevmess of life. 
They confessed with joy what light they had received from reading the " History 
of the Reformation. ' ' Another family told me that the ' ' Testimony to the Truth ' ' 
was the means of bringing them to the truth. It was joyful to hear the wife 
express her new views of the Saviour, and praise his name. Another person 
thanked me for the advice I had given her, and for the tracts which she received 
from me, because they had led her to Christ. 

Report ov Mb. J. G. D — At one time I was overtaken by a storm, and the 
xiarkness of the night made me look for shelter in the first house I came to. It 
Was a small log cabin, surrounded with heavy timber. The man told me I oould 
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not sUy, as they had no bed ; but I told him I had a robe, and would provide my 
own bed, and he gaye me permission to remain. The famUj retired, and as I sat 
alone by the fire drying my clothes, I read the ninetieth and ninety-first Psalms, 
and bowed the knee in prayer. 

After prayer I heard a moving at the fiir end of the room, and in a few moments 
the man and his wife brought each a chair, and placed themselves one on each side 
of me. Silence reigned a short time. I lifted up my heart in prayer to the Lord 
to direct me how to speak. I told them I hoped that my being there did not dis- 
turb them. They both answered no, and in a short time the woman wished to 
know what I was travelling through the country for ? I said that I was a colpor- 
teur of tlie American Tract Society, and I was visiting from house to house, and 
oonversing with the people about their eternal welfare, and selling them books 
published by the Society. I opened my bag, and showed some of my books to 
them. They looked at them and at one another, and said they looked like good 
books; but, said they, *^We are Roman-catholics, and do not think it right to 
read them.'' I began to fear that I might speak a word that would give offence, 
but I lifted up my heart in prayer to Gk>d to direct me. I remarked that the 
books were good, and read sevenJ of the Psalms of David, and then turned to some 
of the sayings of Christ in the New Testament with Notes. They listened with 
great attention, and wished to know if I was a priest. I said, No. They wanted 
to know if I was a minister. I said. No, I was a colporteur. And now we began 
to talk about religion. I did not want to enter into a conversalion upon the differ- 
ent opinions of the different churches, but I conversed with them about the relig- 
ion of OUT Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. I told them of the love of Jesus in that 
he died for us, and how we ought to love him and keep his commandments ; and 
that if we did so, he would bless us here, and when we died he would take us to 
heaven, there to be with him for ever. 

The woman looked at me ; the tears began to run down her cheeks, and she 
exclaimed, placing her hand on her heart, ** I have this long time felt something 
here telling me I am a sinner, and I have read my prayer-book and the * Key of 
Heaven,' but still I find no peace or comfort. I remember," she continued, * ' when 
I was a little girl, that my mother took me on her knee and talked with me about 
the Saviour, and prayed with me ; yes, prayed with me about the Saviour. My 
mother was a Protestant, and my father was a Roman-catholic. My mother died, 
and my father brought me up a Roman-catholic, and my husband is a Roman- 
catholic. . But I feel I am a sinner." I conversed with them both about their 
souls, and read to them some of the promises from God's blessed word. The wom- 
an wished me to pray for her, and we all bowed down and engaged in prayer, and 
with the assistanoe of the Holy Si»rit, we had access to the throne of grace. After 
prayer the woman talked of the goodness of the Lord to her ; after which we retir- 
ed to bed, committing ourselves to the care of our heavenly Father. 

In the morning when I awoke, the woman was gohig around the room and 
nnging that beautiful hymn, "My God, the spring of all my joys." When I got 
np, I joined her in singing, and alter singing she said she had been married eight 
years, and last night was the first time prayer had been offered up in her house to 
God. She said God had directed me there, and she felt a hapfdness that she could 
not describe. She again placed her hand upon her heart, and said, ** Now I feel 
happy ; the load of distress is gone ; praise the Lord for his goodness to me ;" and 
we all engaged in prayer. When I was ready to start, and thanked them for their 
trouble, they said the Lord had paid them well. They bought several books, and 
I departed on my way rejoicing. Is not the above another proof of the necessity of 
colportage? Is it not the very thing required to find out such families? And is 
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not the hand of the Lord yisible in all this ? May the Lord preserve that family, 
that we may all meet in heaven at last. 

Report of Mk. J. B. B. — Jnst entering as I am upon this field of labor, enough 
has been presented to my mind to urge me to diligence, and to convince me more 
clearly that every possible means of grace, and especially such as our Society em- 
ploys, must be called into vigorous action by God's people. 

That feature of our spiritual condition which seems first to strike the heart of 
the living Christian and fill his soul with sadness, is the cold, death-like stupor 
which pervades the prctfessed followers of Christ. We cannot but feel that before 
God will abundantly pour down showers of divine grace, without which all is vain, 
Zion must awake. I find many who once professed before men to be followers of 
Christ, who have ''gone back to the world," and are thus joining hands with 
Satan in strengthening the various forms of infidelity and scepticism which are 
blinding the hearts of so many. This fills my soul with sadness ; yet I find such 
inestimable treasures in Hannah Here's "Practical Piety," Nevins' ''Practical 
Thoughts," Fuller's "Backslider," and others, that I take courage, and my heart 
feels relieved when I can supply such permanently with the pointed, yet loving 
and persuasive language of these faithful authors. 

There fq>pear8 in many places a kind of pretended Universalism, which often 
approaches to a rank infidelity, and this among intelligent and refined people. 
Besides those works which bear directly on these errors, we are able to scatter 
among such many of our interesting books ; and though the colporteur or gospel 
minister may not be able to call their minds to eternal things without exciting 
prejudice, or their flying at once to their favorite refuge, yet these will in many 
cases be read with honesty and candor ; and if we thus sow beside all waters, there 
may yet be some harvest. 

I have ever had a tender heart towards the young, and I feel to thank the Lord 
for the precious gems which he has enabled the Society to place in my hands to 
scatter amoi^ them. A pious father, who seemed especially anxious to train his 
children in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, says, " I feel less particular in 
selecting for my children from the Tract Society than from other sources, for I feel 
perfectly safe in putting in their hands any thing from that source." A mother 
said to me when she saw the " Songs for the Little Ones at Home," " This is just 
what I have so long wanted to keep my children from learning sometiiing worse. ' ' 
At another place I noticed an unusual joy lighting up the countenances of the 
children on learning that the Tract Society's books were brought in, and eagerly 
surrounding me, they began to inquire for ' ' Songs for the Little Ones. ' ' The father 
on coming in explained their conduct, by saying that he had long promised this 
book to them, and he could find nothing that would fill its place. I met a parent 
to whom I had sold a "Tract Primer" a few days before, who said, "The little 
book is well adapted to the mind of my child, and I find that older heads are not 
fooling away their time by reading it." A lady on seeing " Pike's Persuasives to 
Early Piety," says, "I read that book while I was young, and the fearful sense of 
guilt I felt that I should accumulate on my soul by rejecting such a fiedthful and 
earnest appeal to my heart and conscience, so impressed my mind that it has never 
left me." 
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"THE RELIGIOUS TRACT SOCIETY, LONDON." 

This Parent Tract Society, formed in 1799, pursues \t8 steady 
course of usefulness at home and abroad, under the continued smiles 
of Providence. Its relations ta the American Tract Society, and to 
the other Tract Societies of the world, have always been those of kind- 
ness and encouragement in their labors to spread the gospel of Christ. 
The fifty-seventh annual report of the London Society in May last, 
which was read by Mr. George Henry Davis, late Secretary of the 
Protestant Alliance, who succeeds the lamented Mr. William Jones 
as secretary of the Tract Society, shows an increase over the opera- 
tions of previous years. New publications issued during the year, 
280 ; grants for England, Scotland, and Ireland, including 703 libra- 
ries for poor districts, ministers, and schools, 5,065,600 copies, value 
£5,334 ; grants for foreign lands in publications, paper, and money, 
£4,955 ; total grants at home and abroad, igl 0,289, or nearly $50,000, 
considerably exceeding the total donations received by the Society. 
The sales amounted to £72,822, being £5,720 more than the previous 
year ; and the total receipts amounted to £91,528, or nearly $440,000. 
Total issues for the year, 31,529,185 publications, or three millions 
more than the year previous. The report rejoices in " the friendly 
intercourse kept up between" that Society and the American Tract 
Society, which they say, " tends to cement that noble offspring of our 
nation to the parent state, and to throw impediments in the way of 
war.** 

The operations of the London Society's Auziliaries in Canada are 
above noticed in the report of the Kochester Agency ; and the pro- 
ceedings of numerous foreign Tract Societies are shown in connection 
with the following sketch of this Society's labors abroad. 
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FOREIGN AND PAGAN LANDS. 

Notwithstanding the various changes and revulsions occurring 
throughout the world, the field for the Society's usefulness abroad 
was perhaps never more wide and promising than at the present hour. 
If the Tract operations of some countries have been diminished, those 
of other countries have been increased in more than a corresponding 
ratio. If less has been done in Russia, in France there was probably 
never more encouragement. Though Turkey was the seat of the late 
terrific contest among the great nations of Europe, the American mis- 
sions to the Armenians are among the most prosperous in the world, 
and perhaps in no other foreign country is the Christian press now 
more effective or more evidently blessed. Though the insurrection 
in China has caused much interruption of missionary labors especially 
at Shanghai, and in the late collision with the British forces at Can- 
ton the printing establishments of the American Board and of the 
Presbyterian Board of foreign missions in that city have been destroy- 
ed, on Amoy a special blessing has descended ; and He who knows 
best how to rouse the dormant mind of the besotted millions of the 
Chinese, and cause " the light of the knowledge of the glory of Grod 
in the face of Jesus Christ" to shine upon them, may have purposed 
to use the dark and mysterious events occurring as the means of fur- 
thering that glorious result. 

As in former years, a special Committee of members of diflFerent 
communions have corresponded with all our principal Foreiga Mis- 
sionary Boards, and received from each Board information of the con- 
dition and wants of the department of labor coming within the sphere 
of this Society, at their respective stations. The correspondence from 
each station directly with this Society has also been carefully con- 
sidered, and the Executive Committee have appropriated, with a view 
best to meet existing wants, and have paid over in cash, during the 
year ending April 1, including $1,000 contributed by the American 
Tract Society at Boston, the sum of eighteen tkousamd dollars^ which has 
been distributed as follows :

$300; Madura, $600; Satara, $100; Kolapur, $100; Nestorians,

mission $600 ; Greece, A. B. 0. F. M. $400 ; Italy and Sardinia, 
$500 ; Dr. Marriott, Basle, including $100 for Rev. Dr. Malan of 
Geneva, $600 ; Nuremburg, $200 ; Berlin, for Wendes, Poles, etc., 
$100 ; Sweden, $200 ; Hamburg, Lower Saxony Society $300, Bap- 
tist mission $1,300 ; Belgium, $200 ; Paris Religious Tract Society, 
$1,200; Toulouse, $300; Spain, $500; North American Indians, 
General Assembly's Board, $100 : total, $18,000.

Several of these languages are printed in two characters, as the Mahratta in 
Balbud and Mord, the Urdu In native and Soman, the Hindui in Nagari and 
Kaithi, the Tai in Tai and Burman. The compound languages consist chiefly of 
the words of one in the letters of the other ; thus the Armeno-Turkish consists of 
common or familiar Turkish, with a few Armenian terms, printed in Armenian 
type.

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When members of an examining oommitiee are located together, it is gratify- 
ing to have a joint report of their proceedings. If resident at different stations, 
each member may usefully approve and report to the Publishing CJommittee the 
issues at his own station which accord with this Society's principles, and transmit 
them to other members, each member reporting to the Publishing Committee his 
own proceedings. 

The list of ike gratuitous distribution of publications, inserted in the 
earlier part of this Keport, shows that our aborigines ; the countries 
adjacent to our own, the British dominions, Mexico, and the West 
India islands ; the various countries of South America ; our shipping 
for foreign ports and seamen's chaplains ; emigrants to the United 
States who have been visited at the ports of their embarkation ; and 
foreign countries generally throughout the world, have been liberally 
supplied with grants of publications, wherever doors of usefulness 
have appeared to be opened. No application has been denied, or 
opportunity for distribution neglected, where there seemed grounds 
of hope that good might be accomplished. 

"The Mexicans,'^ says a colporteur in Texas, "have interested me 
much. Several times they have purchased every Spanish book I had. 
One recently bought D'Aubign^'s History, Pilgrim's Progress, Tract 
Primer, and several other volumes. Wherever I have found them 
able to read, I have found them willing to read any thing I had. 
There is a wide door open here for the colporteur. I recently met 
two or three intelligent Mexicans from Metamoras, one of them of 
noble Castilian blood. They gladly received Spanish tracts, and cor- 
dially invited me to come to see them, giving me their names. They 
could read and write fluently. The Dairyman's Daughter has thus 
gone to preach where the living preacher could only be heard with 
the loss of his life." 

Of Brazil, an excellent chaplain of the United States Navy, who 
recently spent many months in that country, writes : " I beg to sug- 
gest to the Society the importance and feasibility of introducing their 
system of colportage into the empire of Brazil. I believe the Brazil- 
ians are ready to receive the Bible and religious books. There is 
enough of the spirit of inquiry abroad to secure attention to any 
works on religious subjects which might be presented by a colpor- 
teur, and my experience in distributing tracts warrants the belief 
that such books would be readily purchased. I am of opinion 
that the time has come when a ddp6t of Bibles and religious books 
should be established in Rio de Janeiro. Brazil depends on Portu- 
gal for books, and consequently there is no such thing as a relig- 
ious literature in the empire. It is painful to think how destitute 
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are the millions of Brazil of all religious teaching or reading. And 
whence should the supply come ; whence so naturally as from 
Protestant Christians on this side the Atlantic ? It is my earnest 
desire and strong hope that the American Tract Socioty will try the 
experiment of supplying Brazil with a religious literature.'' 

For the Canadian Missionary Society at Montreal, the Society 
have just printed an edition of one kundred eva/ngeUcal French Hymns, 
of which liberal grants have been made to that mission. 

SPAIN, 

About one year since, Mr. De Mora from Madrid, who by the faith- 
ful study of the Scriptures was brought to renounce the errors of 
Popery, and had become an active member of the Society for Relig- 
ious Reformation in Spain, visited this country to obtain assistance 
in their labors, especially by procuring casts of stereotype plates of 
the Bible and evangelical works ah*eady issued in Spanish in this 
country, that they might be used in Spain for issuing successive edi- 
tions for circulation there. After repeated interviews, Mr. De Mora 
presented to the Committee the following written request, kindly 
translated by Theodore Dwight, Esq., which clearly presents his own 
view of the state of things then existing in that unhappy country, 
where the light of the great Reformation was extinguished by brutal 
martyrdoms, and the powers that be are still endeavoring to quench 
every spark of evangelical light.

<«To TBB vsBT Oh&istiam Amkbigan Teact SociKTT'-The subscriber, a member 
and secretary of the Society of Religious Beformatiozi in Spain, has the honor to 
make known to this respected association, that he has been commissioned by the 
directing junta of our peninsula* for the purpose of becoming acquainted with, 
forming relations, and soliciting the influence and pecuniary resources of the Chris- 
tian societies of this new hemisphere, for the publication and propagation in our 
country of the divine word qf Ood. 

"The humble efforts of the subscriber have not been fruitless thus far, thanks 
to the mercy of Gk)d €uid the activity and Christian zeal of the brethren in Christ 
of New York. * Ask, and ye sliall receive,' says the Lord Jesus ; and in £Eict, trust- 
ing in his divine promise, we have asked, and the Lord himself, through means of 
our brethren the Christians of this biblical city, have granted us ail that we may 
need to print and propagate the holy Scriptures in our country. 

*^ The Lord will be with you as he is with them. Your desires and aspirations 
must be the same ; and you and they and we, children of the same Father, breth- 
ren of the same Lord, and members of the same body, ought to be identified, and 
to desire what the Lord Jesus desires and wills, namely, that his divine word may 
be diffused over the whole circuit of the earth, God strengthening and assisting us 
all, as children of our Father, as coSperators and colaborers in the one work of the 
holy cause of our Lord Jesus. 
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*^The subscriber therefore, trosting in your actiTity and Christian zeal, and 
above all, in the infallible promises of our Lord Jesus, ventures to request this very 
Christian Sodetj to assist this cause among the Spaniards in Europe, by granting 
them some of the works which you have printed in this country for Spaniards, 
and the funds which you may judge necessary and proper to print and dreulate 
them in Spain. 

*' The Society of Beformation in the Peninsula, during the bhort time of its ex- 
istence, has printed several works, among which are La LudUay by Monod, and has 
labored, and still labors in public addresses, by the press, and as much as possible 
in the provinces. 

'* The following works, published by your Society, I have examined, and some 
of them, if not all, would be of extreme utility if published in the Peninsula.

Duplicate casts of the stereotype plates of the seven volumes thus 
requested by Mr. De Mora were taken, amounting to nearly $600, 
the balance of which sum was placed in his hands. 

He returned to Madrid, where having family worship in his own 
house, reading and explaining the Bible to his friends, and endeavor- 
ing to circulate the Scriptures and evangelical books, he was sud- 
denly assaulted while taking a walk, and arrested for heresy, at the 
instigation of the Jesuits, whose history he had written. He was 
thrust into a damp dungeon, used as the worst criminals, where he 
was attacked by a fever that threatened his life. When taken before 
the Vicar-general, he made the following noble confession : 

" I am a Christian. I protested against Rome long ago. The 
gospel is my law and my support, and I hope that our divine Saviour 
will not abandon me, but will give me strength to suffer.'^ 

The vicar fell on his knees and entreated him to retract, offering 
him riches and honor ; but he replied with firmness, " I have said I 
am a Christian, and that nothing in. this world will induce me to 
retract What I have said and done." He was afterwards delivered 
over by the civil power into the hands of the inquisition, but by the 
urgent request of the British government, he was allowed to escape 
from prison, and is now in London, where he has prepared a history 
of the treatment he received, which has been translated into English 
by Kev. Wm. H. Rule, and reprinted in the United States. 

The stereotype plates committed to him are supposed to be safe, 
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their further use awaiting the dispensations of that Providence which 
controls all events. 

PRANCE. 

The TouLotJSE Beuoious Book Society continues its useful labors 
for di£fusing evangelical truth among the French people. They have 
recently issued, or have in press, several valuable works, including a 
brief comment on the Bible translated from the German, and have 
sent specimens and copies of their books, for the Society's use or dis- 
tribution. 

The Pabis Religious Tract Society have addressed several inter- 
esting communications to the Society, stating that their field for tract 
distribution, especially through Sabbath-schools and young men's 
associations, and in aid of feeble churches and other evangelical la- 
bors, is large, and at one time that their expenses had exceeded their 
income by 44,000 francs, or more than $8,000. They state that most 
of their distributions throughout France are among those who have 
small means, many of whom are struggling with opposition from Po- 
pery ; and that the claims on the active Christians of Paris are so 
numerous and varied, that they are obliged to seek the cooperation 
and support of their brethren in the United States. To meet in part 
their immediate wants, $500 was sent there in December, to which 
$t00 were added in February, making the remittances in the Socie- 
ty's year $1,200. 

In November the Rev. Mr. De Pressens^, secretary, wrote : 

''Daring the last five years, Bible and tract distribution has been prosecated 
upon a larger scale than ever, and with the most blessed results. It has brought 
about a revival amidst our Protestant churches ; and their increasing seal evinces 
itself by the erection of several benevolent or evangelizing institutions, which en- 
tail upon them expenses above their means. The Christians therefore, from con- 
centrating their efforts upon these local and particular works, are rather unable to 
support the works of a more general character ; that is, the Bible and tract socie- 
ties. Assuredly they are not deficient in sympathy with those societies, but they 
are deficient in resources. 

** Within the last years, tract distribution has been actively carried on among 
the Roman-catholic population ; but in that quarter, so far as financial resources 
are considered, we are at the time of small beginnings — at the sowing, not the 
reaping time. These thousands and hundreds of thousands of tracts we have not 
means to pay for. The work requires sacrifices ; but these sacrifices are amply re- 
paid by the results, and with these results we ought to acquaint you. 

** Tou could scarcely imagine to what extent our society's publications go to the 
working classes in our cities, and to the peasantry in our rural districts. In the 
metropolis, tract distribution amounts to some 15,000 copies every month ; and the 
evangelist-visitonH-city missionttries — ^who labor mostly in the suburbs, inlorm us 
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that in every house where they have aocees, our publioations are eagerly perused. 
In workshops, and more particularly in the humble dwellings where the opera- 
tives are working with their families, you might see the tract-reader surrounded 
by his wife, children, and neighbors, who are listening to the narrative of a re- 
markable conversion, or some interesting religious event. The city missionaries 
are not unfrequent attendants at those evening parties of a new description : before 
separating they o£fer up prayer ; and their exhortations and edifying conversations 
generally induce many persons to become regular attendants on the evangelical 
chapels, whose number is on the increase. 

"It is worth noticing that the work of evangdlization in the metropolis has 
never been prosecuted upon a larger scale than at present ; and that work creates 
a large demand for our tracts. Tou will readily allow that it is of the highest im- 
portance that the metropolis should be thus worked upon, both for its own benefitr, 
and the vast influence which it exerts over the French population at large. If it 
could be said of Paris, * I have much people in this city,' that would have incal- 
culable bearings upon the whole kingdom. Things are not yet so advanced, but 
it may be said without any exaggeration that, in every district of the metropolis, 
where the work of evangelization is prosecuted with some degree of system, the 
preaching of the word is attended by several hundreds of persons. Let us add, 
that the work in Paris is free and unimpeded ; there the influence of the Bomish 
clergy is felt only by those who are willing to submit to it. There the indepen- 
dent minds may exert themselves in every sphere, politics excepted. The metrop- 
olis, therefore, is a vast field which we cultivate with much system, by diffusing 
tracts abundantiy. 

'* Lyons, Marseilles, Bordeaux, and several other large towns are also abundantly 
supplied with tracts ; and if our course were not frequently impeded by pecuniary 
difficulties, it would be necessary to make far more abundant distributions, in order 
that the supply might keep pace with the demand. 

** If we turn to rural districts, we find equal facilities. In the communes where 
there are Protestant congregations, the tracts are distributed by the members of 
those congregations, and more particularly by the young. Wherever there is a liv- 
ing church, the minister is anxious to form a Toung Men's Christian Union ; one 
of the principal employments of those young persons, is to visit, on Sundays, the 
vicinity of their village, to distribute tracts, to form some intercourse with those 
who receive them. Tliat kind of tract distribution is one of the most efficient that 
we know of^ as it benefits both the giver and the receiver. We are always eager to 
second these exertions by abundant supplies of our publications. Wherever that 
means cannot be resorted to, we use the instrumentality of insulated Christians, or 
evangelizing colporteurs ; thus do we find our access to that part of the population 
that seem to be almost without the reach of Christian exertions. 

'< We may, as usual, rank the Almanaeh des Bom conuSs^ among our most valua- 
ble and acceptable publications. We have no doubt that, had we money enough 
to print some 800,000 or 400,000 copies, they could be disposed of. That publica- 
tion tends more and more to become the popular almanac of France. The official 
men, who cannot but perceive that this little book is calculated to exert a truly bene- 
ficial influence, &vor the circulation of it. The priests themselves, unless blinded 
by fianaticism, cannot but remark that the reading of it may benefit the Roman- 
catholics as well as the Protestants, and do not oppose its circulation among their 
parishioners. We know of several Roman-catholic vicars who purchase our almanac 
to make presents either to children or to their friends. And yet you will find in 
the contents of that publication no compromise with error, they are strictly evan- 
gelical. V 
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*' From the above statementB yon may peroeive thAt the Paris Tract Society is 
advancing more and more in the way where, under God's blessing, it may become 
a mighty instrumentality to promote gospel influence in a country where Boman- 
ism is fast losing ground. Bnt in order to promote a consommatdon whose bear- 
ings would extend much farther than France, it is necessary that the servants of 
Christ in foreign lands should aid their French brethren. We are here a very 
small number engaged in the prosecution and management of Christian works : if 
we are to be successful, it will be the more manifest that the success is to be ascribed 
to God alone ; but if that handful of laborers are to be left to their own exertions, 
they may be crushed by the weight of their task. 

** If the work of tract distribution were confined within certain limits, it might 
be prosecuted by means of resources derived from France. If it were to confine 
itself to meet the wants of the Protestant denomination, it is not to be doubted that 
sufficient resources might be found among the Protestants. But the fact is, that so 
many doors of usefulness are open to our Society, and it finds so ready access to the 
Boman-catholic population, that its task grows immense, and its sacrifices grow in 
the same proportion ; so that we are constrained to appeal to the liberality of all the 
friends of the gospel, in every nation, who may think it their duty to make the 
light of salvation shine upon benighted souls, and to wrest them from the grasp 
of ignorance and superstition." 

The Strasbourg Tract Society sold the last year 10,630, and grant- 
ed 16,596 copies. They issue Tracts both in French and German, 
including a series in each language for children, and have employed 
a faithful colporteur. Evangelical pastors are encouraged by their 
labors, and have reported cheering evidences of usefulness. 

The Rev. Mr. Puaux, at Rochefort, Prance, has issued a number 
of Tracts, of which he has sent copies. 

BELGIUM— SWITZERLAND. 

At Brussels, Rev. Leonard Anet reports eight new Tracts issued 
in French, of which he has* sent copies, and Bible Stories and a Tract 
on the Romish controversy in Finnish in the press. He regrets the 
want of devoted men to engage in colportage, and the indifference of 
multitudes as to their salvation ; but states several cases in which 
the reading of tracts has been evidently blessed in winning souls to 
God. 

The Rev. G. Tilhol, secretary of the Belgian Evangelical Society, 
in a letter just received, dated March 21, acknowledging a grant of 
$200, gives the foUowiag highly interesting intelligence of the exist- 
ing struggles with Popery in that country. 

<* We are hai^y to he able to inform yon that the sale and distribnticm of tracts 
have never been so considerable here as during the last few months. A work is 
going on among our people at this moment, the importance of which we cannot but 
acknowledge. 

** ^nce the attacks of the Romish clergy upon the instruction given in the Bel^ 
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gian unlTensities, the war between the clerical and the liberal parties bail not ceased 
to rage ; and it has been rendered more spirited by various pamphlets, which haye 
made a good deal of stir, and in which well-known writers haye insisted on the 
absolute necessity of seceding from a church whose principles are incompatible with 
all liberty and progress in civilization. At length the clergy conceived the unfor- 
tanate idea of bringing from France a missionary, who has preached successively 
in li^ge and in Gand, and who has disgusted public sentiment by his incessant 
abuse of the Bible and Protestantism. At li^ge Mr. Durand, and at Brussels Messrs. 
Anet, Panchaud, and Tilhol have challenged him to public discussions, which he 
has been willing to meet. This has put us to the necessity of holding public con> 
ferenoee on the subjects in debate, lliese have been remarkably well attended ; 
my colleagues, who have been here since the commencement of the awakening, say 
they have never seen any thing like it. Mr. Anet has also published several pam- 
phlets, and among others two letters to the Abb^ Combalet, of which 2,000 were 
disposed of in four days, besides a large number of other tracts, etc. Mr. Anet has 
also published a letter to the Abb6 Dechamps, in refutation of his work against 
Protestantism. He will soon publish a fourth letter. Mr. Panchaud has published 
his address on Confession ; and I mine on The Protestant Method, in connection with 
reading the Bible. The address of Mr. Durand on the Immaculate Oonception will 
soon appear. 

"We may therefore truly say, that never have our publications been so numer- 
ous as of late ; and never, as I have already said, have our sales been so abundant. 
In the single district of Charleroi, 8,000 tracts have been distributed within a few 
months, and the pastor there calls for 3,000 more. On one day, at the close of two 
discourses in different places, a colporteur was able to sell 49 francs' worth of tracts 
to hearers almost exclusively Boman-cathollcs. Not less remarkable and encour- 
aging are the free sales we make among the FUmuh part of our population. Until 
lately we could do almost nothing there ; a sale of 20 francs* worth of tracts per 
month, was an occasion for special joy. Now our colporteurs sell 100 francs' worth 
per month, and are well received by all classes. 

* ' Of course this progress is very provoking to the clergy. They have raised riots 
against us at Gand and at Anvers. In this latter city especially the riot was quite 
serious, and was quelled only by the arrival of a detachment of troops. All this 
however only shows more clearlythe spirit of the Boman-catholic clergy, and dis- 
poses public opinion more favorably towards us. We have been able to sow largely ; 
and we only wait for the blessing of Him who can make the divine seed spring up, 
and bring forth the good fruits of conversion and holy living for the glory of God. 
We may bless him for putting the seal of his approval on the work of our laborers 
already. There have been new admissions to church-membership at all our sta- 
tions, even the least prosperous ; and in some the number rejoices our hearts. At 
li^ge, in the course of three months, twenty Boman-catholics have been admitted 
to the Supper ; and at Brussels, a still larger number." 

Dr. Marriott, at Basle, continues his active evangelical labors in 
diflferent directions, especially in behalf of Germany. He reports that 
a new German translation of the Memoir of Harlan Page had been 
made by Rev. Mr. Kayser, which was in the press at Basle. For the 
Swiss troops, called out in the prospect, which existed for a time, of 
a collision between Switzerland and Prussia, Dr. Marriott issued edi- 
tions of the Life of Col. Gardiner, Conversation between a Corporal

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and Soldier, etc., and circulated among them many thousands of the 
New Testament and Tracts ; and he had recently been informed of 
the hopeful conversion of several Boman-catholics in Bavaria and 
their renunciation of Popery, through the influence of Tracts he cir- 
culated there in 1846. "Thus," he says, "after many years we hear 
of the fruit of our labors, and this from a journey that, of all I ever 
undertook, was attended with many trying circumstances, and which 
during a long time made me much cast down." He deeply regrets 
ttie apparent springing up, in various parts of Germany, of a high- 
church or formal spirit, in distinction from a love of perishing souls 
and labor and prayer for their saving conversion to Christ through 
the renewing luid sanctifying influences of the Holy Spirit. 

To the Rev. Dr. Malan of Geneva, $100, contributed by a friend, 
has been sent to assist in circulating some of his numerous evangeli- 
cal publications, of which several have been issued by this Society 
and the Religious Tract Society in London, and others approved for 
circulation abroad. 

ITALY AND SARDINIA. 

The Italian Society at Geneva have reported a tist of Iti^an vt>l- 
umes and Tracts issued by them, of most of which they have sent 
copies, and nineteen have been approved. 

The question of continuing with, or separating from the clergy of 
the Vaudois " Table," had somewhat hindered the efforts of the friends 
of Zion. 

Of Sardinia, for which $200 have been sent to Count Guicciar- 
dini, Mr. H. Barbey, in behalf of Col. Tronchin, writes : "There are 
classes at Genoa, which have been formed with the view of teaching 
the people how to read the Bible. They are drawn in by the beauty 
of the holy word. They meet in the evenings, under the eye of one 
of their number most advanced in knowledge, and each person pres- 
ent reads a verse or two, adding or asking some explanation or refer- 
ence. The people have renounced Popery and its idolatry, and have 
turned to God and his word : the Bible seems to answer their expec- 
tations and present wants, and to be sufficient for such spiritual food 
as their actual condition requires." To aid such readers the Italian 
Society were about to issue an edition of Deodati's version of the 
New Testament with full marginal references. 
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GERMANY. 

The Rer. J. O. Onckek, at Hamburg, in behalf of the Ameri* 
can Baptist mission, has reported flill statements of the Tracts pub- 
lished in the year 1856, and of the wide range of their distribution 
in different countries, and at more than one humdnd stations, of which 
he presents the following highly interesting summary view : 

" Our Trad circulation has hten donUt thai of awi/ Reading yea/r ; no 
less than 1,056,000 copies (including fourteen new Tracts) haying 
during the year been issued from our press ; and notwithstanding 
this increase in the number printed, our stock on hand being, I am 
happy to say, lower than it has ever before been. 

'' New fields of missionary labor are constantly opening before us, 
and the pioneers which the Lord of the harvest most frequently em- 
ploys to awaken the Macedonian cry, 'Come over, and help us,' are 
the tracts sent out in His name by our Hamburg Tract Society. Our 
wants at present are therefore very urgent, and our sorrow is great 
because we cannot meet the pressing calls from all quarters for more 
tracts. Being left with a debt of £Zb at the close of the past year, 
and having no fands at our disposal, we have been placed under the 
painful necessity of suspen^ng all farther printing of tracts until we 
tte supplied with funds. 

"The field of our labors has not, as in preceding years, been con* 
fined to our own fatherland, but has embraced Denmark, Norway, 
Holland, Russia^ Poland, lithuania, Switzerland, and the North of 
France (Alsace.) 

"To the French, Spanish, Portuguese, Swedish, Italian, and Bohe- 
mian seamen visiting our port, we have supplied tracts in those lan- 
guages. No less than 4,999 vessels of all nations were thus visited 
during the year, and in many instances the men were also induced 
to purchase copies of the Scriptures. 

" Our efforts have also extended largely to the many thousands 
of our countrymen who pass through Hamburg as emigrants to the 
United States of America, and we doubt not that many precious 
souls, by the divine blessing resting on the reading, during their long 
voyage, of the tracts thus supplied to them by the Hamburg Tract 
Society, will land on the shores of America with hearts renewed by 
sovereign grace, and will thus convey the blessings of the gospel with 
them to the 'far West.' The generous aid which your Committee 
have continued to us during the past year, has materially contributed 
to these glorious results. The number of our Mow4aborers in tract 
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circulation is still increasing, and our Tract visitors especially have 
eflfected a large amount of gratuitous labor, inasmuch as the system 
of loan circulation from house to house is everywhere adopted in our 
churches, now numbering 10, with 6,000 or 7,000 members. At each 
of our more than 500 preaching stations we keep a little stock of 
tracts for distribution, and thus our field is constantly extending. 
Though the Hamburg Tract Society is probably the youngest in Ger- 
many, it has already taken the start of all the others, not only in the 
number of tracts it annually sends forth, but also in the large num- 
ber of Christians who in connection with it are personally engaged 
in tract labor. 

''Though the spirit of opposition and persecution still exists in 
several of th« German states, and Protestant princes and ministers 
are still persecuting Protestants, and continue to imprison some of 
the brethren for preaching Christ, and to prohibit the distribution of 
tracts and the sale of the Bible without the Apocrypha, as in 
Mechlenburg, Hesse Cassel, Sleswig, etc., we have notwithstanding 
been amply rewarded, and our hearts have been encouraged and our 
hands strengthened by the many proofe of the divine blessing in our 
work in the conversion of sinners to Christ. I append a few interest- 
ing facts showing the usefulness of tract circulation. 

" And now, my dear brother, in conclusion let me remind you and 
the Committee once more, that for the continuance and increase of 
our tract operations, we are greatly dependent on the munificence of 
your Society ; and therefore, in view of the wide field we occupy, in 
consideration of the appalling fact that millions of my countrymen 
never will hear the gospel unless it be presented to them by means of 
tracts, and finally, on account of the uncertainty how long the oppor- 
tunities now presented to us may last, I beg you to help us to the 
utmost extent of your ability. We are also much in need of a grant 
of German tracts published by you, to be used as loan tracts ; and of 
Danish, Swedish, and Dutch tracts we have none left." 

We regret the want of room to add some pages of narratives of 
decided evidences of the divine blessing on Tract distribution, which 
Rev. Mr. Oncken has recorded. The spirit exhibited by many of the 
converts appears in a little band of Christians in Slesvrig, Denmark, 
who have been long the subjects of persecution, not being able to 
meet for prayer but by stealth, and in momentary danger of being 
seized by the police. Although they are but forty-one in number, 
their united contributions to the mission in Germany, which they 
had been gathering for a year, amounted to two hundred and forty dol- 
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larSy or about six doUarsfrom each member of the church. Of this amount, 
forty dollars were contributed by the children of these poor people, 
thirty-one in number, who had gathered it by bone and rag picking, 
or other humble and painful employments, such as turning peats for 
the farmers at the rate of a cent a thousand. 

Of the Lower Saxony Tract Society, at Hamburg, the Rev. Dr. 
Craig, secretary, reports that in 1856 they issued nine new tracts in 
German, and eleven in Danish, Bogatzky's Close Walk of a Believer 
with Christ, and Paleario's Benefits of Christ's Death ; that more than 
800,000 copies had been circulated ; and seven colporteurs employed 
for the whole or a part of the year — one in East Friezeland, Hanover, 
and Oldenburg, one in Westphalia and Rhenish Prussia, one in Hol- 
Btein, one in the south of Prussia near Bavaria, one in Pomerania, 
one in Jutland and Sleswig among the Danish speaking population, 
and one chiefly laboring among the emigrants on their way to Amer- 
ica. One of these has suffered bitter persecution, especially from 
neologists who found that the simple gospel had a power to draw 
away their hearers ; and others, even in Protestant countries in 
Germany, are met by high-church intolerance, and laws prohibiting 
their distributions. Some of the colporteurs have had cheering 
experience ; they have carried the gospel to many a house and heart 
where it would not otherwise have come ; and the Society have had 
gratifying evidence that their labors have not been in vain. 

At NuREMBURG IN Bavaria, Rcv. J. Birkucr, President, and A. Wolf, 
Secretary of the Society for Home Evangelization, wrote a full letter, 
October 20, gratefully acknowledging the Society's aid, and giving 
intelligence as to the religious state of Bavaria. 

'* We cannot compare ourselves/' they say, ''with our sister societies at Stutt- 
gart, Barmen, and Hamburg, since our resources are smaller, and consequently the 
results of our labors are smaller too, not to mention a complete antipathy to the 
work of God, poverty, and the here in Bavaria prevailing sectarianism, which pre- 
vent participation in our work ; yet we can say with truth that our Society meets 
the real wants of our country, as it seeks to spread the simple, positive truths of 
the gospel among the people, and not sectarianism, which only excites unholy pas- 
nons, and fans party contention. Hundreds of publications would never find their 
way to the multitude, and many inquiries after salvation, although hidden from 
08, for the most part, would not have been made, but for the labors of our society. 

'* We can also inform you that the field for the efforts of our society expands 
more every year, and that our labors increase cbocordingly. We have our agents 
not only in the different districts of Bavaria, by whom our publications are scat^ 
tered in all directions, but our society also extends its labors beyond the confines 
of Bavaria, since our books and tracts have gone to Saxony, Brunswick, Hanover, 
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Fdmerania, Sileslft, Heflw, WestphalU) Nasaau, and Badea, and even to Venice. 
We considered these shlpmentB of publicatioos of the greater importance, since 
thej were mostly made to parts which had been under the sway of infidelity, and 
where onr hooks had to do the work of the living preacher. Besides the books 
distributed among individuals, either by sale or grant, we have had to establish 
new circulating libraries, and to increase those already in ezistenoe, one of which 
particularly, in Nuremberg, is doing a good work. 

" During the past year we sold books to the amount of 1,261 florins, and dis- 
tributed in all 2,000 books, 9,000 tracts, and 19,000 colored Scripture pictures ; and 
the number of publicaticms sold would have been far greater had we not been limit- 
ed by our means, and liad we had sufScient funds to ke^ a larger stock of the books 
most in demand. Thh not being the case, we have had to leave many orders un- 
filled. And still there is great need for laboring with all our might, since infidel- 
ity, materialism, and errors of various kinds break in upon us with might, and give 
ground of alarm in looking into the future. 

'*We most ardently wish that our society, which becomes more ai^reeiated 
here and there, could be so supported by Ghristiaiis in our land, that we could 
continue our labors with our own means and develop greater activity ; but as we 
have stated before, besides the great poverty of our land, which is particularly felt 
by the clergy, rigid sectarianism is the great obstacle ; and the majority of our 
iraalthy and educated mem are not inclined to spread publicaticms which are not 
according to their minds, and which uncover and reprove their unbelief. 

"From the above you see, dear brethren, whc labor in more £ftvorable circum- 
stances for the kingdom of Gk)d, that we have to combat great difficulties, and that 
ve have to sipply for foreign aid. But you will also see that we are doing the same 
great work with you — spreading the eternal trutii of God, which will triumph glo- 
riously when the Lord comes, although it is now held in contempt and refused by 
the blinded and by the enemies of Qod." 

Of the Prussian Tract Society at Berlin, Major Westphal, who 
succeeds the late venerated secretary Mr. Eisner, states that they 
have many opportunities for the distribution of Polish Tracts ; and 
they had furnished books for Bohemia, and put to press two Tracts 
in Lithuanian. Twelve new Tracts were issued the last year, and 
the total issues since 1816 amounted to 6,420,T00 copies. 

Mr. Samuel Eisner died August 31, 1856, aged 78. Long before 
any Tract Society was formed in Berlin, and when the state of relig- 
ion was lamentably low, he labored for the cause of evangelical truth, 
and had Tracts printed at his own expense, which he circulated on 
all suitable occasions, whether at home or abroad. In 1816 he suc- 
ceeded in forming the Prussian Tract Society at Berlin, which has 
the patronage of the government, and circulates its publications post 
free. Over the interests of this Society he faithfully watched for forty 
years till his death, providing for the depository, fuel, etc., at his own 
expense, and contributing liberally to its fVinds. He also took part in 
tlie formation of other existing religious societies, and aided them 
with his counsel Few care as he did for the welfare of immortal 
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Boote ; and the loss of his labors for the best interests of the Society 
is deeply felt. 

At Calw, Dr. Barth continues his efficient operations, not only in 
Germany, but extending liberal aid in the issuing of publications in 
various languages in foreign countries. He has recently given ^25, 
to assist the American mission at Ooroomiah in printing his Church 
History in Nestorian. 

The Stuttgart Society printed the last year 193,000 Tracts and 
purchased 10,210, besides 132,991 colored pictures ; making the cir- 
culation in 25 years, 1,913,966 tracts, 22,596 volumes, 12,121 Bibles 
and Testaments, and 860,400 colored pictures. They employed the 
last year five young men as colporteurs ; expenditures $4,809, includ- 
ing $882 40 for colportage. 

Eev. T. P. Kabmak, of Dantzic, Prussia, reports that in 28 years 
he has distributed nearly 100,000 publications, drawn from the dif- 
ferent evangelical societies in Gernjany. He has employed one col- 
porteur, and has connection with 180 brethren who obtain publica- 
tions from him, which they circulate. At his request $81 16 worth 
have been sent him on sale, and $20 worth as a grant. 

To Rev. F, W. Bergemann, at New Ruppin, province of Branden- 
burg, Prussia, General Agent of the Evangsligal Society for Germa- 
NT, who have circulated many publications by colporteurs, 15,000 
pages have been sent as specimens. 

SWEDEN. 

A new Tract Society has been formed in Stockholm, the ''Nation- 
al Gospel Institution,'' embracing most of the members of the Com-^ 
mittee of the former Society. The second article of the new Society's 
constitution is : " As there is within our country an established 
church with pure evangelical faith and free spreading of the Bible, 
the Institution intends to act by the spreading of books, etc., in per- 
fect accordance with the existing principles of faith, and to employ 
only such persons as from belief and conviction belong to that 
church for which they are to labor ; the Institution will consequently 
by no means place itself in opposition to the present arrangements 
within the church for the spreading of the gospel of Jesus Christ in 
the country, but rather act in concert with them, according as the 
Institution may be requested to do, or as itself may find advisable.'' 

Its avowed aim is peacefully to pursue its work in accordance 
with the doctrines of the Swedish national church, yet with no zeal 
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to proselyte from other evangelical denominations. It has twelve 
directors, Baron AlstrOmer chairman, Mr. Vennersten treasurer, Rev. 
H. J. Lundborg secretary, and has entered on its labors with much 
efiSciency. At the end of the first quarter, August 31, it had five col- 
porteurs, and six others had labored for a time at the expense of pri- 
vate individuals. It has also employed students from the University 
in this service, and in January issued the first number of a monthly 
Swedish Messenger. ^ 

Rev. Mr. Lundborg has written full and cordial letters, requesting 
this Society's aid and cobperation, and copies of its publications for 
the young and of the Messengei; Botschafter, and Child's Paper, 
which have been granted. 

The Rev. Andrew Wibebg, who recently visited this country, and 
has kindly revised most of this Society's publications in Swedish, also 
writes as secretary of the " Missionary Union of Stockholm," report- 
ing the formation of that society, which is conducted by a board of 
twelve members, one-half of whom are Lutherans and one-half Bap- 
tists ; Gapt. John Berger president, M. P. Palmquist treasurer. Rev. 
Mr. Wiberg has transmitted a truly admirable collection of tracts of 
larger and smaller size lately issued in Stockholm, including Come to 
Jesus, Ryle's Christ and the Two Thieves, and Living or Dead, Scrip- 
ture Promises, and other well-known and highly evangelical tracts, 
many of which it is hoped may be reprinted in this country. 

RUSSIA. 

The Tract friends in St. Petersburg, notwithstanding the inter- 
ruption occasioned by the late war, sold from the d^p6t in 1855, 
82,824 copies, and in 1856, 41,598 copies. The Society's last grant 
of $tOO had not been e3?pended, but was needed at the last dates for 
immediate use. 

Mr. Archibald Mirmelees, who for a long term of years has been 
the active supporter of the Tract and other benevolent operations in 
Russia, writes : 

"You will see by the statement that we printed last year 55,000 
of six tracts, and we have now in the hands of the printer thirteen 
others, of which 130,000 copies are ordered, it being important to 
have large editions in the present position of affairs. This is quite 
beyond the means at our disposal, but we have not hesitated to 
strike while the iron is hot, in the assurance that your Committee 
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will come to our aid, as in bygone days, and I am deputed by the 
friends here to solicit your kind assistance. We should also be much 
obliged by a grant of say 5,000 of your German tracts, and a small 
selection of English, French, and German books. Respecting these, I 
shall write more particularly to our friend and former coworker Mr. 
J. S. Ropes. 

"We have taken advantage of the recent appointment of a rev- 
erend metropolitan to present a petition, through our depositary, for 
permission to sell the 'Life of Christ,' printed in 1844, and then not 
permitted to be published. The result is yet unknown. 

" In conclusion I may mention, that in all probability this is the 
last annual statement which I shall hand to your Society, as I pur* 
pose retiring from St. Petersburg in August, after a residence of thir- 
ty-siz years. I trust the arrangements made in anticipation of this 
change, for carrying forward this good work, and others of a kindred 
nature, in which I have borne a large share, may have the divine 
blessing vouchsafed, and work well for the spiritual interests of the 
community and the promotion of the glory of God. According to 
the new arrangements my son, Mr. W. S. Mirrielees, will be your 
future correspondent." 

nOM A BSPORT or THB BBPOSITABT. 

**TeQ yean ago I visited you last/' said a Bussian nobleman, *'and bought a 
pretty large quantity of little books, which I distributed among my peasants. The 
benefit thereof was, that the greatest part of them learned to read, in which I gave 
them instruction, and they now show great improvement in their conduct. To lie 
and to deceive is very rare among them, and most of them have given up drunk- 
enness, as far as i know. Tlie neighboring noblemen follow my example ; and as 
I am now, after many years, here again in St. Petersburg, I come to you to buy a 
new stock of books." 

. GREECE. 

The Rev. Jonas Kino, D. D., wrote, Athens, January 30, 1857 : 
" On the 31st ult. I finished the correction of the translation of the 
last sheet of the fifth volume of the Collection of the American Tract 
Society's publications in modern Greek. This volume contains up- 
wards of six hundred pages 8vo, and the correction of the transla- 
tion cost me a great deal of labor. Of the first three volumes I have 
already sent you a copy, and I hope soon to send you a copy of the 
fourth and fifth volumes. 

"The first volume consists of 430 pages, the second of 68T, the 
third of 498, the fourth of 485, and the fifth of 648 pages ; in all, 2,598 
pages, which I printed in 1863-56. 

" This work I had a great desire to accomplish as soon as possible, 
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because I felt that no other person would do it, aad that if I should 
be taken away by death, many of the Society's former publications 
would, on account of the style in which they were printed, remain 
useless. Some of the translations were very incorrect, and almost 
all of them needed a thorough revision in order to make them truly 
useful and acceptable to this people. Now that they are put in an 
eligible and permanent form, I trust they will be useful long after 
my head shall be laid in the graye. 

'^I hare now commenced printing AUeine^s Alarm, and after that 
I intend to print the 'Prayers of the Saints,' selected from the Bible ; 
and I wish also to print immediately an edition of the ten command- 
ments, as the last edition of ten thousand copies is nearly exhausted. 

''A son of the chaplain of the king of Prussia who was here last 
summer, and who is himself assistant chaplain to the king, informed 
me that a copy of the 'Prayers of the Saints' which I sent to hf& 
father several years ago, had been the means of the publication of 
many thousands oi similar books in the kingdom of Prussia, with the 
difference, I believe, that they were accompanied with remarks as 
to the occasion of the prayers, whereas I published the prayers as 
they are found in the Bible, without any remarks except what a3*e 
contained in the caption, or summary of their contents. 

" In order to proceed with my work, I shall need of course addi- 
tional funds." 

Dr. King adds, March 14, "I have just received a letter from 
Thessalonica informing me that fifteen or twenty heads of Greek fam- 
ilies in Cassandra, about eighteen hours from Thessalonica, have pub- 
licly proclaimed themselves Protestants, and have formed a separate 
church as Protestants, and are recognized as such by the Turkish 
government. In the same letter, I am requested to send as many 
Greek tracts as I can spare." 

THE ARMENIANS OP TURKEY. 
A letter from the American mission to Turkey, dated, Constanti- 
nople, May 22, 1856, after noticing the death of Rev. Mr. Everett, and 
lamenting that " the working force of the mission is reduced, while 
the work is greatly increasing on their hands," proceeds to notice the 
results of the war, the recent act of toleration by the Sublime Porte, 
and other interesting facts. 

**The Lord has gradously and very greatly blessed every department of our 
work the past year. The fearful war that was allowed to arise, and that has de- 
stroyed so many liyes and such yast treasures, has not been allowed to check, but 
has forwarded our work. But war long ocmtinaed must be disastrous to this work, 
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as it would show the yery worst elemeats of character that are found in Western 
Eorope. Hence when the Turks had seen enough of the Western powers to know 
their prowess and respect them for their aid, God in his mercy sent peace. 

** But the great effect produced by the war is the entire reUgwas liberty that is guar- 
(mitti ioaUihe mbjeds of the tuUan, Whether this law is to he executed, is a problem 
not yet served. No doubt it will be slowly done, and we cannot expect that it will 
be without suffering and violence ; but to-day the law is on the side of liberty. The 
law of the land, as imderstood at the capital at least, grants to every man the 
right to worship God according to the dictates of his own conscience. The vast 
Mohammedan population is thus thrown open to our influence. 

** We are glad to invite you, sir, as the representative of the American Tract 
Society, which has so long and so liberally aided us in the reformation going on in 
the Bast, to go with us still as we enter upon this enlarged field. Do not think 
that the population now thrown open to us is a hopeless one, fax from it ; being 
the dominant people, they hare iar less duplicity and guile than those of otha* 
nations. They have seen only a corrupt form of Christianity, that is little better 
than idolatry, and they have not until lately doubted the correctness of their own 
religion. 

'* Wherever Protestantism has gone, though there has been no direct effort 
made to influence the Turks, their futh has been ediaken. In Aintab, where the 
reformation has made the greatest prog^ress, the Moslems have been most awak- 
eaed. Two have been banished for their Protestant sentiments, and it is well 
understood that many are doubting the truth of the Koran. In nearly every place 
where there is a missionary, there is at least one, if not several hopeftil inquirers 
frmn among the followers of the &lse prophet. All who are laboring and praying 
for the evangelization of ihe world will rejoice with us in the hope that this de- 
luded people, having accomplished their work as a scourge of the corrupt Christian 
churches, is not to be destroyed, but converted and saved. It is in view of this 
increase of our field, that we feel constrained to ask so large a contribution, $2,600, 
from your Society. This work and this field is not ours, nor yours, but the Lord's ; 
to us and to you an agency is given, and a particular and appropriate place is as- 
signed in the work. While from year to year you have been giving of your funds 
and your prayers, and we have been printing and distributmg books and giving 
instruction, the Lord has blessed us beyond our expectations. He calls upon us to 
thank Him, to take courage, and to prosecute our work with increased energy. 

** There are now out of print about twenty books and tracts ; we are anxious 
to reprint most, if not all of these. There is also a great number of most excel- 
lent books in English, that we would be glad to print in the various languages of 
the people among whom we are laboring. You wUl be pleased to know that 
brother Schauffler, who has so long labored for the Jews, has now turned his atten- 
tion to the Turks. He will prepare books and tracts in the Arabic character. We 
have two colporteurs now engaged in selling books in this character to Moslems. 
One of these has sold during the past month seventy copies of the Scriptures and 
New Testament in Arabic. A few days ago he sold three copies of the New Testa- 
ment m the court of St. Sophia, Shall not the * word of life ' yet reenter that won- 
derful monument of architectural skill ? 

** Praying that the Lord may bestow upon us all wisdom to do the whole work 
committed to us, and hoping for a very especial remembrance In your supplica- 
tions to the great * Head of the church,' we subscribe ourselves, dear sir, on be-

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The Rev. Dr. Hamlin, in addresses on his recent visit to this coun- 
try, stated that the religious toleration secured by the treaty of peace 
to the whole Turkish empire, Mohammedans, Armenians, Greeks, Ro- 
man-catholics, and Protestants, is more comprehensive than is fully 
understood from the French and English translations. It is in sub- 
stance this : As to religion^ there shall he no prohibition of the free exercise 
of conscience. It may lie to some extent as a dead letter ; but this is 
its true import. It annuls the death penalty to a Mohammedan Turk, 
if he embraces Christianity. Possibly this toleration might ultimately 
have been granted by the sultan if the war had not occurred, but now 
tdie powers of England and France hold him bound by solemn treaty 
to fulfil it. Some Turks have already been converted. The distin- 
guished Turkish convert at Salonica is now supplying Dr. Hamlin's 
pulpit in his absence. 

The treaty also allows Turks to sell land to Christians ; the whole 
territory having hitherto been held solely by Mohammedans. Hence 
wealthy Armenians have been bankers or merchants. 

The Turks see that the spiritual religion taught by our missiona- 
ries is widely different from Popery. The Mohammedan absolutely 
rejects Popery as idolatrous, in the worship of pictures of saints, etc. ; 
absurd, in pretending to turn the wafer into God, etc. ; and corrupt, 
in the falsehood and sins universally prevalent. Neither of these 
charges lie against the religion of the American missionaries ; and 
when they preach to Armenians in Turkish, the Turks come in to hear 
and le?irn the way of salvation, though they would still be far from 
welcoming a missionary to an exclusively Turkish congregation. 

The Turks are also purchasing many hundreds of the Bible, and 
reading them with intense interest. A Mohammedan Turk at the 
head of sixty villages had persecuted a Bible colporteur, when the 
colporteur gained access to him, testifying that he was only circulat- 
ing God's inspired word. " Let me hear then," said the proud Turk, 
"from the prophet Moses." As he listened, he at length asked for 
the Psalms, and then for the prophets, and then for the gospels, and 
then the epistles, till the colporteur had read to him eight h<mrs, when 
he told the colporteur to go on in his work, and assured him that if 
again molested, he would be his protector. 

Mr. Hamlin said that, eighteen years ago, he attempted the estab- 
lishment of his school amid " a shower of stones ;" and he came away 
amid "a shower of tears" — such are the changes which God has 
wrought. 

Rev. J. W. Parsons, whose labors have been transferred from 
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Smyrda to Baghchijuk, has reported the usefulness of books sent 
him and circidated at Smyrna, and requested a Pastor's Library and 
other books, as a gprant for three churches in Baghchijuk; whose pas- 
tors read English, which have been sent. 

The lamented Rev. C. N. Righter, Bible agent in Turkey, embraced 
in his benevolent labors the supplying of the ddpot in Constantinople 
with the Society's publications, which had there been recently sold 
to the amount of about $200, and in his last letter he ordered new 
supplies. 

SYRIA. 

In the holy providence of God, the Rev. Eli Smtth, D. D., who has 
been the faithful correspondent and coadjutor of the Society in Syria 
for more than twenty years, died at Beyrout, January 11, aged 66. 
The great work on his hands, which he was especially desirous to 
finish, was the issuing of the Arabic Bible in a version directly from 
the originals, a work for which he was peculiarly qualified by his 
accurate scholarship and familiarity with both Hebrew and Arabic. 
After eight years of incessant toil, the New Testament, the Penta* 
teuch, the greater part of Isaiah, and the minor prophets from Hosea 
to Nahum, were finished ; and his chief native assistant, who is famil- 
iar with Hebrew, Arabic, and Syriac, had written out most of the re- 
mainder, ready for Dr. Smith's revision. In order to secure the best 
Arabic type. Dr. Smith went to Germany and there superintended 
the casting of new founts, which happily have proved highly accept- 
able where the Arabic is read. 

Dr. Smith was the well-known companion of Dr. Robinson, in his 
researches into "the biblical localities of the Holy Land, and by his 
careful examination and accurate Hebrew and Arabic scholarship, 
contributed an important part to the work which has become a stand- 
ard in the civilized world." He also explored Armenia in company 
with Rev. Dr. Dwight, the result of whose inquiries form an interest- 
ing volume. He translated several publications issued at the expense 
of the American Tract Society, and for many years has been the So- 
ciety's regular correspondent. 

" A scholar, and largely acquainted with the world," says a letter 
from Beyrout, " he was still a very child in simplicity — loving all, 
laboring for all, and not ashamed of the most humble service. Ac- 
cepting the gospel as the only true reformer of the world, he loved 
to preach it in the dark regions, scorning the philosophies which 
seek to supplant it. Maay were his touching and edifying remarks. 
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Among others, he said he felt that he was a great sinner, bcfl there 
was a greater Saviour ; that he had no righteousness of his own, and 
relied entirely on the blood of Christ ; that for aught he knew he had 
more friends in heaven than remaining on the earth, and soon he 
should be with them and all the holy in the presence of God. With 
such words, and farewells to his wife, his children, his fellow-labor- 
ers, and the native members of the church, he gently, and almost 
with smiles, breathed out his soul into the bosom of his Saviour and 
his God." 

In his last letter, May 2, ^fter stating that the claims of the trans- 
lation of the Bible upon his enfeebled health forbade his preparing 
D'Aubign^'s History and other works, to be issued with the funds of 
this Society, he adds, "Not long ago I received a handsome copy of 
your very valuable memoir of Dr. Edwards, a memento of friendship, 
reaching back to the time when we used to sit at the same table, 
within the sphere of his so successful pastoral labors. Thank you, 
dear brother ; God bless you for your long-continued fraternal love.. 
How long before we shall sit down at another table, where he has 
already found a place before us ? Pray for me, that I may not come 
short of that blessedness.'' 

Mr. George C. Hurter reports that they had recently printed the 
Scripture Heading-Book, Henry and his Bearer, and a tract on Re- 
pentance, and on Intemperance. 

NESTORIANS OF PERSIA. 

From this mission also death has removed a faithful laborer and 
accomplished scholar, Rev. D. T. Stoddard, whose special endeavors - 
were devoted to the education and salvation of the young. 

The Rev. Dr. Perkins has sent specimens of the Saints' Rest, 
Green Pastures for the Lord's Flock containing a passage of Scrips 
ture with practical remarks for each day, Stripture Facts, and 
Barth's Church History, all in Nestorian or modem Syriac. These 
works had been received with great interest by the people. Dod- 
dridge's Rise and Progress was also ready for the press, and he was 
translating the Call to the Unconverted. 

"A blessed office is yours," he says, "to scatter leaves of the tree 
of life over the land and the world. If any human instrumentality 
can help to save our loved country, among the most important is 
your honored Society, which causes the genial verdure of truth and 
life to spring up on every parched region. May the Lord guide, 
strengthen, and prosper you in this his own glorious work." 
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In the progress of the late war witii Russia, the mission was in 
great danger, and for a time much interrupted in its work ; but re- 
cent intelligence is, that peace is restored, in no small degree through 
the influence of the Russian minister in Persia, and that the Moham- 
medan goveniment is granting them not only toleration, but protec- 
tion. 

AFRICA. 

Light seems unquestionably dawning on this benighted country. 
The ccMoabined missionary force from Europe and America which 
is assailing it is very great, and perhaps not less successful than mis- 
sions in oHhet parts of the wodd ; while the explorations of the Eng- 
lish missionary Rev. Dr. Livingston, who in four expeditions has 
traversed 11,000 miles, and of others, reveal a vast interior with a 
salubrious climate and millions <^ inhabitants far more intelligent 
and hopeful in their character than multitudes found on the borders 
of the sea. 

A letter from Rt. Rev. John Payne, bishop at Cape Palmas, grate- 
fully acknowledges the receipt of 600 copies of a volume of Scripture 
Questions translated by him into Grebo, and printed by the Society, 
in which the Foreign Committee of the Episcopal mission board cour 
cur by a resolution on their minutes. 

Numerous grants of publications have been made to our various 
missions in Africa «id to colonists, as also a set of publications to 
Rev. Mr. Campbell of the London mission at South Africa, who has 
recently visited the United States. 

SOUTHERN INDIA. 

At KoLAFtiB, among the Mahrattas^ Rev. R. G. Wilder reported 
that' the Youth's Library granted to the "Native Library" associa- 
tion had been so usefiil that he requested a similar grant, which was 
forwarded, for another native library at Rutnagherry, to both of 
which, not only natives of India, but many resident Europeans resort. 
He had also translated the Theological Class-book, which had been 
printed in a volume of about 250 pages. ^ 

*'We are much gratified," he says, ''herein the Bombay presidency, by a re- 
cent govermnent prodamation sitppreflsing hook-swinging. The British govem- 
meni has always done, and is still doing so mneh to support idolatry—instanoe 
more than 1,700,000 rupees paid out of its treasury every year to the idols and 
temples throughout the land — ^that we greatly rejoice in any act tending to chedk 
the vile superstitions and cruel practices of this degraded people. The late act of 
government legalizing the remarriage of Hindoo widows, is also a step in the right 
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direction ; and two recent mftmages of fluch widows in Galcaita, both parties being 
memberaof the Hindoo aristocracy, oertoialy indicate much progress in the enlight- 
enment and reformation of this people." 

At Madura, the Rev^ William Tracy reports that more than 6,000 
tracts have been distributed by the students and teachers at Passu- 
malie, near which is a place of great reputed sanctity. A vast granite 
rock rises abruptly from the plain to the height of 450 feet, at the 
base of which stands a large temple consecrated to the Hindoo god 
of war, and near the top a temple to Genesa, the son of Siva, while 
the summit is crowned with a Mohammedan mausoleum of great 
repute. Monthly festivals are held at the larger temples, which 
attract crowds from every part of the district ; and twice a year a 
concourse of 60,000 to 80,000 persons, some of whom come hundreds 
of miles^ to attend the feast. At the close of these festivals the teach- 
ers and students plant themselves on the roads radiating in different 
directions, and supply those of the returning pilgrims who can read. 
Mr. Tracy adds : 

** We have distributed during the present year 29,294 tracts, which have gone 
into every part of our field, where they cannot fail of bringing forth fruit, precious 
fruit. Though the direct oral preaching of the gospel is the moet important in- 
strumentality for the conversion of the world, the diflFusion of truth by means of 
tracts has also its peculiar advantages. The sneers of depraved men, the cavils of 
objectors, shame, and the pride of consistency, too often shut the heart agamst 
the truth which faUs upon the outer ear, and make it uni^uitful ; while a tract, 
hidden in the bosom, awakens no feelings of shame, calls forth no sneers or re- 
proaches, but read and r^:«ad in the silence of home or the solitude of the field, 
its truths sink into the heart without observation, and watered by the dew of di- 
vine grace, bring forth fruit to the glory of Qod. 

'* I have reason to believe that the tracts distributed the present year have been 
given with care and discrimination, and that the good results will be large in pro- 
portion. One hundred and seventy-one persons have been admitted to our mission 
churches, on profession of their fiuth, during the year. What portion of these may 
have been first led to a knowledge of the truth by the perusal of tracts we cannot 
know, but to be one of many influences tending to such a result, is honor enough 
for any human instrumentality. 

" One of our brethren in a part of the field where few comparatively can read, 
speaking of the distribution of books and tracts, says, 'This important instrumen- 
tality, though in this field necessarily limited to few persons, has not been without 
its fruits. Solitary cases have come to my notice in which this means has been 
blessed Two now occur to me. One is that of a goldsmith, the other that of a 
dyer, who by reading our books and tracts have become convinced of the truth of 
Christianity, have renounced their heathen religion, and have joined the Christian 
congregation during the year. 1 have also seen bazaar-men sitting in their bazaars 
reading the Scriptures and tracts which we have distributed. One boy who keeps 
a small bazaar, came to us for books, and on asking him if he could read, he re- 
plied, * No, but I can get my customers and those who stand about my bazaar to 
read to me.' " 
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y In Ceylon, the Rev. Levi Spaulding reports a series of twelve 
monthly tracts issued, of which he says, " We have circulated them 
freely and widely, and believe that they have been well received, and 
in several cases have stirred up a spirit of inquiry. I see no cause 
for discouragement in this work. Each instrumentality may effect 
but little, and all united much less than those who * walk by sight, 
and not by faith,' are inclined to demand ; still, there is an onward 
progress. 

'* The movement of the East India Company on the subject of edu- 
cation, and the actually printed and translated parts of the first and 
most ancient of the four vedahs — now for the first time allowed to be 
Been by the soodras — ^have aroused the native mind, which has for 
ages been stereotyped, above its former level ; and with well-directed 
effort on the part of the missionaries and Missionary Societies, in 
preaching, in teaching, and in the distribution of Bibles and Tracts, 
with the blessing of God, may in a few years work such changes in 
India as will astonish even Christendom. I consider it no enthusiasm 
to expect great changes here, when the churches at home shall send 
us men and means in proportion to the population now in India, who 
are just waking up from a thousand years' sleep. 

" We hafe now ready in manuscript our enlarged and improved 
edition of ' Scripture History,' or chronological synopsis of the Bible, 
in Bible language. We shall want funds for an edition of 2,000 or 
more. The last edition was 30,000." 

At Madras, in the absence of the Rev. Mr. Winslow on his visit to 
this country, Mr. Hunt reports that a beautiful edition of 10,000 of 
the " Jewel Mine of Salvation " had just been issued in Tamul, cost- 
ing about $680. 

At GuNTOOR, the Rev. C. W. Groanning, of the Lutheran mission, 
reports new tracts printed by the Tract Society at Yizagapatam, 
the " Christian Atonement," the " Nature of True Religion," " the 
Everlasting Gospel," and " the History of Salvation," in poetry. A 
tract was also in preparation for the doubting, or desponding. 

"During the year 1855," he says, "we have adopted the plan of 
sending tracts to each village of this district. A Christian teacher 
being employed in distributing to those who can read, first reads a 
part of the tracts and explains their contents, and then gives to 
such as seem interested in it. Much general knowledge is spread, 
and there is scarcely a village now where the word of life has not

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been preached and distributed. Idolatry and heathen ceremonies 
sink rapidly in the estimation of the people ; but for new life, life of 
God our Saviour in general, we must wait until the Spirit from on 
high descend to breathe on India's sons and daughters. May the time 
be soon at hand, and the seed bring forth fruit that shall remain.'' 

The Rev. C. P. Heyer reports that a colporteur had "visited five 
hundred and thirteen villages, and drculated 893 portions of Teloogoo 
Scriptures, and 2,940 Teloogoo tracts." 

At Neuioib, Re^. L. Jewett reports the faithful labors during the 
}«ar of Christian Nersu, a native colporteur, and that the distribu- 
tion of 4,000 tracts has been attended with a great amount of oral 
instruction, wiiich it was hoped would result in an abundant har- 
vest AlaSf h« was called alfio to record the death of this devoted 
native OhristiaB colporteur. 

'* Three persons/' he sayv, ** hare been baptised the past year : two of ihese are 
men, heads of families ; the other is a lad, who possesses fine talents and a warm 
heart. These souls have been won to Christ by jnanj inflaenoes combined. It is 
not in the power of man to say how much is due to colporteur agency, though, in 
our own yiew, it claims a prominent place. 

** One of these men never read a traot, having never learned, yet the influences 
of many tracts have operated upon his soul. It 48 seven years sinoe he first heard 
of tChdst While he was passing our chapel, with his web of cloth for sale, Nersu 
hailed him, took him to his own house that night, and the next morning came 
with him to the mission-house for further instruction. The man, a weaver by 
trade, on taking leave for his village, promised to take his loom, aad eome to reside 
in Nellore. His relatives opposed and defeated his purpose. The next time he 
came to market with his £loth, he determined to steal through the place unper- 
ceived ; but in this he was disappointed : Nersu discovered him, and reproved him 
for vi<ftating his promise ' like all tlie Hindoos.' ¥iom that day Kersu followed 
him, (instructed hdm, prayed with him, and after a long season of patient waiting, 
saw the blessing of God crowning his labors. 

'* It was an interesting day when we repaired to Anarreddy-palem to welcome 
him to the number of Christ's flock, by an open profession of his faith in the pres- 
ence of his lillagers ; imt our joy was t^npered with sorrow. Nersu, who has 
attended me in so many tours among the Telugus the last eight years, whom I have 
heard preach to his people so often with jsuch fervor and eloquence — ^Nersu was not 
present to wftness this public ingathering of the first-fruits in the village of Anar- 
reddy-paiem. His last day's iabor was performed by my side, in the front veran- 
dah of our chapel, September 28, 1856. The efforts of that day were followed by 
bleeding at the lungs in the enrening. He sunk rapidly tUlNovembef 12, when he 
fell asleep in Jesus. 

" Nersu had reason to place confidence in tract distribution. Four tracts, which 
a man had brought from Madras, first awakened him to see that idolatry is a lie, 
and that Christianity or. the faith system, is the only religion for man. At that 
time he could not read a word. He sought out a reader, and then inquired for the 
missionary ; he learned to read the Bible, and found peace and joy in the Saviour 
it reveals." 
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GENERAL BAPTIST MISSION^ IN ORISSA. 

The Rev. J. Stubbins writes from Cuttack, April 2. After affec- 
tionately alluding to the lamented Rer. Dr. Sutton, and reporting th« 
operations of the press, he says, '' I have labored in Orissa nearly 
twenty years, and have felt it my duty extensively to itinerate in the 
district, and to visit the busy markets and the crowded festivals 
There has not been a year in which I have n«t travelled several hun- 
dred miles, and I regard tracts as an essential accompaniment. The 
living voice of the preacher, proclaiming the wonders of redeeming 
love, is heard by many, and aks, is but too often forgotten ; but 
these little messengers speak when he is silent, or absent. It has 
often been to me a gratifying scene, when I have been returning 
worn with fatigue from a market or festival, to see the people lei- 
surely walking along reading a book that may have been given to 
them, or a number of them eoUected in a group under jbl tree, reading 
and conversing together about this new and wonderful doctrine of 
* Jesus' dying for sinners, dying for us too.' Time was when the peo- 
ple were afraid to receive them ; but now they are so anxious for 
them, that we are pressed almost beyond measure when we attempt 
to distribute them. Some of our native ministers have been up this 
year as far as Sumbhu Yure, a distance of about 250 miles. On their 
way, they met with numerous instances in which the people had 
received books at Pooree, and had committed large portions of them 
to memory. They tell me if they had had tons, especially of the 
Destroyer of Delusion, and new selection of Hymns, they comld have 
disposed of them. In one place, several people wept because there 
were none left, and entreated them to send some from Cuttack. Dur- 
ing this last season we heard of two men who had become so 
acquainted with the truth from the perusal of tracts, that with their 
dying breath they warned their families and friends to trust no longer 
in idols, which could not save, but m Him who had died on the cross 
to save them, even in Jesus Christ. On one occasion, the friends 
refused to touch the body of one who thus died. They said he had 
died a Christian, and they should be defiled if they touched him. In 
several places we have found little communities who are in the habit 
of meeting together periodically to read^ and sing, and pray." 

The Society's aid to this mission is very gratefully acknowledged 
in letters from the Rev. J. C. Pike, Quorndon, near Loughborough, 
England, who succeeds his father. Rev. J. O. Pike^ as secretary of the 
Missionary Society. 
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NORTHERN INDIA. 

The printing operations of the large missions in Northern India, 
under the care of the General Assembly's Board, hare been efficiently 
prosecuted the last year ; the expenditure for publications approved 
by the Publishing Committee considerably exceeding the Society's 
appropriations. 

At AUahabadf the Rev. L. G. Hay, who has special responsibility 
for the press, reports the issuing of 5,00Ci of the "Hindoo Objections 
Refuted," 84 pages ; 5,000 of "Dharm Tulu," 68 pages, a new revised 
edition of a valuable Tract written by one of the missionaries ; 1,000 
of " Jagat ki Ulpat," 134 pages, a familiar exposition of the first chap- 
ters of Genesis, also written by one of the missionaries — all the above 
being in Hindi, Also 2,000 each of the "Peep of Day" in Urdu (or 
Hindostani) Roma/n character, and in Urdu Arabic character ; 2,000 
of " Lectures on Theology," written by one of the native assistants, 
very simple and well adapted by its illustrations to native readers, 
648 pages, in Urdu Arabic character ; and 2,000 of " Majmua Manzu- 
ma," a small catechism of 26 pages in verse, an excellent book for 
children, written by the author of " Dharm Tulu" above. The cost of 
all these books amounts to $4,5*78 8t, but it is expected that a part 
of them will be sold, and the receipts for such sales will be credited 
on the accounts of the mission with the Society. 

Rev. Mr. Hay, who writes in behalf of the publication committee 
appointed by the mission, (which now embraces the stations at Alla- 
habad, Futtehgurh, Mynpurie, and Agra, and the branch station at 
Puttepore,) says of the above publications, " We hope that all of them 
may do great good : they are sent to all our missionaries throughout 
the north-western provinces, and in the upper part of Bengal. As 
these books become more generally known by European residents, 
they call forth expressions of interest. Not long since a civilian here 
who had scarcely ever seen our book depository, on inspecting it and 
seeing what good might be accomplished by these Tracts, at once 
ordered 200 rupees' worth, which he wished distributed at his own 
expense. Another gentleman (a clergyman of the church of Eng- 
land) on receiving a small box of our publications, at once sent a 
donation of 80 rupees to our book depository, with warm thanks 
and expressions of interest in our work: The * Peep of Day' in both 
dialects (Hindi and Urdu) is in great demand, warmly welcomed by 
all missionaries as a valuable help in their work." 

At Lodiana the Hon. Mr. Lowrie, secretary, reports that *I,000 
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copies each of Vol. 1 of Hindi Tracts, 148 pages, and Vol. 2, 144 
pages, have been printed, and the third and fourth editions, each 
1,000, of the Bible History m Urdu, Persian character, 140 pages ; 
the cost of the above at 15 pages for a cent being $1,549 33. '* These 
volumes and Bible History are composed of Tracts heretofore approv- 
ed by the Tract Society." 

Select publications of the Society in English have been ordered 
from time to time at the stations in Northern India, and a full set. 
was recently granted to Rev. J. H. Morrison for the new station he 
is now occupying at Edwal Pindi, among the Afghans, a military 
post, where are many English readers. 

The reports from the several missions in Northern India present 
a most cheering view of the efficient instrumentalities employed for 
establishing the gospel in that vast portion of the kingdom of dark- 
ness, and grounds of confidence that God will bless them in greatly 
extending the boundaries of the Redeemer's kingdom. 

BURMAH. 

Prom the mission press depository at Maulmain, there were issu- 
ed from July 1, 1856, to September 1, 1856, besides Scriptures and 
school-books, for Maulmain 8,160 copies, Shwaygyeen 785, Toungoo 
1,000, Bassein 622, Henthada 865, Prome 930, Rangoon 2,895, Akyab 
1,216, Tavoy 5; in all, 18,078 publications, or 680,319 pages. The 
total issues from the depository at Maulmain for six years have been : 
in 1851, 3,288,729 pages ; in 1852, 2,598,186 ; in 1853, 2,754,626; in 
1854, 3,445,850 ; in 1855 and 1856, 10,055,836 pages ; showing a 
large increase of issues within the last 15 months. 

The Rev. C. Bknnbtt, who is now superintendent of the press, 
wrote in January, 1856, "There has been, and still is a marvel- 
lous work of grace in the region about Toungoo, most especially 
among the Karens. In some of the villages, Mr. Whitaker writes, 
where the people when they first assembled to hear the word of God, 
came armed with their knives and spears, which they held in their 
hands for defence, they have now laid them aside. In many places 
where formerly there was no intercourse from village to village, ex- 
cept for plunder upon each other, roads have been opened, and they 
now meet together to worship the God of peace and mercy. Where, 
two or three years ago, there were none who could read in their own 
language, now there are some thousands. Churches and schools 
have been estiskblished, and there is now a community of more than 
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10,000 nominal Christians ; and the cry for books is unparalleled in 
the history of onr missions." 

He adds, that of one of this Society's tracts, of which 5,000 had 
been printed a few weeks, every copy had been sent out, and there 
was a great call for others. Mr. Whitaker had been out in the jungle 
for two months, where no white man had ever been before, and says, 
^ The population now crying for books here, cannot be much less 
than 14,000 ; and if Ood blesses us as abundantly for two years to 
come, as he has for two years past, we see ib»i but it may then be 
50,000." 

The following truly wonderful statement made by Mrs. Mason 
when recently in this country, of the blessing of Qod on the mission 
to the Karens, must cheer every Christian heart. 

'^God will have the glory. The Karen mission is one of the most 
soeeessfol in the world ; yet it was not commenced in the wisdom of 
man, but was thrust upon him by the hand of God. The Burman 
mission had been in existence fifteen years, and the Karens were un- 
noted till a poor stupid old debtor-slave, Ka-thah-byu, in the family 
of a Burmese Christian, sprung to newness of life from the crumbs 
that fell from his jasaster^s table. This was in 1828. Early in 1833, 
when he went to Rangoon, there had been 15T Karens baptized in 
the Tenasserim provinces ; and in November of the same year, he 
brought in the first-fruits of the Karens in Burmah Proper, and they 
were baptized by the Burmese pastor in Rangoon. Up to 1840, five 
different Karen missionaries resided in succession, for short periods, 
in Rangoon, and baptized many ^converted by Karen assistants ;' but 
from that period to 1852, when the English took possession of Pegu, 
the natives were left nearly wholly to themselves, and the work of 
conversion, which was constantly in progress, was carried on exclu- 
sively by native preachers. The Karen communicants, in 1852, were 
6,673, of whom 1,64*7 belonged to the Tenasserim provinces. 

" In 1853, Mr. Mason and myself weftt to Toungoo, in the centre 
of Burmah, to found a new mission among the Bghais, or as desig- 
nated by some,. Red Karens, and two other new tribes that had never 
before heard the gospeL Multitudes received the word with glad- 
ness ; and I left the mission in charge of Sau Quala, Ka-thah*byu's 
first convert, then an unnoted stripling — ^now the most successful 
preacher among all the sons of the East. During the two years that 
have since elapsed, he has laid the foundation of 28 new churches, 
baptized 1,880 converts, qualified a considerable number of school- 
teachers, and all without calling on the Board for a single dollar. He 
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writes, that the. congregations provide for the wants of himself and 
other assistants, and last year, in addition, made a generous sub- 
scription to the funds of the Board. The present number of Karen 
communicants is about 12,000, but the most interesting feature in 
the mission is, that the work has been mainly carried forward by the 
natives themselves. It has been effected through the blessing of God 
on an indigenous ministry, educated in the vernacular tongue." \ 

Supplies of the Society's publications in English, especially those 
for the young, have been ordered by Rev. A. J. Rose at Rangoon, 
and proved highly acceptable to those who read our language. 

FROM A COLPORTEUR NOW A MISSIONARY IN BXJRMAH. 

The Rev. Thomas Allen wrote from Tavoy, March, 1856: "You 
may have forgotten me, who in the summers of 1848 and 1849 served 
the Society as a colporteur ; but I have not forgotten you, nor the 
Society. I was at that time a member of Madison University, and 
anticipating the pleasure of one day entering a foreign field. The de- 
sire of my heart has been fulfilled. I have been permitted already to 
labor three years for the perishmg heathen, and I can say of a truth, 
that among all the means I employed for eight years to prepare my- 
self for the work in which I am now engaged, none have answered 
the end so well as the labors of the colporteur. I shall never regret 
having labored as a colporteur, if for no other reason them as a ^wepar- 
ative to the labors of a missionary, 

" I would very much like a box of books and tracts for distribution 
in Tavoy. I think that even in this idolatrous city there is a door 
opened for usefulness by means of the Society's publications. Large 
numbers of the young are acquiring a free use of the English lan- 
guage, and their thirst for easy reading English books is great. As 
yet they have received none to my knowledge but what has been 
supplied them by missionaries, and of course of a good moral char- 
acter. But should works of an immoral character be offered in the 
market, there is reason to fear that they would find a too ready sale. 

"You are no doubt aware that the 'Child's Book on the Soul,' 
and * On Repentance,' have been translated into Burmese by Mrs. 
Bennett, and are now widely circulated. They are, I have reason to 
believe, doing much good. They are subjects on which the Burmese 
have the most vague and incorrect ideas. Now, if I could put into 
the hands of some of the young men a copy of both in English and 
Burman, they would be most sure to be read. I would sell where I 
could, and only give away where wisdom dictates. May the blessing 
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of God continue for yeare to come, as it has for years past, to rest 
upon your noble Society.'' 

ASSAM. 

The Eev. A. H. Danfobth wrote from Sibsagor in September, re- 
porting as printed in Assamese, the Pilgrim's Progress, 286 pages ; 
Barth's Bible Stories, 260 pages ; History of Joseph and Joumeyings 
of the Israelites, 182 pages ; Account of the Creation and Fall, 90 
pages ; the Holy Incarnation, Pundit and Preacher, Letter to Moham- 
medans, True Refuge, Error Refuted, and Miscellaneous Hymns; 
amounting in all to $1,036 88. He expresses an earnest desire to 
employ Assamese coljpartmrs to distribute the books and make known 
the gospel, and believes their small monthly paper, which has about 
200 paying subscribers, is useful. He adds, "We cannot speak of 
great prosperity in our mission : the soil is hard, and we have few 
laborers ; but the work is the Lord's, and he will hasten it in its time." 

SIAM. 

The Rev. Samuel J. Smith, of the Baptist mission, wrote in Octo- 
ber, cordially consenting to act as a member of the Examining Com- 
mittee for publications in Siamese, and reporting expenditures, in- 
cluding loss of books consumed by the late fire ; and stating that a 
^umber of valuable approved Siamese Tracts are now out of print, 
the issuing of which would require all the funds of the Society now 
in the hands of the mission. 

After alluding to governmental restrictions, which he regards as 
more embarrassing because no United States consul is now resident 
at Bangkok, Rev. Mr. Smith says, "I have now received a permanent 
pass to travel when and where I please as a teacher of the Christian 
religion, within the prescribed limits of 24 hours' journey from the 
city of Bangkok, and I hope to be engaged in the good work of trav- 
elling, preaching, and distributing books in the prescribed limits 
more freely than ever, if health, the pecuniary embarrassments of our 
Board, and repeated and urgent calls for retrenchment, do not render 
the doing so impossible. 

"The afternoon of each day is reserved for the distribution of 
books in the tract-room, and also in diflfereht parts of the city, as 
weather, health, and other circumstances will permit. If I am ab- 
sent visiting diJBTerent parts of the city, some one is left in the tract- 
room to give books to all the applicants who can read. As, how- 
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ever, we have but few specimens of books on hand, our circulation 
of them is necessarily somewhat limited. 

" One man has obtained and read copies of nearly every work 
(Tracts and Scriptures) that have been printed by the different mis- 
sions. The attentive perusal of the books that have been given him, 
have created in him a desire to hear the word, and for more than a 
year past he has been a frequent attendant at the place of preaching. 
He says he is a believer in Jesus, wishes to be recognized as one of 
his disciples, and has made application to one of the missionaries to 
that effect. He frequently asks for books to distribute among his 
friends. Some of the members of the church connected with our 
mission continue to distribute books as usual in their respective com- 
munities. 'Old Testament History,' 'Hints to the Wise,' 'Summary 
of Christianity,' 'Hymn-book' and 'Siamese Christian Almanac,' are 
standard works, of which new editions are much needed." 

The Presbyterian mission in Siam, letters from which have been 
unexpectedly delayed, had reported, one year since, printing chiefly 
at the Society's expense, to the amount of 1,720,000 pages. 

CHINA. 

Every year presents some new phase in the developments of di- 
vine Providence, as to the wonderful people who speak and read the 
various dialects of the Chinese language, and who probably constitute 
not far from one-third of the inhabitants of the globe. The hopes 
entertained by many of a direct advance in the diffusion of evangeli- 
cal truth by the influence of Tae-ping-wang and other sanguinary 
leaders and parties of the recent insurrection appear to be diminish- 
ing, while a powerful influence exerted by them to weaken the bonds 
of idolatry may be seen by the omniscient eye. So of the present 
collision with Great Britain, the vast destruction of lives and prop- 
erty in Canton, including the premises of the missions of the Ameri- 
can Board of Commissioners and the Presbyterian Board, and other 
painful events occurring, God may see how to overrule these evils 
for good, dark and mysterious as they now are to his people. 

CANTON AND HONG KONG. 

Dr. S. Wells Willlams, of the mission of the American Board at 
Canton, who on account of the disturbances had retired to Macao, 
wrote January 26, a short time after his own house had been burned 
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at Canton, reporting the expenditure of $466 80, and adds, "Last 
spring we looked over the entire stock of blocks on hand, and found 
them utterly unfit to print any more, some of them having been used 
to the extent of 25,000 impressions. They were all planed off, there- 
fore, and arrangements made for a new edition of the best. Three 
have already been cut by contract with native booksellers, and we 
shall reissue all the good ones as we have funds, and can get them 
well done. It is undesirable to put this kind of work into the hands 
of too many persons, for it is rather an experiment still, and evil- 
minded people could easily stop it altogether. The tracts issued the 
past year have amounted to about 23,000 volumes, at an average, 
including the blocks, of nearly two cents each ; I think too, their 
appearance has been worth the increased expense, and a neat4ook- 
ing book is more thought of. 

" Our printing operations are suspended for the time, but we hope 
to be able to return to Canton in a few months on a better footing, 
and resume operations in mission labors with encouraging prospects, 
after this storm has blown over. 

" The blocks for the tracts we had cut have been saved, and per- 
haps we shall be able to get copies struck off in Macao, though I 
cannot hope to do so to much extent. After this bitter strife has 
ceased, perhaps the ground may be found better prepared for receiv- 
ing the good seed, and the hearts of the Cantonese made more ready 
to listen to the truth." 

The annual report of the mission gives an interesting notice of 
tours for tract distribution in the interior, in which the faithful native 
assistant. Chin, has taken an active part. 

'* Intimately connected with the preachmg of the gospel, is the distribution of 
the Scriptures and of tracts. Most of the attendants on the daily service in the 
chapel, are supplied with the portion of Scripture or the tract under consideration. 
Others are given to persons passing, who canndt or will not stop, and some, after 
service, to those who wish additional copies to give away. About one hundred 
books are thus distributed every day. 

"Mr. Williams has held a service on Sabbath morning, with his printers and 
servants, at his own house, and much of the time a third service on Sabbath after- 
noon, at the chapel of the Southern Baptist mission. The work of the printing 
office has been continued as usual. Mr. WUliams' Tonic dictionary of this dialect, 
on which he has been engaged during six years, is drawing towards completion. 
All the missionaries in this field are looking with great interest for its appearance, 
believing that it will be a help in the acquisition of the language, at least equal to 
all which they now possess. 

"Mr. Vrooman has made several extended tours by boat, to distances of thirty 
or forty miles, and in one recent instance to a distance of nearly two hundred miles, 
in a westerly direction from Canton. Ihese toun have in aU cases been undertaken 
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for the ptupoee of distributing our Christian books^ and in every case the way has 
been found clear and the door open. The most interesting and extended trip was , 
one made in April, in company with Rev. C. W. Gaillard, of the Southern Baptist 
Board. They penetrated into the country west one hundred and ninety miles, far 
beyond the limits previously reached by Protestant missionaries in any of their tours. 
This tour has been almost invaluable to us in the way of a precedent, and also as 
showing the opening, which has been growing insensibly wider and wider, for our 
entrance into the country. It is hardly possible that this tour could have been 
made openly, even three years ago ; much less, that it could have been prosecuted 
after the interference of the officials. The disposition of the people has proved to 
be everywhere kind and Mendly ; the hostility of the provincial dty, with its 
abuse and insult, not appearing in these distant villages. We may hope that the 
fact of two foreign teachers having gone so far without trespassing in the least on 
any one's rights, or transgressing any of the laws of propriety, will not be lost on a 
population whose ideas of our character are based on reports growing out of much 
unjustifiable conduct on the part of foreigners in days gone by. In Canton itself, 
better acquaintance has modified the views of many, and where we are quite un- 
known we may hope to give the first and that a favorable impression. Even officials 
found it convenient to admit the plea that those who are engaged in a peaceful and 
useful work should not be molested or hindered. During this trip, above eleven 
thousand books were distributed, over an extent of. country at least one hundred 
miles in length, with almost countless villages, and some very important cities, 
including the ancient capital of the province. This trip furnishes ground for strong 
hopes and enlarged expectations. ' ' 

Rev. C. W. Gaillard, of the Southern. Baptist mission, reports 
that he expended $187 35 the last year for tracts, a part of which 
he printed, and a part procured from other missions. 

The Hon. Mr. Lowbie, secretary, reported in February that the 
Presbyterian mission had expended $100 ; but that "the entire mis- 
sion and personal property was burned up. Not even their private 
papers were saved." 

The Rev. I. J. Robbbts reports the expenditure of $82 06. In 
a previous letter he says of the progress of events in China, "This 
day, nineteen years ago, I landed in China, the darkest period of 
China's moral night. The laws of the land then prohibited the 
preaching of the gospel. Leang Afah had been persecuted and fled 
the country, and I was advised to leave also. Since then, however, 
I have had the privilege of studying the language, and pioneering 
the gospel among the people in Macao, Hong Kong, and Canton ; of 
baptizing twelve Chinese, two of whom I hope are now in heaven. 
The treaty enlarging opportunities of usefulness, was made in Nan- 
king in 1842 ; religious toleration granted in 1844 ; Tae-Ping-Wang 
taught by me in 184*7 ; and now the gospel, in 1856, is preaching 
under the superintendence of eighty-eight missionaries, in five open 
ports, Hong Kong, and the interior, all of whom are at liberty to 
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locate with their families among the people. 'What hath God 
wrought' within these nineteen years I" 

At Hong Kong, the Rot. J, W. Johnson reports $230 68 expend- 
ed chiefly by two faithful colporteurs, A- Sun and A-ee^ who have been 
called to suffer persecution for Christ's sake. He writes Dec. XO : 

** Our two faithful brethren A-Sun and A-te have, since August, been in prison. 
These brethren, who have been regarded for several yeare as your colporteurs, left 
us in May last with a supply of tracts and Scriptures, to travel through the north- 
east department of the Quang-tung province, known as C^iau-ehaUt their native dis- 
trict, to distribute books and preach, as they had opportunity, in parts that had 
been hitherto unvisited. They were arrested on the 19th of August, with the Rev. 
W. 0. Bums of the English Presbyterian misi^on, who was at the time travelling 
with them. Our excellent brother Bums, after a detention of two weeks, and some 
suffering in prison, was sent overland to Canton and released ; but the native breth- 
ren were retained In prison, and have not yet been liberated. Indeed, I begin to 
feel apprehensive they will never be released. Latterly they have been called to 
suffer severely for the name of Jesus. They have each of them received forty blows 
upon the mouth, at an examination before the district magiistrate, for the Mthfnl 
testimony they bore in favor of the gospel, its excellency and power in contrast 
with the teachings of Confucius, and as aloiie able to save the soul. 

'* For some time after they were imprisoned, they had daily worship with some 
of their fellow-prisoners, and the gaol attendants ; one of whom, they think, 
affords evidence of a saving £uth in Christ, and others seem to be earnestly study- 
ing the Scriptures. They had with them when arrested several bags of tracts, all 
of which they have been able to distribute among the prisoners and officials, and the 
crowd who came to see them. They are in bonds, * but the toord of God is not bound.' 
And their imprisonment seems to have been ordained as the means of communicat- 
ing the tmth to both rulers and people, who otherwise would not have heard of 
it, and of leading some precious souls to Christ. And that blessed Saviour in 
whom they trust, in whom, in the &ce of reproach and persecution, they have been 
enabled to glory, has not forsaken them. As the sufferings of Christ abound in 
them, so their consolation also aboundeth by Christ. They seem wonderfully sup- 
ported and strengthened. Mr. Bums is again at 9wa4on^ and three of the native 
brethren are also in the country to see what can be done for their relief and release. 
Our only hope is on high. May our covenant God undertake for them." 

AMOY AND FUH-CHAU. 

At Amoy, Rev. Mr. Doty reports that they were reprinting editions 
of several standard Tracts ; and states that their method of distributr 
ing is to give, usually as an auxiliary to the word preached, only to 
those who can read, and who give reason to believe that they will do 
so. He adds, "Tracts have been blessed as one of the means in 
furthering the precious work of grace we have been enjoying for the 
two and a half past years. Nor have we yet been forsaken. There 
are those, both at Amoy and also at the stations in the intmor, who 
are asking the way to Zion, or to be numbered with the professed 
people of God. 
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" In addition to this general state of encouragement, an interest- 
ing — a few years ago, we would have said, a marvellous spiritual 
awakening has taken place in another market-town some eight miles 
farther inland than Peh-chui4a, the place where this precious work 
of grace first began in January, 1854. We have also encouraging 
evidence that the leaven of the gospel is working in individual cases 
in many places around us. Our native agencies, which combine the 
offices of evangelist and colporteur, find a wonderful readiness to 
hear their message and listen to their instructions wherever they 
go. Seldom do they anywhere meet with other than a welcome 
reception, both as to their teaching and their books. 

''Thus has the Master laid the work to our hands. The harvest 
is widening, growing, and ripening around us. May we have grace, 
in faith, patience, and with diligence, to cultivate and watch over the 
growth ; and then, with adequate labors, a far greater gathering in 
will be enjoyed, than it has yet been our privilege to witness. The 
Lord's arm is not shortened that it cannot save, nor his ear heavy 
that it cannot hear. Let him so work that the excellency of the 
power may mcmifestly be of himself, and to him let all the glory be 
given." 

At FuH-cHAU, the Rev. Justus Doolittle reports the issuing of a 
Tract on Gambling as ruinous for this Mfe and destructive to the 
soul ; and the conversion of an educated man, who labors as a school- 
teacher and assistant in chapel. ** Several others,'' he says, "express 
themselves as anxious to be saved, and some of them are known to 
be in the habit of prayer." 

Rev. Mr« Baldwin, after alluding to the labors of Mr. Doolittle in 
'' distributing tracts and books from shop to shop, and selling them 
at reduced prices in the public streets, accompanied with explana* 
tions and answering objections," relates to the mission Board the dis- 
tributions at the literary examinations held in Fuh-chau in September 
and November. *' Ten thousand copies of books in the classical style 
were distributed to the literary candidates, and three thousand to 
the military, as they came from the examination hall. You may be 
aware that candidates for the above-mentioned degree^^ssemble from 
every part of this province, and that books in the reading style would 
therefore be readily understood. On the supposition that these vol- 
umes are preserved and taken to their homes, the truth is diffused 
throughout a province containing a population variously estimated 
from eight to fifteen million&" 
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NINGPO. 

The Rev. R. Q. Way, of the Presbyterian mission, reports as 
printed at the expense of the Society 12,000 each of four Tracts ; 
9,000 each #f three others ; 1,600 of another, and of the Easy Intro- 
duction to the Gospel 20,000 ; amounting in all to $829 99. "Mat- 
ters remain pretty much at a stand,^ he says, "in reference to the 
rebellion, and also to our work. In some respects, however, there 
are encouraging tokens, and we are not wholly without evidence of 
the divine blessing." 

The Rev. John G. Lord of the Baptist mission reports, as a mem- 
ber of the Society's Examining Committee for Northern China, four 
new tracts for approval, and makes valuable suggestions as to the 
state of events, and the desirableness of a proposed list of aU the 
tracts which have been hitherto printed in China. 

. "It is comforting," he says, "to know that God reigns, and that 
amid all this turmoil and strife, when he speaks his voice must be 
heard. The clouds are dark and portentous, but we know there is 
light behind them, and that when it shall be for our good it will 
break forth. Our loving Father will not always chide, neither will 
he keep his anger for ever. Weeping may endure for a night, but 
joy cometh in the morning. 

" Our tract operations for the year now ended have been rather 
limited, owing in part to the fewness of our laborers, and in part to 
their inability to do much at itinerating. However, books are need- 
ed, and the demand for them will increase as the people are brought 
more and more under the influence of Christianity. A great work is 
to be accomplished in giving to the millions of China a Christian lit- 
erature, and in this work I trust your Society will continue to feel a 
deep and lively interest. 

"There is naturally much interest felt at home in regard to the 
political state of this country, and a variety of conflicting opinions 
seem to be entertained both in reference to the rebellion and its prob- 
able consequences. You will scarcely wonder at this when I tell 
you that among us who live so near the scene of strife, and who have 
the means of obtaining information, if any have, there is little more 
certain knowledge or uniformity of opinion. The fact is, the most 
intelligent and sober-minded men now in China know not what to 
expect, because they do not and cannot know what the state of af- 
faire really is. Some are hoping for the success, and some for the 
overthrow of the insurgents ; but none but enthusiasts, and those who 
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are never in doubt about any thing, know what will be. For my -own 
part I have but little anxiety about the matter. I think there is lit- 
tle to hope from either party, bo far as concerns the spread of the 
gospel. Both parties are alike pagans, and alike idolaters in every 
thing essential to paganism or idolatry. That good will come out of 
this revolution I have no doubt ; but I believe there is but very little 
good in it." 

SHANGHAI. 

The Rev. E. W. Stle, of the Protestant Episcopal mission, who 
after three years' absence in the United States, has resumed his la- 
bors in Shanghai, reports the expenditure of $180 33, and the prob- 
ability that the balance now in the hands of the mission will be 
expended within the ensuing year. He encloses the following kind 
note from Bishop Boone : 

** Rev. and dear Brother — I add a line to Mr. Syle's letter to you. 
We are all delighted to have him back in Shanghai again. Our small 
expenditure of tract money, for the last three years, is owing mainly 
to two causes : first, we have had no printing-press of our own, and 
brethren have refused to send us in bills for tracts furnished us. This 
has been largely the ease from Ningpo in more recent years, and from 
the London press formerly : now, however, all are able to distribute 
what they can print, and we shall have bills for all we buy. Second, 
exchange has been so very adverse that we have been hard up for 
funds, until our friends in New York could realize how much they 
had to send to put us in possession of a Shanghai dollar. We are 
all right however by next mail, I hope, and will use up all your funds 
pretty much this Chinese new-year. We have now three presbyters, 
two American and two Chinese deacons, and we may hope to do 
much in the way of distributing divine truth among the myriads 
around us during the next year." 

The Rev. Dr. Bridgman, of the mission of the American Board, 
reports the thanks of the mission for the Society's grant^ and requests 
a set of the Society's publications, which have been sent. He had 
translated the book of Psalms, and hoped by and by to have a book 
of Chinese psalmody; for he says, "We have some, a few, who love 
sacred poetry^ and who sing songs of Zion with the heart and under- 
standing." 

The Rev. A. B. Cabaniss, of the Southern Baptist mission, states 
that tlte destruction of the mission-houses in the war, for which the 
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ChiBese government paid the mission, caused interruptions in their 
trips for tract distribution while they were rebuilding. 

"Though confined to Shanghai during 1855, we were enabled,'' he 
says, " to keep up regular preaching at three places in the city, and 
we have some evidence that our labor was not in vain. We baptized 
several valuable members, and another person whom we think is 
converted now wishes to join us. One of the members proves to be 
a poet, and has rendered us most valuable aid in writing some hymns 
in the Shanghai dialect, which were very much needed. We now 
have four chapels, where we have regular preaching when we are all 
well. We also have five schools, three male and two female. Every 
thing is quiet in this region, and missionaries can go from one to two 
hundred miles into the interior, if they will act discreetly as they go 
along.'' 

The Eev. G. W. Barton in February reported $238 39 expended. 
"We have translated the tract called The Two Friends into the Man- 
darin dialect, and also bought for distribution here two thousand 
copies of a pictorial Bible History, published at the Presbyterian 
press at Ningpo. Our books are eagerly sought after, even here 
where large num))ers are distributed by the different missions, and 
when we go to villages and cities unoccupied as missionary stations 
we have to use care to avoid personal injury from the pressure of the 
crowds in their anxiety to obtain them." 

SANDWICH ISLANDS-MICRONESIA. 

Mr. N. Castle, at Honolulu, states that their annual issue of 16,000 
of the Daily Food, portions of Scripture, was omitted in 1865, but 
was printing for 1856. They had also issued tracts on Eepentance, 
Parental Duties, etc. 

The Rev. Mr. Coan, at Hilo, acknowledges a new shipment of 
books for whale-ships touching at that port, for whom he labors " as 
they that must give account." 

"And stiU they come," he says, ** your good lettenH-those healing leaves, those 
rays of light, those morning betuns spread £rom the orb of day, those harbingers 
of a coming Messiah, those * good tidings for aU people !' They are a part of the 
appointed and marshalled forces of Jehovah, by which the mountains are levelled, 
the valleys exalted, the crooked ways made straight, the rough places smooth, the 
seas and rivers dried up, a highway prepared for the Redeemer and the lansomed 
of Zion, and the glory of the Lord revealed to all nations. "We luul your tracts 
and publications, and it is our joy to scatter them over a dark ocean of an. 

" It is a great comfort to be pecmitted, through the diannel of your Sdblety, to 
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draw on the Measures of our common Lord in the prosecution of his work ; and 
especially to see fruit gathered from the good seed sown. This we do during eyery 
shipping season, and in our hospital, and among our neighbors. Under a preached 
gospel, and the reading of evangelical books, our little foreign community is, we 
trust, improving in knowledge, in morals, and religion. Some have of late com- 
menced a new mode of life, and we hope they have been renewed by the Spirit of 
life from God. Time, however, tests all ; if not, eternity will. 

" I have read with great interest your Memoir of Dr. Edwards. He was emi- 
nently a good man. His eye was <wi^fe, hU purpose one. What an amount of labor 
and of good he performed ! You pray, beloved brother, that I may live long, and 
toil much more in our Master's vineyard. Many thanks for your prayer. I reeqh 
fxxwteit." 

In the MicRONEsiAN islands the Society's publications have been 
found useful to seamen and others, and further liberal grants have 
been made, at the request of Rev. E. S. Doane of Ascension Island. 

THE NEW WORLD OF AUSTRALIA. 

This immense island, Australia or New Holland, lying chiefly in 
the southern temperate zone, and nearly three times as large as the 
territory of the United States east of the Mississippi, may yet become 
prominent among the great nations of the earth. The "New South 
Wales Religious Tract and Book Society," located at Sydney, on the 
eastern coast, recently held its thirty4Mrd anniversary : their receipts 
the last year were more than $10,000 ; the sales from their ddp6t in 
Sydney exceeded $5,000, and the sales by colporteurs amounted to 
$2,600. Their secretary, Mr. James Comrie, writes a cheering letter 
opening the way for the circulation of this Society's publications in 
Australia ; there being, he says, an urgent call for the Temperance 
Tracts and Manuals. We trust God has purposed in that vast coun- 
try to raise up a great Christian nation, to diffuse the blessings of the 
gospel over the benighted millions of Asia, and the world.

THE SOCIETY'S MEANS IN POSSESSION AND USE. 

The Society has no permanent vested funds, or other property, besides its house 
and the ground it occupies, comer of Nassau and Spruce streets. New York ; the 
machinery, printed sheets, paper, stereotype plates, engravings, and other mate* 
rials in use in conducting its operations ; the publications in it« Depository and in 
the hands of colporteurs and others for circulation and sale ; and stock or pledges 
to the amount of three or four thousand dollars not immediately available. 

Its house, now valued, with the lot, by the city assessors at $114,000, and on 
which is a debt of $21,000, was erected, and has been rebuilt and enlaiged, by 
means of $26,852 95 originally contributed in New York for that specific object, 
and l^e proceeds of rents ; the annual rent of parts of the building not occupied 
by the Society, April 1, 1857, being $5,850, which is applied as a sinking fund to 
the reduction of the debt. Balance of rent fund in hand, $186 10. The accounts 
for the building have always been kept distinct from those for the Society's general 
purposes. 

The machinery, presses, and materials in the Tract-house for printing and 
binding are estimated to be worth for the Society's use $67,772 ; sheet stock, paper, 
stereotype plates, and engravings, $114,395 ; books in the Depository, $79,999 ; 
books in the hands of colporteurs, $119,528 18 ; due from auxiliaries and others, 
$15,891 47, of which $4,818 19 is due from foreign lands, chiefly in the hands 
of missionaries for sale and gratuitous distribution. Due for paper, as above, 
$20,769 24; balance in the treasury, $8,965 89. 

Though the value of the above stock and materials may be as estimated for the 
8ocuiy*8 use, perhaps they would not bring one-half the amount at public sale ; and 
as the stock of books, which is kept as small as consistent, must be constantly re- 
plenished, these means furnish the Society no ready money for other purposes. 
It has ever been the aim of the Society to supply the community at the lowest 
prices practicable, without diminishing its charitable resources.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMIHEE, 

APPOINTED 

AT THE ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY, 

MAY 7, 1856, 

TO INQUIRE INTO AND REVIEW THE PROCEEDINGS OP 
THE SOCIETY'S EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 



The Committee appointed at the last annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Tract Society, to examine and review the proceedings of itB 
Ezecutiye Committee, respectfully report : 

That they have attended to that service, and held several meet< 
ings in the months of March, April, and May at the Tract-house in 
this city. 

The Committee entered upon this duty with a deeply felt sense 
of their need of Divine aid. 

They sought the light of God's Spirit ; and he who never said to 
" the seed of Jacob, Seek ye me in vain," granted, as we trust, a gra- 
cious answer. 

It is to be remembered, that the Tract Society was founded, not 
to discuss disputed questions in theology, or morals, or politics, but to 
spread the truth in its simplicity and purity, as it is held and loved 
by all evangelical Christians. 

It is due to this interesting occasion, to record with devout thank- 
fulness to God, the harmony and Christian confidence that prevailed 
in the discussion and adoption of the resolutions on the subject of 
slavery, forming a part of the Report. 

And the Committee cherish the hope, that by the divine blessing, 
their views of the subject will meet the approbation of their Chris- 
tian Mends in all parts of our country. 

It should be constaptly borne in mind, that the work of faith is 
not complete without ihe labor of love and the patience of hope. 
And who can doubt, that with such influences as foith, hope, and 

16 
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charity, in alliance with that chastened patience that loves to wait 
for the fruit until the harvestrseason, this and all other moral evil 
shall yield to the promised triumphs of the everlasting gospel. 

The Committee first met on the 11th day of March. They were 
most cordially welcomed by the Executive Committee and Secretaries 
of the Society^ who proffered all the aid in their power to the Com- 
mittee in the investigations and examinations which it might be 
deemed proper to make, and stated that the whole proceedings of the 
Society in all their varied departments, and all the records and doings 
of the several committees, would be open to inspection. They also 
proffered their own personal aid at any and all times when the Com- 
mittee might desire it. 

This Committee had several meetings, and having placed the 
investigation into the business and financial affairs of the Society 
in the hands of a sub-committee, are now enabled to give to the 
Society the results of their deliberations and examinations. 

In their conclusions the Committee were unanimous, and although 
deprived of the personal presence of three of its members, yet the 
concurrence of two of them in the important parts of the Report was 
procured. 

During all the sittings of the Committee, they were most cheer- 
fully and fully served by the officers of the Society with all the facil- 
ities for their investigations which were desired. 

The Committee had most full and free discussions of the various 
topics embraced in the Report, and for themselves cannot sufficiently 
express their gratitude to the Father of lights for leading them to 
harmonious results. 

In relation to publishing upon the subject of slavery, the Com- 
mittee recommend the adoption of the following resolutions, as mark- 
ing out the line of discrimination between what the American Tract 
Society, according to its constitution, may and may not publish : 

Resolved f I. That the American Tract Society was established for 
a definite purpose, namely, ^ to diffuse a knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ as the Redeemer of sinners, and to promote the interests of 
vital godliness and sound morality, by the circulation of religious 
tracts calculated to receive the approbation of all evangelical Chris- 
tians.'' 

2. That this Society cannot therefore with propriety allow itself 
to be made a special organ of any one system of religious or moral 
reform, such as temperance, peace, anti-popery, anti-slavery, etc. ; 
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while within its proper sphere, its influence should sustain the cauise 
of truth and righteousness in all their departments. 

3. That in endeayoring to accomplish its high and holy mission, 
the Society should deal e^en-handedly, and bear impartial testimony 
against all forms of fundamental doctrinal error and practicftl immoral- 
ity, prevailing in any and every part of our country. 

4. That in the judgment of your Committee, the poMtieal aspects 
of slavery lie entirely without the proper sphere of this Society, and 
cannot be discussed in its publications ; but that those moral duties 
which grow out of the existence of slavery, as well as those moral 
evils and vices which it is known to promote, and which are con- 
demned in Scripture, and so much deplored by evangelical Ctiristians,. 
undoubtedly do fall within the province of this Society, and gan 
and ought to be discussed in a fraternal and Christian spirit. 

6. That whatever considerations in the past may have seemed to- 
recommend to the Publishing Committee the course pursued in its 
revision of certain works, yet, in the future publication of books and 
tracts, no alteration or omission of the sentiments of any author should 
be made ; but works not adapted to the design of the Society in their 
original form, or by a regular impartial abridgment^ should be wholly 
omitted. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Resolved, 6. That it be recommended to the Society to adopt the 
following alteration in the eleventh article of the Constitution, instead 
of the one proposed at the last annual meeting, namely, to add the 
words, " notice of the proposed alteration having been given at the 
previous annual meeting." The article will then read : 

" Article XI. This Constitution shall not be altered except at aa 
annual meeting, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members present ;. 
notice of the proposed alteration having been given at the previous 
annual meeting." 

FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS AFFAIRS. 

In reference to the general management and finaneial affairs of the 
Society, the Committee made such examinations and investigations as 
seemed to be required by the general nature of the powers eonierred 
by the Society in their appointment 

These necessarily were of a comprehensive character, and were 
divided into several distinct parts, which are essentially embiraeed ia. 
the statement of a Special Committee which is hereto attaehed, tht 
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sabstanee of which was elicited in answers to questions proposed to 
the officers and committees of the Society. 

The questions submitted, and the answers given by the commit- 
teiBS, are also appended to this report, and will be found to contain 
several interesting and important facts not embraced in the preced- 
ing statement. 

There is also appended to this Report a statement of the salaries 
paid to the Secretaries and others employed at the Society's house, 
and also a statement of the principal agencies in colportage operations. 
These all show that the Society pays no extravagant salaries, allows 
no perquisites, and that economy and good -management extend 
through 4;hese branches of the Society's operations. 

There were upon the committee no practical book-men, and it 
was deemed proper to ask the aid of some eminent book publishers 
in an examination of the mode of conducting the business. These 
gentlemen gave their cheerfal attention, and their examination and 
inquiries resulted in a report highly creditable to the management of 
this extensive business. That report is as follows : 

' * New Yoek, April 14, 1857. 

" Having examined with considerable care, by a personal visitation^ 
to and inspection of the different departments of manufacture, the 
operations of the American Tract Society in regard to the cost of 
paper, printing, engraving, and binding of the books issued by the 
said Society, we are of opinion that great care and economy are ex- 
ercised in each department. 

"We have also considered the subject of prices at which their 
books are sold by the Society, and are satisfied that those prices aj*e 
barely sufficient to meet the cost of manufacture and circulation.

THE MODE OF KEEPING THE ACCOUNTS. 

The Committee, am^g other subjects of inquiry, have examined 
the mode of keeping the accounts by the treasurer. 

This is simple in its form, but well adapted to the business of 
which it is the record. All moneys received from all sources and by 
all the agents of the Society are entered in the journal when receiv- 
ed, or if not paid to the treasurer, when reported by the agents. 
These sums are duly posted to their proper heads in the ledger, and 
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at the same time in their daily amounts are carried into the bank- 
book. Every month these sums in detail are carefully footed up and 
published in the Messenger. A regular entry of these monthly 
amounts is made in the proper book, which compares with the 
amounts in the Messenger. 

The whole amount received passes through the bank, except the 
petty cash account, which has its proper place in the business. The 
system of checks in the different accounts is such as to detect the 
slightest error at once. 

All payments are accompanied by the proper vouchers^ and att 
examination of an ordinary character given by an examining commit- 
tee is sufficient to test the accuracy of the whole. A more compli- 
cated system of keeping the accounts, by* double entry, would in the 
opinion of the Committee add noUiing to their correctness and give 
no greater safeguard. 

The proper auditing of the accounts by the Oommittee gives the 
highest assurance that every thing is rightly done. The system of 
accounting is well adapted to the business transacted, and needs no 
change to insure the most entire accuracy. 

The publication of all receipts in the Messenger from month to 
month insures against all suppression of payments made to the treas- 
urer. The vouchers monthly examined, with the balances in bank 
and on hand, insures against misapplication. The annual report 
gives all the receipts and disbursements, and any person having 
access to the Messenger can test the accuracy of the yearly accounts. 
A reference to those reports will show clear and explicit statements 
of every thing connected with the property, the business affairs, the 
receipts and expenditures, and transactions of the Society, in which 
the public can have any interest. 

The Committee believe that the whole financial business of the 
Society at the Tract-house is managed and conducted with an econ- 
omy and fidelity worthy of all praise. 

GENERAL VIEW OF THE SOCIETY'S OPERATIONS. 

As a whole the business of the Society, in point of fidelity and 
economy, is well managed, and no part of their present operations can 
with propriety be curtailed. The wants of the destitute will continue 
to demand expansion. The field for effort is daily opening, and the 
channels of usefulness becoming deeper and broader, and the Society 
is called upon to enter and occupy all these approaches to the perish- 
ing. They cannot stop any branch of their business without seriously 
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interfering with others which need enlargement. Their system of 
book and tract publication and distribution has grown up under the 
influenoe of causes which hare controlled them. It has thus far pro- 
duced only good fruits to the glory of God, and should not be dis- 
turbed. 

The Committee therefore reoomm^d the adoption of the following 
resolutions. 

Ruohed, 1. That we gratefully acknowledge the faror of divine 
Providence in the blessing which has rested upon the American Tract 
Society, in its onward progress of success and prosperity, and the 
beneficent influence it has exerted upon our country and the world. 

8. That we cordially recognize the fidelity and devotedness with 
which the interests of the Society have been superintended and con- 
ducted by the officers and Executive Committee, five of the present 
members having been among its original founders. 

9. That with great confidence in the wisdom of the Executive Com- 
mittee, we anticipate that their action, in carrying out the princi- 
ples contained in the previous resolutions, will be such as wiU tend 
to promote the widest and best usefulness of this Society throughout 
our whole country^

AID THB INQmBIBS OF A 8PBCIAL OOMHEfTEB TO INTBSTIOATB THB 800IET7's FIBANCIAL 
AmO BUHiNKW OFBBATXQNS. 

Welcoming all inquiries, eokd the most thorough inrestigation, 
the Special Committee first of all frankly state, that they know of 
nothing in the Societj^s business transactions to be concealed, or 
which, if fully known, would not be satisfactory to the Ohristian 
community. Three of the Special Committee are merchants familiar 
with financial transactions and institutions, and they are unanimous 
in ne belief that the accuracy and economy of this Society's business 
transactions, and the distinctness with whicti they have been annu- 
ally reported, will bear a favorable comparison with those of other 
kindred institutions. Yet, conscious of imperfection, they will be 
grateful for any suggestions whatever, whereby the usefulness and 
efficiency of the Society may be advanced. 

They would also state, that most of the inquiries which hav« 
been proposed appear to them to be answered, Ukt more ftiUy and 
satisfactorily than can here be done, in the Society's Annual Reports, 
especially that of the last year ; yet they most cheerfully comply 
with the desire expressed, that they should give a summary view of 
such knowledge as they have of the Society's business operations. 

In confirmation of their statements, and to facilitate such further 
inquiries as the Committee of Investigation may wish to make, the 
Special Committee herewith lay upon their table the following docu- 
ments, records, vouchers, and papers now prepared for their use : 

1. The thirty-one Annual Reports, with tables of contents in 
those of later years ; the Report for 1850 containhig a summary 
fiew of the Society's history for a quarter of a century, especially 
pages 2*7-31 ; that for 184t containing « report to the Legislature 
of New York, pages 1I3-I1€, answering many of the inquiries now 
proposed, and also a notice of the reereetion of the Tract-house« and 
new arrangements for its printing and binding, pages 30-35 ; that 
for 1849 a notice of the enlargement of the Society's premises, pages 
36-40 ; and that for 1855 the donations received for special objects 
and the number of each volume printed, pages 28*7-291. The Re- 
ports for 1841 page 124, and 1842 page 103, contain the act of in- 
corporation ; and all the later Reports give statements of the expense 
and receipts of the Messenger, Botschafter, and Child's Paper. 

2. The Books of Minutes of the Society, of the Board of Directors, 
of the Publishing, the Distributing, and the Finance Committees, 
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and of the Executive Committee whose minutes sanction all the pro- 
ceedings of the three first-named Committees. In the minutes of the 
Finance Committee for December 17, 1852, is a full report on the 
Society's business operations as presented by a Special Committee. 

3. A file of the American Tract Magazine and American Messen- 
ger, containing the items of the Society's monthly receipts, both in 
donations and for sales, from the time of its formation. 

4. The accounts of the Assistant Treasurer and Depositary, and 
specimens of the bills and Touchers from the treasury department 
annually laid before the auditors, and from the printing and binding 
departments annually laid before the Finance Committee. 

5. Statements of the salaries paid to executive officers, agents, 
and colporteurs, with a summary of the expense of the eight principal 
colporteur agencies now established at Rochester, Philadelphia, Eich- 
mond, Charleston, New Orleans, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chicago.

The above statements of receipts and expenditures are facts from 
the Treasurer's annual reports, strictly accurate and reliable. The 
receipts, both in donations and for sales, hare been publicly acknow- 
ledged monthly, item by item, in the Tract Magazine and American 
Messenger ; and the whole expenditure has been sanctioned, item by 
item, by the Finance Committee in their minutes, and the accounts 
and vouchers, (all of which are still preserved,) have been annually 
examined and certified as correct by the auditors. 

The 918,556,*r44 pages of publications granted, as in the above 
list, amount, at 25 per cent, discount, to $459,278 31. 

THE SOCIETY'S MEANS IN POSSESSION AND USE. 

A BTATBinENT APPENDED TO THB TBEABURER'B BXPORT, APBIL 1, 1857. 

" The Society has no permanent vested funds, or otheV property, 
besides its house and the ground it occupies, corner of Nassau and 
Spruce streets, New York ; the machinery, printed sheets, paper, 
stereotype plates, engravings, and other materials in use in conduct- 
ing its operations ; the publications in its depository, and in the 
hands of colporteurs and others for circulation and side ; and stock 
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or pledges to the amount of three or foar thousand dollars not imme- 
diately available. 

" Its house, now valued, with the lot, by the city assessors at 
$114,000, and on which is a debt of $21,000, was erected, and has 
been rebuilt and enlarged, by means of $25,852 95 originally con- 
tributed in New York for that specific object, and the proceeds of 
rents ; the annual rent of parts of the building not now occupied by 
the Society April 1, 1851, being $5,850, which is applied as a sinking 
fund to the reduction of the debt. Balance of rent fund in hand, 
$136 10. The accounts for the building have always been kept dis- 
tinct from those for the Society's general purposes. 

"The machinery, presses, and materials in the Tract-house for 
printing and binding, are estimaied to be worth for the Sodeiifs use, 
$61,7*12 ; sheet stock, paper, stereotype plates, and engravings, $114,- 
395 ; books in the Depository, $79,999 ; books in the hands of col- 
porteurs, $119,528 18 ; due from auxiliaries and others, $15,891 47, 
of which $4,313 19 is due from foreign lands, chiefly in the hands of 
missionaries for sale and gratuitous distribution. Due for paper as 
above, $20,769 24 ; balance in the treasury, $3,965 89." The stock 
of books on hand and on sale, and of other materials, is always kept 
as low as consistent with the Society's usefulness. 

It will be observed that the Society's house was originaUy pro- 
vided for its use by the liberality of citizens of New York, who con- 
tributed upwards of $25,800 for this specific purpose, chiefly before 
the Society was organized ; and that the expenses of rebuilding and 
enlarging it have been paid from the proceeds of rents of stores 
and offices not occupied by the Society, and rents of the printing 
office and bindery which were paid to the building fund while 
the Society's work was done by contract, and continued for some 
years afterwards, but have now been discontinued. The Society 
now pays no rent for its use of the building ; and is not expected to 
receive any thing for its general purposes from the rents of stores 
and offices, until the debt of $21,000 as above is paid. 

It will also be observed, that the machinery, printed sheets, 
books in the Depository and in the hands of colporteurs, (for pro- 
viding which, special donations of more than $50,000 have been 
contributed,) are all in active use in the Sodet^s work, and must be 
constantly renewed as fast as used. The stock of printed sheets is 
constantly drawn upon to supply the bindery and depository ; the 
depository is constantly drawn upon to supply auxiliaries, colpor- 
teurs, and others ; and those thus circulating the publications demand 
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a daily resnpply ; to meet which demand the maBufacturing must be 
steadily continued. 

More than one-third of the means thus in use, as estimated in the 
paragraph above, consists of steam-power, presses, stereotype plates, 
engravings, paper, binder's stock, and other materials necessarily emr 
ployed in manufactwing. 

The stock in the depository^ amounting to $79,999, cannot, in the 
opinion of the Committee, be reduced consistently with a due regard 
to economy and efficiency. It is barely sufficient to meet promptly 
the orders of colporteurs and others engaged in the circulation ; and 
the issues from it annually are about three times this amount. 

The amount in the hamds of colporteurs and colporteur agencies, 
$119,528, distributed among 460 colporteurs, gives an average of 
but about $266 in publications to each, which is barely sufficient for 
active and successful service. 

It is also a fact, that if the stock could be increased so that the 
paper, boards, leather, and other materials, could be better dried and 
seasoned before they are used in manufacturing, and the books also 
after they are manufactured, before they are put in circulation, dura- 
bility and true economy would be consulted. An increase of $50,000 
in the amount of the stock and materials would essentially increase 
the Society's usefulness. 

Thus the Society, with all existing facilities, lives " from hand to 
mouth," asking for " daily bread," every week's obligations being 
usually beyond the means in hand. In view of its wants, the mem- 
bers of the Committee, besides their wholly gratuitous labors, have 
contributed many thousands of dollars from their own personal funds 
to aid its operations ; und in the deficiency of means to purchase 
printing paper for cash, they have, from time to time, given their 
individual notes or endorsements, payable at the banks, to the amount 
of several hundred thousand dollars. 

If the Committee and executive officers dared to neglect their 
work, and leave the souls of men to perish ; or if the Society could 
rest in its house till the ignorant and perishing should feel their need 
and call for its publications, their work might be comparatively 
light ; but while they hear the voice, "Go ye^ and preach the gospel 
to every creature," " necessity is laid upon them," and they may not 
halt noT falter in their course. Notwithstanding the Society's neces- 
sities from time to time, it is not known that any grant for the des- 
titute, or the commission of any colporteur, has ever been withheld 
on the ground of a want of pecuniary means. 
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ISSUING OF THE SOOIBTT'S PUBLICATIONS. 

The Publishing Oommittee select and prepare what is to be pub- 
lished ; the Distributing Committee make the grants of publications 
for the destitute, and regulate the prices and discounts at which the 
books are sold ; and the Finance Committee procure the paper, 
printing, and binding, and appoint the agencies employed in their 
circulation and in raising funds. 

The i^ftr^ which is nearly half of the whole outlay in manufac- 
turing, was chiefly bought by Mr. R. T. Haines, in connection with 
the Depositary, till 1852, and since then by Mr. 0. E. Wood, in con- 
nection with Mr. Brown, printer in the press department, and the 
Assistant Treasurer. 

The printing and binding were done by contract till about the 
year 1847, when the Society's present house was erected ; and the 
Committee then procured machinery and presses and employed a 
competent printer in the press department, another in the compo- 
sition department, a binder, and an engraver, each on a salary, to 
devote himself to the Society's interests in these respective depart- 
ments. By these gentlemen the requisite materials are procured 
and laborers employed, as by other printers and binders, for doing 
the Society's work, and the whole expense is paid by the Society. 
The Finance Committee have a special standing Committee on the 
printing and binding, one of whom is the Secretary for the publish- 
ing department, who give constant attention to this branch of the 
Society's operations ; and at the close of each Society's year, a spe- 
cial committee is appointed, who review the whole expenses of the year 
and compare the outlay and cost with the cost of doing the same 
work by contract, and with the market prices of the city, to ascer- 
tain that all is done with strict economy, and so as best to husband 
the Society's resources. The change from having the work done by 
contract to its being thus done by the Society, was made after seri- 
ous consideration ; and the result has thus far unquestionably proved, 
that, with the present amount of the Society's printing and binding, 
and securing the services of capable, efficient, conscientious men 
well qualified and deeply interested in the success of their respective 
departments, the interests of the Society, in regard at once to the 
quality and the cost of the work done, have been better subserved 
than they have ever been, or probably could have been, by contract. 
There is found to be not only convenience, but essential practical 
benefit, in having the talents and entire energies of a competent 
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printer, binder, and engraver deyoted from day to day to the one 
object of securing the Society's best interests. 

In adopting means for drciUaiing the Society's publications, it has 
never established DaposiiorieB of publications to be sold on commission, 
or returned if unsold. The experience of the American Tract Society 
at Boston, before the Society at New York was formed, and the 
losses sustained through such depositories, was a warning to this So- 
ciety not thus to expose its publications to injury, waste, and loss. 
In the earlier part of the Society's history, auxiliary societies aided 
extensively in the circulation, as did also systematic tract visitation, 
especially in large towns. In 1884 the system of volume circulation 
by volume agents,, was entered on and vigorously prosecuted for 
some .years, chiefly by sale in churches and congregations, in all 
parts of the land. But in 1841 the great fact was brought distinctly 
to view, that millions of the most destitute, neglected, and needy of 
our population were not thus reached ; and Providence seemed to 
point to the system of Colj^tage^ then unknown in this country, 
as peculiarly adapted to that scattered population, combining with 
the presentation of the best books the warm appeals of the living 
voice. As the colporteur work becaipe extended over the country, 
it was found that faithful Superintendents of colportage must be 
appointed at large commercial centres to watch over, supply with 
books, and under the direction of the Committee, guide and assist 
the colporteurs in their respective fields. And as there must be 
under the care of the Superintendents at these commercial centres 
supplies of books for colporteurs, rooms or stores at most of them 
were opened, from which the adjacent community could also be sup- 
plied, at the Society's prices ; and the Society has now eight such 
colporteur agencies, as above mentioned. At Boston the Branch 
American Tract Society, and at Baltimore the Maryland Branch, are 
independent societies, maintaining their own establishments, and 
ordering publications from this Society. 

The one ohjed of the Committee and executive officers, in all 
these arrangements for circulating the publications, has been to 
select and prepare the books best adapted to honor Christ in the 
salvation of men ; and to employ the Society's means and energies 
to circulate them in the most economical and useful manner, whether 
by sale or gift^ wherever Providence opens the way of access ; sell- 
ing to those able and willing to buy, giving to the destitute, and 
sending faithful colporteurs through all the desolations of the land, 
at whatever reasonable cost, to penetrate the moral wastes, summon 
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the attention of the careless, and by truth on the printed paige, 
and from lips of love, make known the Saviour's name. The aim of 
issuing books for the sake of profit on the sales, has never entered into 
the counsels of the Committee ; but the moral desolations of the land, 
and the best means of supplying them, at whatever cost, have en- 
gaged their anxious counsels and earnest prayers. 

PRICES OF THE PUBLICATIONS, AND DISCOUNTS. 

The Committee have wished that the prices of its publications, 
which the Society's constitution prescribes, "shall be as far as prac- 
ticable the same in all parts of the United States," should be as low as 
practicable, to accommodate the millions of purchasers whose means 
are limited, and yet not so low that the issuing of the publications sold 
should be a constant drain on the Society's charitable resources. On 
this principle the Committee have endeavored to arrange the prices ; 
and they have regarded the circulation of by far the larger portion of 
the Society's issues by sale, at such prices as not essentially to dimin- 
ish or increase the Society's pecuniary resources, a most economical 
and useful department of its operations. 

At the formation of this Society, in the original terms of union 
with the American Tract Society at Boston, whose operations were 
then larger than all the other Tract operations of the country unit- 
ed, and still constitute much of the eflSciency of this Society, it 
was agreed that the publications should be furnished to that Soci- 
ety " on as low terms as they could be published" by the Committee 
of that Society in Boston. For many years 25 per cent, discount was 
allowed to that Society on the large supplies it regularly ordered, 
which discount was some years since increased to 21^ per cent. ; and 
careful examination, and estimates procured in that city, have satisfied 
that Committee that the publications cannot there be published on 
lower terms. That Society in its steadfast cooperation with this has 
not only paid for all the publications ordered, but has appropriated 
through this Society more than $80,000 in donations for foreign and 
pagan lands, and more than $140,000 for the salary of from fifty to 
seventy of this Society's colporteurs. Less rates of discount have 
also been allowed to branches and auxiliaries at other commercial 
centres throughout the country, and a discount of 20 per cent, for 
cash is made to all booksellers and others who buy to sell again, they 
paying freight and other expenses. 

As the business of booksellers is not, like that of the Society, to 
push the circulation among the destitute at a pecuniary sadifice^ 
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and the Society cannot exdumge publications with them, this discount 
of 20 per cent, for cash does not afford sufficient profit for mer- 
cantile purposes ; and the Society's circulation is mostly in its own 
channels, distinct from those of the trade. These distinct channels 
leading extensively to the destitute, and the fact that the Society's 
books are selected mainly with reference to the spiritual welfare of 
the reader, rather than to meet the current demands of the market, 
happily prevent in a great degree the interference of the Society's 
operations with those of the trade, while the Society's colporteur and 
other benevolent efforts are training up readers, and in the long run 
creating a demand on all publishers of useful books. Intimations 
are sometimes heard that the Society's prices are too low, so that it 
must draw largely on donations to issue them, as no bookseller can 
live in issuing books at such rates ; and again, that were they twen* 
ty-five per cent, higher, the Society could afford a liberal discount to 
bookseUers ; and again, some reluctant donor may suggest that by 
adding such a per cent, to the prices, no donations would be needed ; 
but the insuperable objection still remains, that thus to raise the 
prices would throw a corresponding burden on every humble and 
perhaps indigent individual purchaser throughout the land, and turn 
away the Society from its appropriate work of benevolence, to the 
business of making profit by its sales. In the main, the Society has 
occasion gratefully to acknowledge the kindness and courtesy as 
well as the person^ contributions of Christian booksellers, and the 
confidence of the Christian community in general in this department 
of its operations. 

CONSIDERATIONS IN DETERMINING THE PRICES OF BOOKS. 

The term ^^ selling at cost^ has two widely different meanings, and 
is rarely, if ever, used in the Society's documents. One meaning, in 
common parlance, seems to include simply the amount paid for the 
three items of paper, presswork, and Undmg, irrespective of stereo- 
typing, engravings, and all other expenses. The other meaning in- 
cludes tht whole oviUa/yfrom the Sodetj^s treasury for prtpari'og, pvMishr 
ing, and drcudating. The difference between the two meanings may 
vary perhaps from 25 to 33 per cent. If an agent of the Society 
should urge that the means in its treasury are not increased by issu- 
ing the publications sold, and a printer who hears him thinks he 
means that the prices cover only what is paid for paper, presswork, 
and binding, the printer, with this misunderstanding, will naturally 
questi(m the accuracy of the statement, or infer want of economy in 
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making the books, as h» can perhaps furnish the three items for less 
than the price. 

Suppose the average cost of the paper^ presswork, and binding of 
the Society's publications to be 36^ cents, and that the average price 
is 60 cents, (a difference equal to the discount allowed to the Society 
at Boston,) will the Society's treasury be increased or diminished by 
issuing what is sold? Besides the three items mentioned, the Soci- 
ety's treasury must pay for the stereotyping or electrotjrping ; in 
many cases for engravings, maps, and copy-rights ; for the labor and 
expense of preparing the publications for the press, and of all the 
agencies and processes for circulating them, (including millions of 
four-page tracts retailed at four-fifteenths of a cent each,) throughout 
all our boundaries from Canada to Texas : then the discounts must be 
made to branch societies and booksellers ; the stereotype plates and 
engravings must perhaps be renewed ; there will be fluctuations in 
the price of paper and other materials and of labor, and items of 
expense and loss which no human sagacity can foresee. 

Nothing is more certain than that no set of prices can be fixed 
by which the outlay from the Society's treasury in the production 
and circulation of its publications sold shall be exactly returned to 
its treasury in the receipts for sales, and the same is true of all sim- 
ilar societies and boards. Nor does it seem to be very essential that 
this should be exactly foreseen. The Society's work is one : to ex- 
tend the Redeemer's kingdom ; and whether its treasury is some- 
what increased or diminished by issuing the books sold, can scarcely 
be regarded as a question of momentous import. Whenever there 
has seemed reason for changing the price of any book it has been 
done, and the Committee are most ready to make any further changes 
that shall be for the general good. 

AGENTS AND COLPORTEUBS. 

The employing of the Society's Agents and Colporteurs has been 
a difficult and responsible service, requiring ceaseless vigilance, many 
laborers exceeding, and others falling short of the expectations of 
the Committee ; but they would be grateful that they have had the 
cooperation of so large a body of faithful, prayerful, self-sacrificing, 
persevering men, whose hearts have been intent on winning souls to 
Christ, and whose correspondence and intercourse with the Commit- 
tee have continually cheered them in their work. The aim of all 
this agency has been to quicken Christians in duty to their own 
souls and to the perishing^ to open new fields for spreading the goch 
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pel throughout our country, and hj personal intercourse in connec- 
tion with the Society's publications, to bear its messages to the 
abodes of the wandering and the lost. 

As to the salaries of all the laborers employed by the Society, the 
Committee have ever acted on the principle of expending the Socie- 
ty's means as economically and advantageously as practicable for 
securing the labor needed, paying each laborer according to the value 
of his services in promoting the Society's efficiency a^d usefulness, 
and his necessary expenses of living ; but with the expectation that 
all, on the principle of Christian self-denial, will labor for less than 
they would expect to receive in the common business of life ; and 
always retaining the services of long-tried and faithful laborers at an 
increase of salary so far as necessary for their support, rather than 
allowing them from necessity to retu-e, at the hazard of employing 
new men who might prove far less successful. 

A specific salary is given to each person employed by the Soci- 
ety, and in some cases when it has been found inadequate, a small 
additional sum has been allowed for past services. No jterquisites 
have ever been allowed to any officer, agent, or colporteur. All 
monies received are faithfully accounted, and paid out by the direc- 
tion of the Finance Committee, the bills being signed by the chair- 
man, and presented to the auditors by the treasurer as his vouchers. 
No officer or agent is allowed to employ the Society's funds in his 
hands for his own use ; nor has money ever been loaned from the 
Society's treasury to meet the wishes of any one, whether connected 
with the Society or among its friends and patrons. 

Grants of money, such as the Society's appropriations for foreign 
and pagan lands, and the purchase of real estate, as the Society's 
house and lot, are made only by the special act of the Executive 
Committee, in which Committee the members of the Publishing, Dis- 
tributing, and Finance Committees are united. 

RELATIONS TO KINDRED INSTITUTIONS. 

It is a gratifying fact that during the progress of the Society's 
operations great and favorable changes have been wrought in our 
country, evidently occasioned in some degree at least through its 
influence. It is well recollected, that when the Society first issued 
Baxter's Saints' Rest and Call, Doddridge's Rise and Progress, and the 
Pilgrim's Progress, a copy of those works could not be found in the 
bookstores of New York, and the circulation of such religious works 
in our country generally was very limited. Now not only some

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highly respectable booksellers are largely circulating such works^ but 
Boards of Publication in all our prominent religious denominations are 
engaged in Issuing them ; and the style of the printing and engravings 
of religious works, especially ^f books and papers for the young, is such 
as to benefit millions of the rising generation and give joy to every 
Christian heart. The Committee and executive officers endeavor to . 
cultivate always a spirit of kindness and comity towards all these in- 
stitutions, regarding none as rivals, cordially bidding all Ood speed ; 
and as far as the work is done by others, laboring the more ear- 
nestly to extend the usefulness of this Society into the still unreached 
desolations, and as far as possible to overtake the ever-rolling tide 
of westward emigration. With all that this and kindred Societies, 
and that the churches of Christ are doing, error and darkness still 
prevail in our land beyond all that is known except by actual explo- 
ration and the omniscient eye ; and redoubled efforts, faith, and prayer 
are required in every direction to rescue millions perishing in sin. 

QUESTIONS, 

PROPOSED BY THE COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY, WITH ANSWERS 9Y T^HE 
COMMITTEE AND OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY. 

QufNiicn 1. — ^What are the items which entef into the estimate of the cost of the 
books and publications of the Society ; and what is the principle on which the 
prices of the publications are fixed ? 

Answer. — ^Understanding by the cost of the publications, the whole outlay, the 
items are paper, presswork, binding, stereotyping, engraving, maps, copy-right, 
and all the expenses incidental to preparing, issuing, and circulating them. And 
the prices are fixed on the principle of selling the publications as low as practicable, 
consistently with the aim of having returned to the treasury, from such as are sold, 
essentially the amount expended in issuing them, making the necessary aUowanoes 
for the discounts to branches and booksellers. 

Question 2. — ^What difference, if any, between the wholesale and retail prices ? If 
deductions are made from established prices, to whom, and in what amount ? 

AnswT. — ^The Committee establish one price only, which is stamped on the back of 
most of the books ; and a discount is n^e to booksellers and those who buy to sell 
again, of twenty per cent. ; to the Maryland Branch at Baltimore, twenty-five per cent. ; 
and to the American Tract Society at Boston, twenty-seven and a half per cent. 

Qwstim 3. — ^Whatare the extent, comparative issues, and profits of tracts, books, 
and periodicals ; and what is the policy of the Society in respect to the proportion 
of tracts and books published ? 

Answer. — ^The total amount published since the formation of the Society is, 
4,220,441,081 pages : of which were tracts, 1,639,180,095 pages; and books, 2,681,- 
260,986 pages. 

• The Messenger, Botschafter, and Child's t*aper were printed in 1856 to the number 
of 6,600,700 copies, involving an expenditure, as nearly as can be estimated, of $61, 
709 63. The receipts from them were $60,128 78, showing excess of expenditure of 
$1,680 86, which is estimated to be about equal to the gratuitous distribution to for 
eign missionaries, agents, and others. See Report for 1856, pages 21, 22, 24. 
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The pripe» of the publkatimis, both tiapts emd bocda^ we as ttoted ia answer 
to question one ; it being the object of the Society so to arrange the prices, that the 
circulation of those sold shall not be a drain on the means of the institution,, nor 
essentially increase them. The Committee have had no policy ob to the pro- 
portion of books and tracts to be issued except to meet the demaivl, and to supply 
all the providential openings for the circulation of both books and tracts. 

The system of Colportage, mainly for the circulation of books, has developed the 
destitution of our country in a remarkable manner, and has thus furnished by its 
living, visiting agents one of the best means for 4ifitaibuting &r and wide the tracts 
of the Society, 

Question 4. — ^What is the compensation of Colporteurs ; and are there any per- 
quisites beyond the allowed salary and travelling expenses; and are th^e any 
profits from books, specific contributions, or other funds ? 

Answer. — One hundred and fifty dollars has been ihe usual salary of a colpor- 
teur, exclusive of travelling expenses. Some have been allowed a larger compen- 
sation, either from superior qualificati<His or long experi^Qpe in the work, and of 
late years from the general increased expenses of living. Of those employed in 
1856, the salaries of 292 are $150 ; of 247, $200; of Q3, $250 ; and there were 24 
at $300, laboring mostly in cities, and paying their own board. There are 23 oth- 
ers who combine the duties of colporteurs, superintendents, and collecting agents,* 
to whom somewhat larger salaries are given. There are neither perquisites, profits, 
nor commissions allowed on sales of publications or collection of funds to any of 
the colporteurs or agent?. 

Qu&tion 5. — Can colportoge be surrendered or left to local or denominational 
agencies ; and to what extent ? Why necessary to be conducted by the Society ? 

Answer, — ^The Committee respectfully beg leave to decline referring to other 
agencies having the same benevolent objects in view ; but would state that ^e 
system of colportage in this coimtry was commenced in 1841, and for several years 
solely prosecuted by tiiis Society ; and as destitute fields have opened to them, they 
have felt morally bound to occupy them, and so fulfil the obligations for the ex- 
tension of the work, which the liberal and continued contributions of the Chris- 
tian public have devolved upon them, and to which, from the catholic character 
of the Society, it is peculiarly adapted. With all that has been done in the work 
of colportage, new fields of destitution have been continually brought to light, 
beyond the ability of the Society to occupy them. 

Question 6. — ^What amount of cs^ital is invested in the book publishing business ? 

Answer.— Aa estin^ated April 1, 1856, the machinery, presses, and materials in 
the Tract-house, for printing and binding, are esimakd to be worth for the Society's 
use, $66,608 ; sheet stock, paper, stereotype plates, and engravings, $111,781, less 
the amount due for paper, $10,920 06. The books in the Depository, as per inven- 
tory of that date, are estmated to have cost $90,112 87 ; those in the hands of col- 
porteurs, $108,257 03 ; and there was due fi-om auxiliaries and others, $13,242 85. 

Question 7. — What is the profit per cent, upon the capital employed in the pub- 
lications of the Society, and how appropriated ? 

Answer.— '?Nq refer to the answers to questions 1 and 3, as substantially a reply 
to the above. The idea of profits has never entered into the calculations of the^ 
Committee, and consequently no appropriations of them can be made. All the 
means of the Society are in active use in its benevolent work, and are often inade- 
quate to its immediate wants. 

Question 8. — What public objects are obtained or expected by this book business 
which would not be realized if the publishing of books were left to private enter- 
IHise? 
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-The object of the Society in the publication of books is to fntnish re- 
ligions reading for the whole country at the lowest practicable price, and thereby 
aid in the great work of spreading the gospel among all classes. This aim neces- 
sarily differs from a work of private enterprise. 

Question 9. — Does the Sodety compete with individual enterprise, or interfere 
with the legitimate operations of other societies? 

Jumper. — ^The uniform aim of the Society has been to pursue its own appropri- 
ate work, and never intentionally to compete with private publishers, or interfere 
with the operations of other societies. 

Quegtion 10. — How are the donations to the Society appropriated and distributed? 

Answer. — Donations for specific objects, as for stereotyping and perpetuating 
books and tracts and furnishing stock for the depository, for which objects more 
than $50,000 have been given, and donations for colportage and foreign distribu- 
tion, have been applied as design^ated by the donors. Donations not for specific 
objects have been applied according to the best judgment of the Committee for the 
gratuitous distribution of publications at home and abroad, for foreign^ grants of 
money, and for sustiuning colportage and other agencies in carrying out the benev- 
olent operations of the Society. 

Question 11. — How are depositories managed? What the expense? Are books 
sold at them on commission? Are books sold to them for cash, or on credit? Is 
any profit derived from them, and what ? What amount of capital iiT invested in 
this branch of business, and from what fund is this capital derived? 

Aruwer. — ^The Society has no depositories of books to' be sold on commission. 
At seven of the Society's eight colporteur agencies, a stock of books is kept under 
the care of superintendents for the supply of colporteurs ; viz. , at Rochester, Phil- 
adelphia, Charleston, New Orleans, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chicago, where 
books are sold on the same terms as at the Society's house in New York. 

Question 12. — What are the salaries of the Tract-house ? Have the persons en- 
gaged any perquisites beyond their salaries, and what? Ought the salaries to be 
changed either by increase or diminution ? 

Answer.— Th% annexed list gives a complete statement of the salaries. No per- 
quisites have ever been allowed. 

Quesl^ 18. — ^Does the Society interfere with other Societies either by occupy- 
ing their ground, or performing their work, or absorbing funds which should more 
properly go to them ? 

-Gnawer.— Never intentionally. The book of printed instructions to agents and 
colporteurs explicitly cautions them against such interference j and the Committee 
have endeavored in all their operations to keep within the appropriate sphere of 
the Society's work. 

Question 14.— Who purchases the printing paper and binding materials used in 
the Society's work, and what rate of commission is paid on the amount of these 
purchases? 

-4n«wr.— Until 1852, the paper was purchased by Mr. R. T. Haines of the 
Fmance Committee, in connection with the Depositary. Since 1852, Mr. O. E. 
Wood, of the same Committee, aided by the printer, Mr. Brown, and the assistant 
treasurer, Mr. Kingsbury, has made the purchases of paper. 

The materials for binding, engraving, and printing are bought by the gentle- 
men responsible for these departments of labor. 

No conmussions at all are paid on any purchases.

REV. HUGH S. CARPENTER'S ADDRESS. 

The vitality and efficiency of any scheme of benevolence must depend upon its 
oonfonnity to the conditions of the charter under which it is commissioned. That 
charter is, '* Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature." 
There are therefore three tests.of its attainment : 1. How much gospel there is in 
it ; 2. How far it gets on in the world ; 8. To what extent it reaches *'' every crea- 
ture." 

Mr. Carpenter said that he waived any discussion of the first two points ; but of 
the third, the range of this benevolence among all classes, there had been some 
question. He confessed that, in common with many wiser and more experienced 
men, he had entertained doubts whether this Society would fearlessly assert the 
truth, that ' ' God has made of one blood all the nations who dwell upon the face 
of the earth." He rejoiced that the action this day went so far to dissipate these 
doubts. 

It must be borne in mind that the characteristic of this Society was its gentle- 
ness. By this it penetrated the dreary wastes of men, and could reach every con- 
dition of life. The snow, if it fell in masses, in grand avalanches, could not reach 
the forest or cover the orchard but by bruising the herbage and breaking the 
boughs ; but it fell so softly in the gentle snowflakes, as to cover every root evenly, 
and spread itself in one carpet. 

He called attention to the fact that this Society gladdened the most cultivated 
Christian households, as well as the scenes of destitution. When he saw its books 
and tracts upon the tables, adding a charm to the fulness of Christian intelligence, 
it reminded him of the pleasure experienced when you sat under a tree in rural 
enjoyment, and presently a bird sang in the bough to make the pleasantness pleas- 
anter still. These publications were volunteer songs. Under these circumstances 
it was perhaps scarcely £edr to object to a Society for what it might leave unsaid 
when it said so much that was good and true. It was not well to look a gift-horse 
in the mouth. 

Mr. Carpenter further dwelt on the commingling of sects in this work, as in- 
creasing their common vitality. They are like the ice-cakes which meet and melt 
together in the river flow. like them, Christian sects are soluble in the flow of 
their own substance, changing only their hardness, and retaining all their truth ; 
while as they melt, there drops from each many a pebble, many a boulder, much 
agglutinated sand, which was only held in their icy grasp. 

He closed by an appeal to the Society to reach ** every creature," as every crea- 
ture came before it in the providence of God. It was a Society both of home and 
foreign supply. 

Africa is here, with its jet skin, and its white eyes rolling eagerly. What will 
you do for Africa ? Will you teach it liberty by holding it in bondage ? Here is 
the germ which is to overgrow that land of sorrows, and bid it wave with joy and 
plenty, like a western prairie. What do you say ? Will you keep Africa under the 
lash and under the heel until it learns to be brave and wise ? 
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Ireland is here. As if a sudden impulse seised the ardent nation, they have 
rushed hither in a ooatless garh, bearing their cabins with them. America has Ire- 
land as England never had ; has it in schools and homes. What will you do for 
Ireland ? 

And Germany is here, with its eyes misting for away on fi»4erland, and its feet 
plodding to return. 

And China, peering through the palings. 

And the red Indian — ^no, he is not here ; he hauntd our borders — a spectral 
warning. 

And Israel is here, whole Palestina, waiting to know which nation God shall 
first employ as carriers to bring his sons from for. 

All generations cluster round this Christian land, the home of God's fugitives, 
the tabernacle of their rest. Here they are to hide ; here they are to go to school ; 
here they are to learn the gospel. America must stand up before them in a free 
pulpit, with an open ffible, and proclaim the truth. 

ADDRESS OF DR. D. B. M'CARTEB, MISSIONARY IN CHINA. 

Dr. MoCABtm said he presented the resolution with great pleasure. Having 
just returned from China after an absence of fourteen years, he was happy in the 
opportunity to testify to the cordial appreciation of the labors of the Society, and 
the gratitude felt by himself and colleagues in the foreign field, for its very valua- 
ble assistance in their work. 

The operations of the Tract Society are peculiarly adapted to China. The spoken 
dialects differ so widely, that a missionary speaking fluently the dialect of any one 
town or city might find it impossible to understand or be understood at a place one 
hundred and fifty miles distant, even were he not restrained by treaty limitations 
from travelling further inland than he can go and return in twenty-four hours ; 
whereas the written language being identically the same throughout the empire, 
the same tract would be intelli^ble wherever a reader could be found among the 
three hun€|;red and sixty millions of that ancient and mighty land. 

The Chinese are the oldest tract distributers in the world. They have been dis- 
tributing tracts for centuries upon centuries. Their tracts are to be met with in 
every part of the country and in every form, from that of the sheet-tract placard- 
ed upon the walls, or at the comers of the streets, to the carefully printed volume 
illustrated with commentary and plates in the highest style of Chinese art. Often 
have I seen, on entering one of their shops, a pile of tracts lying upon a table in a 
conspicuous position, and "Please take one" written upon the label attached to 
them. 

The Nankin insurgents have published a large number of doctrinal tracts of 
their own compilation, and have also republished several Christian tracts written 
by Dr. Morrison, Dr. Medhurst, and others, which had fallen into their possession. 
Upon one occasion, when their camp at Chin-kiang-fu was attacked by the impe- 
rial fleet in the Yang-tsz-kiang, the insurgents made up a large number of their 
tracts into packages, placed them upon rafts, and floated them down the river tow- 
ards their enemies' ships. * 

The present emperor Hien-fung signalized his accession to the throne by the 
publication of a tract against depraved sects, numerous editions of which have 
been scattered broadcast throughout the country. 

The famous emperor Khang-hi wrote a tract, called the "Holy Commands,'' 
frequently styled by foreigners the "Sacred Maxims/' which was republished with 
a commentary by his son and successor Yung-ching. This is also distributed at 
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aU the examinations for liteiary degrees iJironghout the empire ; and whenever a 
magistrate is recommended for promotion, it is necessary to produce certificates 
from his immediate superiors, testifying that the said magistrate has on the first 
and fifteenth days of each month read, or caused to be read and explained to the 
people under his jurisdiction, a section selected from this tract,' as directed by law. 

Numerous other instances might be adduced to show the importance which has 
been attached to tracts and tract distribution in China for so many years. I will 
only add in this connection that extracts and illustrations from the "Almanac of 
Peace," and from a work on geography by the Kev. R. Q. Way, issued from the 
Presbyterian mission press at Ningpo, have been introduced into a new edition of 
a Chinese standard work, called " Maps and Descriptions of Maritime Countries,'* 
and the proper credit given to the source from which they were derived. 

The Chinese are exceedingly great admirers of our wood-cuts and engravings, 
particularly such as illustrate the manners and customs of the West. A shop was 
opened last year at Shanghai^ as an experiment, for the sale of Christian tracts and 
other publications; but it soon became necessary to close it, on account of the 
impombiMy of mpplymg the demand, particularly for those with vignettes or other 
pictorial illustrations. If tracts, etc., were published in Chinese illustrated with 
such pictures and cuts as appear in the publications of the American Tract Soci- 
ety, there is no doubt that a part at least oi the expense might be defrayed by the 
proceeds of the sales. 

The Chinese therefore are prepared to understand and appreciate in some degree 
the good intentions of those who come among them distributing tracts ; and the 
missionary with a bundle of tracts in his hand, can safely venture into places and 
among people where the life of another foreigner would be in imminent perU. 

It is but a few years since a party of young Englie^men was set upon and mm* 
dered by the inhabitants of a village a short distance from the dty of Canton. 
Some time after this, Mr. Meadows, who resided for many years at the above- 
named city in the capacity of interpreter in her Britannic majesty's civil service, 
having learned with surprise that Dr. Ball was in the habit of Visiting the neighbor- 
ing villages with impunity, requested Dr. Ball to allow himself and ^brother to 
accompany him in one of his excursions. The request was granted ; but the doc- 
tor not only prohibited the Messrs. Meadows from carrying firearms, but even 
required them to leave behind their walking-sticks, filling their pockets with tracts 
as their only admissible weapons. Upon landing from their boat at a village in 
the oountry, thfty were met by the villagers with violent, opprobrious, and threat- 
ening language, and (lowers of stones ; but when Dr. Ball held up a handful of 
tracts, and proclaimed the nature of his errand, the behavior of the villagers was 
instantly changed. The party were invited into <tie houses, refreshments were set 
before them, and they were treated with cordiality and respect. 

In proof that the work of tract ^toibution is appreciated by our native breth- 
ren, I may relate the instance of a young native brother engaged in mercantile 
pursuits, who coming in found the missionary revising a tract for publication in 
Chinese, and returning to his lodgings sent a donation of one hundred dollars tow- 
ards defraying the expense of its publication. Another Christian convert gave up 
a comfortable situation, bought a pack, and entered upon the laborious and preca- 
rious life of a pedlar, that he might thus be better able to spread the knowledge of 
the gospel of Christ ; ediowing that if means are furnished, men will not be wanting 
to act as colporteurs in China. 

In ooDdttding he would say that if the resolution he had the honor to present 
were salnnitted to his brethren in the missionary work in China, he was confident 
that they would unanimously respond in a resolution thanking the American Tract 
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Society for the very cordial and efficient aid and encouragement afforded by them 
in the work of publishing the gospel among the heathen. 

Dr. McCartee, at the request of the Secretary, repeated the Lord's prayer in the 
colloquial dialect of Nlogpo.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY. 



Articlb I. This Society shall be denominated the American Tract Society, 
the object of which shall be to diffuse a knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ as the 
Redeemer of sinners, and to promote the interests of vital godliness and sound 
morality, by the circulation of Religious Tracts calculated to receive the approba- 
tion of all evangelical Christians. 

Articlb II. Any person paying twenty dollars at one time into the Treasury of 
this Society, shall be a Member for Life ; and any person paying fifty dollars at 
one time, or who shall, by one additional payment, increase his original contribu- 
tion to fifty dollars, shall be a Director for life. 

Article III. Persons constituted members of the Society by donations not des- 
ignated by them to be applied to specific objects, shall be annually entitled to 
Tracts to the value of one dollar, and persons so constituted Directors to the value 
of two dollars ; or, if preferred, they may receive tracts at any one time to the 
value of half the sum given. 

Article IV. The Society shall meet annually, on Wednesday immediately pre- 
ceding the second Thursday in May, when the proceedings of the foregoing year 
shall be reported, and a Board, consisting of a President, Vice-President, Secreta- 
ries, a Treasurer, two Auditors, and thirty-six Directors shall be chosen. 

Article V. The Board of Directors shall annually elect, by ballot, a Publish- 
ing, a Distributing, and a Finance Committee, each consisting of not less than 
three, nor more than six members ; the members of which three Committees shall 
constitute an Executive Committee to conduct the business of the Society, and 
shall be, ex-officio, members of the Board. The Board shall have power to enact 
By-Laws, and to appoint Honorary Vice-Presidents, Directors, or Members. Twelve 
members of the Board, present at any meeting regularly convened, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Article VI. To promote in the highest degree the objects of this Society, the 
Officers and Directors shall be elected from different denominations of Christians ; 
the Publishing Committee shall contain no two members from the same ecclesias- 
tical connection ; and no Tract shall be published to which any member of that 
Committee shall object. 

Article VQ. Any Tract Society, formed on the principles of this Society, and 
annually contributing a donation to its Treasury, shall be considered an Auxiliary ; 
and the President and Secretary of such Auxiliary for the time being, shall be, ex- 
officio, members of this Society. 

Article VIII. That the benefits of the Society may be enjoyed no less in dis- 
tant places than near the seat of its operations, the prices of its tracts shall be, as 
far as practicable, the same in all parts of the United States. 

Article IX. All meetings of the Society, the Board of Directors, and the Exec- 
utive Committee, shall be opened by prayer. 

Article X. The President, or, in his absence, the Vice-President, or other Officer 
first on the list in the city of New York, at the request of five Directors, may call special 
meetings of the Board of Directors, causing three dajrs' notice of such meetings to be 
given. The Board of Directors shall have power to call special meetings of the Society. 

Article XI. This Constitution shall not be altered, except at an annual meet- 
ing, and by a vote of two-thirds of the members present ; notice of the proposed 
alteration having been given at the previous annual meeting.

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CONSTITUTION OP AN AUXIIiIABT TRACT SOCIETY. 

Articlb I. This Society shall be called " The [female or juvenile] Tract So- 
ciETr OF Auxiliary to the American Trai^ Society ;" the object 

of which shall be to promote the circulation of that Society's publications in this vicin- 
ity, and to aid in extending its operations to the destitute in our own and foreign 
lands. 

Art. II. All persons annually contributing to the funds of the Society, whether for 
publications or as a donation, or both, shall be members. 

Art. III. The Society shall hold its annual meeting on the in 

when a Board, consisting of a President, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
members, shall be chosen to conduct the business of the Society until a new election. 

Art. IV. It shall be the duty of the Board, at their discretion, to establish a De- 
pository, procure volumes, and direct their circulation by sale, loan, or gift ; appoint a 
Superintendent, and select Tracts for systematic monthly distribution ; and assign to 
members of the Board and of the Society their respective duties in obtaining subscrip- 
tions and promoting the usefulness of the Society. They may call special meetings 
of the Society, and fill their own vacancies. Three shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. V. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to record the proceedings of the So 
ciety and the Board, notify meetings, and prepare the Annual Report ; and also to 
communicate to the American Tract Society a notice of the formation of this Auxil- 
iary, an abstract of the Reports annually presented, with a list of the officers elected, 
and such evidences as may be known of the usefulness of the Society's publications. 

Art. VI. The Treasurer shall report the state of the Treasury at every meeting 
of the Board ; and shall, as early as practicable, remit the funds to the Treasurer of 
the Parent Institution, and procure and deliver the publications ordered. 

Art. VII. Meetings of the Society shall be opened by prayer. 

Art. VIII. This Constitution may be altered by a vote of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present at any meeting of the Society regularly convened.

PliAN OF A TRACT DEPOSITORY. 

The following individuals, [gentlemen or ladies,] viz. 
having consented to act as the Board of a Depository of the publications of the Ameri- 
can Tract Society for the of , the undersigned 
cordially approving the evangelical and catholic spirit of that Society, and wishing to 
benefit the population in our own vicinity by the circulation of its Tracts and volumes, 
and to that end to establish among us a permanent Depository of the same, give the 
sums affixed to our respective names, to be employed by the said Board as follows : viz. 

The Board shall have power to arrange for establishing a Depository, make pur- 
chases of publications, conduct the sales, and transact all business which they shall 
judge necessary to promote its highest usefulness. 

They shall elect their own Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer ; fill all vacancies 
occurring in their own number ; call meetings of the subscribers when they shall judge 
it to be desirable ; report their proceedings at every meeting of the subscribers ; and 
shall continue in office until, at any meeting of the subscribers duly convened, a new 
election shall be made. 

Meetings of the subscribers shall be called by the Board or their Chairman when- 
ever any three subscribers shall request the same in writing, and shall be opened with 
prayer. 

The American Tract Society establish no Depositories owned by the Institution, 
but are ready to aid Auxiliaries and friends at any important commercial centre, or 
elsewhere, in establishing one to be owned by those among whom it is located. 

One obstacle to the management of a Depository has been the expense and incon- 
venience of a case in which all the Tracts could be arranged ; and another, the time 
requisite for selling Tracts in small quantities. These objections do not apply to tho 
Society's Volumes — certainly not to its Libraries; and in" respect to the pamphlet 
Tracts, they may now be obviated by obtaining the Packets of Tracts and Children's 
Tracts, price 25 and 12^ cents, which may be conveniently sold unbroken by almost 
any bookseller or trader. 

A few enterprising individuals, male or female, whether connected with an Aux- 
iliary Society or not, may associate, raise a small fund, and thus bring the Society's 
publications within the reach of the population around them.
